to her butler’s pantry because she 
also has a butler—and a_house- 
keeper, and a secretary, to name a 
few of her retainers.

just like conventional wallpaper. 
But what you mightn’t expect of 
such utilitarian performance is its 
attractive appearance. Its design is 
part of the lamination, and its 20 
patterns are actually created by 
real fabrics like grasscloth, jute, 
metallic weaves, and can even be 
embellished with real grasses. sea 
heather, leaves, butterflies, which 
keep their natural color. You can 
get all sorts of textural effects. 
without worrying about fragility or 
dust-catching potential because 
the top surface is vinyl film, prac- 
tically invisible, but tough and 
scrubbable. The stuff comes by the 
sheet, 8 feet long, 2 feet wide, costs 
from 34 cents to 65 cents a square 
foot depending upon the elaboracy 
of the pattern. 

We chose a pattern called “To- 
bago,” a lamination of a_ loose 
square weave of natural jute 
against a white ground. It has 
brightened the room like sunshine. 
It is also said to have some sound- 
deadening properties, which Mrs. 
Porter assures me she hasn’t par- 
ticularly noticed, but admits that 
it would be a miracle indeed that 
could cut down the decibel count 
of the delegations of young who 
have been showing up every week- 
end since the room was finished. 


No one likes to admit to the cadg- 
ing of ideas, but it does seem a 
shame not to use a good sugges- 
tion when it hits you in the eye. 
For example, in decorator William 
Pahlmann’s own Manhattan apart- 
ment three perfect solutions to 
other people’s problems stared me 
in the face. It would have been 
unfair to Mrs. Jonathan not to 
copy the bookcase door, between 
the Pahlmann study and the guest 
room, when she has precisely the 
same situation crying for treatment.

What bet- 
ter way to cope than to even out 
the wall by putting matching 
shelves on the door itself, thus im- 
proving the room’s appearance and 
creating an extra spate of shelv- 
ing? This calls for a rehanging of 
the door, of course, strengthening

I wanted 
to see what refreshments the chil- 
dren would choose if left to them- 
selves. I kept a private tally of 
their choices. The fish sticks and 
midget franks were devoured in 
seconds. With varying degrees of 
interest and appetite, all of the 
children traipsed to the pickles, 
the carrots and celery, and, of 
course, to the buttered bread. Only 
half the children asked for either 
cake or ice cream but not for both; 
two children wanted none at all; 
and one girl asked me if we had 
butterscotch pudding. An individ- 
ualist, a small boy named Bradley, 
asked for two tomatoes for his 
supper and nothing more. He chose 
the two largest tomatoes from the 
bowl and ate them solemnly—no 
salt, no bread; in short, no frills.

“To build your own house with your 
own labor,” says Mr. Larson, “means 
that you can get a top-quality house the 
way you want it, not necessarily cheaply, 
but for a whole lot less than you’d pay 
for a mediocre ready-built house.” Ex- 
cluding the value of Mr. Larson’s labor, 
this house cost about $33,000. Ceil- 


ing is redwood board, cypress-stained. 


Architect Erickson’s plan for this three- 
level house looks complicated (see it in 
details on page 59), but its triangular 
form, covered over all with one sloping 
roof, offers some direct solutions. Far 
left, a strip of windows running through 
house from inside out lets third-level 
bedrooms borrow light from living room. 
Above, see how overhangs are a con- 
tinuation of ceiling. Built-in hi-fi cab- 
inet and seating, above and right, in- 
tegrate the room as well as furnish it. 


THE PERSISTENCE OF INDIVIDUAL INITIATIVE continued 
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The owner-built house shown here belongs to Carl M. 
Larson, a 31-year-old employee of the Illinois Bell Tele- 
phone Company, whose most notable assets in 1954 were 
a wife, a growing family, $10,000 in savings. and a con- 
viction that one day his family would live in the kind 
of atmosphere he felt in the houses designed by Frank 
Lloyd Wright. In the spring of that year he bought a 
sloping, four-acre site in a wooded area in Bartlett, 
Illinois. It was not until last fall that- he had finally 
achieved his goal. The story of what went on in the inter- 
vening five years will give you some idea of the moral, 
mental, and physical stamina it cost to attain this 2.000 


square feet of warm, friendly shelter. But as you read it, 


bear in mind Mr. Larson’s priceless reward—a _high- 
quality house that gives his family not only physical 
comforts he could not have afforded to buy ready-made, 
but lavishes on them such daily acquaintance with natural 
and man-made beauty as few millionaires can enjoy. 

It takes faith in oneself and more than ordinary manual 
skill to embark on a project like this. But an intelli- 
gent man knows his limitations. Mr. Larson is a qualified 
electrician and has handy-man proclivities, which he 
claims were no more than average when he _ started 
the job. But, although he and his wife knew in fairly 
clear detail what they wanted, he had no illusions about 


being an architect. So, right (Please turn the page) 
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‘You pay more attention to your workmanship 
when you’re building for yourself,’ says Mr. 
Larson. In the master bedroom, note the trim- 
ness with which he has fitted the strip-lighting 
trough around the exposed beam. The glaz- 
ing of the corner window here is stationary, 
rabbetted into the framework of the house. 
Other windows open, overlooking a planted 
area below. On the opposiie side of the room, 
a door opens onto a generous-size baleony. 


Bathroom tiling took Mr. Larson one month to 
finish. He and his wife took shifts at the job. 
He would set the tiles in mastic in the morn- 





ing before he went off to his regular work. 
Then she would take over, straightening out 
the tiles while the mastic was still moist. The 
terrazzo flooring in the house was one of the 
few things Mr. Larson did not do himself. 
A qualified electrician, he ins 





alled the wiring.

at the start, he explained his ideas and financial limita- 
tions to an architect, Don Erickson, whose houses he had 
seen, and who he knew would understand the kind of 
house he was driving at. By fall Mr. Erickson had designed 
a three-level house of concrete brick, redwood siding. and 
cedar shake roof. It would have terrazzo flooring, broad 
wall areas in glass. and interiors finished with redwood 
and mahogany. While the design demanded materials 
of high quality, the triple-level plan was a measure of 
economy. The exterior walls of a house are the most 
expensive structural parts, and by splitting the floor 
space of a house into several levels, you can enclose 
more livable area within your expensive walls. Mr. 
Erickson acted as advisor and consultant throughout the 


project. Mr. Larson gives him whole-hearted credit for

the design skill and knowledgeability that set the house 
on the right track and he thinks, as we do, that no one 
could attempt such a venture without engaging the services 
of a good designer. 

During the winter of 1954-55. Mr. Larson spent every 
spare moment doing his “materials take-off,” that is, esti- 
mating the quantity and cost of the materials needed 
to build the house. This is a tedious evaluation of the 
plan, wall by wall, floor by floor, down to the last 
piece of hardware, including heating, plumbing, and wir- 
ing systems. It’s a job customarily done by an estimator 
or contractor but Mr. Larson did it himself to save 
the estimator’s fee. When the estimate was finished, it 
was only too clear that the house was beyond the Larson 


budget. Here Mr. Larson stood by (Please turn the page) 
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A perfectly equipped kitchen was one of the goals 
the Larsons worked and saved for—and couldn’t find in 
a ready-built house. Theirs has such convenient, labor- 
saving equipment as a counter-top range, a combination 
refrigerator-freezer and double-level wall ovens. A 
built-in bench gives them seating for casual meals. 
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The family room, below, on the ground level with the 
kitchen, is also the laundry, sewing room, and Mr. 
Larson’s work room, A sleep sofa makes it usable for 
guests. Bathroom is near-by. Laundry tubs and washer- 
dryer fit into one wall; Mr. Larson’s workbench and 
tools in another. Both are screened by folding doors.

his conviction that if you want something badly enough 
it is worth working and waiting for. He separated him- 
self from his family and job and went to the Canadian 
Arctic to work for one year on the DEW Line project 
where salaries were high, and he could systematically 
save enough money to bring his dream nearer to realiza- 
tion. Meantime, Mrs. Larson and the children lived in the 
home of her parents. 

By spring of 1956 he had enough money to start negoti- 
ating with the bank for a mortgage. But not without an- 
other go-round with the material estimates. He made no 
compromises with quality, but shopped around assiduously 


for the best prices in lumber, concrete brick, piping 


g, wire, 


glass, hardware. Acting as his own contractor, he had 
to get bids on such jobs as he was not equipped to do 
himself—the excavation and grading, the digging of the 
well, the terrazzo flooring, the plaster and lath work, 
the hard-surface driveway, the digging to expand a one- 
acre lake on the property to get better drainage. This

Of the whole house, Mr. Larson is probably proudest 
of the kitehen, paneled in mahogany plywood and 
lined with touch-lock cabinets, which he designed 
and built himself. The stainless-steel sink at sit-down 
level and the electric dishwasher were installed al- 
most at once, before anything else was finished, 
mainly as a time-saver so Mrs. Larson could devote 
more time to the chores required by the building 
job. Above the sink there’s an open pass-through 
to the floor of the second level, where their more 
formal dining is done. The long counter at right in- 
cludes a pull-out chopping block, a food center for 
automatic equipment like mixers and squeezers, 
and a hooded ventilating blower above the counter- 
top range. All counter tops and splashboards are 
covered in laminated plastic. The floor is terrazzo. 





When they first moved into the unfinished house, 


the sink was the one bright spot in the dreariness.

non-union scale, which meant a job of finding qualified 
workmen who were willing to accept these terms. 
For the rest, he did it himself, with occasional help 
from friends whom he is now repaying in kind. (He says 
he knows six persons engaged in building their own 
houses.) “The rest” literally means everything else—such 
monumental labors as mixing and pouring the concrete 

for the footings, laying the block foundation, and doing all 
the brick work, using mortar he mixed in a wheelbarrow. 
He put up the steel deck, all the framing including mul- 
lions, beams, etc., built his own window frames and chim- 
ney, nailed on the cedar shingles, installed the septic 
system, the plumbing, a low-voltage wiring system with 
underground service, and two-zone hot-water radiant heat.

task, it is even more impressive when you consider that 
this man was simultaneously holding down a full-time 
job, driving fifty miles a day to and from work. 

By December of 1957 the shell of the house was built, 
and the Larsons and their three young children moved in. 
This is where the fortitude of the lady of the house was 
put to the acid test. “There was not a room you could 
call livable,” says Mr. Larson. “The whole job of finish- 
ing the house was ahead of us. We had outside doors and 
windows and the terrazzo floor, but the rest was exposed 
concrete block and raw plaster. We had one toilet and 
a lavatory hooked up, but no shower. The bathrooms 
weren't tiled. Our shelves and cupboards were slats of ply- 
wood and cardboard boxes. We had no walks or terraces 
laid—just piles of dirt and a mud driveway, and when it 
rained it was awful. We had an old electric range in the 
kitchen. The first things I installed were the stainless 
steel sink, the electric washer and dryer, and the dish- 
washer—to reduce Mrs. Larson’s (Please turn the page)

A great living area, open on three sides to the out- 
doors through walls and doors of glass, occupies the 
second level, provides the family with eating, sit- 
ting, entertaining space, and a terrace.

Third level is devoted to bedrooms. Here the sloping 
roof reaches its highest point from the ground, having 
started its ascent as the overhang to the living room, 
which you saw on page 53. Concept of this tilted-lid 
roof is basically simple, as well as economical. 
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Architect Erickson’s plan provided a house on three 
levels as a measure of economy. Exterior enclosing 
walls of a house are its most costly, so a variety of 
levels lets the walls enclose more room space for the 
cost. Entry, kitchen, family room, lavatory are on the 
first level, seven steps down from second level. | 
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The house is full of refinements, 
like the sliding doors to the 
storage closet in the third-level 
hall. Looking from the master 
bedroom to the girls’ bedroom, 
you see the honest pattern of 
ceiling and beams, which is like 
a decorative motif, besides being 
an easily maintained practicality. 
Glazed door at immediate left 
opens onto the baleony extend- 
ing out from the third level. 





How ean two little Larson girls sleep 
in the single bed shown on page 55? 
Here is the answer. It is a trundle 
bed, meaning that it is two beds, one 
sliding under the other, In this case, 
both beds can stand at equal level, 
because when the lower bed is pulled 
out, its legs rise up and lock in place 
at the same height as the other bed. 
Bedmaking is simplified since lower 
bed can be made up even when it 
slides away for storing. 
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This is a house for comfort. Because it was in a hard-water area, 
Mr. Larson knew there would be no real bathing and washing com- 
fort without a water softener (above). It is installed im the hall of 
the family room, Beyond it is another comfort—a _ refrigerator- 
freezer combination to supplement the one in the kitchen, letting 
the Larsons buy in quantity and save frequent, time-consuming 
shopping. Left is the laundry wall of the family room (page 56) 
where washer, dryer, and laundry trays can be shut off by folding 
doors. The vinyl tile flooring is not harmed by laundry splashes.

work so she could spend the time on sanding woodwork or 
whatever else had to be done. It was the mess that both- 
ered her most of all. There was always something to 
clean up or to keep the kids out of. We seemed to live 
in a sea of mud and sawdust. We lived in this kind of 
upheaval for a year and ten months, and wed have to 
confess there were moments when the job looked so end- 
less and home life was so dreary, we were almost sorry 
wed ever begun. But things improved every day as each 
job was finished and, by and large, it was fun. 
“Naturally, we had no time for a social life, but in 
the spring I built a 12-foot table for outdoors, and our 
family and friends used to come and picnic under the 
trees. On week ends we’d be swamped with visitors. Total 
strangers who'd be passing by got so fascinated by the 
house that they’d pull up and ask to see it. We were 
real glad to let people know all about it. We were sur- 
prised how many people had never heard of Frank Lloyd 
Wright and what he stood for, so we felt as if we were 
part of the crusade for mankind to rate a better house.” 
Time, he admits, is the build-it-yourselfer’s bugaboo. 
“You're slow,” he says, “that’s what you're fighting all 
the time, so you have to make every living minute count, 
especially the daylight minutes. A professional carpenter 
can install eight or ten doors a day, but when I first 


started, it would take me ten hours to put in two doors. 
But one of the great satisfactions of the job is to see 
how much more easily you can handle materials after 
you've got used to working with them. The thought of 
handling those big sheets of plate glass scared me and, 
after the first time I installed a piece, my legs were 
wobbly for half an hour. But after a while I was slinging 
that stuff around without thinking about it. You also 
discover skills you didn’t know you had. I found out I 
have a real knack for bricklaying, but I didn’t know it. 
A friend had to show me how to start. By now I also 
feel I’m a pretty good carpenter and cabinetmaker. 

The quality of the workmanship—the finesse of the 
joinings, the neatness of the turnings, the look of a 
“thorough job’—is evident throughout the Larson house 
(as it is also in the owner-built Borgatta and Mills 
houses shown on pages 64 to 71), and amounts to a wry 
commentary on the run-of-the-mill, hastiiy-turned-out look 
frequently seen in professionally-built houses. It’s one 
reason why people like Larson, borgatta, and Mills de- 
cided to do for themselves. As Mr. Larson says, “It 
stands to reason that you put more care and effort into 
a house you're building for yourself.” 

Mr. Larson had one brush with union labor when a

union showed up and indicated his displeasure at finding 
no union men on the job. Mr. Larson’s incontrovertible 
reply was that there was no law prohibiting a free man 
in the United States from building his own home, so 
long as his work passed the local building inspectors. 

If he had it to do over again, Mr. Larson says he 
would let a pro do all the flat concrete work, like slab 
floors and terraces. Mixing, floating, and smoothing 
concrete is back-and-knee-breaking work in itself, one of 
those things where you must work against time as the 
material sets up. This can depend upon the mixing, the 
weather, and a number of other factors so it takes experi- 
ence to be able to gauge reactions properly. His plumbing 
work and installation of the soil pipe was done with ‘the 
advice and assistance of a master plumber working along 
with him on the job. Oddly enough he is not completely 
satisfied with his.job of covering kitchen counters with 
plastic laminate. He feels that, to be perfect, this requires 


special tools and a deftness that comes with practice. 





Good working tools were his best friends. He says he 
could never have done what he did without his power saw, 
which is now handily enshrined, along with the rest of 
his basic handyman equipment, in the workshop he de- 
signed for himself. This extends along one wall of the 
lower-level room which also serves as laundry, sewing 
room, family room, and guest room, its working areas 
easily screenable by pull-out folding doors when not in use. 

He feels that, given a handyman’s skill, with persistence 
and devotion, anyone can build his own house. But he 
must want that house so badly that he is willing to give 
up everything else until he gets it. “For nearly four years 
all I did was work, sleep, eat, and build my house. It 
was rough, but then nothing can compare with the swell 
of pride you feel when you look at the place and think, 


‘I did it myself.’ ”

he has now set up his workshop as part of the family room in bright,

@ This frame and stucco house in Dobbs Ferry, N.Y., 
was built by the personal labor of its owner, Robert E. 
Borgatta. It stems from one couple’s unwillingness to 
follow the herd, and put up with the limitations of 
ready-built housing they could afford to buy. They were 
New York City apartment dwellers, looking for a more 





suburban atmosphere in which to raise their three small 








daughters. As a man with some skill at carpentry, Mr. 
Z Borgatta was appalled at the prices asked for the quality 
of materials and workmanship offered. As artists—he is 
a painter and professor of art at CCNY; she is Isabel 
Case Borgatta, a sculptress and teacher of sculpture in 
the same college—they were discouraged by the caliber of 


design they found.

The Borgatta house faces the road with a tiled, almost 
windowless front. Its other sides are virtually all glass, 
giving its occupants light and view with privacy.

Architect Torkelsen and the Borgattas worked out this two- 
level plan for the sloping site, facing the living areas of 
the house toward a view of the Hudson River.

that by working on the building himself he could save 
enough in labor costs to afford the best quality in plan- 
ning and materials. Events proved him right. He could 
have bought adequate shelter for the $30,000 his house 
and land cost, but the same money could never have 
bought 1,724 square feet of architect-designed, custom- 
built beauty, where every piece of lumber was hand- 
selected, sanded before being put into place, then var- 
nished, sanded again, and constantly refinished like a 
piece of furniture. The plan, designed by Architect Stan- 
ley M. Torkelsen, called for the meticulous procedures

for $8500 


A young designer uses his practical knowledge 


to get the most house on a small budget 


@ Not every designer is actually experienced in the building 
trades. Neither are construction workmen usually gifted with 
creative imagination. But, when these two talents are com- 
bined—when a designer designs with his own labor in 
mind—the results can be amazing, as you can see in this 
house. Because it was planned for economy of labor as well 
as materials, the owner and his wife were able to build it in 
less than a year, working only part time. 

On a regular contract basis it would have cost $16,000. 
Yet, by doing the construction work themselves, they actu- 
ally spent only $8,500. Although the design of the house 
was based on this very low budget, the result embodies all 


the satisfactions of good architecture (Please turn the page) 


Bold structural pattern and the warmth of natural materials give 
this room a quiet meliow beauty appropriate to its wooded setting 
and harmonious with its sweeping view of the countryside. Stones in 
concrete chimney are from mountains nearby. Walls are cedar siding, 
floor is cork. Big redwood beams are from an old dismantled bridge. 


On a steeply sloping site 
the living room and adjoin- 
ing deck on the second- 
floor level provide shel- 
tered privacy overlooking 
treetops to take fullest ad- 
vantage of distant moun- 
tain panorama.

at any scale and any price. The beauty of the site is used 
to the fullest advantage. The materials used, although un- 
pretentious and many of them second-hand, have fine quality 
and natural beauty. Skillful handling of the structure and 
floor plan produces an interior with a sense of spaciousness 
and varied interest, even though the actual enclosed area 
is only 755 square feet. 

Only the occasional help of an unskilled laborer was 


needed to assist in placing the big timbers. Otherwise, con-

struction was kept simple so large crews and expensive 
machinery were not needed. Even the placing of the house 
on the steep slope was worked out so a minimum of bull- 
dozing was required, at the same time retaining the beauty 
of the site. Further economy was achieved by relying on 
the natural texture of wood grains and mountain stones to 
give warmth and richness without the need of expensive 
decorative finishes. In the same way, landscaping costs 
were saved by preserving the natural growth on the hillside.

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The High Hopes 
and the Hazards 
of building 


with your own hands 


If you are contemplating building with your own 
hands, here is what those who've done it think you 
should know before you start. Though they rate 
the achievement as one of the towering experiences 
of life, they all admit there were moments when 
they d willingly have thrown in the sponge. But ail 
agree that nothing surpasses the satisfaction 


of this kind of home ownership

@ To build your own house with your own hands is no 
project to embark upon lightly. But you could be dazzled 
into a premature decision by the successfully hand-built 
houses of others, because you see them in their serene fin- 
ished state, without having any real idea of what it took to 
achieve these results. And the prospect of having exactly 
what you want and saving money, too, can be fraught with 
an aura of freedom and high adventure which may obscure 
some of the less glamorous realities. 

Unanimously, those who have already had the experience 
tell us that the rewards are immeasurably satisfying, com- 
parable to few other attainments in life. But, quite as 
unanimously, they agree that few projects are more relent- 
lessly demanding of physical strength, time, ingenuity, and 
patience. And the one most sobering aspect of the job is 
that once you've started, there’s no backing out. Their 
advice, if you are contemplating doing your own building, 
is to look carefully before you leap. 


The major prerequisite is that you have better than 
average mechanical aptitude. If you have always been a 
handyman, a putterer, a fixer, a man with a talent for figur- 
ing out solutions to mechanical problems, you are a likely 
candidate. But since all human beings tend not to see their 
own talents in clear perspective, you must lean over back- 
wards not to overestimate your abilities. Ideally, you should 
have had practical experience with all the major phases of 
building. If you can manage it, it would be wise to get an 
objective opinion of your capabilities from someone quali- 
fied to judge—a friend whose own ability is high or, better 
yet, a working mechanic, a “pro.” Let them see a job you’ve 
done and get their opinion on the quality of your work. 
This awareness of your own capabilities is important, since 
it will be a guide to the planning of your operation. You 
may have greater proficiency in some skills than others. 
If you know this, you can decide to do certain jobs yourself 
and leave others to professionals. 


Almost as important as an appraisal of your talents for 
building is an absolutely realistic appraisal of your per- 
sonal talent for steadfast dedication to a job in the face 
of just plain exhaustion. This is particularly crucial if 
you are building in your spare time, as most people have 
to. You will always be working with too little time. The 
bank’s payments of mortgage money are usually made in 
installments as certain parts of the job are finished, so you 
will also have financial deadlines in a very real sense. 
Interest payments must be met even as the house is being 
built, and meantime you have the expenses of your current 
housing, so there’s urgent necessity to get the new house 
livable as soon as possible. The pressure of time takes 
another direction, too—since you’re a greenhorn at this 
business, your own slowness is a trial to be borne. 


: 
You must be sure before you start that you are going to 











have the moral and physical stamina to keep everlastingly 
at it, without permitting yourself to be diverted. There will 
be no vacation week ends or holidays or free evenings for 
you, and social life and hobbies go out the window. But 
the period that will make the greatest demands on your 
fortitude is the half-way mark when the house has become 
just shelter enough so you have no excuse for not moving 
into it. In this half-finished situation you may have to live 
for months surrounded by the cheerless inconvenience of 
raw plaster, makeshift lighting, incomplete kitchen or bath, 
with a minimum of furnishings and a maximum of mess, 
with every job screaming to be finished. 


Women in particular find this a nightmare, and this is 
generally conceded to be the point in the whole project that 
separates the men from the boys. Many people have given 
up from sheer exhaustion—either settling down in inertia 
to live forever-after in an unfinished house, or turning their 
backs on the whole venture, selling it fast for whatever 
they could realize on it. 

You should know quite clearly what you expect to ac- 
complish by doing your own work. Your goal should be to 
get a house costing less than the same house would cost built 
by conventional ways. Labor being the single most costly 
ingredient in any building project, you can achieve more 
house by your own personal labor expenditure. 

It is wise to hire a lawyer even before you buy your land 
and use him throughout as your advisor and representative 
in connection with every agreement you may make. You will 
have as much’to learn about the legalities of land owner- 
ship and negotiating contracts as about the actual processes 
of building and sound legal advice can forestall blunders 
that may be costly or disadvantageous to your interests. 

It is highly recommended that you hire an architect. An 
architect is your best assurance that the finished house will 
be good enough to warrant all that blood, sweat, and tears. 
Get him into the job early, if possible before you buy land. 
His advice can save you many a false step. and will un- 
doubtedly produce a house of better, more polished design 
than you are likely to plan for yourself. Usually it is in the 
quality of design that owner-planned houses fall down. Why 
waste all that hard work on a “cornball?” 


As the personal builder of your own house, you will be 
operating as a general contractor. This means you will be 
purchasing your own materials. For those parts of the job 
which you may turn over to specialists, as for instance, 
plumbing, heating, and electrical wiring, you must get in 
bids and negotiate agreements with the favored bidders. 

To find out whether or not your plan is financially feasible. 
you must determine the quantity of materials needed and 
what they are going to cost. For this you must evaluate 
the architect’s floor plans and elevations, item by item. This 


is the “materials take-off,” a job usually turned over by 


the contractor to a practiced estimator. Consider hiring an 
estimator yourself. 

When you know what is needed, building supply dealers 
and lumber yards will give you cost estimates. You may save 
money by shopping around, but however you do it, be pre- 
pared to give this phase of it your time. 

Which jobs you do yourself and which you let out depend 
upon your own particular skills and know-how, so no one 
rule applies to all cases. You will obviously not want to 
undertake work at which you do not feel skilled. But it may 
be cheaper for you, in point of time saved or energy con- 
served, to let out some jobs that you are capable of doing 
yourself. Given enough time and muscle, anyone can dig an 
excavation. But hired labor with a tractor can do it more 
quickly and efficiently, so the time saved may be worth the 
cost. Generally, logical jobs to let out—because they are 
heavy or because for economy they require special equip- 
ment—are excavating and grade work, major concrete work, 
plumbing, septic systems, electrical wiring. and heating. 

You must acquaint yourself with your local building code 
to be sure you are not planning to use materials or methods 
prohibited by the code. You must submit your plans for 
approval to the local government’s building department be- 
fore they will issue a building permit. Building inspectors 
will come from time to time to check on the job. 


You must also check local zoning regulations to be sure 
that you meet their requirements. Regulations vary with 
locality for the distance a house must be set back from the 
street and the side and rear boundaries of the lot. There 
are apt to be many other restrictions, often archaic. 

Study your deed for any extraordinary agreements made 
by former owners of your land which might affect the way 
your house may be built or located. Sometimes neighbor- 
hood organizations or land development groups have a right 
to pass judgment on your plans as a measure of protecting 
the aesthetic character of the neighborhood. Investigate 
their requirements in advance, for if they contest your archi- 
tectural taste, you can be in for some time-consuming red 
tape and, perhaps, some costly revisions. 

As a general thing, building trades’ unions take a dim 
view of do-it-yourselfers. They have been known to send 
representatives to owner-builder jobs to express their dis- 
pleasure, and even to attempt to hold up the job by making 
it difficult for you to get services of other union labor 
you might have been planning to use. Union men have been 
known to walk off the job when the owner himself attempted 
to work. These are difficult situations usat call for delicate 
handling. You may never have to face them, but you must 
be ready for them. 

By and large. the owner-builders we met have taken all 
this as part of the game, fighting obstructions just as they 
fought time and discoinfort, feeling that it is a small price 


to pay for getting what you want.

everyone who has suddenly come upon some delightful 
scene which he had not been anticipating or prepared to 
expect. There is the contrast between the somewhat solid 
and closed-in quality suggested by the entrance court and 
the approach garden and the bright and outgoing openness 
of the living room. There is a change in floor levels contrast- 
ing the low-ceilinged space of the study with the higher 
space of the living room. And there is the sudden impact 
of the dramatic view toward the ocean which had been 
knowingly concealed so that, when finally presented, its effect 
would count for much more. 

This thoughtful regard for presentation has helped to 
determine the character of the house. It is present not only 
in the planned sequence of events leading up to the dis- 
closure of the view. It is also in the background character 
of the house. It does not try to compete with the view but 
subtly and indirectly turns attention to it. This is not a 
house that says, “Look at me.” Its restrained and undemand- 
ing quality serves to set off and to becomingly present the 
occupants and the activities of their daily life as well as 
the view. 

The dining room, as a quiet background for dining, illus- 
trates this. As seen in the photo (left), the subdued quality 
of this background serves to point up the richness of the 
table setting. But the table setting itself is also a kind of 
understatement. It does not immediately catch the eye as 
someihing more colorful would. It willingly plays a support- 
ing role and lets the social event itself become the center of 
interest. 

The bedroom wing, in its planning, does not call attention 
to itself or try to tell everything all at once. The passage 
leading to the master bedroom has pleasant interludes along 
the way: the study-bedroom and the private little court 
opposite it. As revealed and discovered along the way, they 
make walking down the passage a refreshing experience, 
something a little more than just getting there. 

Perhaps, after the problems of shelter have been solved, 
this is domestic architecture’s main role: to make life some- 
thing a little more than just getting there, to present it as 
a pleasantly-told tale, the teller remaining, in effect, sub- 


servient to the story being presented. 





The dining room, furnished in a subdued and unobtrusive 
manner, is a becoming background for the table and its ap- 
pointments, the meal being served, and the guests present at 
the occasion. The light-diffusing, sheer linen draperies (used in 
other rooms also) do not shut out the landscape but soften 
its details and blend them into an undemanding background.

Unique in the United States, this fantastic 
building (left), whose cornerstone was laid 
in 1905, is the Vedanta Temple and Mon- 
astery in San Francisco.

If so, you needn’t miss out on some of the 
available pleasures of traveling. 

People travel for many reasons, but a 
great many travelers devote a large por- 
tion of their time to searching out the man- 
made wonders of this world, particularly 
the buildings of past cultures. 

In the town or city where you live, on 
its main streets or not far removed from 
them, are many delightful old buildings 
which, if not so venerable and as deeply 
encrusted with the patina of history as 
buildings in Europe and Asia, can be no 
less satisfying and fascinating as discover- 
ies. These are the buildings that we have 
inherited from the Victorian era. 

During the latter part of the 19th Cen- 
tury many fantastic and wonderful build- 
ings were constructed in almost every 
part of the United States. They are called 
by various names such as General Grant 
Gothic, American Gothic, the “Gingerbread

Many of us overlook these buildings be- 
cause they are an accustomed and familiar 
part of our environment. We pass them by 
without really seeing them and, by doing 
so, miss pleasures that can be ours. These 
buildings are in the unfortunate position 
of being only old enough to be scorned as 
old-fashioned and not old enough to be 
treasured as antiques. 

In them, for all to read, is a conveniently 
accessible and still unblurred record of a 
fabulous and dynamic period of American 
expansion and development, a time of rapid 
sociological and technological change. It 
was a period of transformation during 
which the United States changed from an 
agricultural outpost of Western  civiliza- 
tion into an industrialized world power. 

The structures that a civilization leaves 
behind it are probably the truest record of 
its qualities as a civilization. They may not 
represent all of its hopes and dreams, but 
they do represent in very tangible form 
the values and the degree of commitment 
to them, the goals that were felt worth 
realization, and the kinds and quantities 
of spirit, energy, and will devoted to their 


realization. 








The Victorian era has been vehemently 
denounced with all of the vocabulary of 
depreciation by the period that immediately 
followed it. That it was a period of atrocious 
and horrible taste and undistinguished 
building are among the milder and often 
repeated charges. 

These handed-down dicta have become a 
part of our way of thinking and accepted 
as sacred dogma. We have never bothered 
to question them. As a result, we have not 
seen these buildings with our own eyes. 
We have seen them only through the eyes 
of our predecessors and with the bias of 
their prejudices. Until recently, to say that 
anything was Victorian was to condemn it 
automatically. 

It is true that bad buildings were con- 
structed in this era. Probably no era i 


s

Graceful and elegant, this house in Galves- 
ton, Texas, has its counterpart in almost 
every town and city. Although the elements 
of the design are arranged with a classic 
formality, the elements themselves evoke a 
highly romantic atmosphere that seems both 
Gothic and Moorish. Note the cantilevered 
and open corners, a structural device that 
anticipates features we consider “modern.” 











Contrast the somber and mysterious quality of this fan- 
tastic house with the smiling serenity of the house in 
the photo below. Called Ardoyne Plantation, this prime 
example of Carpenter Gothic was built in 1895 in the 
densely vegetated region around Bayou Black in Louis- 
iana. Much inventiveness was displayed in the transla- 
tion of Gothic stone tracery into wooden fretwork pro- 
duced with the aid of power-driven turning lathes and 
scroll saws. Elaborate examples of this lacy “ginger- 
bread,” a typical expression of the Victorian era, can 
be found everywhere. The house in the photo below is 
another application of this highly-developed folk art. 
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The San Francisco area is rich in handsome old Victorians. 
Many expert woodearvers migrated to this area in the 1850's. 
The way they improvised on rough plans prepared by the 
owners often gave these houses a quality of individuality.

portion of bad work which must be worked 
off and got rid of before it does better. 
An age of experiment will produce failures 
as well as successes. It is not generally 
recognized that there were successful and 
good buildings in this era. Some of them, 
proud and stately, have real qualities of 
style and distinction. 

It is only as more and more of these 
buildings have been torn down to make 
way for “progress” that we have come to 
realize, too late, that something has been 
taken away, that something is missing. 
The buildings that have taken their places 
are lacking in certain desirable qualities 
that the older ones possessed. Some of 
our sleek modern facades have all of the

“virtues” of the cellophane-packed tomato, 
but they lack the “faults” that produce real 
flavor. The Victorians may not have con- 
formed to some standards of “good taste,” 
but they did appreciate rich flavor. However 
offensive their buildings might have been 
to some people, they did have char- 
acter. Whatever else the vices of Victorian 
buildings were, they were never petty. 

They were not built in a finger-to-the- 
wind spirit of conformity and with the hope 
of pleasing by not displeasing. When these 
buildings were wrong, they were assuredly 
and gloriously wrong in a sometimes 
splendid, sometimes humorous way. These 
are not tepid and timid buildings. They 
have an element of dash and swagger in 
them. Many of them are undisciplined and 
lacking in unity. But they do have qualities 
that no amount of good taste can supplant 
and without which no true style is possible: 
vigor and vitality. 

These buildings represent a kind of rest- 
less stirring. Many of them are in uncon- 
scious recognition that things, including 
standards of taste, were not as they could 
and should be. They are a part of the search 
for fresh forms having more significance in 
relation to their era. 

In this zestful search the designers and 
builders were willing to try all forms, in- 
cluding the historical. They did not hesi- 
tate to try and put them all in the same 
building. Unhampered by scholarship and 


guided by no tradition, they produced some

We hear much talk now of the need for 
good taste” and “unity” in our environ- 
rent.

Without 
iese, taste and unity are meaningless. 

Montgomery Schuyler, the first architec- 
iral critic in America and a Victorian, 
rote, “It is more feasible to tame exu- 
erance than to create a soul under the 
ibs of death.” The great architects of this 
eriod were men who had the ability to 
ume and discipline this exuberance. They 
nolded it into buildings that are still highly- 
harged and powerful statements about the 
ulture of their time. 

If we think of the Victorians as straight- 
iced and stuffy, we should realize that this 
s only one aspect of their personality, the 
reat discipline that must have been neces- 
ary to tame this exuberance about which

Eating right, nutritionally, at the beginning of the day, 


is the key to controlling weight 


and feeling fit and vigorous

© With all the journalistic hubbub about reducing your 
caloric intake and the dangers of obesity some basic common- 
sense truths are being obscured. 

Here is the proposition in a nutshell: A proper breakfast 
reduces the appetite for the rest of the day, so you aren’t 
trapped into overeating at lunch and dinner. A proper 
breakfast lowers the ‘“‘appestat” (hunger motive) for the 
rest of the day, enabling you to control your calorie intake 
within reason. But it also stabilizes your energy level, with- 
out those “sinking spells” and rushes of fatigue. 

It’s really only common sense. The body does not go to 
sleep at night. The brain, all the organs, all the cells con- 
tinue their work, even though you are asleep. Energy is be- 
ing used all night. Energy comes from the “burning” of food. 
Since you have no food from dinner at night till waking—a 
period of 8 to 12 hours—you have used up a lot of energy 
(food). So the body is depleted by arising time. It needs 
to be restocked, or it will make demands on your reserves. 

The usual quick breakfast (fruit juice, a cereal product, 
and a beverage) is not enough. These supply fuel for energy 
for too short a time, for these are quick-burning nutrients. 
By around 11 a. m. the energy value of such foods will be 
used up, and you feel weak, tired, inattentive. You feel 
hungry, you become inefficient. 

The “coffee break” at this time does not really remedy 
the situation. Coffee alone stimulates the brain, but there 


is no food value in it for the brain to use. Coffee with 


crullers or some other form of pastry merely compounds the 
flaw of the earlier breakfast. You take in more calories 
without rounding out the nutritional needs. You may kill 
your hunger this way, but you are still undernourished. 

A proper breakfast must contain proteins. carbohydrates, 
and fats, plus the necessary vitamins, minerals and, espe-

cially, the trace elements. Sufficient protein in the break- 
fast menu helps prevent that late forenoon lag. Breakfasts 
of equal caloric value, but low in protein and high in fat 
or carbohydrate, do not have this beneficial effect. Break- 
fasts sufficiently high in protein content elevate the blood- 
sugar level for approximately 4 hours after the meal. 
Sensations of hunger and weakness are associated with low 
blood-sugar levels. 

The classic American breakfast—citrus juice, two eggs, 
two slices of toast, butter, and a beverage with cream or 
milk—is about right in fulfilling the nutritional demands 
of the body. By eating a proper breakfast, you do not ex- 
perience the desire to overeat at lunch and dinner. 

But, you say, I don’t like the classic American breakfast. 
Or you say, it disagrees with me. 

All right. There is a wide variety of other foods that 
give you the necessary syndrome of proteins, carbohydrates, 
fats, vitamins, and minerals. But it ts the energy-producing 
protein that you must be sure not to leave out. If you don't 
like eggs, substitute meat or cheese or milk. Many people 
in Europe have been eating cheese for breakfast for years. 
Why shouldn't you? Hamburger patties are certainly just 
as tasty at 8 A. M. as at noon. And a toasted cheese sand- 
wich, garnished with bacon crumbles, is great with a glass 
of milk.

@ It’s a rare gardener who can look at a water lily 
in bloom and not wish to have it at home. The crisp 
form, clear color, and lush foliage rising, somehow, 
from the depths, put this plant in a class by itself. 
But the need for a pool to put them in and the ques- 
tion of how to grow them in their watery environment 
are enough to discourage many who could very well 
have and enjoy them. 

The truth of the matter is that water lilies are 
easy to grow. You can have them in any climate in 
America if you choose the right kind. There are only 
a few definite requirements, but even the experts don’t 
all agree on these. as you'll see when you read the 
fine print in the catalogs.

water 18 to 24 inches across and 16 inches deep you 
can grow the miniature water lilies. A pool 3 feet 
square and 18 to 24 inches deep will support a full- 
sized hardy lily. And, of course. the larger the area, 
the more you can have. A pool 6 by 8 feet, for ex- 
ample, will handle five hardy lilies or two of the 
tropicals. The depth can remain the same. The lilies 
need a sunny situation, and the pool should be placed 
where leaves will not fall in and foul the water. 

The pool itself can be a concrete shell you have built 
yourself, or a prefabricated fiber glass pool that 
is simply set in the ground, There are also wooden 
tubs and containers that will make suitable ready-made 
pools.

How to fight SAg-Shine 
—a new understanding of an 


old summer enemy 


By GUY HENLE 


Shading the direct rays of the sun does only part of the job in combating 





summer s heat. In high-humidity weather—those “‘white-sky” days— 
the whole circle of sky becomes a dazzling shell with dust and moisture 


particles radiating heat at you (and your house) as surely as the sun itself 








poking out from the interior of this house (right) 
only bits of sky can be seen. At eye level the deep 
canvas awning meets the terrace shade _ structure, 
even though they are actually many feet apart (photo 
above).

@ The ways of summer heat are many and varied. Some 
of them we know by instinct, others we learn by experi- 
ence. We don’t have to be physicists to know that we can 
be badly sunburned on a hazy and seemingly sunless day, 
though we may not have realized exactly why. On such 
days, often called “white-sky” days because the blue is 
obscured, the layer of atmosphere close to the earth is 
filled with tiny particles of smoke, dust, and moisture. 
Even though you may be shaded from the direct rays of 
the sun, these particles act as tiny mirrors, reflecting 
heat at you from all sides. Thus, on these hazy, high- 
humidity days you are surrounded by millions of criss- 
crossing heat rays. 

The importance of this phenomenon as a source of sum- 
mer heat was underlined during the many years of HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL’s Climate Control researches. We have labeled 
it “sky-shine.” It does not occur on clear, sparkling blue- 
sky days. At these times the heat comes directly from 


the sun. On such days, even the simple shade of an 


umbrella gives you relief. This explains why, in such 
tropical atmospheres as Mexico City, you can experience 


burning sun, yet feel cool when you step into the shade.

In the typical muggy atmosphere of much of the U. 
no such relief is possible. 

Once you understand sky-shine, you realize that the 
usual shade-control devices designed for our houses are 
not enough, for they are planned to keep out the direct 
rays of the sun. Assuming equal importance is protection 
against sky-shine, which surrounds us from horizon line 
to horizon line, reaching us as easily from the usually 
safe north as from the south. 

How can you protect yourself against sky-shine? On 
these pages and the ones that follow you'll see examples 
of how it is done. The key is the actual amount of 
sky that can be seen from the house. The less sky 
you can see, the less heat. The section drawings indi- 
cate roughly the total sky area that would have been 


visible from the house and the area (Please turn the page)

that is still seen after structural changes were made. 

In some cases a patio awning attached to the house 
works in combination with a distant vertical garden fence 
to cut down the sky area. In others, a free-standing ter- 
race cover is strategically placed so that it forms a sky 
barrier for the house too. After you study these situations, 
one additional fact becomes clear: a high, exposed loca- 
tion is much more vulnerable to sky-shine than a low, 
hill-surrounded spot. If you think about it for a minute, 
you'll realize how much more sky area surrounds a house 
on the top of a hill. This becomes an additional factor 
to consider in purchasing land or in locating a house on 
an existing property, particularly in those parts of the 
country where hazy, muggy days are common in summer. 
Obviously, sky-shine is only one of many factors affecting 
the location and orientation of a house, but it is a new

Cutting down the amount of sky-shine that comes into the house 
should result in an actual lowering of the temperature. But this 
is only part of the comfort*that is achieved. It is annoying and, 
to some persons, physically fatiguing to sit in a darkened area 
looking out into a glaring, overbright light. The house seen 
here is in Texas, where the foliage does not give the protection 
it does in New England. Even with air conditioning. this house 
could have been uncomfortable to sit in if you looked out 
across an expanse of paving to the brilliant horizon all around. 
The terrace cover therefore serves (1) to shade the terrace, 
(2) to cut down the glare from overhead, and (3) to kill the 
glare bouncing off the pavement. Above, you see the impression 
of a cool retreat given by a view from the interior.

Are you giving your children 


a Balanced Cultural Diet? 


Will they acquire a taste for fine literature, music, and art 


simply by growing up? In this era of TV and comic books, a little forced feeding 


is necessary, says House Beautiful’s Family Editor

here was a time when [ thought children’s appetites 

for cultural fare developed naturally and gradually, 

reflecting the parents’ interests and level of taste. 

Bit by bit, | assumed, they would acquire an ear for 
music and an eye for beauty. I supposed that eventually they, 
too, would thirst for what is good and show a distaste for the 
dreadful, just as their eating preferences change from zwie- 
back to something more nourishing. 

Now, I’m not so sure. 

I tried the passive approach for the first dozen years of 
our family life, with the dismal result that at age twelve our 
“bright” boy had never heard of Carl Sandburg. And when 
the nine-year-old answered “Michaelangelo” for the author 
of Romeo and Juliet on an achievement test, I decided it was 
time for forced feeding, 

Obviously, in today’s market there are so many pleasurable 
and simple-minded avenues of entertainment that the classics 
suffer by competition. Comic books, television programs, 
teen-age vocalists, and even ball games can easily occupy 
young minds to the complete exclusion of anything deep, 
difficult, or lasting. 

I am also sadly aware that most elementary and secondary 


schools have neither the time nor the inclination to put forth 


a varied and qualitative effort at raising the youngsters’ 
cultural sights. And certainly, if left to their own initiative. 
the children themselves will all take the easiest course and 
mature only to the intellectual level of their closest friends. 


In the finat analy sis. then, a balanced cultural diet. like

good eating habits, is the responsibility of parents who want 
to see their children weil-rounded. As with an expanding 
appreciation of food, you can’t start too soon exposing 
them to a wide range of choices. 

But how? Where? When? And with what sort of delicacies 
should you begin? 

Summer, it seems to me, is the best possible time to start 
this sort of diet. Up till now, if you’re a typical parent, you’ve 
probably had the children enrolled in some form of music 
or ballet class. They’re accustomed to visiting a library 
regularly and their television viewing is supervised. Still, 
this is hardly a full, rich serving of the humanities. And the 
easiest way to remedy this cultural under-nourishment, I’ve 
found, is to introduce the youngsters to everything you en- 
joy—to concerts, art exhibits, plays, foreign languages, 
poetry, new recordings, good literature, and so on. The pos- 
sibilities are endless and depend only on you. 

The reason summer is such a wonderful time for includ- 
ing the children in your own cultural life is because so much 
that is worth while is presented in a light, informal manner. 
Concerts are held out of doors in places like New York’s 
Lewisohn Stadium, Philadelphia’s Robin Hood Dell, and 
Boston’s Esplanade. Summer stock is put on in circus tents 
and barns, and many of the touring art shows are hung in 
public gardens and municipal park museums. Invariably, 
these are cool, quiet, and refreshing places in which to spend 
a summer afternoon or evening with a family. 


| have also found that “taking the family along” creates 











amusing incidents that never seem to happen when my hus- 
band and I go alone. For example, the time we took our 
three to a Van Gogh exhibit they seemed overwhelmed with 
the vibrancy and color of the real canvases as compared 
with the reproductions we’d shown them. They studied every 
painting earnestly and with delight. Only later did the littlest 
one remark to his father: “Daddy, | never knew that a man 
with red hair would have a red beard.” He was thinking, of 


course, of Van Gogh’s self-portrait as a young man. 


n another occasion we rather hesitantly took them 

to a theatre-in-the-round production of King Lear. 

They loved it. The Shakespearean storms, mad 

scenes, and duels were just their dish. For days 
afterward the boys innocently referred to one another as the 
bastard son. 

Although “togetherness” has its merits, it can also fall flat. 
When children are small, there aren’t enough cultural experi- 
ences satisfying to both age groups. The in-between com- 
promise you hope will entertain you as well as the children 
can often leave you irritable and them restless. So in our 
case, | usually try to work out some summer study designed 
solely for me and the kids. This conscious effort to whet 
their palates is what I think of as cultural forced feeding. 
Year by year it is producing more interests we can enjoy 
together. 

One season it was Spanish. We began with fifteen-minute 
lessons three times a week. The younger children weren't 
old enough to read so most of our learning was in the form 
of games, songs, and crayoning. They didn’t object at all, as 
I was afraid they might. It was more like play than learning. 
Rather than rebelling at being called away from their friends 
and hectic outdoor games, the quarter hours had a calming 
effect that absorbed and refreshed us all. 

After the summer start, we’ve continued the language les- 
sons for an hour once a week. The children’s progress isn’t 
phenomenal, but their awareness of foreign words and 
phrases is considerable. Now, Gordo, Zorro, and Tonto have 
meaning for them other than their comic-strip significance, 
and Spanish-speaking friends no longer start them giggling. 
If they’re attentive, they can catch a familiar phrase and 
feel the satisfaction of being bi-lingual. 

Last year our summer project was a casual but determined 
effort to increase everyone’s knowledge and familiarity with 
good music. It started with the playing of recordings of 
Tchaikovsky’s and Dvorak’s music because they were to be 
a part of a Van Cliburn program for which we had tickets. 


We wanted the children to be able, at least, to recognize the 





selections, but they surprised me—and themselves—by know- 
ing the “Goin’ home” theme from Dvorak’s From the New 
World Symphony and the love motif from the Romeo and 
Juliet overture. They had just never listened to the music 


played by a symphony orchestra. 


In addition to playing and replaying the records, we 
bought a collection of short biographies of composers and 
looked up Tchaikovsky’s and Dvorak’s life. The album notes 
also provided pertinent background information, but again 
it was something irrelevant that caught the youngsters’ fancy. 
They loved the name of Tchaikovsky’s childhood governess, 
Fanny Durbach, and used it indiscriminately for weeks. All 
of which is fine with me because it makes intellectual growth 
a light-hearted affair and not a bore. 

Music, however, is not my forte. This has been a blind (or 
deaf) spot in my own education, so I’ve had to turn to other 
sources for our summer music study. The Learn for Pleasure 
series of records in which Milton Cross explains the instru- 
ments of the orchestra and The Magic of Music, by Milton 
Cross and Ernest La Prade, are helpful and fun. Howard 
Taubman’s book, How to Bring Up Your Child to Enjoy Music, 
Leonard Bernstein’s published TV lectures, and the paper- 
back books by Aaron Copland, Oscar Thompson, and Carter 
Harman have been my guides and reference library. 

Then, just as Spanish has become a part of our year-round 
living, so Monday nights are dinner-concert nights. The 
children and I take turns selecting numbers to play on the 
Hi-Fi. They tell us what they know of the composer or the 
performing artist and generally make an effort to put on a 
program. Naturally, we do listen to music other evenings, 
too, but Mondays are theirs to plan and think about. 


t the moment, our home-study effort is focused on art. 

With the Metropolitan Museum Seminar Series as 

a start supplemented with our own books and 

miscellaneous knowledge on the subject, my 

husband and I are exploring the visual field with the children. 

We have just started, but already the children are fascinated 

by Chagall’s angels and Picasso’s two-directional women. 

They are full of extraneous questions about the martyrdom 

of St. Sebastian and Hieronymus Bosch’s notions of salva- 

tion and damnation. Having grown accustomed to the idea 

of learning, sharing, and investigating a particular field 
together, our three wholly enjoy the practice. 

When we first began this prolonged effort to enlarge our 
children’s scope, I felt that ours was a unique case. It seemed 
that other homes were either more endowed with talent than 
ours—with their family-participation musicales, sketching 
picnics, and home newspapers—or else they went to the 
other extreme and simply didn’t care. It was only with closer 
investigation that | found I was wrong. There are many 
talented and civic-minded groups who actively plan and pro- 
mote all sorts of cultural activities for children. 

Five years ago in Los Angeles, for example, a group of 
mothers under the leadership of Dorothy Allen, wife of the 
chancellor of the University of Southern California at Los 
Angeles, organized a series of Junior Programs. Their aim

How to shop for 


14 Room Air Conditioner 


his year’s crop of room air conditioners comes in 
countless sizes, shapes, and styles. In general, they 

are slimmer, trimmer, and better-looking than any- 
thing you could find a few years ago. Most units can be 
installed flush with inside walls and have hidden controls, 
simplified grillwork, and a minimum of tasteless trim. Even 
more important, their capacities are more accurately rated. 
The range is wide, from small portables to hefty consoles, 
from units to cool a small bedroom in a mild climate to 
those that will handle three or four rooms under extreme 
conditions. There are many special models for special situa- 
tions: to fit casement windows, to go through walls without 
blocking windows, to be located completely away from out- 
side walls, to supply supplemental heat, to simplify do-it- 
yourself installation, to run on ordinary household current. 
The list is endless and the claims for special-feature gim- 
micks confusing. How do you separate what is important, so 
you can pick the right machine for your situation? There 
is obviously no one unit that is best for everyone. To make 
an intelligent choice, you must understand a little about the 


basic function and operation of the room air conditioner. 


Proper size is important 
hen a room air conditioner is properly sized to

one that is too small. An over-sized unit will also cost more 
and may call for more expensive wiring. Even though it may 
cool the room adequately, it will not control humidity, and 
the room may feel clammy. Undersized equipment, of course, 
will not cool the room sufficiently during really hot weather. — 

There is only one sure way to size an air conditioner 
properly—someone must calculate the cooling requirements 
(often called the “heat gain”) for the particular room. Heat 
gain is measured in units called British Thermal Units or 
BTUs. One BTU is the amount of heat required to change the 
temperature of one pound of water one degree Fahrenheit. 
Cooling ratings for room air conditioners are now usually 
given in BTUs per hour. 

In addition to their BTU ratings, many units are still 
rated in “tons” or “horsepower.” To emphasize how mean- 
ingless these ratings are, a recént National Better Business 
Bureau report revealed that seven different so-called 1- 
horsepower units made by the same manufacturer had ratings 
ranging from 6,500 to 12,000 BTUs. So-called 1-ton units 
made by different manufacturers ranged from 8,000 to 11,700 
BTUs. The report also pointed out that, since the BTU ratings 
are occasionally mis-stated by fly-by-night manufacturers, 
you should insist on seeing proof that the rating has been 
reliably measured according to NEMA Standard CN 1-1958 
or ARI Standard 110-58. These are acceptable rating systems 
and units that conform to them are usually so marked on the 
manufacturer’s name plate. 

In determining the cooling needs of any space, calculating 


charts are used to measure the amount of heat in BTUs that 











will pass through the various building materials or will leak 
through cracks and openings. The sum of all these different 
heat gains is equal to the amount of BTUs you need to cool 
the room. 

When you buy an air conditioner at a cut-price from a 
discount house, a department store, or an appliance dealer, 
the margin of profit is so small that the salesman will rarely 
offer to make a careful calculation of your cooling require- 
ments. He probably uses a rule of thumb based on room size, 
possibly including orientation. He may ask whether the 
room is under a hot roof. This is not enough information to 
size equipment accurately. If you give him specific informa- 
tion about insulation, amount of window area, weather 
stripping, and tight or loose house construction, the salesman 
may make a heat-gain calculation using manufacturer’s 
tables. If he won’t make an accurate calculation and tries 
to discount its importance, you should not accept the size 
he suggests, even though he may give you the best price 
in town. 

Central heating and air-conditioning contractors sometimes 
sell room air conditioners too. Because they know how to 
calculate heat loss and heat gain for central systems, they 
are more likely to calculate your heat gain more accurately. 
They may also be more conscientious about your electrical 
requirements, about details of installation, and about guar- 
antees. These are service items, however, and you must pay 
for them. As a result, these dealers may charge more for a 
given unit than it would cost at a discount house. 

Since you are the person most concerned with your future 
comfort. it is a good idea to double-check the dealer’s recom- 
mendations. You can do this by using House BEAUTIFUL’s 
Air-Conditioning Calculator (offered below). 


Similar rooms can have different needs 


o emphasize the importance of careful sizing, we 

calculated the heat gain in two similar 1] x 15 

bedrooms. Both rooms are assumed to be on the 
second floor of two-story houses in the same town, and 
both have identical windows. One room, on the northeast 
corner of a reasonably well-insulated house, has year-round, 
double-glazed windows and is over occupied living space. 
It shows a cooling need of about 4.800 BTUs per hour. In 
contrast, the second bedroom faces the southwest, has no 
insulation, no double-glazed windows, and is over an open 
carport. It would require almost 9,000 BTUs per hour to 
keep it comfortable. Rule-of-thumb sizing might have dictated 
the same unit for both rooms. 

After you have made your calculation, you may find that 
there is no air conditioner with exactly the BTU rating you 
need. Opinion seems to vary among the experts as to whether 
you should select a slightly over-sized unit or a slightly 
under-sized one. 

One group feels that a slightly under-sized unit will give 
you better humidity control, which is important to every-day 
comfort. This is because an under-sized unit will have to 
operate almost all the time during hot humid weather. While 


cooling. the unit will condense moisture out of the air more 
or less continuously. If, on the other hand, the unit is over- 
sized for the room’s needs, the cooling unit will cycle on and 
off as called for by the thermostat, making dehumidification 
more erratic. 

Another group of experts votes for the slightly over-sized 
unit. They contend that since cooling is the primary need, 
you want extra capacity for extremely hot days or for the 
times when a large group of people is in the room (and 
people contribute a lot of BTUs). 

The truth of the matter seems to be that slight under- or 
over-sizing is not too critical. A room calculated to need an 
8,000-BTU unit will not be uncomfortable with a 7,000-BTU 
unit or a 9,000-BTU unit. Within this range, more variation 
in the comfort level is created by individual habits than by 
the equipment. Someone who demands a lot of fresh air, 
leaves the doors open inadvertently, or goes in and out of 
the room often, will cause more difference in the temperature 
and humidity level of the room than a rated capacity differ- 
ence of 1.000 BTUs. If a unit seems to be a little under-sized 
after it is installed, you can often provide the necessary 
cooling by starting the unit earlier in the day to get a head- 
start on the peak heat load in the afternoon. If the unit 
seems to be over-sized. you can compensate by letting a little 


of the cooling spill out into adjacent rooms. 


How important is humidity control ? 


hile cooling the air that passes through it, an air 

conditioner also reduces the humidity. You need 

only look at the cooling coil to prove this to your- 
self. Whenever the cooling cycle is in operation, the coil 
is wet with moisture condensed out of the air. However, 
room units differ considerably in their moisture-removing 
ability. Since the common complaint about hot weather is 
“Tt’s not the heat, it’s the humidity.” at first glance it seems 
that your best buy would always be the unit that will remove 
the most moisture from the air. 

It is true that high humidity is a comfort problem at 
high temperatures but recent tests indicate that, at normal 
room temperatures, most people are comfortable at relative 
humidities ranging from 30% to 85%. If windows are 
kept closed, almost any properly (Please turn the page)

This is considered a practical comfort-producing level by 
most air-conditioning engineers. A unit that removes more 
moisture will do less cooling. Units with exceptionally high 
moisture-removing capacities do exist but since comfort 
depends primarily on cooling the air in the room, it is not 
wise to buy one unless you live in an extremely high 
humidity area or are particularly sensitive to humidity. If 
you do buy such a unit, you should probably compensate for 
its somewhat reduced cooling capacity by choosing a slightly 
over-sized model. 

A few room air conditioners offer special humidity con- 
trols. One type has, in effect, a humidistat in addition to a 
thermostat. When the humidity is ‘high, this control by- 
passes the thermostat, keeping the unit on until the humidity 
is reduced to the desired level. This may tend to over-cool 
the room, but the manufacturer claims it doesn’t lower the 
temperature enough to create real discomfort. 

Another room air conditioner has an adjustable humidity 
control in addition to its thermostat. The unit cools the air 
to get out the moisture and then, if the room is already cool, 
re-heats the air before releasing it. When no cooling is 
wanted, the unit can operate, in effect, simply as a de- 
humidifier without any cooling. This feature costs about $40 
extra and it may be worth-while in high-humidity areas. 

The “clammy cold” feeling of air conditioning that many 
people have experienced at one time or another is almost 
always due to over-sized equipment. Such equipment may 
actually lower temperature too much and, as previously 
mentioned, will cycle on and off too frequently to do a good 
job of humidity reduction. Most units will do more de- 
humidification in relation to cooling when set on “low” 
cooling. If you get that clammy feeling, a shift to low 


cooling usually cures it. 


How do you judge quality? 


nce you know how big an air conditioner you need, 


you will find that for any given BTU rating there 


is quite a price variation among different models and 

brands offered by the same dealer. 
For example, machines of about 8,000 BTUs may range 
in price from $200 to $300 at a discount house. And usually, 


as with any equipment you buy, there are very few real 


bargains. And there are real reasons for the differences 


in price.

est-price machine is a “loss-leader.” 


This may be an unk 1 brand or a specially stripped-down 


model of a well-k noy br: nd modified to order for a large

dealer. Such a model may 3 even be listed in the manu- 
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facturer’s regular price list and descriptive literature. The 
first three features listed below will usually identify a stripped 
model. Their combined removal from an otherwise good 
machine will certainly reduce its price considerably but will 
also limit its effectiveness as an air conditioner. 

Below is a list of points to check in considering quality 
versus price. You can check some of them visually; others 
may require asking the dealer to show you the manufacturer’s 
specification sheets. 

1. Is there an adjustable thermostat control? This is the first 
thing to be removed in cutting the cost of a machine. With- 
out it you will have to turn the cooling cycle on and off 
manually to keep the room at an even temperature. Obviously 
it is an important part of any automatic machine. 

2. Does the fan have more than one speed? Once a room has 
cooled down, a lower fan speed will usually keep you com- 
fortable at a much lower noise level. Also, as previously 
mentioned, you can get a little more dehumidification when 
the fan is running at lower speed. Furthermore, because 
of an enforced equipment location, you may need to use the 
different speeds to create comfort in different situations. 
Some large capacity units even offer three fan speeds. 

3. Can you adjust the patterns of air flow? Almost all 
machines except “loss-leaders” and a few small “portables” 
have movable grilles or adjustable deflectors for shifting the 
air-flow patterns. Before you make a final choice between two 
otherwise equal machines, decide how their air-flow patterns 
will suit the planned location of the air conditioner in your 
house. Obviously, if you want to install the machine in the 
end of a long, narrow room, you'll need a machine that can 
direct the air in a long, narrow pattern. 

On the other hand, if the conditioner must go in the 
middle of the long side of the same room you want to be 
able to deflect the air in a wide fan to either side. 

In setting up any air deflection pattern, it is best if the air 
can be forced up as well as to the side you want. Since cold 
air is heavy, if the air is aimed at the floor as it leaves 
the machine, it will form an ankle-chilling blanket on the 
floor without ever cooling the air above it. Also, it may be 
drawn back through the intake ports before it can spread 
out into the room. This will not only reduce the spread of 
cool air in the room but will also fool the thermostat in the air 
conditioner into shutting off before the room is really cool. 
4. What kind of rust-proofing has been applied to the metal 
parts? Rust can kill an air conditioner faster than anything 
else. The most critical parts of the. machine are the exposed 
parts outside the room and in the evaporator pan and coil 
area, all of which are thoroughly wet whenever the machine 
is cooling. Some air conditioners—primarily the loss-leaders 
are painted steel. Better protection against rust is achieved 
with bonderized and enameled parts, coatings of epoxy 
enamels, heavy asphalt coatings, zinc coating and enameling, 
or use of plastics or rust-proof metals like brass, or 
aluminum. 

There is even one premium-priced model, using monel, 
brass, and stainless steel, that is designed particularly to 
resist the corrosive salt air at the seashore. 

5. How noisy is the machine? As yet, no standards of meas- 
urement have been applied to room air-conditioner noise 
h 


levels. It is hard to judge the (Continued on page 107)

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amount of noise a machine pro- 
duces by listening to it in a show- 
room. For one thing, you will be 
able to hear the noise made by the 
parts of the machine that ordinarily 
project outside the room. On the 
other hand, the background noise 
level of the showroom will prob- 
ably make the machine sound qui- 
eter there than it will when you 
get it into your quieter home. You 
can, however, make a few simple 
tests. First, make the 
salesman the machine on 
“high cooling” (he may turn it on 
“low ventilate” to hold down the 
noise). Second, listen with your 
ear down close to 


sure that

Compare 
the noise level of several different 
machines this way. 

Noise will be affected by the way 
the machine is made. Heavier con- 
struction and thicker metal will 
vibrate less than light tinny work- 
manship. Tight joints—welded or 
with the sheet metal screws set in 
mastic—will reduce the amount of 
vibration. Most machines use some 
sound-proofing materials or sound- 
deadening coatings in the air pas- 
sages or between the inside and 
outside section of the equipment. 
Comparing a loss-leader and a 
first-rate machine can be educa- 
tional. To investigate this, you must 
see the machine with its “jacket 
off.”” Otherwise, ask to see the deal- 
er’s literature, which usually shows 
a picture of the inner workings. 

Noise will also be affected by the 
installation. If the machine is not 
firmly mounted, it will inevitably 
create vibration noise. A loose- 
fitting window sash above the air 
conditioner can add to the vibra- 
tion noise level. Any noise-creating 
equipment will be noisier in a room 
with bare walls, floors, and ceilings. 
Rugs, draperies, furniture, and 
acoustical tile—all of these reduce 
apparent noise in the room. 

6. Is the chassis removable from 
the case? Though only the lowest- 
priced units and some of the port- 
ables are built with integral cases, 
it is worth investigation. If the 
chassis is not removable, and you 
have a service call, the repair man 
may charge you for complete re- 
installation since he has to remove 
the entire unit from the window to 
get at any part of it. This may be 
a matter of $25. 

7. What does the warranty really 
units 


mean? Almost all carry a 


manufacturer’s guarantee of one 
year for all parts and five years for 
the compressor and perhaps the 
entire refrigeration This 


does not cover labor costs. Find out

who pays for replacement if a part 
wears out or is defective. Does the 
dealer guarantee parts and labor 
when he sells the machine? If not, 
and something goes wrong, you 
may find that you will be given a 
75¢ part free but that you have 
to pay $15 to $20 to have it in- 
stalled. When you buy the machine, 
you may find that the dealer guar- 
antees labor and parts only if you 
have him install the equipment. De- 
pending on the size of the unit you 
buy (small ones do have very sim- 
ple installation kits now), you will 
have to decide whether to pay to 
have the installation and guaran- 
tee (roughly $20 to $40) with a 
one-year service contract or to in- 
stall the unit yourself and take 
your chances. When installation in- 
structions are followed carefully, 
you are not likely to have any 
trouble. Mechanical failures due to 
faulty equipment occur in less than 
2% of all installations during the 
first year of operation.

Although 
most manufacturers. will honor 
their warranty even if you have not 
mailed them the card, they are not 
legally obligated to do so,

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To produce comfortable room 
conditions efficiently and econom- 
ically during hot weather, room air 
conditioners must recirculate the 
air that is already in the room. 
Each time this air passes over the 
cooling coil it is cooled a few de- 
grees. Even after the air tempera- 
ture in the room is reduced to the 
desired level, only a small amount 
of fresh (but hot and humid) air 
can be added to the inside air 
without overloading the equipment. 
Most units permit this, either with 
a “fresh air” setting or an “ex- 
haust” setting, which opens a vent 
to the outside. In either case, only 
a small of air passes 
in or out of the room. Manufactur- 
ers give figures ranging from as little 
as an honest twelve cubic feet per 
minute (c.f.m.) to over 200 c.f.m. 
claimed for a few very large 
heavy-duty units. Most single room 
units will bring in than 
50 c.f.m. By comparison, a through- 
the-wall kitchen fan may _ be 
rated at 1,000 c.f.m. and a large 
attic fan may move as much as 
12,000 cubic feet per minute. Ob-

isn’t designed to give you much 
fresh outside air. It can’t be. No air 
conditioner—room or central unit 
—is designed to bring in quantities 
of hot humid outside air, cool it, 
and dry it. The operating cost of such 
a unit would be impossibly high. 


The filter problem 


As the room air is recirculated, 
it passes through a filter before 
reaching the refrigerating coil. 
Until recently, most units were 
equipped with one of two filters: 
a throw-away oiled glass fiber type, 
or a “permanent” re-usable alumi- 
num mesh filter. Athough these two 
types are still used, several addi- 
tional filtering materials are now 
on the market—both as original 
equipment with the air conditioner 
when it is purchased and as re- 
placement filters. There are “per- 
manent” washable open-foam plas- 
tic types, various throw-away types 
made of different synthetic fibers, 
filters 
containing activated charcoal.

All of these filter materials are 
used in both room units and central 
air-conditioning systems. The big

its thickness, is certainly very 


closely related to it. 


One of the main reasons that air- 
conditioner manufacturers put fil- 
ters in room units is to prevent the 
wet cooling coil from clogging up 
with airborne dirt. While protecting 
the cooling coil, the filter removes a 
considerable amount of dirt, lint, 
dust, and pollen from the air. Luck- 
ily for hay fever and asthma suf- 
ferers, most pollen and other irri- 
tant particles are relatively large in 
size. When a room is kept closed 
up, an air conditioner will catch a 
significant percentage of these 
large irritant particles as the air 
recirculates through the filter. 


What filters can—and 
cannot—do 


Actually, filters for room air con- 
ditioners are manufactured to meet 
the mechanical requirements of the 
units. Almost any filter material 
can be made to pick up and hold 
a given percentage of particles of 
a specified size if it is thick enough. 
In general, however, the more ef- 
fective a filter is, the more resistant 
it is to the flow of air. As a result, 
all filters must be designed as a 
compromise between the amount of 
air they will let through and the 
size and quantity of particles they 
will retain. 

Because of size limitations, noise 
problems, and costs (powerful fans 
are larger, noisier, and more expen- 
sive), the air-moving equipment in 
room air conditioners cannot push 
air through very dense filters and, 
therefore, the filters can only do a 
fair job of air cleaning. They are 
certainly not nearly as efficient in 
this respect as central systems. 

Since filters for room units are 
designed to suit the basically simi- 
lar air handling ability of all ma- 
chines, most filters are interchange- 
able. There are two exceptions. 
Some of the so-called “electro- 
static” filters function only on the

by a germicidal filter. As any filter 
becomes coated with dirt and lint, 
it makes a perfect breeding ground 
for germs, particularly under high- 
humidity conditions. This is one of 
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the main sources of “stale filter 
odor.” Since filters treated with 
germ killers reduce this growth, 
they eliminate most of the smell. 

‘Electrostatic filters should not be 
confused with electronic air clean- 
ers. Equipment of the latter type 
is used in expensive residential or 
commercial central air-condition- 
ing systems. They use extremely 
high voltage, and a lot of it, to put 
an electrostatic charge on particles 
in the air. These particles then pass 
between many large metal plates 
having the opposite electrical 
charge, and are drawn to the plates 
in the same way that a magnet at- 
tracts iron filings. 

Units of this type, designed to fit 
a central system, cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $300. Whether a low- 
priced, low-powered filter of this 
type designed for room air condi- 
tioners is significantly more efh- 
cient than ordinary filters is still 
to be proved. (We have not seen 
test data permitting comparative 
evaluation with other types of fil- 
ters.) A second type of filter uses 
static electricity, the principle that 
makes synthetic fabric fiber cloth- 
ing cling on a dry day. When dry 
air passes through certain types of 
fiber filters, dust particles from the 
air cling to the fibers in a similar 
way. However, when the air is 
humid, the effect is negligible. 


Activated charcoal filters 


Activated charcoal filters, in ad- 
dition to removing dust. pollen, and 
dirt, will reduce odors and absorb 
smoke from the air. Though con- 
siderably more expensive than most 
other throw-away filters, this extra 
benefit may be worth the price to 
some people in some situations. If 
you want this feature, make sure 
there is a charcoal filter to fit the 
unit you wani. 

One significant choice you can 
make is between throw-away and 
re-usable filters. You can shift from 
one to the other at any time for no 
more than two dollars. Aside from 
the exceptions 
tioned, replacement filters of all 
types are made in common standard 
sizes and in cut-to-fit kits that can 
be used with any unit. 

Re-usable filters do save you 
money but they must be washed oc- 
casionally in detergent in the kitch- 
en sink. Most open plastic foam 


previously men- 


types do not require any coating— 
just wash and re-install. Aluminum 
mesh itself is not sticky; in fact 
it is so smooth that dust and dirt 
will slide right through the filter 
unless it is re-coated. Use only the 
fluid specified by the manufacturer 
when re-coating and follow direc- 
tions carefully. The fluid is usually 


available in a spray-can for easy 
application. 

Throw-away filters mean just 
that. When they are dirty, you buy 
a new one. In practice, many peo- 
ple vacuum clean them the first 
time they get dirty to get double the 
mileage. However, on the second 
use, the filter will probably clog up 
sooner, and it should certainly be 
checked more frequently. When 
you install a new filter, you are 
assured of first-rate performance. 

How often should you change or 
clean your filter? There is only one 
answer—whenever it needs it. Since 
the amount of filterable material 
in the air varies tremendously in 
different houses, there is no hard 
and fast length-of-time rule about 
changing or cleaning filters. You 
should certainly inspect the filter 
at the beginning of the cooling sea- 
son and see that it is clean. Under 
most conditions, a monthly inspec: 
tion is desirable and two or three 
cleanings or replacements should 
see you through the season. Also, 
you can tell when a filter is thor- 
oughly dirty or loaded, by a reduc- 
tion in cooling ability, and a notice- 
able decrease in the amount of air 
passing through the unit. 

Dirty filter indicators are in- 
cluded on a few units. This is a 
good feature. Indicators are also 
available as accessories ranging in 
price from $2 to $6.95. 

Good filter maintenance is cru- 
cial. Dirty filters not only cause a 
stale air smell but also cut the 
unit’s cooling ability. If the flow 
of air is seriously blocked, the filter 
may be sucked right into the coil 
and certain filter materials disin- 
tegrate when wet. As one expert 
said, you may have to use a tooth- 
pick to scrape up the remains. Re- 
duced air flow may also lower the 
temperature on the coil so far that 
the condensed moisture turns to 
ice. When this happens, most units 
have a safety device that shuts the 
unit off to prevent damage to com- 
pressor and refrigeration system. 


Where should you install 
the unit? 


Although your first consideration 
in locating a room air conditioner 
is based on how and where it deliv- 
ers the cool air within the room, 


you must also remember that part 
of the unit is outside the house. If 
the sun doesn’t beat down on the 
machine, it will have an easier job 
disposing of inside heat. A north- 
side location will ease its work; so 
will shading by a tree, a small lat- 
tice-covered enclosure or even a 
canvas awning. 

Occasionally, during extremely 
hot weather, the condensed room 
moisture will overflow and drip 
down from the outside of the unit. 
Choose a location where this won’t 
cause any damage. 

If your house is cheek-by-jowl 
with a neighbor, try to place the 
unit so it won’t dump the heat and 
noise into his windows. 

If your house is right on the 
building line, the air conditioner 
projecting beyond the wall may ac- 
tually cause a zoning violation. 
Don’t let the projection stick out 
into a busy path or driveway that 
is close by your walls. There have 
been cases when cars have knocked 
units right out of the house. 

There are a few special units de- 
signed to solve unusual problems. 
Narrow casement units can now 
usually be installed without per- 
manently altering the window’s 
frame. 

If you need supplemental winter 
heating in the room you plan to 
summer cool, you might consider 
a room-size heat-pump. These units 
look and work like ordinary room 
air conditioners but, in addition, 
can produce a certain amount of 
heat. They cost more than regular 
cooling units. 

Although most room units are in- 
stalled in windows, there are now 
special sleeves for through-the-wall 
installation, which will not cut off 
window light or interfere with dra- 
pery hanging. An ordinary car- 
penter can install such a sleeve un- 
der or over a window, or even in 
a blank wall. One company makes 
a series of true air conditioners that 
need not be placed in a wall or 
window and can even cool a com- 
pletely inside room. Excess heat 
from these units is carried down 
the drain by tap water flowing to 
and from the unit through flexible 
hoses. A reliable air-conditioning 
dealer can help you solve any of 
these special situations.

petulant tears, unaware that the 
people at the next table were a 
group of beagle-eyed Russians con- 
tentedly savoring this further evi- 
dence of Western crack-up. 

Lord knows, it’s not always easy 
to keep your wits and your temper, 
but the veterans do, accepting the 
inevitable with at least external 
grace. We'd like to raise a small 
voice in defense of our traveling 
countrymen whose reputation for 
brashness and breeziness appears 
to be legendary. From our observa- 
tion, Americans have no corner on 
rudeness. There are proportionate- 
ly as many “ugly” Englishmen, 
Frenchmen, Italians, Danes, Bra- 
zilians, you name the whole human 
race, which appears to be traveling 
en masse these days. 

In general, Europeans are a good 
deal more demanding than Ameri- 
cans whenever the question of 
money raises its head, and a whole 
lot fussier in matters of personal 
service, probably because they’re 
used to getting more of it at home 
than we are. And they can be plen- 
ty haughty, even contemptuous, in 
letting their displeasure be known.

the American comes a 


restlessness, his driving 
urge to get the show on the road. 
His great blind spot as a traveler 
is a failure to understand that by 
far the greater part of the world 
moves slowly, spends more time on 
amenities, how-do-you-dos, tea and 
coffee drinking, approaches the 
business of the moment obliquely. 
What isn’t accomplished today can 
be done tomorrow. To an American 
this is an incomprehensible state of 
affairs and, characteristically, he

tience blood pressure. 
more wholeheartedly received if we 
could learn to adapt our pace to 
the tempo of our hosts. 

It is cliché, but true, that you 
“vet more” out of a country if you 
make an effort to speak the lan- 
guage. (English seems to be in- 
deed a universal language these 
days, but, just when you’re depend- 
ing on this, you find that it isn’t 
universal everywhere. ) 

So far as the Western languages 
are concerned, we are a devotee of 
the Berlitz books and even if, as 
ours does, your Italian comes out 
with a Swedish accent, to master a 
few words and phrases gives you 
some feeling of identity with the 
people you're visiting. (The latest 
in “instant” languages is a chart- 
form, pocket-size set of phrases, in 
French, German, Spanish, and Ital- 
ian, published by Criterion Books, 
at $2.95. It will not equip you to 
read Moliére or Goethe in the 
original, but it may save the day 
when you need a towel or a tea- 
spoon. ) 

Almost any sentient human being 
is bound to pick up a word or two 
just from hearing it spoken. Some 
of our countrymen are especially 
good at this. The trouble is that 
they tend to think all foreign words 
are hilariously funny and incorpo- 
rate them into their conversations 
with the natives as if they were big 
jokes, an opinion we suspect isn’t 
shared by the natives themselves. 

But in defense of the “loud- 
mouthed” American tourist, in our 
opInion most of the noisiness is an 
effort at communication. It may be 
illogical, but it’s very human to

Porters have been battering bag- 
gage since the days of Marco Polo, 
and the prevention and cure of this 
has always been a major headache 
to transportation companies. We 
used to think it was old-maidish to 
scrutinize the luggage with an 
eagle eye the minute it arrived off 
the boat, train. or plane—but it’s 
only wisdom. The procedure is to 
point out any damage on the scene 
to the representative of the trans- 
portation company. Sometimes 
claims can be settled at once, or 
the luggage can be repaired im- 
mediately. In any case, it’s on the 
record, the damage witnessed. 
Some companies, with understand- 
able suspicion, are reluctant to 
honor claims made later.

He credits much of 
the extraordinary workmanship in 
the house to some fortuitous facts

he could not have foreseen. 


tor, a stickler for detail, with a 
cabinetmaker’s reverence for wood; 
the mason had always wanted to 
be an architect; the plumber was 
a man who made sculpture his hob- 
by. They, therefore, caught on to the 
kind of beauty Mr. Borgatta and 
the architect were trying to create 
and gave the job their hearts as 
well as their hands. 

Another extraordinary facet of 
the Borgatta story is that the house 
was partially bought by the owner’s 
professional work as an artist as 
well as by his hammer and shovel 
labor. Both the architect and the 
contractor accepted paintings in 


part payment for services ren- 


dered. Lighting fixtures were ob- 
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tained through a similar—and for- 
tunate—arrangement. 

These pleasant developments were 
as non-conformist as Mr. Borgat- 
ta’s own behavior in embarking on 
the project. They seem especially 
noteworthy to us because there is a 
humanity implicit here, which lots 
of us had come to believe could no 
longer occur in modern business 
relations. One can only assume that 
one man’s courageous faith in his 
own convictions inspired a chain 
reaction in those he dealt with. Mr. 
Borgatta, a man with the healthy 
viewpoint that people are prepon- 
derantly good, says he approached 
his building venture anticipating 
understanding and fair treatment 
and, by and large, he got it. 

This is not to say that it was all 
skittles and beer, by any means. 
The Borgattas found themselves on 
the rack of time, as all do-it-your- 
selfers do, and especially those who 
are doing their own work in their 
spare hours. 

When they presented their plans 
to the local board of architectural 
review, their time schedule and 
their high hopes hit a slough of 
despond. The board took exception 
io the facade of the house on the 
grounds that its unfamiliar ap- 
pearance did not sufficiently con- 
form to the more traditional 
architecture of the neighborhood. 
The Borgattas agreed to consider 
possible substitutions of material, 


and did. But when the building was 
up they could see that nothing but 
the originally planned ceramic tile 
would give them the quality they 
wanted the house to have. This in- 
volved them in two appeals to the 
board, which were denied, and a 
final appeal to the village zoning 
board, which was eventually ac- 
cepted but only after the Borgattas 
had gone through the red tape of 
obtaining the consent of all neigh- 
bors within a 200-yard distance of 
their plot’s perimeter. It was a mat- 
ter that hung fire for six months, 
eating up their time with paper 
work and 


legalities and general | 
frustration. But Mr. Borgatta says 
he felt he had to fight for the right 
to have his house as he wanted it. 
As a matter of principle, he was 
willing to cooperate with any exist- 
ing regulations but only as long 
as they made sense and did not 
infringe on his freedom.

A dra- 
natic planting like this could make 
my small space count for a_ lot. 
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The very unexpectedness of this unlikely 
combination adds to the enjoyment of it. 
The round leaves are those of a low-grow- 
ing geranium. It has merged with two 
plants of Festuca glauca, sprightly little 
clumps of blue-gray grasslike foliage. To 
enjoy such small details as this is the re- 
ward of developing an eye for textural 
beauty.

When you see them close at hand, even 
small contrzsts in texture are a joy to be- 
hold.

It also relieves you of the tedious 
bailing job when you empty the 
pool for cleaning (required once 
a year), for it unscrews easily to 
drain into a dry well, ditch, or 
storm sewer. Pools can be siphoned 
out with a garden hose, but only 
if there is a lower level onto which 
to drain the water. 

There are two kinds of water 
lilies: hardy and tropical. The 
hardy ones are more adaptable, 
are a bit easier to grow, and re- 
quire less water surface. The trop- 
icals offer the choice of night or 
daytime bloom. They are larger 
and showier in leaf and flower, are 
more fragrant, and come in a wider 
choice of colors. In a mild climate, 
the season of bloom can be ex- 
tended by using both kinds, as you 
will see. 


The hardy lilies 


The hardy lilies are all perennial 
plants. [If you give the roots proper 
care, they will bloom each season 
for many years. They do_ best 
where winters are cold enough to 
force them into dormancy. In frost- 
free climates, where they get no 
winter rest, the hardy water lilies 
won't do well. They also need 
rather warm nights to promote 
flowering. For this reason they are 
less successful in the coastal cli- 
mate of Oregon, Washington, or 
Northern California.

any of these conditions 


All the hardy lilies are day- 
bloomers. The flowers range from 
2 or 3 inches in diameter up to 6 
or 18 inches, depending on variety. 
This is somewhat smaller, in gen- 
eral, than the tropical kinds. They 
must have at least four hours of 
sun a day and will bloom even 
better with more. A mature flower 
begins to open about ten o’clock 
in the morning and is fully open 
in an hour. It closes in late after- 
noon. A flower will usually repeat 
this performance for three days 
before it fades. Established plants 
will often have three or four flow- 
ers in bloom at a time. They start 
in May. which is before the trop- 
icals start, and new flowers keep 
coming until frost. 

The hardy lilies come in all col- 
ors except blue, although yellows 
are few. Some are fragrant and 
are so marked in the catalogs. 
Some of them, called changeables, 
have buds of one color which 
change colors as they open. Most 
of the hardies bloom right at water 
level, but a few stand above the 
surface on short stems. 


How to grow the hardy kind 


Water lilies do best in containers 
of soil set in the pool. They will 
also grow in water-filled containers 
outside a pool, or planted without 
a container in the bed of a pond. 
But, if it is bloom you are after, 
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you'll get more and better flowers 
when you give them the rich soil 
and even temperature that only 
container-growing in a pool can 
assure. 

Use a box at least 12 to 18 inches 
square and 10 inches deep for each 
plant. Fill this to within an inch 
of the top with three parts good 
soil (preferably on the clay side) 
mixed with one part rotted cow 


_manure. If this precious commodity 


is hard to come by in your neigh- 
borhood, use dried manure at the 
rate of one part to eight or ten 
parts soil. Or, use a double hand- 
ful of commercial fertilizer (5-10-5) 
mixed into the box of soil. 

Before planting, set the box of 
prepared soil into the filled pool so 
the top is about 6 inches below the 
water surface. Use bricks to bring 
the box to the right level. Fill the 
pool well in advance so the water 
will be balanced with the air 
temperature. 

When you get the roots, they will 
be either in growth or will have an 
obvious growing point or tip on 
them. If it is a growing root, press 
it into the wet soil until the junc- 
tion of stem and root is level with 
the top of the soil. If there is only 
a growing point, press the root 
down until about one inch of the 
tip with the growing point is above 
the soil. (When you plant in con- 
tainers under water, the soil is so 
soft no digging is necessary.) 
You'll notice that the roots natur- 
ally lie horizontally. Don’t plant 
them vertically or they will be too

the hardy type. For best results, 
allow 25 square feet of water sur- 
face for each plant. And, to nour- 
ish the top growth, they should 
have more soil for the roots. Use 


| boxes 18 to 25 inches square and 
| 10 inches deep. The tropicals need 


a little more sun too, at least 5 or 
6 hours a day. 

The tropicals usually come with 
a ball of earth around the roots 
and are planted in May in the 
South and June in the North. Some 
can be planted as late as July. 

The day-blooming tropicals are 
like the hardy type. They open in 
the morning and close in late after- 
noon. Most of these are fragrant. 

The night-blooming kinds open 
at six or seven in the evening and 
close about eleven in the morning. 
These are especially satisfying for 
gardeners who work away from 
home. They are open to be enjoyed 
when you leave for work and again 
at night about the time you come 
home. In dull weather some of the 
night-bloomers may not close at 
all, which puts a pleasant face on 


|a dreary day. 


Each flower of a tropical will 


| open or close for five or six days, 


and there may be three or four of 
them in bloom on each plant. Al- 
though the tropicals bloom only 
for a year, they perform brilliantly. 

Plant the root ball in the boxes 


| set 4 to 6 inches under water. Be

As growth develops, lower the box 
until there’s about 8 inches of wa- 
ter above the soil.

General care 


Water lilies or lotus will respond 
handsomely with larger foliage and 
flowers if they are fertilized three 
or four times during the growing 
season. While any balanced fertil- 
izer will do, all growers have a 
plant food prepared especially for 
water lilies. To feed, put the fer- 
tilizer (follow for 
amount) in a paper bag or cheese- 
cloth container and push it gently 
under the soil near the roots. Cover 
with soil and replace the sand top-

ping. The container will soon dis- 
integrate and release the food to 
the roots. 

As the foliage and flowers fade 
and die, it is a good idea to cut 
the stems near the root and remove 
them. Dead plants can foul the 
water, which is especially critical 
if there are fish in the pool.

@ “Some of us, at least, have often 
wished that it were possible to live 
for a season in the beautiful van- 
ished world of Greek culture... 
And yet, to witness the revival of 
some perished Greek civilization 

. were not any more of a privi- 
lege than is the opportunity actu- 
ally afforded us to study Japanese 
life... . Japan offers us the living 
spectacle of conditions older, and 
psychologically much farther away 
from us, than those of any Greek 
period with which art and literature 
have made us closely acquainted. 

“As first perceived, the outward 
strangeness of things in Japan pro- 
duces (in certain minds, at least) 
a queer thrill impossible to de- 
scribe. ... You find yourself movy- 
ing through queer small streets full 
of odd small people, wearing robes 
and sandals of extraordinary 
shapes. . . . The houses are con- 


structed and furnished in ways 
alien to all your experience; and 
you are astonished to find that you 
cannot conceive the use or mean- 
ing of numberless things on dis- 
play in the shops. Food-stuffs of 
unimaginable derivation; utensils 
of enigmatic forms; emblems in- 
comprehensible of some mysterious 


belief; 


that commemorate legends of gods 


strange masks and _ toys 
or demons; odd figures, too, of the 
gods themselves. with monstrous 


ears and smiling faces. 


“All these you may perceive as 


you wander about; though you 


must also notice telegraph-poles 
and typewriters, electric lamps and 
sewing machines. 

“East and West the fundamental 
parts of human nature—the emo- 
tional bases of it—are much the 


same: the mental difference be- 
tween a Japanese and a European 
child is mainly potential. But with 
erowth the difference rapidly de- 
velops and widens, till it becomes, 
in adult life, inexpressible.

Listening 
CS 


to Japanese Musie 


You can hear a thousand years of development 


in a strange beauty of sound 


“sad,” 


these words describe hogaku, the 


“haunting” — 


music that is purely Japanese. Even 
at a first hearing. these qualities 
are apparent to Western ears. It is 
easy to hear why the Japanese de- 
scribe the best of their music as 
“mauve” in tone. 

The same standards of shibui-— 
that special kind of beauty that 
includes the patina and tradition 
of age, incompleteness and irregu- 
larity of design, suggestiveness, and 
the calmness of spirit that comes 
from lack of artifice—apply to 
Japanese music as well as to their 
painting, poetry, and conduct. 

The Japanese musician tries to 
find beauty in simplicity, but he 
will, at the same time, conceal or 
omit something so that you may dis- 
cover it for yourself. The pace will 
be such that you have time to con- 
sider what you hear as you hear it. 

Japanese music is small; no 
choral works, no symphonies. The 
bulk of the music is vocal, instru- 
mental, and ensemble. 

How is it shibui? A brief look 
(and listen) will show. 

While we Westerners understand 
music by listening to the richness 
of chords and also by listening to 
the melodic line, looking “down” 
at a Japanese “chord” can be fatal. 
It sounds—and often is—chaotic. 
The music is not harmonic as we 
know the word. It is not built on 
chords. Rather it is linear in the 
same way the Gregorian chant is 
linear. In fact, if you listen to Jap- 
anese Zen music, you will “recog- 
nize” the same kind of liturgical 
chantings you hear in the Catholic 
Mass. Japanese music appears to 
sound like unaccompanied melody. 
Combinations, limited as they are, 
make for sad and naked sounds. The 
rhythmical frame and the purpose 


of the composition hold it together 
and move it along. Rhythm has a 
far more important role in Japanese 
music than in Western music. 
The modern jazz fan will under- 
stand 


tions of Japanese music: variation, 


some important considera- 
elaboration, and the omission of im- 
portant tones. The connoisseur lis- 
tens for what is new about the fa- 
miliar: the way it is played and the 
performer’s style within the rigid 
limitations his instruments impose. 

Listening to the musical line, you, 
too, will soon begin to recognize 
melodic patterns and motifs. Japan- 
ese music is “interior decoration” 
for the ear. It always goes along 
with something else—dance, poetry, 
or drama. Even drumming patterns 
are related to specific situations 
and may have meanings all their 
own, such as “mountain echoes.” 
Composition in Japan, then, might 
seem to Westerners as simply a 
rearrangement of basic tunes. It is 
much more sophisticated than that. 

Japanese music is built on sey- 
eral five-tone scales, roughly cor- 
responding to our major and minor 
Western 
breaks the octave into twelve tones, 


scales. But while music 
the Japanese break the octave into 
perhaps twenty or thirty tones. One 
of the most important of the five- 
tone scales is familiar to our ears— 
it is used in our folk songs. Each 
of the two most used scales has 
three modes. or variations. But none 
of these six modes may start on just 
any note, only on a prescribed one 
or two. Ascending melodic lines 
may be in one mode and descending 
lines in another. The Japanese na- 
tional anthem is composed this way. 
The 


combinations explain the haunting 


modes themselves and_ their 


effect of Japanese music.

@ You can be in Japan for a long time before you get 
there, if you fly to Tokyo via Japan Air Lines from San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, or Seattle. The flight adds up to 
a short course in Japanese manners and customs, a sort 
of briefing in what you'll find when you reach Nihon, as 
the Japanese call their country. And before the plane has 
left the ground, you will already have experienced the irra- 
tional sensation that constantly assails Westerners in this 
intriguing country—a feeling of surprise that the things 
you've heard and read about Japan are actually true. They 
really do wear kimono; here’s the hostess dressed in one. 
They really do use hot towels before meals; here are 
steaming towels being presented to you in a little basket. 
On your cocktail tray are those incredible crackers of rice 
flour and seaweed and the slivers of dried squid, along with 
the kind of snacks you’re used to. 

This will probably be your first introduction to sake, 
the rice wine usually served warm in tiny cups from a tiny 
bottle, or Suntory, the Japanese Scotch, or the excellent 
Asahi beer. And probably the greatest delight of all will be 
your first beautiful meal-on-a-tray, the food so delicately 
and pictorially composed you’re almost reluctant to disturb 
it. It will probably surprise you by its excellence and in- 
triguing variety, too. This is your chance, in the presence 
of your peers, to experiment with hashi, the wooden chop- 
sticks, without feeling self-conscious: and it’s a good idea 
to get used to them, because knives and forks aren’t always 


going to be available, especially in the purely Japanese

How to Travel Japanese

restaurants where we urge you to go. 

For their moments of recreation, as you will fater dis- 
cover, the Japanese like to slip into something loose. In 
your case you relax in a happi coat, the hip-length cotton 
kimono worn by Japanese workers, furnished to passengers 
much as Japanese inns provide kimono for guests. JAL even 
breaks you into the shoe-removal ceremony by replacing 
your shoes with socks. 

All in all, by the time the plane is gliding over Tokyo 
Bay, you’ve had an absorbing indoctrination at, least in some 
of the externals of the intriguing culture you’re about to 
enter, including the deft and attentive service you find every- 
where in Japan. It’s such personal, almost affectionate service 
that you feel you are being “looked after” as opposed to 
being merely “waited on,” as one is in the West. 

The flight is an excellent argument for traveling to a 
country via the country’s own national carriers. And JAL 
will extend this culture-conditioning even further when its 
new DC-8 Jet Couriers go into service on August 12, for 
the plane interiors are designed to put you into the very 
atmosphere of a Japanese house, with sliding shoji, flower 
arrangements, and carpeting patterned like tatamz, the woven 
rice-straw floor covering used in Japan.

Nothing in our Western world can compare with the 
role that aesthetics has played in Japanese life for 1,200 
years. The Japanese have prized sensitivity to beauty 
since the 8th Century. An important word in their vocab- 
ulary of aesthetics is aware, which is not too unlike our 
word “aware,” and generally means sensitivity to things 
or subtlety of discrimination. One writer called it the 
‘“ah-ness” of things. ’ oanese have not distinguished 
between the beautiful and practical, with the result that 
their most commonplace objects are worth paying seri- 
ous attention to as aesthetic achievements. Every neces- 
sity is considered a chance to have beauty. 

So you have a whole people — regardless of class — 
speaking, dressing, 


remarkably alert to beauty in living, 





On first glance the room shown on these four 
pages looks extremely simple. But that is only 
because it is underfurnished by our standards. 
In truth, the structure is much embellished 
with a rich variety of patterns and materials. 
The empty floor space is refurnished several 
times a day with a few exquisite objects, de- 
pending on the event to occur. No room in a 
Japanese house is assigned a specific function, 
due to the system of keeping everything put 
away except what is in use. Any room can be 
put to use sleeping, eating, entertaining, study- 
ing. This is in a famous Kyoto residence called 
Sumiya, which was built in 1657 in the Edo 
Period, and is now open to the public. It is a 
good example of the shoin style of architecture 
which is still widely used today. 





and behaving. And you have the rare chance to see what 
results when such a point of view has had the chance to 
develop uninterruptedly for centuries. 

We are not recommending that we transplant or copy 
the Japanese way. But if we can understand the attitudes 
and values that produced such sensitivity and awareness, 
it can help us find our own American way to the same 
rewarding ends. 

The most notable thing is the serenity of the houses, 
the gardens and the domestic works of art. This charac- 
teristic is quite frequently mistaken for simplicity or 
denial. But, upon deeper analysis, it clearly stems from a 
highly controlled, highly developed complexity. The

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Many rich components go into the building of 
most Japanese-style rooms.

the fact that they have put their development effort 
where it will count the most: the making of an integrated 
whole. They haven’t designed piecemeal or part by part. 
They sense the interrelation of house and garden, the 
look of food seen against the dish, the effect of clothing 
seen against a room or a garden. They seem to have 
learned that, no matter the proposition (room, garden, 
costume), there should not be too many high points of 
interest: that even a quiet, unassertive general back- 
ground permits only a few dramatic opportunities in any 
situation. They know you can’t hit high C too many 
times in a song or it will be all s reeching. So in their 
homes and gardens they underplay skillfully and calcu- 
latingly and gain greatly in effectiveness. 

Because generations have been trained to sensitive- 
ness, the Japanese take into account things most West-

At left, you see the same room as that shown on 
the previous pages furnished as it would be when 
the master of the house is expecting guests for 
poetry reading. Tea will be served (though not a 
tea ceremony), so the tea things are out and 
ready. The folding screens have been brought 
out in honor of this occasion. Normally the wall 
against which they are placed looks as it does 
above—with sliding doors (fusuma) in a wave 
pattern in two shades of gray.

How a room is furnished for a formal dinner 
party, left below.

This alcove, for the 
chaste display of artistic possessions, occurs in all 
the principal rooms of Japanese houses, indicat- 
ing the importance of possessing worthy objects. 





The space above the sliding interior 
partitions is always occupied by a 
fretwork grille, which permits venti- 
lation between rooms at ail times. 
(See its location in top picture.) These 
grilles are usually intricately carved, 
and an enormous variety of designs 
can be seen—even in the same house. 
Count how many kinds of pattern you 
can see in this one room. Not simple 
is it? Yet the result is not jumpy or 
busy, thanks to the organizing in- 
fluence of the module—shared by the 
tatami, shoji, and fusuma. 
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@ The main message that the Japanese house can 
have for Americans is the obliging way it can be 
manipulated. The size of rooms can be changed by 
opening up the sliding doors or by removing them 
altogether. Outside walls, which are also sliding, can 
be manipulated in a variety of ways as well as 
removed altogether during hot humid weather. 
With so many variables, a house can accommo- 
date itself to changing social requirements and 


changing climate needs. In summer it can be a com-

every nook and cranny. In winter it can be closed 
with as many as three or four sets of surfaces. 

At night, or during storms, another set of solid 
wood shutters come into play. These night shutters 
make bedrooms dark, add a safety factor against 
burglars, keep dampness off the paper shoji. They 
have tiny sliding apertures for ventilation. The night 
shutters slide out of sight during the day in shutter 
boxes that are built at the “end of the run” on the 
outside wall of the house.

Panels of glass, paper, insect screening, and wood 
all slide back into wall pockets, so designed that all 
panels can be received at once. Thus the total open- 
ing can be absolutely clear. 

The thought behind the designing of Japanese 
houses becomes quite clear and reasonable, once 
you have been there in the summer. For they have 
high rainfall and high humidity and high tempera- 
tures, at least five months of the year. The Japanese 
house appears highly rational in the light of these 
tropical conditions. The broad roof overhangs give 
protection against rain and the dazzling glare of 
the white humid sky. The veranda that éncircles 
the house protects the straw mats from driving rain. 
The absence of paving in the surrounding garden 
is equally rational, for it would increase the heat 
more than the breathing earth does. But this breath 
of the earth is very moist, so the floor of the house 
is raised to let air blow through below, as well as 
through, the rooms. For the same reasons, they do 
not coat wood surfaces with paints, so they may 
breath instead of rot. The patina you see on their 
wood structures has a beauty that can be gained 
only from exposure to the elements. (In new houses 
they speed up the aging process by coating the wood 
surface with a mixture of charcoal soot and persim- 
mon juice, leaving the grain open and making a rich 
dark brown color.) We would do well to imitate 


their rationality, if not their ways. 
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All sliding units meet at the cor- 
ner inside a post that uses a rock 
as a footing. The rock has been 
carved out to permit units to meet.

This interesting and versatile detail is one that could very 


easily be used in the United States, especially in climates with 


great weather variation. It has much to recommend it because 


all the units move out of sight when not wanted. 
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Many houses have a kura, or storeroom, as a repository for family pos- 

sessions, each lovingly nested in its own marked box or meticulously 

packaged and stowed on shelves or racks. It is sometimes a separate

@ The clean, spare look of Japanese rooms might 
lead you to suspect that the Japanese resist pos- 
sessions and that this “emptiness” is a sign of 
austerity. Actually, they need and own many changes 


of possessions. In a single day, they replace the 





room furnishings several times—for sleeping, eat- 
ing, sitting. And with every season and for every 
festival, some furnishings are changed. 

The need to keep these replacements easily avail- 
able in their small houses has produced some 
ingenious storage methods. Most frequently used 
possessions are kept on shelves behind sliding doors. 


Many houses have a special room for storage.

The garden as the visual wall of the room is a relatively 
new idea in America. But it is at least 1,000 years old in 
Japan. The sliding walls are put away in hot weather so 
the garden truly becomes part of the house. Great artistry 
in the design of these garden backdrops has been developed.

@ The close relation of the garden to the house is easily 
understood when you learn about the openability of most 
houses. This could only lead to a union and deep sym- « 
pathy with nature. All the phenomena of climate become 
more discernible. And man is ranged on the same level 
with all other natural things: plants, trees, animals, moun- 
tains, lakes, seas—even stones. 

So the Japanese garden is nothing more than a skillful 
attempt to recreate nature, to make it seem that it had 
always been there and the house dropped into some pre- 
viously existing, enchanting condition. 


Since the garden is to be so intimately associated with 








the interior of the house—even in winter—they strive 


to make it permanently attractive. [t may have peaks 
of glory, but it must never look seedy. This substantially 


affects the choice of materials and plants. 


Houses perch in the garden as lightly as birds, seem 
as ready to take wing. They never give the feeling 
that anything has been pushed around to make 
way for the structure. All houses are raised 20 to 
26 inches above grade, giving them a vantage 
point for the viewing of the total garden scene. 









The Japanese try not to show everything from one spot, 
creating mystery, stimulating your imagination. Each view 
‘withholds some part of itself from revelation. The garden 

paths turn, disappearing behind hillock, rock, or shrub. 


Japanese houses seem delicately dropped into their gar- 
dens, as though they will not be there permanently. Veran- 
das, sheltered by wide roof overhangs, encircle much of 
the house, inviting you to sit quietly and contemplate. 


The admiration of nature and of the 
change of the seasons amounts almost 
to a religion in Japan. This summer 
house on Lake Biwa is protected from 
the glare of the water by the line of 
grasses. But the owners let them go 
uncut, more to’ watch them grow, turn 
brown, and wither than for their prac- 
tical use as glare-breakers. The reeds, 
rushes, and grasses that grow in water 
have long been popular reference 
points for poetry writing. For instance: 


Short as the joints of bamboo reeds 
That grow beside the sea 
On pebble beach at Naniwa, 
I hope the time may be 
When thou’rt away from me.

@ Of all the buildings in Japan, a 17th-century villa holds the 
most meaning for Americans today.

And not because of its visual beauty, 
for in this it is matched by many buildings in Japan. It is 
simply that Katsura Palace is more than architecture; to 
experience it is to understand more of life itself and of man’s 
place in nature.

© No gardens in the world can surpass those in Japan. 
Their charming serenity is highly conducive to peaceful 
relaxation. Their real miracle is that they have made the 
smallest spaces seem uncrowded and uncontrived. 

They do it with many techniques that create the illu- 
sion of space: with dwarf plants, which are kept under 
control by rigorous pruning: with a highly developed 
sense of scaling: by surfacing boundary walls with mate- 
rials from nature, such as twigs, bark, stone, or bamboo, 
so nothing ever signals “this is where nature stops.” 

One important trick is that they leave plenty of empty 
spaces, so nothing seems crowded. These empty spaces 
are literally bare. though they may be moss-covered or 
gravel-covered. But they also bank up plants and rocks 
in depth, so that each element masks portions of the ele- 
ments adjacent to it—thus disguising the space conditions. 
Most gardens are impervious to seasonal change, because 
of the wide use of evergreen materials. 

Many books have been written analyzing the secrets of 
Japanese garden design. One of the best, summing up the 
principles very clearly and succinctly, is David Engel’s 


Japanese Gardens for Today, published by Charles Tuttle.

It is common for the house to wrap around tiny gardens. 


These litthe spaces may be planted to resemble woodland 
conditions. Or they may be designed more chastely, with 
only gravel, rocks, a drift of bamboo, and a carefully 
pruned tree. Utmost care is used in selection of material. 


A plant seen close-up in a small intimate space is easier 
to pay close attention to than the same plant in a bigger 
wilderness. Seeing nature in such sharp focus may be the 
reason the Japanese get more pleasure from observing it.

Here is a woodland glade, complete with trees, shrubs, flow- 


ers, and waterfall in a space no more than L2 feet wide. There 
is a fence along the boundary line at the right, but it is 
hardly visible, and the whole impression given is that of look- 
ing into an endless depth. The illusion is accomplished by 


numerous changes of plant materials and levels of plantings. 





These two photographs illustrate well how the Japanese use 


plantings to disguise the true conditions of a space. As you 
drive down the lane at the left, leading to a house at the 
rear, you have the illusion of going along a tree-lined allée. 
The actual condition along the right side is shown above, a 
board fence with closely spaced trees, effective only in long 
perspective. But that is the only way you normally see them.

Behind this Japanese house, you can wan- 
der through what is apparently a natural 
woodland. The placement of the stepping 
stones, the incursion of plants into the 
walkway, the almost-overgrown quality of 
the area, create the impression that the 
land has always been this way, that the 
house has been set into an already-estab- 
lished condition. All the materials were, of 
course, carefully chosen and placed to 
achieve this illusion. The thicket of trees 
in the background marks the boundary line. 





The Japanese are experts at disguising the actual space in 
a garden. Here the path disappears as if it went on end- 
lessly, Actually, the partially hidden bamboo fence is the 
limit of the garden. Every device is used to prevent your 
eye from coming up against a finality—there always seems 
to be more, if it were only possible for you to see it. 


Since the houses are set so close together, the Japanese 
focus attention down to the immediate foreground, where 
the sense of other houses is not a factor. Here, the sweep 
of gravel running between the moss on one side and the 
stones set in mortar on the other suggests the meandering 
of a stream.

There are secrets about 

how to do it, wherever you are

hen T was in Japan. I often found myself 

recalling an incident in my _ childhood 

which gave me my first lesson in art and 

design. A painter friend of my mother’s gave 

me a splendid box of colored pencils for my birthday. To 

show him how much I appreciated his gift, | drew him a 

snake-like dragon covered with colored scales, using every 
color in the box. 

To my eyes the monster was gorgeous, and I showed it to 
the painter with considerable pride when he came to see us 
a few days later. He was not impressed. “Hmm,” he said, “I 
see that box had too many colors in it for you to handle.” 
Then he quickly drew a little black dragon with a yellow 
line round its mouth beside mine, looked at it for a second, 
and added a small red tongue. My dragon with its hundred 
colored scales went out like a light that had been turned off. 
There was nothing left on the page but the new dragon with 
its scarlet tongue between its yellow lips. 

“See what I mean?” he said, and I said “yes.” But I only 
understood what he meant twelve years later after I had 


spent a week vainly trying to paint a pink and white model 


posed in such a way that her skin picked up the reflected 
light from a huge bunch of flowers of a great many colors. 
[ had lovingly put all the colors of the flowers and of her 
flesh into the picture, but though they were all there. they 
couldn’t be seen. In despair I shut up shop and went off to 
an art gallery to look at some paintings by acknowledged 


masters which | remembered as being particularly brilliant 
and rich in color. 

When I looked at them with my particular problem in 
mind, I discovered that although they looked colorful they 
were in fact extremely economical in the use of colors. In 
each case a few brilliant touches suffused the whole canvas. 
In some paintings I had thought of as bright pictures less 
than a quarter of the surface was given up to what one 
thinks of as color; the rest of it was negative or neutral in 
character, providing a sounding board on which the reso- 
nance of the actual color was developed. 

In Japan, time and time again, I would find myself faced 
with this paradox. I would sit in a room that gave an im- 
pression of warmth and color, yet I would find in the end 
that it was, from the Western point of view, almost devoid 
of color. Or I would start measuring up a house that had 
impressed me as being very spacious and find that it was in 
actuality extremely small. Or I would find myself remem- 
bering as extremely luxurious a house that was, by American 


or European standards, virtually unfurnished.

The smallest house has much in common with the homes of 
wealthy Japanese. The idyllic natural setting, the way the 
structure expresses itself visibly on the outside, the elegant 
details (note the rail at the window sill), resemble those in 


the most expensive houses, but executed on a smaller scale. 








While I was admiring these effects and wondering how 
they were achieved, I noticed something else about Japanese 
architecture and design. There is as wide a spread between 
extremes of wealth and poverty in Japan as there is any- 
where else in the world, but there is no country in the world 
where the homes of the rich and the poor have so much in 
common. A European king’s palace is almost as much un- 
like a farm worker’s cottage as a Texas oil man’s house is 
unlike a cold water apartment in Hoboken. But the house 
of the richest Japanese has more in common with the poor- 
est country cottage than it has differences from it. This is 
not because there is anything naive or simple about the 
Japanese, who were until recently a long way ahead of 
Europeans in the sophistication and refinement of their 
architecture, but because they believe in simplicity. 

What I learned all over again in Japan was the lesson of 
the color box, which the painter had taught me. The lesson 
is a paradox that can be expressed in various ways: that 
freedom is in restriction: or that everything is too much. 
The peculiar dilemma of Americans is not that we have 
everything, but that when it comes to designing our homes 
we can do anything we want. 

We have the most glorious color box there ever was to 
dip into, and an almost infinite variety of materials, fabrics 
and styles to choose from. But from the American house 
emanates a restless and temporary quality, and all too often 
its interior spaces have an arbitrary quality that is disquiet- 
ing and unsettling. 

All this agitation of colors, styles, and proportions is 
noticeably lacking in the Japanese house, which has an 
almost religious feeling of tranquility and harmony about 
it. And yet it is infinitely more elastic than the American 
house. Most of its exterior walling can be manipulated for 
the variables of weather and removed altogether in the hot 
summer months. Its interior arrangements are even more 
flexible. 

The first time I went to see a Japanese friend who is a 
teacher, I sat in a large upstairs room in which he was 
lecturing to fifty students who had come to visit him. The 
next time I came to his house the big upstairs room had 
become four bedrooms. This change, which can be made in 
the internal layout of any Japanese house. was brought 
about by putting up and taking down wall panels called 
fusuma. Some fusuma are plain, and others are decorated. 
Some houses have several different sets of fuswma so that 
the walls in the house can change color as well as change 
places at a few minutes notice. In wealthy homes and in 
temples the fusuma are painted with motifs and scenes 
appropriate to different seasons and to different occasions. 
and some of these decorative sets of spare walls are among 
the world’s great works of art. 

The question for the Westerner is how all this flexible 
use of internal space and _ structural elasticity can be 
achieved without creating a confused mess. The answer the 
Japanese gives is that this freedom works because it is free- 
dom inside a rigid framework of restraint. Every fusuma in 
Japan is the same size, and all wall heights and spaces 
between upright members of the frame of a house are pro- 


portionate to the standard fusuma size. (Please turn the page)

The horizontal control of interior space is just as rigid 
as the vertical, though in the case of floor space the unit of 
control is the tatami. This is a sweetly-scented straw mat 
two inches thick and six feet by three feet on the surface. 
It provides the governing module for every enclosed space 
in Japan and has done so since the beginning of Japan’s 
recorded history. Ultimately the ground plan of any Japa- 


nese building of any period, ancient or modern, resolves 


itself into multiples of a six-foot square, and the size of 
every enclosed space inside the building will be automati- 
cally in proportion to the total area under its roof. As 
fusuma are in a close relationship to tatamzt in point of size, 
the heights of the walls are always in harmony with dimen- 
sions of the floor spaces. 


This voluntary acceptance of a quite arbitrary discipline 


and of a very high degree of standardization is the secret 
of the effortlessness with which the Japanese get their splen- 
did architectural effects of serenity, calm, and freedom. 
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They get these effects in structures closely confined by 
narrow city lots just as easily as they do when space is 
unlimited, and the harmony of good proportion often cre- 
ates an illusion of unlimited space where there is very little 
room to spare. 

What is just as important is that this discipline of propor- 
tion gives a coherence to the plans of Japanese houses that 
free planning often destroys. No matter whether they are 
plain rectangles or rectangles with an extension (like the 
New England house with its L); or if they flow around 
enclosed courtyards, run along one side of a garden, around 
the boundaries of a city lot, or along an ornamental pond; 
and no matter how casual their layout may at first appear to 
be, Japanese houses possess the quality of unity and organic 
wholeness which comes of having a relationship between 
all their parts. 

It is the relationship between the rooms in the house, 
immediately appreciable in the nature of the vistas that open 
up when a third room is seen through a second, that is the 
leading theme in Japanese interior design and decoration. 
Now that the Western interior designer is turning away from 
the idea of the house as a set of self-contained boxes, iso- 
lated from each other not only by solid walls but also by 
conceptions of function (expressed by such terms as dining, 
study, living room, play room, and so on), toward the 
conception of fluid and interlocking space, the long exper- 
ience the Japanese have had with its organization becomes’ 
valuable and for the first time relevant. 

The first step toward understanding another person’s 
experience is to understand the person, and this is as true 
when it comes to understanding an alien architectural an 
artistic tradition as it is when a domestic situation is in- 
volved. To my way of thinking, it is a mistake to try to 
understand Japanese art and the Japanese tradition of 
design by making a first approach to aesthetic principles. 
The Japanese say that their finest works of art and their 
finest houses reflect the spirit of shibui. This word expresses 
an interesting idea, but an extremely complicated one with 
subtleties that almost elude verbal explanations. 

Shibui is the essence of Japanese culture, and it includes 
the ideas of balance, measure, restraint, control, discipline, 
elegance, and strength, though in a paradoxical and typi- 
cally Japanese way. Strength used in accordance with the 
principle of shibui would seem to be easy and effortless, but 
it would be even more in line with shibui not to use it, while 
being strong. In architecture shibui would require the solu- 
tion of all the problems of stress and tension not only by 
the most economical means, but also in such a way that 
there appears to be no problem and no need for a solution. 

The Japanese are as fully appreciative of the structural | 
aspects of their houses as they are of their interior spaces. 
The timber frame of a Japanese building is always a lead- 
ing component of its decoration, and the main supports of 
the walls and roofs are always kept in plain sight. These 
structural timbers are often of specially chosen woods, 
selected for the beauty of their color or their grain or a 





ombination of both. They are superbly finished in the 
nore expensive houses, and the carpenter’s work is in most 
ases superior to that which goes into the very best Western 
urniture. The framework of a house is a necessity, and a 
art of shibui is the confrontation and recognition of neces- 
ity as an integral part of life. 

But another and equally important element in shibui is 
alm in dealing with necessities. The Japanese always go to 
‘reat lengths to avoid the appearance of dynamic elements 
n the construction of a building. They like the static im- 
ression created by strong, clean, upright supports carrying 
imber crossheams that seem to be held in place by their 
wn weight, and they have a particular appreciation for the 
tate of inertia created by an exact counter-balance of 
posed forces. They dislike equally such dynamic Western 
tyles as the Gothic which dramatizes thrust in the tense 
lervous lines of pointed arches, ribbed vaulting, and flying 
wuttresses, and the post-Renaissance classical styles that use 
valls as a decorated mask behind which all engineering 
roblems are ambiguously dealt with. 

This is not to say that the Japanese avoid difficult con- 
truction problems. The largest wooden building in the 


yorld is in Japan, the Daibutsuden of the Todaiji temple at

Nara, and the supporting structure of its roof is a master- 
piece of earthquake-resistant elasticity and strength, which 
has stood all tests since its completion in 1708. 

But while the problem of holding up so complex a struc- 
ture has been solved by a dynamic use of cantilevers, con- 
siderable care has been taken to minimize this aspect of 
things. The building is so proportioned that the overhang, 
taking its eaves thirty feet out beyond the wall line, is made 
to seem as much as possible like the normal extension of a 
roof to protect the walls below it from rain, a feature of 
the ordinary Japanese house. The fascination of the Todaiji 
Daibutsuden, not otherwise a very engaging building, lies 
in the way its huge scale slowly becomes apparent in the 
course of a second or third visit. Many persons who have 
seen it only once go awav without realizing how lerge it is. 
In so far as it is the most modest building of its size in the 


world, it is in accord with the (Please turn to page 116)

@ Its hard to understand how there could still be an 
undiscovered area in Gourmet Paradise. The amateur and 
professional gourmets of the world are habitual travelers 
who will go anywhere once they have heard the eating is 
good, They consider the world their “beat,” and they 
probably are the truly international citizens, since they 
are quite unencumbered by prejudices. It did seem that 
they had been everywhere. 

But no word had leaked to us, via the printed or spoken 
word, that Japan would be a gastronomic thrill. We had 
been told, by people who had even lived there, that it was 
“good but limited in variety.” I had eaten three or four 
spectacularly good Japanese meals in Hawaii, but they 
had been ordered days in advance. | assumed they would 
not be representative of the food to be found in average 
Nippon restaurants. We assumed that the best food would 
not be found in restaurants but in homes, and that we 


would therefore not see the best. 


Kverything we assumed was wrong, Japan’s cuisine 
turned out to be the peak in my 29 countries of traveling. 
Ivery one of the 149 meals I had were delicious. About 50 
were Epicurean. Five or six I shall never forget as long 
as I live. 

From what did this superiority arise? And can we have 
any of it in our own homes?

know the nature of its superiority you will see what and 
how to do it yourself. 

Part of this superiority arises from the fact that they 
use only the youngest and tenderest foodstuffs. Another 
reason for this superiority is that the method of prepara- 
tion is so sensitively appropriate to the inherent nature 
and flavor of the food itself. Consequently, new nuances 
are brought out in old familiars like carrots, eggplants, 
cucumbers. Their best—whether it is beef, seafood, or 
vegetables—is better than our best. It is smaller, younger, 
or more carefully grown. 

Now, mind you, we are not reporting on the diet of 
the average Japanese any more than we characterize 
French food on the basis of the factory workers’ diet. 
Undoubtedly the average Japanese cannot afford the baby 
vegetables, or the fantastically good Matsuzaka beef. We 
are talking about upper-class food—tunches costing from 
$3 to $9 per person and dinners costing from $5 to $10 
per person. 

We discovered some basic truths which are above and 
beyond cost. Such a one is the new world of soup stocks 
and cooking stocks made of dried kelp and dried bonito 
and loaded with trace elements; dipping sauces and 
marinades that give new zest to familiar foods; preserved 
chestnuts that are better than candy. There was a whole 


world of tender sprouts and leaf (Please turn the page)

than these details. The total syndrome of Japanese in- 
gredients and methods—the way all the parts fitted lyr- 
ically with all the other parts—towered like the Hima- 
layas in the world’s gastronomy.

® In Japan a meal in the most modest counter restaurant 
is presented on the kind of china you'd be proud to set 
before your most fastidious guest. Your change may come 
on a little miracle of a lacquer tray, signed by the artist 
who made it. A Tokyo office worker sends out for lunch, 
and it arrives in a box worthy to be a jewel case. 

You encounter artistry where youd least expect it— 
in the refined form of a bucket or a broom, in a scrap 
of garden in the shadow of a window sill. 

Such beauty in the commonplace evokes surprise and 
wonder in a Westerner. But to a Japanese, this is only 
as it should be. If it isn’t beautiful, it isn’t practical. 
For deeply ingrained in Japan’s culture is the attitude 
that beauty is as urgent a human need as food, shelter, 
and sleep. And art—the conscious creation of beauty— 
becomes therefore an inseparable element of daily life 
in Japan for people at all levels. (Please turn the page) 
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Entrance to this tiny restaurant is embellished with 
a tiny landscaped garden, complete with a pool of 
running water, plants, bamboo backdrop, rock ar- 
rangements, and black pebble paving. This miniature 
garden is about six inches at its shallowest, no more 
than twelve inches at its fullest. Though small, it is 
exquisite and entirely typical of Japanese gardens. 





Such precious little places have their practical side 


too. Customers may stoop and wash their hands in 
running water before entering the restaurant, even 
though they will be given wet, hot towels immediately 
after being seated inside. Water is constantly sprinkled 
on pebble paving, to keep down dust and to bring 
out the color and character in the rocks themselves. 
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Matechboxes of restaurants and commercial firms are 
like little works of art, designed with utmost care, be- 
cause they advertise the firm’s aesthetic values, as well 


as its services, to people who esteem good taste as an 
essential element in their business dealings.

Americans can do more than marvel at this work-of- 
art quality Japan gives to its most mundane objects of 
common use. We can take several lessons from it. We can 
re-evaluate our own curious tolerance in judging the 
aesthetics of our everyday possessions, as opposed to the 
more exacting standards of beauty we apply to what we 
call our “good” things, our Sunday best. 

This to a Japanese is an artificial distinction. Beauty 
is absolute, and art is a vital part of every living moment, 





all the time, not something to be roped off as a pleasant 
extra and occasionally enjoyed. So a Japanese weighs 
the aesthetic quality of a sieve as critically as he does 
his finest kimono. And he is constantly looking about 
him for ways in which to put more artistry into every 
area of daily life. He polishes his garden leaves; he 
dampens the black river-washed pebbles in his entry- 
way to enhance the subtle glossiness of the wet rocks; 
he makes an art of folding the paper and tying the 
cord on a package. 

And he is legion. In this phenomenally beauty-con- 
scious country, where policemen are trained in the tea 
ceremony and friends correspond with each other in 
poetry, no one stratum of society has a corner on aesthetic 
awareness. It is the people themselves who keep the stand- 
ards high. No esoteric dictatorish cult sets the pace or im- 
poses styles. There is no “designing down to the mass 
taste.” Rather it is the mass taste that insists that 


manufacturers design up. Talk (Please turn to page 111) 


This is “common” china—the kind you 
would find in a counter restaurant or in 
everyday use in a home. A far ery it is, in 
delicacy of design and fineness, from the 
restaurant china most Westerners settle for. 
Restaurateurs vie with each other in the 
beauty of their tableware, because their de- 
sign-conscious customers consider tasteful 
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presentation equally as important as the food. 
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No corner is too small te be beautified, and the skill with which this is done 
is a tacit expression of its owner’s good taste. Here a restaurant owner lets his 
aesthetic judgment be known by transforming a strip of land under his shop 
window into a charming rock garden, including a tiny pool (see far rizht).

@ It usually astonishes Westerners io di 
cover that the writing of poetry amoun) 
to a national pastime in Japan. Busines 
men make it a hobby, friends commun 
cate with each other in verse. Even “finar 
cial journals publish columns of poetry 
and more than fifty monthly magazine 
are devoted to it. And one of the greg 
annual events is the New Year poetr 
competition sponsored by the Emperor. 

This urge to poetic expression seems 
innate a cultural tradition as kimono an 
chopsticks. The Manyoshu, the second old 
est book in Japanese, compiled about 75 
A. D., is an anthology of 4500 poems com 
posed by people of all classes from em 
presses to farmers. And in 1470 travelen 
reported that the streets of a country tow 
literally echoed with the voices of y lagi 
extemporizing verse. 

So it isn’t amazing that poetry is wril 
ten. What is more astonishing is the char 
acter of Japan’s most popular poetic form

rhymed verse of seventeen syllables, the 
lines divided into five, seven, and five syl- 
lables. Within this almost telegraphic 
space, the writer expresses a moment of 
truth, setting down his observation of an 
especially vivid incident of daily life in 
which he perceives a more profound mean- 
ing than appears on the surface. Its 
thought is evoked by the commonplace, by 
nature, and familiar objects, and stated 
unassumingly, sparsely, with a simplicity 
in which are hidden depths to be pursued, 
if the reader is aware enough to pursue 
them for himself. 

Basho, Japan’s greatest poet, who per- 
fected the haiku in the 17th Century, saw 
some red pepper pods and wrote: 

Red pepper pods! 

Add wings to them, 
and they are dragonflies! 
In the similarity of pepper pods to the 
bodies of dragonflies he saw proof of his 
belief that all things are equally part of 
each other. In other words, his haiku re- 
ports one moment in his life when the 
sight of a few insignificant-seeming pep- 


per pods gave him an intense perception

of the one-ness of the universe, and made 
him feel more vividly a part of it. 

But notice that he has stated the thought 
merely by suggesting it. The barest essen- 
tials are given—the rest is left for the 
reader to fill in for himself. For the haiku, 
like all other uniquely Japanese art forms, 
is an unfinished statement which the lis- 
tener must complete out of his own imagi- 
nation. It is like the black-and-white ink 
sketch where the line fades off. leaving 
the viewer to visualize for himself the 
completion of the empty space, or the 
moment of no-acting in a Noh drama 
when the audience senses for itself what 
the actor’s motionless silence implies. 

The haiku is, in short, shibui—an ex- 
pression of Japan’s highest criterion of 
beauty—unassuming, simple-seeming. full 
of depth but waiting to be fully discovered 
by the awareness its audience brings to it. 
(Read the discussion of shibut, page 83.) 

Haiku should reflect the season in which 
they are written, and it must be stated or 
implied in the poem. (Basho’s pepper pods 
imply autumn.) Nature and natural ob- 


jects are the usual subject matter.

The sampling of haiku given here rep- 
resents some of Japan’s favorites, from the 
17th to the 20th Century, as translated by 
R. H. Blyth, Harold G. Henderson, and 
Curtis Hidden Page. In addition to the 
haiku poets quoted, Issa, Kikaku, Kyorai, 
and Ransetsu are some of the most famous. 

In order to give the most accurate 
meanings of the Japanese words, the trans- 
lations cannot always keep to the original 
five-seven-five syllable structure. In the 
Japanese, the verses do not rhyme. 

To read haiku, the experts give us one 
admonition—don’t look for symbolism 
and hidden meanings in the words. Simply 
try to feel the experience of the writer. 
Another introduction to haiku is through 
the record, “Haiku Poems,” read by Alan 
Watts (MEA, 3314 rpm, $5.95). 

Haiku is an exercise in awareness. And 
since the writer must crystallize an experi- 
ence in a few words, the writing becomes 
something of a game. You will understand 
if you try writing haiku yourself. The re- 
sults may not be great poetry, but the 
effort opens new windows on the world, 


revealing unexpected beauty.

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A Long Experience with Beauty 


@ Beauty, in its many forms, has_pre- 
occupied the Japanese people to a degree 
unmatched in history. So it is only reason- 
able that they should have arrived at a 
deeper grasp and penetration of what com- 
prises beauty than has been achieved by 
other cultures that cared less. 

You might say they acquired experience 
in judging beauty. They must have passed 
through those stages of poor judgment 
which we associate with -nowveau riche: 
the falling for the shallow. the showy. the 
laboriously contrived, the tricky. Their mis- 
takes, if there were any. are lost in the 
hadow of time. Their artifacts preserved 

, 


aa 
and shrines show that 


their judgment about 


beauty had already been deeply cultivated. 

Such books as The Tale of Genji and 
The Pillow Book reveal a “rampant aesthe- 
ticism’”’ as far back as the Heian Period 
(794-1392). At that time the upper classes 
were conversing in poetry. Beauty of pen- 
manship was a cult. Everything, from music 
to manners to food to dress. was expected 
to be beautiful. Even religious ceremonies 
were viewed chiefly from an aesthetic point 
of view. Anybody who wanted to be some- 
body was expected to be able to play at 
least one musica! instrument. 

So it is not surprising that an exacting 
standard of connoisseurship has prevailed 
for at least ten centuries. Nor is it sur- 


prising that there developed a set of values 
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and value-words by which to analyze th 
various grades and facets of beauty. 

This system for the analyzing and grad 
ing of beauty seems, from House BEauti 
FUL’s point of view, the most valuable les 
son to be learned from Japan. For ow 
Western world is quite loose and vagul 
when it comes to describing beauty. Ou) 
approach to the subject is through a seman} 
tic fog: we are for it, but we can’t describlt 
exactly what it is. We haven’t hammere¢ 
out a set of specifications for how to arriv 
at it, nor can we be very precise abou 
gradations between good, better, and best 

If we can look at beauty as they lool 
at it, we can enlarge our own understand 


ing enormously. Fortunately, it is easy tl 
= | 


mprehend—or how could a whole nation 
ve been made into art lovers? 
The key word for us to learn is shibui, 
adjective that denotes the ultimate in 
auty. (Shibusa is the noun for this con- 
pt.) 
Neither word translates quickly or satis- 
ctorily, so it is easier to take over the 
panese words and make them our own. 
Ve have done this with many other for- 
on words, such as chic, garage, so why 
yt again?) 
Let us analyze the content of shibusa 
id shibui. It can be done by quoting Dr. 
yetsu Yanagi, Director of the Museum of 
Ik Crafts in Tokyo, writing in a maga- 
ne called “Kokoro.” 
“Its first element is simplicity. To put 
another way, complex things are alien to 
ibusa. This first quality can also be 
scribed by the word ‘austerity,’ The tea 
remony devotees also called this the 
ustere quality,” and if we were to cite 
me simple, similar example, we might 
ention ‘unadorned,’ ‘plain, ‘unfigured.’ 
s everyone knows, the early masterpieces 
tea utensils were simple and unadorned. 
en articles which had family crests on 
em retained the inherent element of sim- 
icity. Therefore, over-decorated things 
d not become shibui tea things, and were 
t sought after by people. The English 
yd ‘plain’ is always submerged within 
ibusa. 


“The second element can be called ‘im- 
icitness. Simply put, it is the quality 
inward-inclusiveness, of pregnant-with- 
eaning, or of intrinsic meaningfulness. 
other words, it is the quality of stress 
| inner meaning. so that it can also be 
lled ‘depth,’ and things which lack this 
pth do not achieve true shibusa. In other 
yrds, superficial things are alien to 
ibusa. To borrow Lao Tse’s words, we 
ight call this the ‘beauty of blackness,’ 
of subtlety and profundity (the reality 
the space contained within a tea cup). 
“As for the aspect of rich-with-inner- 
eaning. the Buddhists might express it as 
nmade,’ or ‘unborn,’ and this is a qual- 
y inherent in shibusa, one may say. The 
n priests frequently asked questions like: 
Vhat is the lotus blossom before it 
nerges from the water?’ or ‘What is an 
d mirror before it is shined?’ No matter 
hat your concept of beauty may be, the 
eaning is profound. In Japanese brush 
linting, a great deal of blank space is 
equently left by the artist—this can also 


> called an expression of the search for 


meaningfulness. Also, when people are 
greatly impressed by the reverberation of 
an oriental bell, we can say that their spirits 
are enticed by the world of limitless, end- 
less meaningfulness. The excess space in a 
painting and the after-reverberation of the 
bell are the meaningfulness. At any rate, 
if this quality is lacking, it falls into the 
category of the superficial and the shal- 
low, and therefore is remote from shibusa. 
So, this ‘implicitness’ is an important ele- 
ment of shibusa. 

“The third quality is modesty or humil- 
ity. It can be considered the practice of 
desisting from constant self-assertion or the 
habit of not leaving traces of oneself. In 
the Zen phrase, ‘one does not impress his 
own personality on his craftsmanship,’ and 
here one can see the hallmark of shibusa. 
This quality of modesty, logically, does not 
flaunt beauty on the outside, therefore it 
has close connection with the previously- 
mentioned ‘implicitness.’ This is the qual- 
ity of silence about oneself and therefore 
the following: 

“Fourth quality—silence—is also in- 
volved. Or, perhaps ‘tranquility’ is more 
suitable. The tea ceremony experts always 
emphasized tranquility, but this tranquility 
always contained the idea of silence. Loud- 
ness stopped, and quiet existed. Loudness 
and shibusa are irreconcilable. Therefore, 
tranquility is one of the basic qualities 
of shibusa. Here the oriental character be- 
comes more and more rich; the ultimate 
tranquility, the purport of the Buddhist 
concept of Nirvana, is suggested. This is 
perhaps the most profound hallmark of 
shibusa. To put it simply, it is long-term 
serenity, quiet. and tranquility. Poets often 
sing of the state of loneliness and of autumn 
evenings, and this sort of quality is also 
seen in shibusa. When tea ceremony de- 
votees speak of plants dying in the cold, 
they are not speaking floridly—but are 
actually mourning the tranquility destroyed 
by various involvements of the spirit (with 
material things). Shibusa embodies the 
spirit which tells of the approach of the 
end of various inner conflicts. In English, 
‘silence,’ or perhaps ‘composure,’ ‘sobriety,’ 
or ‘calmness’ describe this aspect. 

“The fifth quality is naturalness, or in- 


evitability. To put it simply, it connotes a 





lack of artifice—a spontaneity. True shibusa 
never arises by design or intention. If in- 
tention or design is exposed, we lose seren- 
ity thereby, we tend toward loudness, and 
depart from shibusa. A shibui object, in 
this light, is born, not made. There is a 


famous saying by the tea ceremony experts 
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that: ‘to become rusty is all right, to make 
something rusty is no good.’ The Zen Priest 
Rinzai said: ‘Do not respect the making 
of things.’ And in shibusa can be seen the 
purport of uneventfulness, of the loss of 
tranquility which comes with the making 
of things. 

“If one thinks thus, it is logical to make 
uneventfulness, or normalcy, the sixth qual- 
ity. This quality leads shibusa to spon- 
taneity and to health. Shibusa is far re- 
moved from sickness and abnormality; 
rather it is deeply involved with normality. 
Therefore, shibusa has intimate contact 
with the usual, the commonplace. Perhaps 
because of this, shibusa is seen a great 
deal in folk craft. If one looks at the tea 
utensils chosen by the tea-ceremony men 
of old, many were of folk-craft origin, com- 
monly-used utensils. This fact should be 
given due notice. The ido, a type of bowl 
much favored by the tea-ceremony people, 
is a good example of this. To put it another 
way, it is difficult to preserve shibusa in the 
luxurious equipment of the aristocracy. 
The formation of a natural relationship 
between simplicity, the first quality of 
shibusa mentioned above, and folk craft, 


can be understood here as a logical result. 


“The seventh quality, lowing automati- 
cally from naturalness, is coarseness, or 
roughness, and it can be said that it fre- 
quently appears in shibusa. Natural objects, 
not being man-made, keep the human being 
in the background, and nature appears on 
the surface; in this the form of shibusa is 
often seen. A type of pottery beloved by the 
tea-ceremony men appeared without glaze 
in its natural state, and this can be called 
a most spectacular form of shibusa. This is 
because the finish was occasionally a gaudy 
covering, and so removing it and leaving 
the pottery in the natural state was a logical 
way to display shibusa. 

“This is not seen much in the West, but 
when the Japanese, who are devoted to the 
tea ceremony, see porcelain, they look im- 
mediately at the bottom because there they 
can see a place which has not been glazed. 
There they can see most clearly and feel 
most simply and plainly the strength of 
what we call shibusa. One can say that the 
tea-ceremony experts revered the ido type 
of bowl, which was deliberately marked by 
a rough natural streak, just because of this. 

“In today’s language, one can even call 
this roughness an imperfection, and_ this 
imperfection as inherent in shibusa. The 
cracks and distortions which frequently 


appeared in tea (Please turn to page 130)

® On June 10, 1960, in the New York 
Herald Tribune, Walter Kerr, the drama 
critic, wrote these words: “When IT made 
the acquaintance of the Grand Kabuki. a 
week ago, I was struck by what seemed to 
me an odd principle of stage decoration. In 
the background, and in sizable proportions, 
scream bold concentrations of primary 
colors: flaring draperies in green and red 
stripes, swelling and dipping landscapes in 
hues to put your eyes out. 

“Against tnese declarations of visual in- 
dependence move the actors, often robed 
in the palest of pastels. What is odd about 
this tug-of-war is that you look at the 
pastels. The big splashes wear themselves 
out somehow, and you are left with your 
attention glued to a figure in a decidedly 
retiring shade of blue.” 

Mr. Kerr was experiencing what is held 
to be a basic aesthetic truth in ancient and 
modern Japan: that the less powerful thing 
may be the more effective thing. 

This general idea, about the power of 
quietness and understatement, is the core 
of Japan’s approach to beauty. Their words 
for this are shibusa (a noun) and shibui 
(the adjective). They are words so big and 
so deep they are hard to translate into 
English. But they are not hard to under- 
stand, for the majority of Japan’s 84 mil- 
lion population understands. 

To grasp the idea of shibui is to pos- 
sess the best that Japan has to offer, cul- 
turally speaking. When you understand 
shibui, you will see things you missed be- 
fore. You will develop new delicate per- 
ceptions and learn to see the whole of a 


thing, instead of just a part or several parts. 


Shibui is the deepe-t beauiy word in the 
world. It applies to a severe exquisiteness 
that is way beyond mere prettiness. It is 
serviceable to all peoples to use to meas- 
ure, quite plainly and easily, the degree 
of profound lasting beauty. 

Translated literally, shibui means puck- 
ery and astringent, as a fruit may have a 
slightly acid flavor (such as a persimmon 
or a grapefruit). It also means simple yet 
refined—restraint with many nuances. 

These literal translations hardly begin 
to explain. But they are a beginning. Try- 
ing to understand shibui, so you can use 
it as a standard, a criteria, and a goal, is 
worth while, for you will find your grasp 
of it grows organically like a tree. We 
give it so much space here (20 pages), be- 
cause we have had so much pleasure pursu- 
ing an understanding of it, and reaped so 
many rewards since we began to compre- 
hend it. Understanding what it is, as well 
as what it isn’t, gave us a new set of words 
and values for thinking about all kinds of 
beauty. It has sharpened our judgment. 

One leading aesthetician in Japan, Dr. 
Soetsu Yanagi, puts it this way: “The world 
abounds with different aspects of beauty. 
The lovely, the powerful, the gay, the smart 
—all belong to the beautiful. Each person, 
according to his disposition and environ- 
ment, will feel a special affinity to one or 
another aspect. But when his taste grows 
more refined, he will necessarily arrive at 
a beauty which is shibui. Many a term 
serves to denote the secret of beauty, but 
this is the final word.” 

Shibui can apply to objects, to personal 
dress, to the manner of conducting oneself, 
to garden design, to the cooking and pre- 
senting of food—in fact to all phases of 
living. It can be demonstrated in shape, 
color, sound, involving all five senses. 

Shibui describes a profound, unassum- 
ing, quiet feeling. A shibui thing (or per- 


son) is unobtrusive and unostentatious. It 
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may have hidden attainments, but they 
not paraded or displayed.

and unobtrusive—but always interesting. 

This requirement of interestingness— 
within the framework of simplicity—is 
quite a challenge. For most things that are 
simple reveal themselves at first glance. 
And if there is something there that re- 
quires a second look, the thing is usually 
complicated and contrived. 

Simplicity and interestingness begin to 
emerge as highly important elements of 
shibusa. A thing possessing the shibui 
quality does not show everything it has. 
But because more is there, the object has 
a Presence, an Authoritativeness which you 
may only sense the first time you look. 
It beckons you to look deeper, to study it, 
to search for its hidden qualities. 

There is still another quality that must 
be present in shibusa. It must have intrin- 
sic good quality. The shoddy, the sleazy, 
the poorly crafted can never be shibut. So 
shibui objects always have craftsmanship, 
intelligence of design, an understanding of 
the material of which they are made, and 
imagination in the application of all these. 
The essence has been made to count. You 
might call it intrinsic goodness, delivered 
from the hands of somebody who under- 
stands what he is doing and with what he 
is working. 

As a result, shibui things have a depth 
of character, and there is some solid inner 


reason for their appearance. The object 
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Shibui This pale green kimono, shown 
in the pictures above and at the left, is a 
perfect example of the understatement and 
inconspicuousness inherent in a shibui ob- 
ject. But the tiny decorations, seen close-up 
(see color), reveal little masterpieces of 
painting and embroidery. Thus a thing can 
be beautiful without being obvious. 


that possesses shibusa is pregnant with 
meaning—intrinsic meaningfulness. 

As someone in Japan put it: “Shibusa is 
like an iceberg. You see only 20 per cent 
of it, but 80 per cent is hidden beneath the 
surface, but you feel it is there.”” Or put it 
another way: The shibui thing has a look 
of inevitability and spontaneity, as though 
it could not possibly have been any other 
way. It looks effortless, with nothing left 
wanting, yet nothing is superfluous. Its look 
should convey tranquility and serenity. 
Nothing self-conscious could ever be shibui. 

One way the Japanese achieve this inter- 
estingness is via the unfinished statement 
—the incompleted pattern, the fragmented 
motif, the hint which you are supposed to 
complete with your own imagination. The 
great Japanese screens, scrolls, and fusuma 
generally portray just a portion of a tree, 
a flower, a fence, a waterfall, a mountain. 
Showing the whole of it would be too ob- 
vious. Leaving nothing to the imagination 
is rather insulting. They use a minimum of 
“discussion” in their designing to get 
across the point they want to make. It is 
understatement, rather than elaboration. So 
shibui things give the feeling of sparseness, 
even “monkish restraint,” but upon closer 
examination you find a wealth of power 
and discipline and unspoken know-how. 

This leaving of something unfinished or 
unsaid applies even to the highly popular 
poetry form, the haiku, a 17-syllable form 
which depends for its effect on the power 
of suggestion and starting trains of thought 
and emotion (see discussion, pages 64-85). 

There is another important ingredient of 
shibusa which must be mentioned and 
understood. Jt is love of imperfection, of 
the irregular, of the worn or hoary, of 
rustiness. We have this attitude in Western 
culture only in connection with antiques, 
where we consider attractive the patina that 
comes with age. The love of imperfection 
as a measure of perfection in pottery and 
other forms of art and in nature is very old 
with the Japanese. You might call it a form 
of aesthetic and poetic melancholy, and is 
evoked by such things as the rust on the 
iron kettle. the lichens on the rocks, the 
fallen blossom. the moon obscured by mist. 
the withered branch on a living tree. (The 
Japanese words for this pleasant melan- 
choly are sabi and wabi.) 

Finding perfection in imperfection leads 
to the liking of soft, faded colors, crazing 


in lacquer, wavering unfinished lines in 
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carving, weathered colors in wood, asym- 
metric placement of pattern, dullness instead 
of shininess: in short, the look that comes 
to a thing after long but loving use. Briefly, 
a mechanically perfect thing cannot be 
shibui. It should not look new, even though 
it may be new. It should not be slick or 
shiny, though tiny flecks of shininess can 
add interest to a surface. It should have 
the richness or irregularity time bestows. 

You may be asking yourself if, in West- 
ern civilization, there are parallels, things 
that could qualify as being shibui. Yes 
indeed. Shakespeare (aside from the slap- 
stick) is shibui. Walt Whitman is shibui 
(whereas Longfellow is not). Bach and 
Beethoven are shibui, for you can count on 
finding more and more in them every time 
you listen. (Ravel and Stravinsky can be 
said to be less shibui.) In modern fashion, 
Mainbocher clothes are shibui, whereas 
most recent Paris clothes are not. 

In summary, shibusa is conservatism— 
the seriously good thing that conveys 
serenity and remains rewarding long after 
you have tired of the clever, the striking, 
the novel. But shibusa leaves more room for 
originality than do correctness and what 
is commonly called “good taste.” 

Very few modern things can be said to 
be shibut. Modern design is too new a point 
of view to have developed the depths neces- 
sary for shibusa. Anyway, the modern 
movement has put too high a value on the 
machine-made look. Shibusa is humanistic 
and naturalistic, and the opposite of mecha- 
nistic. For this reason, it has nothing what- 
ever to do with the “less is more” thinking 
of Bauhaus and “The International Style.” 
Shibusa is organic simplicity producing 
richness. It is not denial and austerity, for 
it is developed to the hilt. 

Rather, it is mastery and a sense of right- 
ness (so they put the effort where it counts 
the most). This leads to exquisite perfec- 
tion. Consequently, being close to nature, 
it has nothing to do with abstractions. 

Shibusa’s life span in Japan may be near- 
ing its close, as the grosser forms of West- 
ernization sweep the country. We hope not, 
but at least there will be artifacts, poems, 
music, and gardens from the last thousand 
years to document the concept. 

We are glad we saw it while it was still 
a living, operating way of life. Perhaps, 
before it disappears in Japan, we can make 
it our own—as we have assimilated other 


foreign concepts and “Americanized” them.

@ To understand shibui well enough so you could 
make a shibui color scheme or compose a_shibui 
accessory grouping on a shelf, you need to understand 
about sabi and wabt. 

The sabi concept is not altogether strange for us, 
since we like the patina that we find on antiques— 
the marks that wear and tear and time leave in a 
totally random way on objects. This patina of age is 
thought to produce richness. And many manufacturers 
of new traditional furniture try to reproduce it in 
the factory. (They call it a “distress finish.” ) 

Sabi means rusty, tarnished, or lonely. Wabi means 
desolate, forlorn, abandoned. In general, they describe 
the pleasing effect of melancholy repose. The Japanese 
have a saying: “Time is kind to things, but unkind 
to man.” 

We Westerners tend to shrink from these as words 
of praise. Yet we talk about something being “beau- 
tilully aged.” And the more experienced people in our 
Western world turn away from shiny newness. 

So we “get” part of this idea: that shibui means the 


opposite ef smooth, regular perfection, or mechanical 


perfection. But there are depths here that are beyond 
us, unless we reach for them. And the literal transla- 
tions of the words are not too helpful. 

Professor Tonomura, curator of the Craft Museum 
in Kurashiki, has explained it well. He said,,“Wabi 





means humble—humble by choice, not by necessity. It 
means normal, wholesome, and healthy—no overdoing. 
In design it means nothing is over-emphasized or 
extravagant or exaggerated. Wabi is the helpless feeling 
you have while you are waiting for your lover to come. 
Nothing is more humble than that.” 

The humility in wabi, the hint of sadness in the 
recognition of perfection in any human achievement, 
springs from the knowledge that with the bloom of 
time comes the first embrace of oblivion. 

If a garden has sabi, it has a tranquil and serene 
atmosphere. It has sabi because it looks as if nature 
had taken it from the gardener, as if time itself had 
removed all traces of the care and effort that went into 
making it. The visitor who opens its gate has the almost 
magical experience of entering a world other than his 


own, one in which time seems to stand still, frozen in

that moment between the achievement of perfection 
and the beginning of decline and decay. 

The point is that, where there is sabi, the clocks of 
everyday do not run and the metronome of anxiety 
does not set the pace. 

The idea behind sabi has less to do with the deteri- 
oration of things from a state of perfection than it 
has to do with ripening, maturing, and acquiring a 
patina that can only come with time. The sabi look is 


produced by the natural progression of events, the 





relentless march of time. 

The thing or the place that has sabi has acquired the TWlolF MORO GRAPHS ENCE MAN CAYENNE 
bloom that time lends to some things for a while, before | 
it destroys them (a thing we call patina and unques- 
tioningly appreciate ). 

The wounds and abrasions these things have suf- 
fered since their makers abandoned them have. in time, 
given them a dignity and a pathos they certainly did 
not possess in the first place. 

The lovely patina of age and antiquity develops bes 
in natural materials: unpainted wood, woven straw and 
gra-ses, bark, stones that become covered with lichens, 
twig fences, bamboo. 

Time carries all men away and sooner or later 
destroys all their works. The Japanese love those things 
that carry the burden of their years gracefully and with 
dignity, because they seem to show men how to come 
to terms with their tragic and incomprehensible 


destiny: finite beings in an infinite universe, creatures

leaving something unsaid, by merely suggesting what 
is not fully revealed, the artist invites you to complete 
the idea. 

This involves your imagination, calls up the memory 
of things past, irresistibly draws your attention until 
you actually seem to become a part of the creative 
process yourself. So stimulated, you can return again 
and again, each time seeing something fresh and differ- 
ent. Thus can the “incomplete” design have the quality 
of sustained interest, without which an art object will 
soon pall. 

For this reason, symmetry is avoided in Japanese 
design as being fatal to the stimulation of the imagi- 
nation. The composition framed in the dead center 
or the completeness of a symmetrical pattern has a 
frozen finality that is lifeless. The typically relaxed 
compositions of the Japanese, in contrast, retain a lilt 
and grace. Often, a fragmentary glimpse conveys a 
whole scene; a few branches will portray the whole 
tree. In this way, the artist will persuade the beholder 
to share his insight into the nature of the subject 
rather than merely marvel at his skill in reproducing 
its obvious form. 

This incompleteness is the crucial quality character- 
izing Japanese art. It is part of the special look that 
sets it apart from the art of other Oriental countries.

Behind this “Japanese look” in design is a secon 
important attitude: awareness of the nature of mat 
rials. In weaving, printing, brushwork on paper, ba 
ketry, lacquerwork, woodwork—even the pruning 
trees and sculpting of landscape—the innate charact 
of the material is counted on as a definite contributin 
factor to be exploited as part of the artist’s expressio 
For instance, Japan’s greatest painters would have ha 
difficulty in understanding oil painting where the te 
ture of the basic canvas is completely covered instea 
of being brought into play as part of the compositio 
Nor could they have understood the Greek marble 
that were covered with paint. 

In Japan, where the mind and the emotions of ma 
were not divorced from the natural scene, a speci 
atmosphere of appreciation encouraged a more an¢ 
more highly developed artistic expression. For cen 
turies the Japanese considered aesthetic nourishmen 
as vital as food. For such a sensitive audience, artist 
could omit spelling out the obvious and tedious details 
What may appear to us at first glance as restrain 
and simplicity in composition and content is reall 
bold directness, free of irrelevant details, 

“Stylized” and “conventionalized” are not the righi 
words for this subtle imagery. Both imply the simpli 
fication or translation of outward form. The Japanes 
expression is not simplification for its own sake bul 
an effort to go beyond realism to interpret a deepe 
understanding of the subject than mere outward for 
can convey.

making this letter tray a fine illustration of Japanese art. 
This result could net be achieved were the five planes treated 
as separate surfaces for pictures. This could be called shibui.

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Decoration for enrichment, instead of picture-making, is 
obvious in the little box above where pattern brings its 
five sides into one composition.

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The Shibui Syndrome 


® When you bring things together that are to 
exist together and be seen together, they help 
each other or hurt each other. They add up to 
either a favorable syndrome or an unfavorable 
one. Usually the results add up to no more 
than a sum of the parts. 

What all of us hope for, whether we are 
furnishing a room or assembling a costume or 
setting a table, is to achieve a total whole 
that becomes greater than the sum of the parts. 
Then a kind of a magic takes over, and the 
whole seems wonderfully, unexplainably beau- 
tiful. Some over-all atmosphere comes into 
being of a higher type than should develop or 
be rationally accounted for by the parts. 

If you understand shibusa, you have an al- 
most foolproof formula for making the whole 
greater than the sum of the parts. For inherent 
in shibusa are quite well-formulated theories 
about: 

‘which colors and how intense 

‘the ratio of dark colors to light 

what kind of pattern 

the ratio of pattern to plain 

how much sparkle and glitter 
—the ratio of shininess to dullness 

what kind of materials

color space. (Our necessity was to show the 
fine details and textures, which meant close- 
up, almost life-size photography, so the empty 
background spaces are in smaller ratio than 
they should be.)

They are all colors that look well in com- 
bination with natural materials: wood, reed, 
straw, bamboo, growing plants. None would 
look out of place or garish outdoors in a 
garden. Those used in the largest ratios are 
on the darkling side—sober and dignified. 
Each scheme has one tiny touch of a sharp, 
astringent color. These tiny sharp accents en- 
liven and give interest to what might otherwise 
be too dull a scheme. The more original these 
astringent color accents, the more shibut. 
You will notice that most of the plain, 
unpatterned fabrics are uneven in coloration 
or texture, Slubbiness (which occurs when the 
thread is not of uniform size) gives a texture 
to the plainest fabrics. Those not textured

THE SHIBUI SYNDROME 


continued 


A shibui syndrome is easy to live with be- 
cause it carries the aura of fine things 
that have mellowed with age. There is no 
garish newness about it, no shininess that 
says, “Be careful of me or Pll scratch.” 
It is understated good quality that is 
trying to prove nothing, except to be 
satisfying to contemplate. It is the op- 
posite of status-seeking, since it stems 
from your own capacity to be aware of the 
“thusness” of the thing or the situation, 
and its capacity to produce serenity in 
you, rather than pride in showing off. 
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shine. And sheen produces two shades of one 
color—two-toned iridescence that moves and 
changes, giving depth. 

Where sparkle occurs, it is only in small 
flecks. Sparkle is in the same small ratio as 
the astringent color accent. The sparkle is 
from mother-of-pearl, gold threads, or silver 
foil that is crumpled and tarnished. 

Pattern is used but in lesser ratios than

recessive, and non-dominant—even though 
some are quite complex. The patterns may be 
unfinished and broken, or there may be several 
overlaying each other, like several melodies 
being developed simultaneously in a piece of 
music, with one being more conspicuous and 
audible. Some of the fabrics—even though 
new—have a sabi look, as though they were 
old, with a soft patina from wear and time. 

The mottling on the copper tea kettle (left 


photograph, page 103) and on the bronze vase 


(above) makes these objects suitable acces- 
sories to be introduced into a shibui syn- 
drome. They qualify because of their matte 
finish and their equivocal coloring which 
eludes being named. The vase above has 
an extra fillip—the almost-sure-to-be-missed 
tracery of a fish (which we had to exaggerate 
with lighting to make it show at all). 

So you can begin to write specifications for 
a shibui syndrome. It is quiet in its over-all 
coloring, but is sparked by one or two sharp 
accents. It always relates to nature and natural 
materials. Some colors can be changeable and 
variable and be impossible to name. If the 
materials are not matte finish, they can have 
sheen but not shine. And there can be tiny 
flecks of sparkle. If textured, the texture should 
arise out of the nature of the materials. It 
means avoiding the artificial in every sense, 
relying instead on the natural beauty inherent 


in the material.

Astonishing variety exists within the general grammar 


of Japanese architectural design, as you can see if 
you examine these house facades. The characteristic 
overhanging tiled roofs, the wood fences and _ balus- 
trades, and the strong vertical lines are all here, but 
interpreted differently in each individual building. 


This sensibility, this restrained lyricism, which threads 
its way through the whole tapestry of Japanese life, has 
its roots deep in the past. When our Western European ances- 
tors were still nomadic tribes, the Japanese were communi- 
cating with each other in poetry—as they still do. (See 
our discussion of Japan’s popular haiku poetry on pages 84- 
85). And how significant it is that even in those early times, 
their literary expression invariably dealt with nature, the 
wonder of the changing seasons, and the transience of life 
and human love. The tradition of the aesthetic approach 
seems so inbred in the Japanese as to be almost instinctive. 
In any case, it is one of the reasons we have yet to meet a 
sentient Westerner who hasn’t been utterly charmed by the 
delicacy and differentness of Japan. 

But the major differentness is not a mystical one. It’s the 
simple fact that this civilization is geared to sitting on the 
floor. This means you must literally readjust your point of 
view and your physical movements, and you discover that 
the world is indeed a different-seeming place when you sit, 
eat, and sleep on the floor. But most importantly, for the 
first time you will be seeing the architecture, furnishings, 
and art of Japan in their true perspective. as they were 
designed to be experienced, from floor level. 


e differentness you will meet, 


Yet, for all the intriguing 


there is no place where, as an aware alive American traveler, 
you can reap richer rewards in ideas and objects with which 
to improve the quality of your living at home. 

Here is a sophisticated and elegant culture that has 
been developing for 2.000 years.

A room this large could accommodate many diners, yet 
it is a rather typically-sized private dining room in 
a good restaurant.

Confucianism, philosophies that couldn’t be more bewilder- 
ing to most Western minds. Yet out of these alien-seeming 
roots has come a practice of living for and with beauty 
that has always been unfailingly appealing to Occidental 
tastes. 

At this very moment Japanese design is enjoying its third 
world-wide “boom” in 100 years. So this is a particularly 
propitious time to see the arts and artifacts of Japan in 
their own background, to sharpen your own powers of dis- 
crimination so that you can recognize and separate the 
abiding, great beauty that is native to Japan from the 
ephemeral novelties (called exports) that are often presented 


to the world as Japan’s best. And you can have such a good 


oO 
time doing it! 

Until you go to see for yourself, you may not realize how 
decidedly Japan has been influencing the architecture, land- 
scaping, and home furnishing design of the West since 1853 
when Commodore Perry “reopened” Japan to the world. In 
antique Japanese prints and screen paintings, you will 
recognize what the early French Impressionists borrowed 
and made characteristic of early modern art. And you will be 
astonished to see how much of the traditional Japanese 
house has already been transplanted into modern architec- 


ture—the close tie between indoors and outdoors. the lack

of clutter, the use of natural materials for the intrinsic 
beauty of their color or texture. 

But to savor this side of Japan calls for a quite different 
travel approach than you'd use, say, in visiting Europe. In 
Europe a tourist can get some inkling of the real life of a 
country by observing its public places and street scenes. 

But Japan does not live as outwardly as the, West. Its 
streets, after the first impact of novelty, and except for 
their exotic after-dark glow when the shop lanterns and 
the policemen’s lanterns are lit, are more drab than intrigu- 
ing. They are innocent of the large vistas that often lend 
color to streets in Europe or South America. For the 
Japanese disdain large views, preferring more intimate 
vignettes—a pine bough framed in a window, say—and their 
cities give no hint of the beauty you can't see. Streets 
are generally lined with non-committal brown wood facades, 
stained this color by persimmon juice. But it is beyond 
these facades that the real Japan reveals itself in delightful 
living quarters and gardens hidden from the street. 

That’s where you want to get—behind the scenes—so you 
should plan your travels accordingly. And to understand 
what you'll find, you should plan to steep yourself as 
deeply in Japanese ways as a traveling foreigner can—

NE of the leading features of 

the shoin style, and of all Jap- 
anese interior design after its devel- 
opment, is the interaction of house 
space with garden space. Japanese 
gardens are as a rule elaborately 
fenced or walled for privacy and 
thought of as outdoor rooms to 
extend the house. The island’s cli- 
mate is moist, and rainfall is dis- 
tributed evenly around the year so 
that gardens stay green. 

The contrast between the green- 
ness outside in the roofless garden 
room and the colors of the interior 
space is a recurrent theme of Japa- 
nese decoration. Many fusuma 
paintings are designed with the 
thought that they will be com- 
pleted and complemented by the 
close proximity of a mass of green 
in direct light which will filter 
green reflected light into the room 
where the painting is to be seen. 

Shoin style developed an ap- 
proach to room lighting which is 
at first antipathetic to Westerners 
since it places a premium on in- 
direct sources. Japanese rooms are 
shadowy and almost sombre by 
American standards. What the 
Japanese like are soft modulated 
lighting effects, and they find di- 
rect lighting, and its sharp-edged 
shadows, harsh and unsympathetic. 

The relatively unimpressive 
showing of Japanese works of art 
in European and American muse- 
ums, where they are shown against 
light-colored walls in a blaze of 
clear light, is due to the fact that 
they are not meant to be seen in 
such conditions. They come alive 
in Japanese rooms where they are 
to be seen illuminated by light 
bounced off tatami or off the pol- 
ished wood of veranda floors.

clarity. But the full glare of sun- 
light falling on sheets of primary 
color, or glinting on polished sur- 
faces seems hard, crude, and brutal 
to the Japanese. Their taste is for 
the softened, the modified, and the 
hint of rich or brilliant color in 
concealment. 

A Japanese gardener often gets 
a greater effect of color with a few 
scarlet blossoms and a variety of 
leaves of different sizes and differ- 
ent than a Western gar- 
dener is able to create with the 


greens 


free use of hundreds of brightly 
colored flowers arranged in masses. 
The Japanese say that bright 
colors tire the eye and that the 
reserve and subtlety of greens en- 
rich it. The flowers they love most 
are those that collapse soon after 
they have reached the perfection 
of full bloom and let their petals 
drift in their prime. Many gardens 
make a point of carpets of moss 
and lichen-covered stones placed 
beneath flowering trees so as to 
make the most of fallen petals. But 
the great discovery of shoin archi- 
tecture was the destruction of the 
distinction between house 
and garden space so that the gar- 
den became part of the house.

Shoin architecture and decora- 
tive style was, however, the expres- 
sion of an intoxication with new- 
found powers. A greater serenity 
entered the picture as the war- 
riors became more assured of their 
position as the rulers of the coun- 
try. The Shinto-Buddhist synthesis 
produced cha-no-yu, the calm tea- 
making ceremonial in which the 
Japanese family expresses its uni- 
making and 


ty with nature by 


drinking an exquisitely scented 
and flavored green froth that tastes 
like the very essence of growth and 
vitality. 

Cha-no-yu produced in its turn a 
more delicate and refined style. 
The warriors took up the tea cere- 
mony and developed a practice of 
laying aside badges of rank and 
honor and all weapons when they 


went to perform it or to take part 


in it. Cha-no-yu is egalitarian—all 
men are equals at the tea cere- 
mony—and it is a ritual in which 
men admit their humble role in the 
scheme of things. Cha-no-yu thus 
modified the powerful shoin archi- 
tectural style in the direction of 
simplicity and modesty, and gave 
rise to the sukiya style. 

A point of transition between 
the two, or the birth of the new 
style can be seen in the almost 
perfect house and garden grouping 
called the Kahoan Shoin on the 
grounds of the Daikokuji in Kyoto.

lessly as one discovers it. It is 
designed in depth. This is shibui, 
the hidden treasure waiting for 
discovery, the giant’s unused pow- 
er, the modesty that lets the thing 
speak for itself, and the creation of 
wealth by discarding the unneces- 
sary and the trivial. 

And then. when one learns to see 
the Katsura palace, all the secrets 


of the Japanese house come for- 


ward to present themselves: its 

beautifully flowing and _ free 
y £ 

ground-plan held together and 


made coherent; its every space in 
graceful and harmonious propor- 
tion with the rest. 


Ae thing about the Jap- 
£\ anese house also manifests it- 
self very plainly at the Katsura pal- 
ace. The traditional Western house 
faces the outside world with de- 
signed facades, it confronts free 
space with enclosing walls that 
have openings in them. Inside are 
rooms set apart by walls on which 
decorative ornament or framed pic- 
tures are placed. Even the modern 
Western home that aims at fluid 
internal space gives wall and fa- 
cade a leading role. 

The Japanese house is primarily 
a frame supporting a roof and the 
walls are secondary attachments 
to the frame. The fusuma really 
allow interior space in a house to 
be fluid; rooms can be sealed off 
for privacy or opened up into the 
general living space with the great- 
est freedom. In the humid summer 
months all the internal walls made 
of fusuma, except those absolutely 
necessary for privacy, disappear 
and give way to split bamboo ones. 
The whole house is open from end 
to end, and what breezes there are 
can blow through it. 

At such times, when one sees the 
framework of the house standing 
naked, one realizes to how great an 
extent the house is thought of by 
the Japanese in terms of enclosed 
space within a structure, and how 
little thought they give to the sur- 
faces that are so important to us. 
They think in terms of the house 
as an organic whole. Our houses 
with their autonomous rooms—the 
dining room, the bedroom, the 
study—seem to them fragmentary. 

I recall sitting inside this beau- 
tiful 


house, looking through the 


next room to the sunlit garden 
beyond it. The guard was watching 
us. He was a member, though a 
lowly one, of the Imperial house- 
hold and he obviously had the view 
that the palace was almost too 
good for us. However, we were be- 
having quite well and he was pre- 
pared to put up with us. At that 
moment I found myself wondering 
again about the submissiveness 
that is part of the Japanese char- 
acter, a submissiveness that is so 
un-American. 

It occurred to me, as it often 
does, that the American problem is 
freedom. 

Shibui is not really an exclusive- 
ly Japanese idea; basically it is 
the principle of selection and elim- 
ination which is the key to the 
artistic process in every culture. 
The creation of things of lasting 
value and real beauty demands the 
most exacting of all disciplines, and 
real freedom of spirit comes with 
submission to it. The artist is not 
a man who does what he wants, but 
a man who recognizes the vital 
thing that must be done. This is 
the great lesson that the art of 
Japan has to teach. 

Our culture is one of striving for 
a ruthless mastery of nature and 
nature’s gifts, and. though our as- 
pirations are noble, our culture 
might have as its symbols the bull- 
dozer and the used-car lot. We 
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scrape out of our way things that, 
are in our way, and simply discard] 
things when we are through with) 
them. We do not respect or revere 
either nature or the things we 
make with her materials. 

One of the instructive 
sights in Japan is the corrosion 
and destruction that Westerniza- 
tion brings to its beauties. In this 
alien setting it is easy for us to see 
what we are unthinkingly doing 
to ourselves and to our children’s 
heritage. We do what we want on 


most 


the short term, and on the long 
term destroy what we love. 


EHIND the idea of shibui is the 

idea of worship and reverence 
for life, for all living things, for or- 
ganic growth, and the natural or- 
der. If we could learn something 
of the balance between freedom 
and discipline that gives Japanese 
art and design its serenity, the 
quality of shibui, we might find a 
clue to lead us toward a recapture 
of the tranquility and harmony 
that our machines have stolen. 





Perhaps the most important part 
of shibui is the idea of imperfec- 
tion. Nothing that is smooth, flaw- 
less, and utterly perfect can be 
shibui. There must always be the 
reminder, for a thing to be shibui, 
that man has his limitations, that 
there are limits, and that we can- 
not have everything we want.

How to take your shoes off 


The Japanese preoccupation with 
footgear and the constant switching 
of it is not mystifying when you 
realize it exists to keep the tat- 
ami straw floor covering clean and 
intact in this society where you 
practically live on the floor. 

As stockings, the Japanese wear 
tabi, washable fabric socks, di- 
vided at the big toe like mittens 
to let the sandal thong pass 
through. Outdoors they wear geta 
or zori, clogs or sandals of wood or 
plastic which raise the feet off the 
ground and so keep the tabi clean. 
Before going indoors, geta are ex- 
changed for soft-soled, open-back, 
heelless felt slippers such as West- 
ern men use for bedroom slippers. 
In inns, restaurants, homes, muse- 
ums, temples, shrines, and many 
shops, you are expected to remove 
your shoes and do likewise. 

The Japanese entryway is rather 
like a foyer, designed as a shel- 
tered shoe-switching zone, and is 
usually lined up with enough extra 
slippers for the use of all visitors. 
You change your shoes for slippers, 
sitting on the edge of the foyer, 
your feet resting on a long flat 
stepping stone—a sort of mystical 
boundary line between indoors and 
out. For most Westerners this in- 
volves acrobatics, because the in- 
door slipper must never touch the 
stepping stone. Your shoes are 
impounded here, stored in cabinets 
or on ledges until you leave the 
house. 

Inside the house, the felt slip- 
pers must be removed before you 
enter a tatami-covered room, where 
you are supposed to walk only in 
tabi or stocking feet so that you 
will not soil or scuff the floor coy- 
ering. Rubber-soled or straw slip- 
pers are provided for you to wear 
in the W.C. 

So that don’t 
stockings it’s a good idea to carry 


you scuff your 
ankle socks to wear indoors. 

From November through April, 
woolen clothes will help make up 
for the absence of central heating 
in Japanese houses. For floor-sit- 
ting, Western ladies are more com- 
fortable in full Summer 
months are very warm and humid, 


skirts. 


so your clothing should be light- 
weight. Be prepared for rain, es- 
pecially from April through June. 
Hats are not worn in the Orient 
and evening clothes are utterly use- 
less unless you are on diplomatic 
business. 

One of the joys of travel in Japan 
is its general cleanness. The law 
requires every building to be thor-

oughly house-cleaned twice a year, 
the tatami removed, aired, and 
cleaned. O-furo—the steaming hot 
bath—is daily ritual to 90 million 
Japanese, who may take their baths 
at home as a family, or in a public 
communal bath. 

Japanese tend to regard Western 
about nudity as 
more evil-minded than admirable. 
Still, you don’t have to bathe in a 
crowd. In all the inns we experi- 
enced, it was possible to take a 
bath in private, and some inns even 
have rooms with private baths. No 
matter what your gender, do not be 
surprised if a little maid comes in 
to undress and scrub you. 


squeamishness 


How to take a bath 


In most inns the bath is usually 
communal in that the hot “soak- 
ing water” in the bathtub is used 
by several guests. In Japan, soap- 
ing, scrubbing, and rinsing, which 
Westerners conduct in the bathtub 
proper, must be performed outside 
the tub. Bathroom floors are slatted 
or equipped with drains, so you can 
stand or sit on a bench and use the 
hinoki wood buckets and dippers 
to sluice yourself with. You must 
be thoroughly clean and rinsed be- 
fore you step into the bathtub. It 
creates a scandal in the house if 
you bring soapsuds into the bath, 
because the bathers who follow you 
must use this same hot soak water. 
This is why innkeepers consider 
ignorant Western guests a hazard 
in the bathroom. 

The tub itself is usually very 
deep and full of much hotter water 
than we're used to. There’s a lid 
for the tub, which you’re expected 
to replace when you’ve finished 
soaking, to keep the water from 
cooling. Out of the tub, the Japa- 
nese give themselves one more rinse 
and dry off with a damp towel. 

Five o’clock in the evening is 
bath hour for most Japanese. But 
for a weary traveler nothing is 
more luxurious than a bedtime 
bath, followed by a massage after 
you've crawled into the futon, the — 
pile-up of quilts on the floor which | 
is the Japanese bed. Some inns pro- 
vide a foam rubber mattress. 

Living in an inn is very like 
staying in a private house. In a 
fine inn every room is different. 
Furnishings are sparse, but usually 
most carefully chosen and valued 
by the owners. Quilted bedding and 
the guest kimono are frequently of 
silk. China and lacquer are finer 
than what we think of as “restau- 
rant or hotel” quality. So behavior 
should be just as circumspect as it 
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would be if you were a_ private 
guest. You are assigned your per- 
sonal maid, who in some occult 
way anticipates your every need 
with such attentive service as you 
wouldn’t believe, and she seems to 
work a 24-hour day. Tip her 5 per 
cent of your bill (in an envelope). 
But you don’t have to be told to 
tip. Your inclination is to shower 
the whole staff with gifts—you love 
them so. 


How to speak up in 
a Japanese inn 


In many of the small and most 
beguiling Japanese inns, English 
is not spoken. But don’t let that 
deter you from the experience of 
staying in an inn. What you can’t 
accomplish through gestures (and 
the astonishing clairvoyance of most 
Japanese maids), you can usually 
accomplish if you know a few basic 
words in Japanese.

Restaurant manners 


In a restaurant, you behave much 
as you would in a private home, for 
diners eat in a separate matted 
room—shoes off, sitting on cush- 
ions. Most restaurants furnish 
backrests and armrests if you need 
support. Japanese women kneel; 
the men sit cross-legged. Each 
party is served by their own maid 
or maids. Traditionally, five are 
considered the ideal dinner party— 
an auspicious number that encour- 
ages conversation. (Dinnerware 
and trays are sold in sets of five.) 
Table manners are most subtle and 
far too complicated to bring to per- 
fection in a short time. The best 


technique is simply to observe how 
the Japanese cope with a meal. 
Most maids are not only willing 
but delighted and highly enter- 
tained if you ask them to show 
you how. 

Leave-takings are never casual. 
Even in a restaurant, you will be 
bowed out to the street and the 
bowing may continue until you are 
completely out of sight. In an inn 
you're bowed out every time you 
leave the house, and at your final 
departure it would not be unusual 
for your maids to take you to the 
railroad station, to bid you more 
bowing adieux. 


More ways to go 


Besides JAL, the following air- 
lines fly to Tokyo from the West 
Coast: Pan American, Northwest 
Orient, Canadian Pacific Air Lines 
(from Vancouver), and Qantas 
Empire Airways (via Australia). 

By sea, usually about a 2-week 
voyage, ships of the American 
President Line, and the P & O- 
Orient Lines, take you from the 
West Coast to Yokohama, the port 
of Tokyo, and include Japan on 
cruise itineraries. A variety of ar- 
rangements can be made between 
airlines and steamships so that you 
can go one way by sea, the other 
way by air, or continue your jour- 
ney home around the world. 

To enter Japan as a tourist you 
need a visa, available from a Japa- 
nese consular office. Smallpox vac- 
cination is a requirement for re- 
entering the U. S., and for travel 
in the warm month of June through 
September typhus and_ typhoid 
inoculations are recommended but 
not required.

best in all the decorative arts. You 
cannot “fake” when your design is 
to be seen in juxtaposition to na- 
ture. A nature background will not 
allow pretension or triviality. 

As a result, the goal of Japanese 
art has not been to substitute for 
the natural scene. Realistic render- 
ing has been avoided as stultifying. 
Art has served more positively, in 
all its forms, as a means of seeing 
deeper into nature, through inter- 
pretation instead of imitation. 

Art and Architecture of Japan, 
by Paine and Soper, sums it up: 

“In decorative designing the gen- 
ius of the Japanese is admittedly 
unique in the Far East. The arts 


are dependent on faith and feeling 
rather than on reason and science. 
When the desire to be lavish and 
ornamental goes too far, art forms 
tend to become an end instead of a 
means of expression. But, when 
used with restraint, formal beauty, 
which starts and ends with enjoy- 
ment in the concrete aspect of 
things, becomes one of the great 
methods of aesthetic manifestation. 

“The artists of the decorative 
school of Japan show such direct 
vision, such charm of statement, 
and such simplification of form that 
each detail of nature seems to be 
an object possessed of more than 


natural beauty.”

@ [n spaces smaller than most American back yards, the Japa- 
nese recreate in miniature the qualities we associate with great 
natural landscapes.

What they try to do, and why, was well said by Soami, who 
died in 1525. “However small a garden may be,” wrote the 
famous tea master and painter of ink landscapes, “it can be 
made to include high mountains many miles away, and to create 
waterfalls of tremendous height. There is a method of including 
distant waters and the vast expanse of the ocean. All this is 
possible by knowing how to handle water and rocks.” 

“The ultimate aim,” he goes on, “of the landscape garden is 
to reveal the mysteries of nature and creation. This may be 
achieved by a simple flat garden with only a few rocks.

The impact of Japan takes get- 
ting used to. The unfamiliar, the 
beautiful, the picturesque, the mys- 
tical—all are there in such profu- 
sion that most Western minds have 
trouble taking it all in. So it is 
fairer to oneself, and to Japan, not 
to attempt to go everywhere and 


do everything on the tourist cir- 


cuit. The very nature of much of 
its beauty is that it must be seen 
fully

at leisure, quietly, to be 


digested. It is wiser to 
trate on a few places and savor 
them well. 

Out of our experience we make 
four major recommendations. And 


we cant make them too strongly. 


UMBER One: you need your 

own guide-interpreter. English 
is not as universally understood in 
Japan as you may have been led to 
believe. A guide is necessary for 
much more than sightseeing. Num- 
bered street addresses are rare in 
Japan. Locations are loosely de-

Our second urgent recommenda- 
tion is: Stay in Japanese inns, be- 
cause they give you a chance to live 
as the Japanese do at home. Many 
of them were, in fact, private 
houses of the nobility and well-to- 
do—in short, choice places to ob- 
serve the best in architecture and 
gardening. Even the more modest 
inns, built as commercial establish- 
ments, have a personal rather than 
a public aspect. 

There is rarely a public lounge, 
lobby, or restaurant. Meals are 
served privately in your room which 
is covered in tatami like most Jap- 
anese rooms so you never wear 
here. You even dress 
Japanese, because the inn furnishes 


a kimono to each guest. You learn 


shoes can 


how to live at floor level, where 
you sit and sleep. Eventually your 
eye gets used to the small scale 
intimate 
garden, the doll-size dressing chest, 
the foot-high lamp placed by your 
bed at night. In a house where no

The inn will probably be your

may have heard to the contrary, it

Only when you experience first- 
hand this entirely different kind 
of living, can you appreciate the 
functional meaning and _ aesthetic 
values of Japan’s architecture and 
design and the logic behind the 
customs that at first seem incom- 
prehensible to you. 

Japanese service, which is uni- 
versally superb, is particularly de- 
lightful in the inns, where attend- 
ants seem to be of the caliber of 
servants in the finest private homes, 
and visitors seem to be guests. 

English will probably not be 
spoken, so it is practical rather 
than extravagant to have your in- 
terpreter stay in the same inn. 

A word of advice: Most inns are 
relatively small (5 to 25 rooms), 
and accommodations are much in 
demand, especially by the Japa- 
nese themselves who are perpetual 
travelers within their own country. 
So advance reservations are essen- 
tial. But aside from this, you may 
have to talk your way in, for many 
of Japan’s travel representatives 
that 
happy in an inn, and so will politely 


believe Westerners won’t be 
try to sell you off the idea. You 


may have to insist that you know 


what you’re doing. Another pos- 
sible hitch is that some inn-keep- 
ers are reluctant to accept Western 
guests because they are afraid that 
we will commit gaucheries, like 
getting soapsuds in the bath water 
or scuffing the tatami by wearing 
shoes in the house. Once you’ve 
lived in an inn, you'll understand 
why these are not minor offenses. 

So, in making reservations, it’s a 
good idea to indicate your aware- 
ness of, or at least willingness to 
abide by the usual etiquette ex- 
pected of guests. (See our notes on 
how to behave yourself, on page 
122.) Some inns may require that 
you be introduced. 

Japan has many excellent West- 
ern-style hotels to which we whole- 
heartedly refer travelers who re- 
quire telephone message service 
and other commercial facilities that 
the inns do not usually offer. 


UR THIRD 


By all means eat Japanese as 


recommendation: 


often as you can—not only to dis- 
cover the intriguing variety of the 
food, but to get an idea of how 
people eat and live in their homes. 
Japanese restaurants have more the 
character of private homes than of 
public places. Like the inns, many 
formerly belonged to important 
families and are frequently top- 
level examples of domestic design 
and landscaping. Almost always 
you enter through a meticulously 
tended courtyard and garden, with 
every leaf scrubbed and polished. 
You are expected to observe the 


same amenities as would in 


you

visiting a private house, so you re- 
move your shoes before entering 
the building. 

With rare exceptions, native Jap- 
anese restaurants are not set up as 
ours are with one common dining 
room where all guests eat in the 
same area. Parties of diners are 
privately served in separate rooms 
and since these lovely rooms are 
likely to be large, you have a bet- 
ter chance of getting a reservation 
if your party consists of five or 
more. Reservations must be made 
in advance. Japan’s dinner hour 
may start as early as five or six 
o'clock and is usually over by 
eight, so plan your schedule ac- 
cordingly. Even Western-style res- 
taurants are closed tight by ten. 
A really fine meal costs about what 
its quality equivalent would cost 
in the U. S. A. But we know of no 
American restaurant where you get 
such a beautiful and ample experi- 
ence for your money, where the 
presentation of every course is a 
reminder that art can be an in- 
separable part of daily life. 

Even in a counter restaurant, 
the selection of tableware is a mat- 
ter of major importance. Much of 
it is made to order. Observe it well, 
for its design invariably reflects a 
sensitive taste. It has to in Japan, 
for the customers would be the first 
to complain if it were otherwise. 

Needless to say, in order to en- 
joy Japanese food, you should mas- 
ter chopsticks, which is not as hard 
as it looks. (Some of the inns and 
restaurants we found memorable 
are listed at the end of this article.)

Our fourth recommendation is a 
delicate one. But it represents what 
all seasoned travelers recognize as 
standard procedure for getting be- 
hind the scenes in any foreign 
country, and especially in a “closed 
society” like Japan’s. It is simply 
this: Use your contacts and use 
them to the hilt! If you have pro- 
fessional or social associates with 
connections in Japan, get letters 
of introduction and let your com- 
ing be known. Natives or friends on 
the scene who know the ropes can 
open doors to sights and experi- 
ences you might never guess ex- 
isted. Given proper introductions, 
the Japanese are almost embarass- 
ingly hospitable. It is the custom 
to take a gift with you when you 
visit, but your host is quite likely 
to give you a present. 


OR a first go-round with Japa- 

nese design, visit Tokyo’s Na- 
tional Museum in Ueno Park. This 
is a treasury of traditional and his- 
torical beauty—screens, textiles, 
kakemono, lacquer, armour, sword 
hardware, ceramics, makimono, 
prints, calligraphy. Its collection 
of antique fabrics, miracles of 
weaving, tie-dyeing, painting, and 
embroidery will open your eyes to 
the cultivation of taste that existed 
in Japan when the Americas were 
still unexplored wilderness. 

Behind the Museum in a particu- 
larly charming garden is a 17th- 
century tea house which may be 
your introduction to the import- 
ance of the tea ceremony in Japa- 
nese life and design. 

You will find much that is shibui 
in its purest sense in the small and 
atmospheric Mingei-kan (folk art 
museum) at 816 Komaba, in the 
Meguro Ward of Tokyo. Here is a 
collection of the most unassuming 
but beautiful objects of common 
life, hand-woven fabrics, colored 
and printed with natural dyes, tea 
bowls and pots and metalwork 
made by old and traditional meth- 
ods. Observe them well. There’s no 
denying that a casual Western eye 
could easily pass by some of the 
most precious shibui things, be- 
cause of their “normal” look and 
surface simplicity. But look again, 
into instead of at the quiet color of 
a fabric, through the glaze of a tea 
bowl, and you begin to take in the 
depth of beauty that is there, wait- 
ing to be explored. When you start 
to understand the subtleties of this, 
you begin to understand what 
shibui means. 

You couldn’t get a better brief- 
ing in modern Japanese life than 
by visiting Tokyo’s great depart- 
ment stores, like Mitsukoshi, Taka- 
shimaya, and Matsuzakaya. These 
stores are great institutions in the 


real sense of the word, no mere 
purveyors of goods but community 
influences such as our department 
stores used to be but unfortunately 
no longer are. They serve as meet- 
ing places, with halls for exhibi- 
tions and weddings, with roof- 
gardens, theaters, shrines, and 
playgrounds, even including ferris 
wheels, where youngsters can be 
parked during Most 
stores have interpreter services for 
foreigners, usually on the main 
floor, and can arrange for overseas 
shipment of purchases. Their pack- 
ing is perfection. 

In the food department of the 
big department stores you could be 
sidetracked for a whole morning 
by spectacular displays of 
foods, each treated like a treasure. 
The precise delicacy of the pack- 
aging illustrates what the Japa- 
nese mean when they say that the 
container must be worthy of the 
contained.

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JOURNEY TO A DIFFERENT VIEWPOINT 
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pick up beauties at little price. 
Few Japanese will buy another’s 
cast-offs because they are often 
marked with family crests. But 
Westerners have no such compunc- 
tion. The kimonos are in beautiful 
condition, having been taken apart, 
cleaned, and restitched—the usual 
cleaning method. 

An excursion that’s lots of fun 
and ‘a bargain is a visit to K. Ha- 
yashi’s Kimono Department Store, 
at 10th Street and T Ave., Tokyo, 
for a great stock of used lovelies. 

Maruzen, the large, well-stocked 
book shop on the Nihonbashi has a 
good department of modern crafts. 


HE most worth-while souvenirs 

in Japan are, of course, their 
marvelously made art objects, one- 
of-a-kind beauties you cannot get 
anywhere else in the world at the 
price. Antique screens, kakemono, 
lacquer boxes, netsuke (imagina- 
tively carved knobs like our watch 
fobs), swords and sword ornaments, 
objects of porcelain and pottery, a 
whole gamut of elegance which 
takes its place with remarkable 
appropriateness in Western homes. 

By a quite misleading choice of 
words, the shops selling these love- 
ly things advertise themselves to 
Westerners as “curio” shops. In 
Tokyo there are curio dealers 
everywhere, but the concentration 
of their shops is on B, D, and F 
Avenues. You can also find such 
art in the tea ceremony depart- 
ments of the great stores. 

In Kyoto, which is the acknowl- 
edged hub of Japanese culture and 
the center of arts and crafts, the 
most intriguing curio shops are 
on Shinmonzen and Furumonzen 
Streets and on Kawaramachi Ave- 
nue. 

To shop satisfactorily you should 
have your interpreter with you, 
even in the department stores. To 
see the best a small shop offers, 
you usually have to talk your way 
into the back room where the real 
treasures are generally kept. You 
will see with what infinite care a 
fine piece of art is treated, usually 
silk-wrapped and nested into its 
own perfectly fitting box. The name 
of the artist and the object’s former 
owners may be written on the box. 
If an article has belonged to an 
owner of acknowledged taste, it is 
considered more precious. 

You must be prepared to spend 
more time in shopping than you’re 
used to, drinking a cup of tea with 
the shop-owner, and waiting a 
Western eternity for even the most 
inconsequential purchase to be lov- 
ingly and meticulously wrapped. 


Most shops will ship purchases. 

Silks are an excellent buy in 
Japan. The finest are woven in 
Kyoto, including “fingernail tapes- 
tries” and reproductions of Im- 
perial brocades. Several silk firms 
are so handsomely housed and their 
exhibition wares so lovely, that 
you're combining sightseeing with 
shopping when you visit them. In 
Tokyo, don’t miss the Silk Gallery, 
at Shiba Takanawa, and the Ka- 
nebo Silk Store near the Ginza. In 
Kyoto, visit Oridono and the Tat- 
sumura Institute, which is in a 
baronial mansion with an excep- 
tional garden and a carp pool. 

Two of the sightseeing bus tours 
worth taking in Tokyo are these, 
organized by Japan Travel Bureau. 
A Saturday tour, “Art Around 
Town,” takes you to see woodblock 
printing, pottery making, a bonsai 
(dwarf tree) collection, flower ar- 
ranging, Japanese dancing and a 
tea ceremony. 

Another is a day-long Sunday 
tour which takes you to the Mingei- 
kan, introduces you to some of the 
major Buddhist temples and Shinto 
shrines, and gives you lunch in a 
farm-style restaurant, “Furusato.” 


HERE are “night life” tours for 
those who want them—not at 
all to be despised, we’re told, even 
if you’re usually allergic to “rub- 
berneck bus trips,” because they 
give you a glimpse of the geisha 
and a picture of the curious pop- 
ularity of western-style cabaret. 
(Night tours, incidentally, offer 
ladies traveling alone an accepta- 
ble way to see Japan’s night life.) 
Re geisha, you have to be per- 
sonally entertained by them to get 
some notion of their curious pro- 
fession which is not necessarily 
what you might think it is. Geisha 
are intensively trained, licensed en- 
tertainers whose behavior is strict- 
ly regulated by custom and law. 
They are exhaustively schooled 
from childhood in charm, etiquette, 
and polite conversation, as well as 
in dancing, singing, and musical 
instruments, for their function is to 
be pleasant companions as well as 
entertainers. Personality and talent 
count for more than beauty. 

They are engaged for private 
parties, usually dinners, where they 
attend the guests with personal 
solicitude, see that the sake cups 
are never empty, engage in com- 
plimentary pleasantries, organize 
the company into parlor games, 
sing, dance, play the samisen. In 
Japan’s male-dominated 
their gracious ways are of course 


society, 


aimed at pleasing men, but West- 
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erm women present at a geisha 
party get just as solicitous attention. 

A geisha to each guest is the 
ideal and quite costly arrangement, 
since these mannerly charmers can 
command as much as $30 or more 
an evening. By custom, in most 
areas, there must be at least two 
geisha at a party, and they may 
entertain only between noon and 
midnight. You don’t go to a geisha 
house. The geisha comes to you, 
hired through a central registry 
office. Your hotel, inn, or guide can 
bring this to pass. The party is 
more fun if there are five or more 
guests. 

Noh, probably the most compli- 
cated and rigidly stylized drama 
in the world, is performed with 
masks, a musical background, and 
a chanting chorus as in ancient 
Greece. All actors are men. Plays 
are delivered in 14th- or 15th-cen- 
tury court language, as they were 
written, understandable to Japa- 
nese scholars, so they are highbrow 
stuff, although many Japanese men 
and women study Noh as a hobby. 

Noh is shibui because of the 
discipline and restraint of its pres- 
entation. The setting is usually a 
single pine tree. Its gestures are 
symbolic, economical, a_ slight 
movement representing the passage 
of time, an emotion, a battle. A 
highlight in a play may occur when 
no acting occurs at all, but a mood 
is sustained. It’s a day-long affair, 
but you needn’t attend for the 
whole time. Your guide or hotel 
can arrange for you to see a per- 
formance if one is on the boards. 


HE more popular, less long-hair 

drama, kabuki, is similarly 
bound by conventions. It is esoteric 
enough, but not shibui, full of 
blood and thunder and utterly ab- 
sorbing because what’s going on 
isn’t completely unfathomable. The 
English program notes at Tokyo’s 
Kabukiza theater help keep things 
fairly clear. 

Remarkable is the convincing act- 
ing of the men who play the female 
roles. The finished results reflect 
Japan’s painstaking family-system 
training. Kabuki artists are either 
born into or adopted into the pro- 
fession, beginning their training 
when they are three or four. 

For all its smallness as a coun- 
try, there is so much of fascination 
to see and do in these four islands 
of Honshu, Kyushu, Shikoku and 
Hokkaido that it’s almost presump- 
tion to recommend that you visit 
certain places and_ see 
things to the exclusion of others. 
In Kyoto alone there are 1,700 tem- 
ples and shrines and palaces, and 
these are rarely single, independent 
buildings but complex communi- 


certain 


ties, like elegant little villages. 

In the normal course of events, 
you can hardly avoid seeing the 
major sights because they are listed 
in every guide book and there are 
guide books galore. (The most ex- 
haustive and factual of these is 
the Japan Tourist Industry Bu- 
reau’s Official Guide, $6.50 in the 
U. S. A.) Informative travel liter- 
ature is copiously available from 
the offices of the Japan Tourist 
Association, 10 Rockefeller Plaza, 
New York, and 651 Market Street, 
San Francisco. 


UT in the long run, you will find 
it most rewarding to approach 
Japan as a culture to be observed 
and understood, rather than as a 
series of sights to be seen. And so 
we highly recommend a preliminary 
study in books such as those listed 
on page 47. 

There are more than 55,000 inns 
in Japan, but House BEAutiFut has 
sampled the following few and 
found them delightful: Tokyo: 
Kyoine; Fukudaya (in Chiyoda 
section). Kyoto: Tori; Doi; Ta- 
waraya; Hiiragiya. Hakone Area: 
Matsunochaya; Kowakien (combi- 
nation modern Japanese inn and 
Western hotel! with older Japanese 


cottages available). Yamanaka 
Spa: Kajikaso. Yuzawa Spa: 
Hakuunro. 


Two Tokyo restaurants which we 
found exceptional experiences gas- 
tromically and aesthetically are: 

Tsujidome, Bunshun Building, 
5-5 Ginza-Nishi, a tea house on the 
third floor of an office building. Its 
owner is a gourmet-artist special- 
izing in the delicate “tea ceremony 
cuisine,” which is served with great 
beauty and ceremonial ritual call- 
ing for quiet and mannerly deport- 
ment. 

Daigo, a restaurant on the 
grounds of Seishoji Temple, which 
specializes in vegetable dishes pre- 
pared by Buddhist monks. A nine- 
course dinner in which bean curd 
is the main ingredient is an aston- 
ishingly varied and gourmet meal. 
Here again the food is sensitively 
and ceremoniously presented and 
quiet manners are in order. Reser- 
vations are necessary, as in all 
really fine restaurants. 

Other Tokyo restaurants we 
found particularly worthwhile are: 
Hanacho-Honeten; Hachinoki; Na- 
goya; Kino-e; Yugiri; Shinkiraku; 
Ten-ichi specializing in tempura; 
Izukin, specializing in sushi. 

In Kyoto: Tsuruya; Toriyasu; 
Hyotei; Daitoryo; Kiyoji Tsubo- 
saka; Dai-Ichi (specialists in tur- 
tle); Kicho (in Arashi- 
yama). Fine 
are: Naruse; Shiruko; Kawashige; 
Masa; and Wakahama.

utensils were nothing but imperfec- 
tions. I call these ‘beauty in irreg- 
ularity,’ and it frequently appears 
in shibusa. 

“T think that, in general, what is 
called a shibui color is a shaded 
one. It always has a darkling se- 
renity, and one can also explain 
that it, is not completely pure. For 
example, if the refined chemical, 
cobalt, is compared with natural 
cobalt, the latter is shibut. The for- 
mer is gaudy—its color is too pure, 
while the latter contains impurities 
in color. This impurity is a distor- 
tion in color and is an irregularity. 
This adds shibusa to color. Or, the 
refined cobalt has had its impurity 
too well controlled, while the nat- 
ural product can be considered un- 
touched. So, by this token, freedom 
is always present in shibusa. And 
freedom spontaneously invites ir- 
regularity. 

“If beauty does not exist without 
freedom, may we not say that there 
is in shibusa, which includes irreg- 
ularity, the basic quality of beauty, 
that is, the beauty of freedom? 
Whatever kind of 


beauty, the fact that he will sooner 


person seeks 
or later return to the beauty of 
shibusa shows that the quality of 
the most basic beauty is inherent 
in shibusa. 


ss E HAVE listed the various 

qualities and, if we take an- 
other glance at them, perhaps we 
can accept them as extremely nega- 
tive. They are either plain, silent, 
tranquil; passive qualities adhere 
to shibusa. The concept of Nothing- 
ness and Emptiness are not only 
nothing and all-renouncing—rather 
they are concepts of all-inclusive 
and 


nothingness, nothingness is 


equivalent to being. Even silence 
can be described as ‘a silence like 
a thunder-bolt.. The Oriental con- 
cept of silence acting as the op- 
posite of silence is a profound one, 
so one may say that in shibusa 


difficult to 


describe. Therefore, by thinking of 


there are qualities 
opposite meanings, as follows, un- 
doubtedly we may clarify the mean- 
ing of shibusa, but actually it 
might be better to accept it as a 
word with elements not possessing 
true antonyms. 

“Shibusa has always been an 
exquisiteness difficult to express. 
However, since human common 
sense can always understand by 
means of contrasting conceptions, 
we can at least try to give some 
antonyms. In general, the opposites 


of shibusa are: 


1. Showy or gaudy—although the 
direct opposite of showy or gaudy 
would be sober, or plain, certainly 
a vivacious kind of showiness can 
be considered the 
shibusa. 


opposite of 


2. Next comes loudness. As long 
as sobriety and tranquility are im- 
portant elements of shibusa, loud- 
ness can be considered an opposite. 
Things heavily ornamented, for ex- 
ample, destroy shibusa. The fact 
that, among the masterpieces of 
tea utensils, not a single one is 
dominated by 

evidence of this. 


ornamentation, is 


3. Sumptuousness. This is the op- 
posite of simplicity and tranquility, 
so it stands opposed to shibusa. In” 
the same way, aristocratic pomp 
is, naturally, remote from the con- 
cept of shibusa. It is well to note 
that masterpieces of tea utensils, 
which can be called the embodi- 
ment of shibusa, are never chosen 
from the sumptuous ones. 


4. Vulgarity or commonplaceness, 
which is 
shallowness, is the opposite of 
shibusa, which contains the ele- 
ments of calm and depth. Super- 


close in meaning to 


ficial or shallow things are always 
negations of shibusa. 


“Now, while it is not definitely 
known just when the word shibusa 
came into general use in Japan, its 
use spread with the popularization 
of the tea ceremony, so that it can 
be said that it became widely used 
by the end of the 17th Century. — 
What kind of influence has it had 
on the life of the people? 

“Shibusa guaranteed to the life 
of the people a high aesthetic level. 
Under this standard, people refined 
their artistic sentiments. And, as 
the standard spread, the whole na- 
tion began to maintain the stand- 
ard. In this development the role 
of the tea ceremony devotee must 
be highly valued. Fortunately, this 
standard, shibui, was directly 
communicated by means of the 
actual tea things. If one looks back, 
there have been 


various flaws in the tea utensils, 


it is clear that 


but in general these tea things have 


retained the beauty of shibusa. 


Therefore, if there had been no 
tea ceremony, and the tea utensils 


had not

The wonderful, wacky world of sleep 


If you followed the popular medical advice of 
the Middle Ages about how to sleep better, you 
would have your head shaved, be bled to an 
anemic white, then gorge yourself with a mix- 
ture of wild carrot, parsley and peony seeds. 
Records show that the treatment worked—at 
least there is not one report of a patient who 
felt the need of a second treatment. 

Recent research projects have .put to rest 
many long established “facts’—actually myths 
—about sleep. But still there is little that mod- 
ern sleep experts agree on. Only one thing is 
certain, and it can be summed up neatly and 
almost absurdly: Human beings sleep better 
when they lie down. 


How much sleep do you need ? 


Aristotle made one of his few unwise pro- 
nouncements when he stipulated: “Six hours’ 
sleep for a man, seven for a woman and eight 
for a fool.” The length of your night’s sleep is 
a lot like the size of your belt. If it feels good, 
it’s right. 


Work out your own sleep formula 


The average sleeping time for adults is seven 
and a half hours. The fact that you can stay 
dead to the world for ten hours at a stretch 
doesn't mean you have to. Vary the length of 
your sleep for several days at a time, then see 
how efficiently you operated. Be honest. The 
right amount of sleep can stretch out your life 
two ways. You'll stay healthier and probably 
live longer. And, by eliminating even an hour 
of needless sleep each night, you'll add about 
three years of conscious activity over the aver- 
age life span. 


Sleep patterns irregular 


Tests show that sleep is generally deepest dur- 
ing the first part of the night, but it does not 
become progressively lighter toward morning. 
It oscillates. We go from a deep sleep to a light, 
dozing stage for ten or fifteen minutes, then 
plummet downward again. 


Can a man survive without sleep ? 


Nobody can tell you for sure how long you can 
go without sleep. A test group of laboratory 
animals lasted twenty days without food and 
water. Another group died after five days with- 
out sleep. 

A New York disc jockey recently hit the 
headlines with a marathon nonsleeping per- 
formance. He stayed awake eight and a half 
days, complained of a slight headache, then 


went to sleep for 13 hours and 13 minutes. But 
from tests made during the vigil, there is evi- 
dence that the disc jockey was actually grabbing 
sleep in 30 second snatches, with his eyes open. 

We know what happens to the body during 
sleep. The heart slows, blood pressure drops, 
blood vessels tend to dilate and the body cools. 
But for all the wisdom of modern science, we 
don't know whether these body changes are the 
cause or the effect of sleep. 


To sleep, perchance to dream 


Everyone is a dreamer. Some people just don’t 
remember their dreams. Eye movements during 
sleep have given us strong clues about dreams. 
When a person is awakened immediately after 
showing rapid eye movements, he can invari- 
ably recall a dream. If he is allowed to sleep for 
five minutes or so after the movements stop, he 
frequently forgets all. Dreams occur about four 
or five times a night, we've learned, and last 
about fifteen minutes each. 

From all indications, the body is relatively 
motionless during the actual dream, except for 
rapid eye movements. But when you're not 
dreaming, twenty to forty changes of position 
are typical throughout the night. 


And so to beds 


There are some peasants in a place in Europe 
who sleep with a pad under their feet instead 
of their heads. Their feet work harder, they 
explain. Japanese are more thoughtful. They 
put pillows under their heads—but the pillows 
are wooden. 

In England, they sell a hydraulically adjust-

herself up decoratively in her new 
one-room, kitchenette apartment. 

She is also enshrined in my 
“will wonders never cease” depart- 
ment, because I had her pegged as 
an Early American hooked rug and 
maple girl but not at all! 

“Modern,” she demanded suc- 
cinctly. “I’ve given away every stick 
of antiquity I ever inherited. I’ve 
sworn I'll never again sit in a 
Hitchcock chair or dust a grand- 
father’s clock. I am weary to death 
of having ‘roots,’ so for the first 
time in my life, I’m going to live 
slick, sleek, and up-to-date on the 
twentieth floor of a brand-new 
apartment building.” 

Naturally, an authoritarian like 
this couldn’t be as fuzzy-minded 
about what she wanted as she let on 
to be. She’d set her mind on an off- 
beat olive-green for the walls and 
shades of gold for the rest of the 
furnishings. And it soon was clear 
that she had already foreseen two 
walls of her big room as teak book- 
shelves (to be installed, as she 
carefully pointed out, with brass 
fittings), and a sofa-bed was to 
slide under the shelves along each 
wall. The other two walls, which 
were virtually all windows, facing 
east and south, were to be evenly 
lined with a series of low chests 
and cabinets, creating a 30-inch- 
high counter along the walls. These 
would furnish drawer space for 
clothes and linen, a desk, a dress- 
ing table with a pull-up hinged 
mirror top, record-player, TV, and 
even a cellarette.

But we finally struck 
pay dirt at Lehman-Connor, where 
I had firmly led her, because I 
knew that their latest collection 
had precisely the textured cotton 
upholstery damask we needed for 
the sofas and armchairs. 

We'd hardly stepped over the 
door sill when she called out, 
“This is it!”, pointing to a hand- 
some abstract print which was 
hanging on display—the last thing 
I should have imagined would take 
her fancy. It is called “Soliloquy,” 
an indescribable blend of golds, 
greens, and putty colors, with a 36- 
inch-wide repeat, and looks like a 
boldly painted water color. 

It is an uncommon fabric, in- 
deed, representing a most unusual 
printing process. The base fabric,’a 
silky mercerized cotton, is first 
colored in a soft, misty mottling 
of pale golds and greens. Then the 
pattern is printed in opaque pig- 
ment on this beautifully color- 
blurred background. The back of 
the fabric, almost as lovely as the 
patterned side, shows you this tonal 
coloration which looks like the 
fading-off colors in a warp print. 

When the fabric is hung at a 
window, it “candles,” meaning that 
the light glows through in varying 
intensity, the heavier pigmented 
pattern giving the effect of a soft 
shadow. Striking is the word. 

Miss McCracken’s abstract pat- 
tern, a lovely impression of the 
Golden Gate Bridge with the hills 
of Marin County off in the distance, 
is one of eight similarly processed 
prints in the Quintessence Group. 
It includes such diverse designs as 
a medieval documentary, a Persian 
pattern, and a yariety of large and 
small-scale floral compositions, all 
50 inches wide with the same love- 
ly painted look. and in an artfully 
styled range of colors that go with 
each other even if you think they 
wouldn't.

what impresses one is that—alone 
in cinema history—Japan uses re- 
straint as a principle in color pho- 
tography. 

Despite bright colors, no one re- 
members Gate of Hell as being 
blazing, for the bright colors are 
in small ratio to the quieter colors. 
The characteristic shibui color de- 
pends, in painting, poetry, or cine- 
ma, entirely upon context. 

The elliptical quality of so many 
Japanese films, their unwillingness 
to define, their inclination to the 
allusive, is attributable to the shi- 
bui principle at work. The elegant 
economy of a film like Ugetsu (in 
which the major theme—and irony 
—is never stated in the subtle par- 
allel between the demon-wife, 
damned back to life for lack of 
love, and the real wife, damned to 
death for lack of love) is one such 
example. Or the prodigality of in- 
ference in Rashomon, in which all 
values are questioned, the end re- 
sult being that questioning itself is 
the single affirmation. All these 
famous films are controlled by this 
peculiarly Japanese passion for un- 
derstating, for suggesting, for the 
bare beauty of the simple allusion. 

Not, indeed, that this is the rule 
for all Japanese films. The bla- 
tantly obvious is almost equally 
common, but it is not a quality 
uniquely Japanese. Nor does that 
amorphous term, shibui, always 
mean the same thing. A secondary 
but quite important meaning, in- 
deed, the garden-variety meaning 
in Japan. is that shitbui means sour, 
as a lemon is sour; it means as- 
tringent; it means something that 
refreshes through its own. slight

unpleasantness. The films directed 
by Ozu combine these various mean- 
ings of shibui into an experience 
purely Japanese. 

One of the masterpieces of Jap- 
anese cinema, the 1932 1 Was Born 
But, has what we would ordinarily 
think an unpleasant theme: two 
little boys, new to their neighbor- 
hood, find they can beat up the boy 
next door, who is the son of their 
father’s boss. They discover their 
father placating the boss, giving 
in on all points, and they cannot 
understand why he must do so. In 
the end they have accepted this 
most bitter fact of life. 

This is the theme; but upon it 
Ozu has lavished a wealth of de- 
tail and has made his own perspec- 
tive one of humor. It is an ex- 
tremely funny film about a very 
serious subject. One laughs at each 
telling detail, and one is cleansed 
—a kind of catharsis occurs during 
an hour and a quarter of attention 
to the tiny, silent screen. 

This quality of the shibui then, 
this extreme selection from the 
most personal of perspectives. 1s 
predicated upon something larger. 
It rests on and is derived from a 
oneness with nature which, in Ja- 
pan and in the Japanese film, rec- 
onciles opposites and finds nourish- 
ment in the facts of life as the 
Japanese observe them. 

This would account for that most 
notorious of Japanese film institu- 
tions, the unhappy ending, almost 
insisted upon by people to whom 
‘death’ is not a dirty word. And 
this quality, too, has a name; it is 
called mono no aware, a term var- 





iously translated, perhaps most 
successfully by ‘sympathetic sad- 
ness.’ It implies that the world will 
go on and that mutability, change, 
the evanescence of all things yield 
their elegiac satisfactions; that, as 
with environment, one lives with, 
not against it. 

There is a beautiful example of 
this in an Ozu film, the 1949 Late 
Spring. At the end of the picture 
the daughter, who has been living 
with her father, gets married. We 
know that she has finally gone only 
because the last scene shows the 
father alone. He is peeling a pear 
and carefully turns the fruit round 
in his hands. His movements be- 
come slower and slower until he 
stops and looks around the room. 
The room is vacant, but we are not 
shown this. Rather we are shown 
only his vacant glance, and thus 
we know. Then, not permitting 
himself even a sigh, the father be- 
gins again to peel the fruit. We 
know what will happen after the 
picture ends: he will continue. his 
serenity maintained. 

Man and his surroundings make 
the continual theme of the Japan- 
ese film, and it quite accurately re- 
flects the Japanese on his crowded 
archipelago where one overt move 
creates a friction affecting dozens. 
It also reflects the oneness with na- 
ture that constitutes both the tri- 
umph and the escape of the Japa- 
nese people. 

The Japanese regards his sur- 
roundings as an extension of him- 
self, and in films this creates the 
atmosphere of the Japanese pic- 
ture at its best.

t least three waves of Japanese influence have 


washed over America in the last hundred years. 





But all of them passed, leaving in their wake 
only odd, unassimilated manifestations such as replicas 


of teahouses where no tea was ever served. 





A new wave of interest in the aesthetic side of Japan 
has been building up during the last few years. This 
time it promises to be more perceptive. More Americans 
have actually been in Japan, and we have begun to learn 
what lies behind the engaging superficialities. We have 
begun to understand the basic principles. 

This time we may get both the words and the tune. 
Unless we do, the new Japanese influence will once 
more be a passing fad that will soon play itself out. 

What are the basic principles and how can they be 
absorbed into American life? To answer this question, 
Houser BEAUTIFUL presents an issue showing the ways in 


which Japan’s influence is taking root in our soil. 








Lessons we are | 


After these mary years we are beginning to 
appreciate and understand some of the basic 


principles of Japanese architecture 


@ An American naval officer forced Japan to open her gates 
to the Western world more than a hundred years ago. The 
American people, in, general, received their first glimpse of 
things Japanese at the Philadelphia Exposition of 1876. To 
them these things were all exotic, strangely picturesque, and 
incomprehensible. Until more recently this has been some- 
thing of our attitude toward Japan. Our appreciation of Jap- 
anese art and architecture has been largely limited to its 
picturesque and seemingly quaint qualities. 

We have had passing passions for miniature gardens, 
paper parasols, and lanterns, and sitting on the floor. We 
have gone through several periods in which the Japanese 
“look” was the rage. But our understanding of Japanese 
architecture, which is more a way of living than a way of 
building, has been extremely limited. 

There have been a few notable exceptions among us, but 
they, too, were long regarded as equally incomprehensible 
exotics, although American. The Greene brothers in Cali- 


fornia showed a great understanding of the beauty of con-

struction that characterizes Japanese architecture. They built 
great residences as proof of their understanding. And Frank 
Lloyd Wright throughout his long career was deeply sym- 
pathetic with the thought and spirit that motivates Jap- 
anese architecture. 

There is now good evidence that our attitude is changing. 
This house and the several houses on the pages that follow 
indicate that our preoccupation with the exotic aspects of 
Japanese architecture is beginning to fade and that some 
more general and genuine appreciation of the lessons of 
Japanese architecture, as they may apply to our way of 
living, is replacing it. 

We are now ceasing to be fascinated with imitating appear- 
ances and beginning to understand the principles behind 
these appearances. Any beneficial products of a cross-pollina- 
tion of cultures needs a period of assimilation to be effective. 
Something may appeal to us simply because it is unfamiliar 
and unknown: we may imitate it without understanding. 
The learning process very often begins with imitation; it 
may eventually grow into understanding. 

We are now learning that a Japanese house is the product 
of a particular set of conditions: sociological, geograph- 
ical, climatic, ete. Although it may appear impractical 
and unrealistic to our minds and highly aesthetic to our 
eyes, it is, within the context of its origin, highly rational 
and realistic. It is more rational, for example, than some 
of our “Hansel and Gretel cottages” (Please turn the page) 


The outer gates, when open, allow an inviting view of the en-

with their search for cute effects or some of our intellectual 
and uninhabitable abstractions in glass and metal. 

This house, designed by Gardner Dailey, for Mr. and Mrs. 
Bernard Ford, is non-assertive and withdrawn, as seen from 
the street. The only claim to attention that is made is the 
marking of the entrance gate by the roof covering the 
entrance walk. Most Western visitors to Japan are struck 
by this lack of assertion in the general scene and regard 
it as an absence of- architecture.. Except in areas where 
Western influence has been accepted, only a few of the 
major monuments stand out to claim our attention. 

As the American scene becomes more and more filled 
with buildings attempting to make “strong statements,” 
each of them clamoring for our attention. we begin to ap- 
preciate the value of non-assertion. (Please turn the page)

This house is an illustration of how one man has done 
this. A quick examination of the pictures and a casual 
acquaintance with Japan will tell you that he doesn’t attempt 
to live in a Japanese manner.

In the dining room a 
rug patterned after 
tatami is handsomely 
set-off by the gleam 
of the black-stained 
oak floor.

interest is the fact that he has studied and acquired some 
proficiency in the technique of calligraphy and of brush 
painting. This skill is not mastered quickly or easily, even 
by the Japanese! He owns a fine collection of Oriental 
furnishings and works of art, both Japanese and Chinese, 
which he has used in the furnishing of his house. 

It is as a background for these interests that the house 
was designed and built. Since the idea of mutual harmony 
and inter-relatedness is so basic to Japanese art and thought, 
it understandably follows that his house should provide a 
sympathetic environment and setting for these interests. 

A basic element of the Japanese house is the tatami floor 
mat, which serves as a unit of measure. It is the basis of 
organization and determines the size and proportions of all 
spaces. The black lines of its binding form an over-all grid 


pattern according to which the rooms are sized and ele-! 
ments of the structure are located. Here, as in Japan, this 
linear grid serves only as a disciplining and unifying 


element and not as a restriction. (Please turn the page) 


The bedroom wing (photo at left) has a floor that is raised 
and extended into an outside veranda in Japanese fashion. It 
provides a pleasant outlook over the swimming pool and the 
terrace (photo below), which is outside the dining room, and 
the informal living area with the open fireplace (page 128). 
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The master bedroom, a multi-purpose room, is an American in- 
terpretation of a Japanese room, which serves many purposes. 
It is used as a home Office, a sitting room, and a studio for 
the practice of brush drawing, as well as a bedroom. The 

sleeping alcove, seen in photo below, is at right of photo. 


The sleeping alcove is separated from the study-sitting area 
by pairs of sliding shoji. When these panels are closed, con- 
cealing the bed, the room is more appropriately in character 
for use as a home office. Shoji are also used at the windows 
of the alcove. Tatami-like rug is used throughout the house. ! 
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The bath and dressing room are American in planning but Jap- 
anese in atmosphere. The walls are covered with grass cloth. 
Ceilings are woven rush mats supported on bamboo poles. 
The shower alcove is at the right. Note the high windows 
between the ceiling and the wide mirror over lavatory counter.

Remarkable freedom can be achieved within its seemingly 
restricting limits. Regular tatami are not used in this house, 
only the idea they represent. Their soft straw surface is 
easily dented and broken by the hard heels of our shoes. 
In their place are rugs woven with the color and texture of 
tatami and the characteristic lines of measure. 

These lines are reflected in the dark-stained wood, inside 
and out, that divides the light plaster walls into rhythmic 
panels, defines the weight-bearing structure of the house 
and forms openings for windows and doors. This architec- 
tural grammar of dark-stained structure and contrasting 
plaster infilling is typical of the architecture of Japan. 

The module is also reflected in the linear pattern of the 
shoji used at the windows in place of curtains or draperies.

The wall of the living room, seen when one enters the room, 
is opened to a veranda and a view of rolling hills. Typical 
of many of the outer walls in the house, it is divided into 
a band of sliding doors, shielded with light-modulating shoji 
and a horizontal plaster band, punctuated with openings. 


Seen from the outside at night, the shoji glow with diffuse 
light like a paper lantern. Pleasing by night or day, shoji 
are used here instead of draperies to control light and vision. 
Note how the decorative spot in, the bottom panel of central 
screen door helps remeve the ordinary look of screen doors. 











Two fusuma with painted panels are used on the side of cab- 
inet next to the informal seating area around the open fire. 
These panels are also painted on the opposite side and this 
decoration is seen as a background for the bar (photo above) 
when the cabinet is opened to the more formal living area. 


The ceiling construction in many of the rooms of the house 
is similar to that of Japanese houses. Overlapped strips of 
one-quarter-inch ash plywood resting on redwood 3 x 3’s sus- 
pended from the roof construction, were used here to achieve 
this particular character: the rhythmic lines of supports 
spaced upon the module of the tatami, the cross rhythm of 
the lines of overlap, and the beauty of natural wood grain. 
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A handsome cabinet, enclosed with fusuma, divides the living 
room into two areas: the informal area around the open fire- 
place and the more formal area. The fusuma used on the side 
of the cabinet next to the formal area are not decorated 
(photo above). In addition to the beauty of the wood panels 
the chief feature of the cabinet on this side is the intri- 


cately carved central panel in the grillwork above the panels. 
































Behind the central fusuma of the cabinet is a bar (with a 
small sink, shelves for glasses above counter, and storage 
for liquor below) accessible from both sides. Linens are 
stored on shelves behind the panels at one end; at the other 
end is the radio and music reproduction equipment. The 
speakers are back of grillwork at sides of central panel. 

















The service entrance (seen from entrance garden, upper 


photo) is located conveniently near the auto court and in the 
passage leading to the main entrance. The wall of stained 
redwood boards enclosing the raised platform conceals any 
packages delivered or the garbage cans awaiting removal. At 
the foot of the few steps up to-the platform is a fumi-ishi 
(lower photo), a stepping stone for the removal of shoes. 
Placed leve! with the pebble conerete paving, divided with 


redwood strips, it is more decorative here than functional.

characteristic band around the top of the room is present 
in this house, particularly in the outer walls. Here, as is 
very often done in Japan, the plaster panels above the 
openings have been decoratively punctuated with openings 
for light and ventilation. 

The linear quality of the module is also repeated in the 
wood members that support the ceilings, constructed in a 
Japanese manner with an overlay of thin boards or woven 
mats. It is found again in the fusuma, the panels sometimes 
used in Japan for sliding partitions between rooms but used 
here for doors on the cabinet separating the living room 
into areas for formal and informal living. 

The discipline of adherence to the tatami grid as a design 
unit produces an over-all simplicity and coherence. This, 
combined with the feeling that a house should quietly and 
unassumingly take its place in the natural order and in the 
natural scene, produces houses with the kind of meditative 
calm and repose which this house has. An idea of co-operative 
inter-relatedness, instead of our Western idea of domination 
and subordination, determines the relation of a Japanese 
house to the landscape and of the parts of the house to each 
other. It produces, as Bruno Taut wrote, a design in which 
“the various elements group themselves together like an 
agreeable company of free and independent people con- 
nected as to their individual characters, but not obliged to 
follow a given order.” 

This house has this particular idea in it, both in its 
general form and in its relation to the surrounding land- 
scape. What one sees from a distance is similar to a large 
Japanese farm house, a rather (Please turn the page) 





The kitchen has windows (seen in opposite photo) so placed 
that a person working here has a view of the entrance way. 
The light fixture above the sink, enclosed with frosted glass. 
supplies general illumination for the room as well as for 
this work area, Kitchen cabinets are custom-built with 


vertical-grain Douglas fir plywood. Dining room is at right. 


In the master bedroom, sliding panels that are works of art 
in themselves are used to conceal the controls for lighting. 
This kind of thoughtful consideration for nicety in even the 
smallest details is present throughout this house. It is also 
a characteristic of the Japanese house. In it no detail is 
too small or too unimportant not to be carefully worked out. 











Most of the interior walls of the house are either papered 
with grass cioth, as seen at left, or are white-coat plaster 
with rice siraw mixed in and exposed (above), giving the sur- 
face a texture flecked with golden coler. The interior wood is 
vertical grain Douglas fir, stained. Note the ornament-headed 


nail used here to join the horizontal and vertical members.

spontaneous and happy association of roofs. One’s chief 
impression is that of sheltering forms in the landscape. An 
element of picturesqueness is produced by this practical util- 
ity. although there is no attempt in this direction. Simple 
dignity is present without any effort to be impressive. 
Since the form of the Japanese house is derived more from 
the pattern of the life within it and an adaptation to climatic 
conditions rather than from predetermined concepts of 
“form for form’s sake,” the house has no rigid axis of 
organization or any dominant center of gravity. It has a kind 
of center that moves wherever its occupants are at the time. 
A Japanese house, in a sense, has no front, back, or sides. 
As in this house, rooms are placed for the best advantage; 
they may face into garden courts or toward the countryside. 
The Japanese house is not self-contained; there is no 
separation between house and landscape. There is, however, 
a kind of clear distinction between constructed and natural 
forms, but these forms have met, are mutually compatible 
and happily married. This is an idea which more of our mod- 
ern American architecture could recognize and use. The desire 
for clarity in our buildings, for maintaining a distinction be- 
tween things natural and things man-made, very often pro- 
duces an element of conflict and a cruel divorce. The Japa-

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In Japanese architecture, the roofs, the element of shelter, 
are dominant. They are roofs that blend quietly into the 
natural scene. Similar blending can also be seen in the 
garden design in the way a transition is effected between the 
highest level in the foreground and the court in the back- 
ground: a stepping down of levels—veranda to pool to court. 





The semi-enclosed garden court, around which the house wraps 
with a protective gesture, is largely surfaced, for use and 
for ease of maintenance, with precast concrete tile, pebble 
concrete, loose gravel, and stones. Design, in the Japanese 
manner, has produced an easy meeting and transition between 
constructed and man-made form and natural forms of planting.

The Morse house reflects, but by no means copies, the clean 


combination of brown thatch and white walls so often seen in 
Japanese country houses, like the famous Katsura Palace. Its 
roof is red cedar shakes; its walls, cement plaster. The ram- 
bling conformation of the pitched, slightly curving roof and 
overhangs is reminiscent of Japanese temple compounds.

@ Look to Hawaii and the West Coast, the two Orient- 
facing areas of the U. S. A., for incontrovertible evidence 
that Japan has already had a significant influence on Ameri- 
can living. In Hawaii, where 40 per cent of the population 
is of Japanese origin, it would be curious indeed if some- 
thing of Japan’s culture had not made itself felt in the course 
of 100 years. And it is only to be expected that our Orient- 
exposed West Coast countrymen should have a keener aware- 
ness of Japanese design than the rest of us who are, in a 
sense, only beginning to discover Japan.

have acquired the air of being native. The gently pitched 
roof with the wide overhangs, the sliding shoji-like doors, 
the emphasis on naturalness of wood and stone, and the 
intimate little green gardens of shrubbery and rock—these 
are a few of the elements we tend to identify as West Coast 
and Hawaiian design. Yet all have their origins in the Jap- 
anese idiom. If they look inevitably American, it is because 
they represent the subtle, evolutionary process of assimila- 
tion, by which one society adapts, trims, and molds to its 
own peculiar needs the designs and customs of another 
society to which it has been exposed. 

As an example of the valid design that can result from 
an honest amalgamation of American and Japanese elements, 
we show you the home of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel F. B. Morse 
in Pebble Beach, California, designed by Albert Ely Ives of 
Honolulu.

The great retaining wall, which supports the house on its 
sloping site, is an adaptation of the magnificent dry-built 
masonry walls that distinguish such fortress-castles as Nijo 
and Osaka.

The success of this house depends upon the normalcy and 
restraint with which Japanese objects and design details are 
used. They are not forced upon your consciousness but are 
simply assimilated with the familiar furnishings Americans 
are used to. like the furniture in this study. There is a lesson 
to be learned from this because now, when Japanese design 
is being “discovered” by so many Americans, we will be 


tempted to strain too hard to get a Japanese effect. 
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One of the few literal carry-overs from the Japanese 
house is the tokonoma in the Morse entrance hall. 
This is a display niche which provides the setting 
for a scroll and a flower arrangement, a sparse and 


beautiful composition to be enjoyed by the incoming 
guest. [t is customary for the tokonoma post to be 
of natural wood, frequently with the bark still on 
it. This one was imported from Japan. Turning from 
this beauty, you are confronted by a passage wall 
lined with a 12-panel treasure of an antique screen, 
set up partially folded—an effective way to dis- 
play a screen and ornament a wall at the same time.

It is a house designed for the comfort and convenience of 
a modern American family who do not live on the floor, do 
not eat with chopsticks, who live a life such as few Japanese 
would find understandable. 

The house is a recognition that certain principles of 
design, which happen to be Japanese, have something of 
value to add to the beauty and practical functioning of 
American shelter as this family wants to enjoy it. The shape 
of the house, its sloping, protective overhangs, its masonry 
retaining walls, and its sliding walls are there not just to 
create a Japanese effect but because they offer sound methods 
by which the owners could take the greatest advantage of 
this breezy, sloping site overlooking Carmel Bay. The re- 
taining walls serve the practical purpose of providing a 
broad living terrace; the sliding glass walls open the living 
rooms to the terrace and the view. 

There is much here that is truly, authentically Japanese 
in the owners’ collection of screens, hardware, carved stone 
and bronzes, but you will notice that it is used with re- 
straint, blended unaffectedly with furnishings of contempo- 
rary and 18th-century design, and actually lived with. In 
less sophisticated hands, these treasures might well be 
treated as if they were display pieces and the house a 
museum of Oriental art. 


See the plan of this house on the next two pages. 
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The quality of the paved courtyard is Japanese; the function 
is American. An outdoor living area, it also offers a vista to 
the rooms that surround it, giving them light and creating 
cross ventilation, for all rooms are open on their far sides.

The air of uncluttered quiet and the quality of light in this 
house are similar to that found in the homes in Japan.

The influence of Japan’s aesthetics on American decorating, 
architecture, and gardening has been a recurring phenomenon 
ever since the 1880's and 1890's. Another wave of influence 
began almost ten years ago and is considered by some to 


have reached the proportions of a ““Japanese boom.”’ Is this true?

American Things 


@ House BEAUTIFUL does not interpret the signs of 
wide interest in Japanese styling as a “boom.” For 
this would mean that we are merely copying Japa- 
nese designs—without understanding them. If this 
were to be the case, it would mean that the Japanese 
look would be merely a passing fad—vogueish for 
ten or fifteen years only to pass into the limbo of 
oblivion. We feel the current interest is prompted 
rather by a search for meaning and richness, after 
the arid sterility of the Modern movement. 

We feel there is such depth behind the look of 
things Japanese that it offers us the opportunity 
to master many new artistic principles and make 
them our own, in our American way. 

One American designer who got the meaning, 
without ever producing a Japanese look, was Frank 
Lloyd Wright. Another was Louis Comfort Tiffany, 
the great designer in glass and metal, around the 
turn of the century. Both designed out of the nature 
of a material, exploiting its essential characteristics 
to make a new artistic result. Wright gave the name 
“organic” to this kind of designing. 

A fair number of American artists and craftsmen 
have designed this way and their works could 
frequently be said to have achieved shibui—that 
Japanese word which stands for the highest type of 
lasting satisfying beauty. (See House BEAUTIFUL, 
August, 1960, for 20 pages of pictures and articles 
explaining shibui.) For without organic honesty 
coupled with artistic superlativeness the kind of 
beauty called shibui cannot be produced.

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A stoneware jar by Peter Voulkos is a good example of 
the shibui objects being turned out by America’s better hand- 
craftsmen. He has blended clay, glaze, and design into a 
single entity. The decoration is expressive of the form, and 
its lack of positiveness adds to its charm. As with the tapestry, 
its quality derives from the artist’s technique and his sensi- 
tive insight into what his materials can do. 


These turned wooden bowls by John May can be said to be 
shibui because the grain of the wood has been made to count 
as the decoration. In short, they are organic in design, because 
the whole is no more than an intrinsic expression of the ma- 


terial and the method of making. (Bowl may be seen in profile 
at left.)

® The level of beauty, which the Japanese rate as the highest By ELIZABETH GORDON 
and which they call shibui, is not altogether foreign to Editor 


America and the Western world. For shibui is synonymous 
with the satisfying richness that people associate with old 
paneled rooms, fine old Oriental carpets, real and fine 
antique furniture. Shibui means quiet, mellowed, under- 
stated richness. It means intrinsic good quality which is 
both sober and rich at the same time. (For a definitive state- 
ment about shibui, see HousE BEAUTIFUL, August, 1960.) 

There has not been too much of such severe exquisite- | 





ness around in our commercial scene. What there is would 
be found in good antique shops and in the work of skilled THREE, EHOUOCEADH a2 Yi AWM SIROONS 
handeraftsmen who have passed beyond the experimental iS, 
phase. Probably the fabric field could be said to be the single 
category in which you would be most likely to find shibui 
characteristics. (HOUSE BEAUTIFUL has said many times that 
the fabric industry is doing one of the best aesthetic jobs 
in America.) 

Many Americans have achieved a shibui environment in 
their homes by assembling quiet. intrinsically-good elements. 
For there is an interesting aspect of the shibui concept: 
You can create a shibui syndrome out of non-shibui compo- 
nents. In other words, you can compose out of quietly good 
elements, that are not very interesting by themselves, a 
compilation that is very good and interesting. This is the 
well-known law that sometimes the whole can be greater 
than the sum of its parts. 

Also, many men and women achieve the quality of shibui 


in their clothes by bringing accessories and apparel together 





with such calculated simplicity that the parts set up a quiet 


interplay, and each one enhances the others. 

These instances. in which people have achieved a form 
of shibui, are usually the result of sound instinct rather 
than rational choice. For never before in the Western world 


has shibui been explained, and never have the specifications 
of it been spelled out as clearly as a road map shows you 
how to drive to some distant place. 

Obviously House BEAUTIFUL thinks shibui is a condition 
of beauty worth trying to achieve. So we went to four manu- 
facturers to ask th create merchandise endowed with 
the required char: stics. which would be shibui by 
themselves and even more shibui when combined with each 
other. 

We started with the elements that comprise the big- 
gest areas in a room—floor, walls. window draperies,

One of the characteristics of a thing 
that is shibui is that at first glance it 
looks plain and simple but on subse- 
quent examinations it reveals more 
and still more. This lamp table has 
these depths. At a distance it looks 
plain but interesting. But up close, 
and in the right light, cross-hatched 
textured pattern is to be found on the 
fluted legs. The fact that the plain 
parts of the table are not flat planes 
lets it reflect interesting highlights. 


This big coffee table was inspired by 
a shibui lacquer tray that had similar 
interesting curled legs. It combines 
lacquer with natural wood, with a 
carved beading around the outer edge.

areas are colored and textured in a shibui manner, 
then the main part of the environment will be shibui. 

House BEAUTIFUL co-ordinated the coloring in all 
categories so that rugs, fabrics, and paint formulae 
would not only have a shibui character by themselves, 
but also would compose with each other to make a 
shibui syndrome. Six families of color schemes were 
created, but many combinations can be made outside 
these color families. 

In addition, a group of eleven pieces of furniture 
was designed by the Baker Furniture Company, using 
the principle of interesting understatement, which is 
essential to a shibui object. Most of the pieces are 
accent pieces, which could perform in a room as a 
piece of jewelry can enliven a simple costume. 

All the furnishings created in the shibui concept 
have a timeless look and could not be labeled with any 
fashion or style tag. They are casual-appearing and 
without any contrived, attention-demanding design 
effects. 

One of the basic elements in shibui is modest sim- 
plicity. But it is not a plainness which is nothingness. 
It is simplicity that has something interesting about 
it.

Small red lacquer cabinet has solidity, yet with an airiness 
that would keep it from bulking up in a room.

The three pieces of wood furniture, the carpet, the drapery, and the upholstery 


fabric are all examples of American-made shibui. Upholstery fabric on chair is 


the easiest to understand in this picture. (Other elements are so subtle they are 
hard to capture in a photograph.) The upholstery pattern has the same unfin- 
ished quality of a curling wave as it is about to break into foam. 





A quiet richness is achieved in this cabinet whose front is 
upholstered in a shibui fabric. Its inner compartments are 
jewel-like with fine burl and linings of the same fabric. Put- 
ting more attention on the inside of a thing — whether it be a 
box, a coat, or a piece of furniture —is typically shibui, im- 
plies that the best should be private and that it would be im- 
modest to parade one’s private splendors before the world. 
Intrinsic goodness in workmanship and materials, which is 
part of the shibui concept, are observed here. Drawers need 
no hardware, for they are equipped with concealed touch 


latches, which cause them to spring out when pushed. 


Cabinet may be ordered with entire exterior made of wood.

interestingness must be subtle or almost hidden, or else it 
will be too demanding of attention. Shibui must never be 
attention-demanding. It must have depths of interest that 
are so unobtrusive you will almost miss them. To put it in 
American slang, you should have to do a “double-take” to 
absorb all of shibui. If an object reveals itself all at once, 
then its design is too obvious. 

So you can see that understanding about shibui is learn- 
ing how to achieve lastingness in beauty. For its goal is 
to make a poetic thing out of the whole, whether it be a 
room, a costume, a person’s manner, a garden, a meal. 

The maximum in shibui would use all five senses. It even 
strives to include symbolism and double entendre. (Hence 
the Japanese love of gurgling water in their gardens, or 
the sound made by waterfalls.) We Americans probably 
cannot aspire to this all-out use of shibui until we have had 
longer exposure to the idea. We have done most of our 
thinking along lines that merely distinguish prettiness from 
ugliness. But the shibui concept goes way beyond prettiness 
and aims for profound and lasting beauty. 

A shibui thing is always natural and normal looking. 
(This does not mean rustic.) It connotes rather a lack of 
artifice, a spontaneity. A shibui thing looks simple—until 
you study it. It must look effortless, for there is nothing 
superfluous, yet nothing wanting. Its look should convey 
tranquility and serenity. Nothing self-conscious could ever 
be shibui, whether an object, person, room, or garden. 

One way the Japanese achieve this simplicity (or simple 
complexity) is via the unfinished statement, the uncompleted 
pattern, the fragmented motif. All hint at more than is 
shown. Think of all the great Japanese screens and scrolls 
you have seen in books or (Please turn to page 194)

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Translating the Japanese Garden 


into American Jerms 


® Suggestion is the secret of Japanese gardens. 

The Japanese have been solving the problems of too little 
space and not enough privacy for more than a thousand 
years. We who are just now having to learn to live on 
smaller and smaller house-lots can benefit enormously by 
taking a leaf from the Japanese garden book. 

Adopting their principles and adapting their techniques 
to our different climates and terrains, we too can have 
gardens to make happy the humble, the modest, and the rich, 
gardens that are sanctuaries for withdrawal and refreshment. 
We can suggest the spaciousness, privacy, mystery, timeless- 
ness, interestingness, and the grandeur of nature in its prim- 
itive state that are qualities of Japanese gardens. 

While we tend to mow lawns, edge garden plots. and remove 
rocks, aiming at an artificial, man-made-looking smoothness 
and order, the hand of man is even more involved in the 
seemingly wild state of the Japanese garden which is un- 
mown, unedged, and carefully disordered. It is planned to 
recreate in miniature aspects of the natural landscape— 
mountains and lakes, valleys and streams, oceans and forests, 
interpreted in plantings, rocks, pebbles, sand, and water. 

The Japanese garden is, in fact, one of the most under- 
standable examples of shibui—the Japanese concept of 
beauty in its highest form. The shibui garden is man-made 
with the quiet look of something natural. Its colors are 
nature’s own greens, grays, beiges, and browns, with rare 
flashes of the vivid in flowering shrubs. It has a timeless 
look, as if it had always existed. It seems never-ending. It 
cannot be seen at one glance. It leads the eye and foot 
around and through, always suggesting more. It is deeply 
interesting. 
~ How is it done? Suggestion, mystery, relaxed asymmetry— 
and the patient hand of man. That is all. But it is so much. 

A helpful key to the meaning of the Japanese garden is 
the fusing of house and environment into an entity. The 
oradual transition of home to garden is accomplished by 
links—eaves that hang into the garden, pine branches 
sweeping up to the house, walks repeating the lines of the 
building. 

The “turning path” is one of the best examp

How to create the illusion of more space 
by the optical device called sawari 


Making the garden seem bigger than its true size is a goal 
for all of us. In Japan, where most gardens are tiny. they 
have become adept at tricks of illusion. One of the moi 
useiul is called sawari: looking through close-up verti- 
cals or horizontals (or both) to something beyond, which 
makes the distance seem more distant. What you look 
through may be tree trunks, bamboo stalks, or fence. Not 
seeing one or both ends of a thing also belies the scale.

The Magnificent 


Plant Specimen 


@ The Japanese ability to turn a tree or shrub into what 
amounts to an artistic triumph is perhaps their most mis- 
understood garden technique. To the true Japanese gardener 
there is never any torturing of a growing plant. It is 
simply that “by discovering the hidden artistic potential- 
ities in a plant, he can emphasize these qualities, eliminate 
distracting elements, and thus reveal its true nature to 
the world,” as David Engel puts it so well in his book, 
Japanese Gardens for Today. This is done by judicious 
pruning and by supporting branches in such a way that they 
may continue to grow as they wish. All this takes many 


years, and as the specimen assumes (Please turn to page 197) 





Above: Years of careful pruning have 
developed this breath-taking tree, mag- 
nificently presented in a space cleared 


of all minor diversions. As the tree grad- 
ually reached this full growth, the sur- 
rounding scenery was pushed back to 
keep it in scale. The long horizontals 
would not have been possible without the 
man-made supports, yet, once supported, 
the limbs grew that far naturally.

countless ways to achieve variety in fashioning fences. 
The patterns, colors, and textures are then allowed to count 
for something in the garden scheme. 

Fortunately for us, many of the same fencing materials 
used by the Japanese are available here. Fortunately, too, 
they are among the most inexpensive materials suitable for 
full privacy fencing (details and sources on page 187). 

These fences are particularly valuable in solving privacy 
problems in America. For even with a prominent frame (see 
example at right), they are as handsome on one side as 
the other. 

No finish is needed to protect these materials. They weather 
gracefully, some more quickly than others. But they always 
retain the look of “belonging” in the garden, where they 
might easily have grown in the first place. 
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The shaggy texture of bark 
gives a pleasantly rustic 
look to fences in an infor- 
mal setting. As seen in 
Japan (far left), the bark 
is tacked to bamboo strips, 
then mounted on a frame 
of poles, which are simply 
young trees stripped of 
their own bark. Close-up 
(left) shows how interest- 
ing the texture of bark can 
be, Though it will weather

Along a road in California, the same reed fencing used in 
Japan creates a private garden.

The appreciation of rocks 


@ A new world of interest can be discovered in the collec- 
tion and arrangement of rocks, an art the Japanese have 
raised to a high level. In Japan, which even possesses a Rock 
\ppreciation Society, an especially beautiful stone may be 
brought hundreds of miles and cost hundreds of dollars. Each 
rock is chosen for its character and individuality. Arranged 
sculpturally in asymmetrical groups, rocks are the strong 
points in a garden, transitional elements between water and 
land, plant and earth, garden and house, and symbols of 
jagged mountains or river beds. They always provide a 
sense of age and permanence.

@ We, too, can have water effects in our gardens. Pipes 
connected to the house water supply system can help, if 
necessary. Even a thin trickle of water down the face of a 
rock adds pleasant sounds and high lights to the garden. 
To make a fast-running stream, an 1]lth-century Japanese 
gardener advises one to set many rocks in the waterway. 
A stone set into a stream bed divides the flow. Or, half-hide 
a still pool with plants to catch reflections of overhanging 
branches, clouds, and sky. Fill a stone basin with water, 
place it near a veranda uniting garden and house, and mask 
its base with ferns and low plants. If no water is available, 
suggest a river bed by raking wave patterns into sand 


or gravel. 


Leaves and branches half-mask the top and bottom ot the 
waterfall suggesting greater height and depth. However, 
nothing looks artificial in this carefully-contrived situation.

The quiet contrast of a stone object placed against stone 
provokes thoughtful observation, hence is more shibui than 
the more obvious contrast of stone against green foliage. 


® Such ariifacts as stone lanterns, hand-washing basins, 
pagodas, and fences are man-made, but in the Japanese gar- 
den they exist for the purpose of heightening the naturalistic 
effect by their very contrast, much as the sight of a lonely 
man on a mountainside creates in the beholder a greater 
sense of the wilderness. Symbolically, they are reminders 
of man’s oneness with nature, so they never stand quite 
alone as extraneous ornament, but are blended into the 
scene, merged with stone or veiled by shrubbery so that they 
become an integral part of the naturalistic scheme.

CONSTRUCTION DETAILS 


This is a wood-framed house 
built over crawl space. It rests on 
reinforced concrete foundations 
and piers. Major exterior walls are 
finished with ochre-stained cement 
stucco, trimmed with stained red- 
wood. One outside wall of the mas- 
ter bedroom has lapped 1 x 12 
redwood siding with vertical batten 
strips. The. garage doors and the 
front wall of the garage are cov- 
ered with random thickness red- 
wood bean poles. The red cedar 
shingle roof has decorative red- 
wood ridges. Exposed 4 x 4 rafters 
in the eaves are painted white on 
the ends. 

Most interior walls are covered 
with grass cloth or are unfinished 
white-coat plaster with rice straw 
mixed in and exposed. The pool 


dressing-room has redwood for in- 


terior walls, ceiling, and trim. 
Other ceilings are either painted 


plaster or 44” stained ash plywood 
resting on redwood 3 x 3’s (except 
in entry and baths where reed and 
woven wood are used). 

Stained and waxed oak floors are 
used in the living room, entrance 
hall, dining room, maid’s room, and 
master bedroom wing.

CONSTRUCTION DETAILS 


Basically this is a wood-framed 
house. Douglas fir is used where 
the framing is concealed by other 
materials. Clear California red- 
wood heartwood is used where the 
framing is exposed as rafters in 
the soffits and as posts in the court- 
yard, the entrance lanai, and the 
sitting room lanai. All major liy- 
ing, service, and entertaining areas 
have wood-framed floors over crawl 
space. 

The foundation is concrete block 
and poured concrete. Mechanical 
equipment and bulk storage is lo- 
cated in a basement under the 
kitchen and servants’ quarters. Re- 
inforced concrete slabs, resting on 
crushed rock and compacted fill, 
are used as the paving base in: the 
courtyard and its surrounding pas- 
sages, the entrance hall and en- 
trance lanai, the garage, the serv- 
ice lanai, the sitting room lanai, 
and all terraces. Concrete block 
was used for basic chimney con- 
struction and for walls between the 
garage and laundry, and the lower 
half of the garage walls. 

The roof is covered with red 
cedar shakes laid 8” to the

weather on spaced 1 x 3 nailing 
strips. Ali flashings. gutters, down- 
spouts, and chimney caps are 16- 
ounce copper. chemically treated 
to create an antique green patina. 
Some exterior walls are covered 
with stained, horizontal, 1 x 12 
clear redwood heartwood siding 
with a superimposed redwood grid 
blind-nailed with non-staining alu- 
minum nails. 


THER exterior walls are cov- 
ered with a smooth three-coat 
cement plaster or with three-coat 
plaster in which decorative horizon- 
tal grooves have been cut. The court- 
yard wall toward the master dress- 
ing rooms and the lower half of the 
entrance lanai wall are covered 
with square slate, set diagonally, 
with a raised bead of white cement 
covering each joint.

metal and wood shoji, custom-made 
for the owner. Flush doors in serv- 
ants’ sitting room. maids’ rooms 
and maids’ baths, laundry, garage 
passage, and garage are fir. Flush 
doors in dinette, powder room, 
men’s room, master bedroom, guest 
bedrooms, guest dressing rooms, 
guest bathrooms, and linen and 
pressing room next to the studio, 
are surfaced with white Philippine 
mahogany. Doors in dining room 
are oak; in studio bath and dress- 
ing room, white oak; in studio, 
pine; in master bedroom. master 
dressing room and baths. prima- 
vera. Usually in any one room, the 
wood used for doors is also used 
for trim, base, cornice, casework. 

Windows in’ garage. powder 
room, ladies’ room, guest bath- 
rooms, linen and pressing room, 
studio dressing room and_ bath, 
master dressing room and _ bath, 
and pantry are glazed with double- 
strength sand-blasted glass. So also 
are the sliding glass doors leading 
to the terraces from both guest 
rooms and the two fixed glass pan- 
els on either side of the entrance 
lanai.

NATURALISTIC MATERIALS FOR FENCES

Weave of twigs lashed to a bamboo frame is a popular fence 
in Japan, but its fragility makes shipment here impossible. 


Fencing available here 

Many of the materials used by 
the Japanese are available here in 
the United States. The fencing 
normally comes in 6-foot or 8-foot 
heights, in rolls from 10 feet to 
25 feet long. 

The two most common types are 
reed fencing (seen in many of our 
photographs) and 14” bamboo slat 
fencing. They are also the most in- 
expensive. The reeds or bamboo 
slats are wired together roughly 
every four inches with stainless- 
steel wire. Being very light in 
weight, they require a sturdy frame 
to support them (a variety of 
frames can be seen in the photo- 
graphs). When so framed, these 
materials will stand up very well 
(except, perhaps, under the direct 
impact of a baseball) and should 
have a life of 4 to 8 years depend- 
their exposure and_ the 
amount of wear they receive. The 
fencing costs from 60¢ to 80¢ a 
running foot (for the 6-foot height). 

A more expensive version of the 
reed fencing is the “polished” type, 
which costs about $1.20 for a simi- 
lar running foot. This has a cleaner,

and will stand up longer because 
of its finish. 


Bamboo pole fences 


Whole round bamboo fencing is 
also available. Bamboo is intrinsi- 
cally stronger and heavier than 
reed and the resulting fence is con- 
siderably sturdier. The fencing also 
needs support but, depending on 
the diameter of the bamboo, may 
need only posts or poles instead of

a complete framework. The pencil- 
size bamboo fencing comes in the 
6-foot height and costs about $2.20 
a running foot. One-inch bamboo 
fencing (like that in the photo- 
graph below right) is made to 
order and costs roughly $4.20 for 
a running foot of 6-foot fencing. 
Individual bamboo poles varying 
from | to 2 inches in diameter and 
9 to 10 feet in length may also be 
bought for about $1 each. 


Bark for fencing 


Sugi bark, a rough-textured red- 
dish-brown bark, comes in strips 
12 or 14 inches wide and about 6 
feet long, packed in bundles that 
cost about $45. This works out to 
about $1.25 a running foot.

The reed and bamboo-slat fenc- 
ing is now widely available at large 
garden supply centers located near 
metropolitan areas. It will be much 
more convenient if you can locate 
it at such a place since this will 
eliminate questions of shipping 
cost, condition of material, etc. You 
will actually be able to examine 
the material itself and decide its 
usefulness for yourself. Often, a 
garden supply center will handle 
the ordering for you (from the 
sources below), if it does not stock 
the material.

to find himself surrounded by the 
out-of-doors, and then turns again 
to finally enter the living room. 
Although have 
talked much in recent years about

The owners 
of this house enjoy a close asso- 
ciation with nature. Their house is 
planned so that from any of the 
major living areas a few steps 
bring them into a garden. This is 
typical of a Japanese house. 

But this attitude is reflected in 
more than this intermixing of open 
and enclosed areas. There is a 
sympathetic relationship between 
the natural surroundings and the 
form and materials of construction, 
which is perhaps the predominant 
visual characteristic of a Japanese 
house. This characteristic comes 
out of a regard for the nature of 
materials, vegetable, mineral, and 
animal. 

This regard for the nature of 
materials has produced a high qual- 
ity of craftsmanship in Japan 
which permeates the whole of their 
lives. The beauty of their buildings 
depends to a great degree upon the 
materials used and the thoughtful 
and careful manner in which they 
are put together. Every element is 
made to count in the whole; there 
is no dependence upon concealing 
or covering up shoddy workman- 
ship. 

There is this element of crafts- 
manship in this house. The plan- 
-ning of it, particularly the detailing 
of its parts, is predicated upon 
good craftsmanship. Without some 
assurance that the structure of the 
covered entrance would be. skill- 
fully fitted together. it could not 
have been done in this manner. 

This quality of craftsmanship is 
fast disappearing in our Western 


world. Our ideal has become a ma- 
chine-like perfection. The best that 
can be said for one of our products 
is that it has been “untouched by 
human hands”—or at least appears 
to have been. The slightest evi- 
dence of human fallibility mars its 
perfection. A workman confronted 
with this attitude gains little satis- 
faction from the mechanical labor 
of trying to complete an operation 
that a machine might do better, as- 
suming there was a machine that 
could do it. He might well feel that 
he is a temporary and undesirable 
substitute for some machine not yet 
available. 

This lack of recognition is not an 
incentive for quality work. We 
might expect that subconsciously 
he might feel some need for work- 
ing badly as a kind of sabotage of 
this bright new world from which 
humanity is ideally—and eventual- 
ly—eliminated. His objective has 
ceased to be the “well doing of 
what needs doing.” His object then 
becomes, quite simply. to ~et what 
he can while he can with the hope 
that it will supply him with some 
other means of satisfaction—or es- 
cape—or at ieast a reason for ex- 
istence. 

Japan, which, until Perry sailed 
into Yokohama Bay, has hed a long 
tradition of and 
reached a high level of culture, 
might enable us to learn something 
about the importance of maintain- 
ing a crafts tradition if we are to

achieve a culture of our own in 
our own time and place.

The Japanese garden never 
reveals itself entirely at once. 
As you enter through a gateway 
like this, which is the entrance 
to a house, an indirect path 
conceals house and garden from 
immediate sight, although the 
plot on which they exist may 
be small. Framed in the gate- 
way, the entry path acquires a 
look of distance. Often hedges 
permit a tantalizing glimpse of 
the path as it changes its direc- 
tion toward the house.

since the Japanese merely help na- 
ture select those parts that are to 
grow more vigorously.

time, this thinning process cuts out 
enough growth so that the foliage 
cannot hide the interesting struc- 
ture of the plant itself. 

By maintaining the vigor of the 
lower branches, the Japanese are 
able to create the horizontal. 
spreading shape so often associated 
with the gardens of Japan. While it 
is only one of the many plant forms 
found in their gardens, it is perhaps 
the most memorable since it intro- 
duces the horizontal line—at once 
pleasing and restful—in areas nor- 
mally dominated by verticals.

The lure of the 
irregular 


The core of Japanese aesthetics is indirection, 
the unfinished, the unobvious. 


Ground patterns in their gardens have this lure 


@ The appeal of Japanese gardens to Americans is undeni- 
able. But often it is hard for us to rationalize why we are 
so attracted. For they go about everything just the opposite 
of how we do it. 

When we construct a walk, we use the shortest distance 
between two points. And we use the same uniform materials 
from start to finish. Practical, indeed! But not especially 
interesting. Our walks assume you are in a hurry, that 
nothing matters but getting where you are going quickly. 
The Japanese believe that when you are in the garden, hurry 
is not appropriate: that you should take time to contemplate 
the beauties of nature. So their paths meander and turn. 
And the materials and design grammar may change fre- 
quently, almost telling you to stop here and notice. They can 
make a trip through ten feet quite an event. 


To achieve this, they study the (Please turn the page)

proper arrangement of stones with painstaking minuteness. 
And they arrive at all kinds of counterpoint by the inter- 
play of varying sizes of stones, gravel, and sand. Such at- 
tention pays off with unforgettable compositions; once 
youve seen them, you will never forget where you saw 
them. That such unforgettable character could be achieved 
with nothing more than stones, gravel, and sand is hard for 
us to grasp. It is even more staggering that such immense 
variety is possible within these few materials. Hundreds of 
ground-pattern photographs could be published without 
repetition. 

The lure and appeal of these stone and gravel compo- 
sitions can probably be explained by the fact that the ma- 
terials are always from nature and the lines mostly irregular. 
Even though the patterns are arranged by the hand of man, 
no line is ever straight for long, and even a straight line 
has broken edges and would be called imperfect by a 
Westerner. This is nature’s own way, so these man-made 


arrangements look more appropriate than if they were true 


and perfect.

Spinach can do well in most soils 
that are abundantly supplied with 
humus and quickly available plant 
food.

This need be no consideration at 
all for the home gardener who 
spreads a deep enough mulch. For 
sandy soils Cornell recommends a 
fertilizer with an 8-16-16 formula 
or its equivalent; for loam.

In rainy 
seasons they advise a light nitro- 
gen side dressing when the seed- 
lings are a couple of weeks old, for 
nitrogen leaches away faster than 
other elements.

may be covered and forced into 
production before crocus time. 

In our climate, we can still seed 
for the autumn crop as late as the 
end of September. Spinach is a 
short-season crop, maturing in 40 
to 50 days. Plant the seed about 
a half-inch deep. The plants should 
stand three inches apart and the 
rows eighteen inches apart. 

In Queen Elizabeth’s time 
probably clear back into the “old 
Egyptian night,” spinach had 
smooth arrow-shaped leaves, but 
the popular modern varieties are 
broad in leaf and more or less 
crinkled. Bloomsdale Long Stand- 
ing has long been recommended 
for spring planting; Virginia Sa- 
voy, Virginia Blight Resistant, and 
the giant of all, Nobel, for fall.

OR THOSE who must have spin- 
ach, even in summer, there is a 
leaf which is not spinach at all, 
though it is called New Zealand 
spinach—Tetragonia expansa. The

Zealand ice plant. It is a tropical, 
native to the lands the 
South Pacific, which flourishes in 
the heat and blackens to death in 
frost. If the cook knows her busi-

It collects less sand 
on its leaves than spinach does. 
Altogether it is an ideal subject 
for the lazy gardener or the neo- 
phyte, and will produce abundantly 
on this plan from early June until 
its doomsday finally comes in the 
autumn night. 

Spinach is not so generous. Some 
six or seven weeks after sowing, 
the herb is not mature, but at its 
best for the table. You cut off or 
pull up the entire plant. Do not 
neglect it until it sends up its seed 
stalk, for the stalk is no ornament 
to the garden. 3 


OT LONG ago the Missouri 

Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion conducted an experiment using 
spinach to explore a theory which 
we have often raised in these pages. 
They tested the taste of the thrips. 
A thrips (the same, singular or 
plural) is a small insect that’s 
sometimes a serious pest on fruits, 


vegetables, flowers, and field crops. | 


Thrips injury has been called white 
blast, for the surface of the leaf 
whitens with flecks as the thrips 
feed their way. 

These Missouri thrips were not 
given a choice of whether or not 
they liked spinach, but were 
penned in a greenhouse with noth- 
ing else to eat. Some insects, will 
die rather than eat a leaf they do 
not like. The thrips had this free 
choice: whether to feed on under- 
fed sickly leaves or healthy ones. 
The spinach was planted in soils 
with sixteen formulas, which var- 
ied in their content of two ele- 
ments, calcium and nitrogen. The 
other elements needed were pres- 
ent in constant ampunts. 

The thrips liked the undernour- 
ished and practically ignored the 
well-fed. They invariably attacked 
the plants that were lighter green, 
and on the same plant chose the 
older mature leaves, preferring 
them to the younger leaves that 
were higher in nitrogen. In general, 
said the report of the experiment, 
as long as the crop made vigorous 
and luxuriant growth it was prac- 
tically immune to the rasp of the 
thrips. Not one of the plants that 
was well fed with nitrogen was 
noticeably damaged.

son and 
who wants to do right by his spin- 
ach in all things. First, call your 
county agent or your seedsman, if 
he knows his business, and find out 
what the spinach williwaws are on 
your soil. If there is much disease, 
plant resistant varieties, perhaps 
Dixie Market or Hybrid 7 for the 
spring crop and Virginia Blight 
Resistant for the fall. Plan a rota- 
tion of several years if you can. 
Keep down the pigweed or lambs’ 
quarters where plagues and pests 
may develop in strength. Treat your 
seed against damping off with phy- 
gon, thiram, or captan. Every gar- 
dener should have a packet of one 
of these fungicides on his shelf— 
where children can not get at it. 


HE only insecticides I am ready 
to recommend are tobacco, nico- 
tine, or rotenone, all in the form of 
dusts, which will wash off pretty 
well. Nicotine products have long 
been used on aphids and leaf hop- 
pers, and the flea beetle never likes 
to dine with dust on his feet, so 
any kind of dust will keep him 
working on the pigweed next door. 
If you can bear to be without 
spinach for a while next spring, it 
might be as well to depend on New 
Zealand for your main crop. so to 
speak. and sow regular spinach this 
fall for the early spring. New Zea- 
land is as trouble-free as a crop 
can be and the bugs and blights, 
being dormant, will surely leave 
your winter spinach alone. Thus, 
next year, you will have an early 
crop and ample cuttings from July 
1 till summer is gone.

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take off again next January when 
that poor child moves back in.

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What you can get 








out of great plays 


on records 


Fine performances of some of the world’s 


greatest plays are now available to enjoy 


in the comfort of your home. 


Although recordings are no substitute 


for a good stage performance, they have 


some definite advantages of their own 


By ARTHUR WHITMAN 


@ The very qualities that make a 
play a classic give it value as a 
phonograph record. Only the plays 
that will bear countless repetitions 
can survive through the years. And 
a record is not worth having if it 
doesn’t bear repeating, if it doesn’t 
reveal undiscovered facets with 
each hearing. 

Any classic, be it in literature, 
music, or the visual arts, must re- 
ward us anew each time we ex- 
perience it. Great artists are those 
who manage to deepen the forms 
within which they work with in- 
sights and understanding beyond 
those of the ordinary mortal. It is 
this promise of greater revelation 
that brings us back to them again 
and again, that makes their work 
classic. 

So it is with the theater. The 
“oreat” plays are those that touch 
recognizable basic truths about 
man and the human condition. Not 
all such plays are on records. And 


not all plays on records are classics. 
But those we’re concerned with 
here are among the great plays of 
the world. 

Experience with recorded plays 


‘goes back to 1938, when Columbia 


Records brought out Orson Welles’s 
modernized version of Julius Cae- 
sar on a huge stack of 78-rpm rec- 
ords. Thus. producers know by now 
what is worth bringing out and 
what is not. As a consequence, 
there is almost no trash in the re- 
corded drama catalog. Some plays, 
like those of Sophocles, have been 
thrilling audiences with their pro- 
found insights into mankind since 
long before Christ was born. Few 
persons will tire of hearing them 
or the work of more recent writers 
—Shakespeare, Wilde, even some 
of the contemporary dramatists. 
The joys of seeing a play are 
well-known. But, like reading a 
play, hearing a play on records 
(with or without a text to follow) 


. 


has values of its own. The greatest 
of these is convenience. 

You can enjoy a play without 
such attendant complexities as 
long-range advance planning and 
the need to rush, dress, park cars, 
catch trains, and haul baby-sitters. 
The play is on your shelf, awaiting 
your pleasure. You listen when you 
like. A recording allows you to 
take advantage of odd bits of time. 
You can listen alone, in complete 
comfort with your feet up, enjoying 
an hour or two of creative rest 
during the day, or you can listen 
while you knit, sew, iron, or do 
some other quiet chore that en- 
gages the hand but not the mind. 

If you choose to follow a printed 
text as you listen, you can engage 
yourself more fully with the drama- 
tist and his ideas. You can substi- 
tute the visual experience of read- 
ing for that of watching the play- 
ers on the stage. 


OU CAN ask friends over to lis- 

ten to the plays with you, too, 
as often as you like. If you do, you 
may be surprised at the discussion 
that often follows group listening. 
Recorded plays stimulate conversa- 
tion. Perhaps this is because peo- 
ple can concentrate more on the 
meaning of a recorded play. There 
is no visual spectacle calling for 
attention, and there is no distract- 
ing audience. If you happen not to 
understand a particular scene, or 
if an actor’s diction or accent makes 
a speech difficult to follow, you 
have only to lift the phonograph 
arm to play the passage again. 
Conversation is easy and natural 
in your living room while you are 
still under the special aura of the 
play. In the theater there are the 
distractions of moving through a 
crowd and getting to a quiet com- 
fortable place to talk. 

It is important, after all this, to 
emphasize that listening alone can 
hardly be compared to seeing a 
first-rate production of the same 
play. But it is also true that listen- 
ing to a great performance fre- 
quently turns out to be more re- 
warding than actually seeing an 
of which 
there are too many. Seeing Giel- 
gud’s Hamlet beats listening to it, 


indifferent production, 


but listening to it turns out to be 
better by far than seeing most other 
actors who have assayed the role in 
our time. 

So much for the prologue. What 
are the great plays on records? 
I'd select fifteen. 

To start with the oldest (of the 
plays, not the records) we have 
Judith Anderson’s tour de force 
as Euripedes’ hair-raising heroine, 
Medea. There are more profound 
Greek plays on records, notably 


Sophocles’ Antigone and Oedipus 
Rex, both stunningly contemporary 
in their insights, both worth your 
attention (especially if you haven’t 
previously seen or heard them), 
but there are no better bravura in- 
terpretations of classical roles than 
Dame Judith’s. 

Medea was a monstrous figure, a 
witch who cheated and killed to 
help Jason get the Golden Fleece, 
then rounded out her tragic career 
by murdering their own children 
when Jason deserted her. Some- 
how, Miss Anderson brings this 
tragic female to life. There’s no 
guarantee you'll love her, but you 
will at least understand her. Since 
she is a prototype, she may give 
you a valuable insight into every 
other wronged woman in Western 
literature. 

The record companies skip from 
the Greeks to the Elizabethans. a 
jump of nearly 2,000 years that, 
as it happens, leaves out little of 
importance to anyone but theater 
historians. After the Greeks estab- 
lished the theater as we know it, 
the Romans took it over for an un- 
distinguished while, until it dis- 
appeared into Church ritual. It re- 
emerged in the 15th Century and 
blossomed in the 16th, with Ben 
Jonson, Christopher Marlowe, and 
Shakespeare, three giants among a 
score of less well-remembered men. 
Of the three, Jonson is not now on 
records, while we have only one 
play, Doctor Faustus, by Marlowe. 
The play, of course, is based on 
one of the most enduring of medi- 
eval legends and one that still has 
power to move modern audiences. 
There’s fascination to the story of 
the elderly philosopher who sells 
his soul to the Devil and lives to 
regret it. As read on the record by 
Frank Silvera, Marlowe’s thinker 
may well remind you of some con- 
temporary scientists who, in a cli- 
mate of increasing potential dan- 
ger, have had reason to despair re- 
cently of their own brilliance. 


F ALL the world’s playwrights, 

it is Shakespeare who has at- 
tracted the greatest audience and 
created many of our most enduring 
images. It is not surprising that he 
is so well represented on records. 
There are some thirty Shakespeare 
sets on the market today, including 
at least four of Hamlet, three of 
Romeo and Juliet, and duplicate 
five 


other plays. Though none of the 


versions of at least four or 
sets that I have heard is out-and- 
out bad, and many are quite good, 
a few are head and_ shoulders 
above the rest. 

Far and away the best single 
Shakespeare set I have heard is

F ALL Shakespeare’s plays, 
Othello is the most playable, 
and we have at least one fine re- 
cord version of the classic study in 
jealousy. Curiously, Paul Robeson 
and Jose Ferrer, who play the leads, 
add a psychological freight to the 
characterizations simply because of 
what we know of them as people. 
Robeson, like the Moor, finds his 
enormous talents bottled up in per- 
sonal frustrations and resentments, 
while Ferrer, not unlike the char- 
acter of Iago he creates here. has 
used his own lesser (though still 
considerable) gifts to make himself 
one of the most important theater 
professionals of our time. Both give 
extraordinarily good performances, 
with the edge, perhaps, in Robe- 
son’s favor because of the way his 
enormous voice summons up the 
perfect image of the confused hero. 
What’s more, Uta Hagen even man- 
ages to make an interesting per-

son out of hapless Desdemona. 
This is the only American company 
performing Shakespeare on _rec- 
ords. It is hard to imagine any 
other actors doing it better. 
Another Shakespeare record that 
may be worth your attention is put 
out by an English company. On it, 
Alec Guiness heads up the Old Vic 
playing Macbeth and, by relying 
too heavily on the slow, thoughtful 
speech pattern that brought him 
fame in the movies, makes the cen- 
tral character more a querulous old 
man than a warrior baron and 
weakens the play considerably. But 
it is still a vehicle for some of the 
most moving poetry Shakespeare 


ever wrote for the stage. 


OLLOWING the trail marked by 

noteworthy recordings, we move 
from Elizabethan heroes to people 
more like our everyday selves, cre- 
ated by as staunch and testy a 
group of Irishmen as history has 
noted. Next to fine linens, charm- 
ing women, and American mayors, 
Ireland’s greatest gift to the world 
seems, for some strange reason. to 
be playwrights. In less than eighty 
years, she has produced at least 
four great ones: John Millington 
Synge, Oscar Wilde, George Ber- 
nard Shaw, and Sean O’Casey. All 
are represented by excellent re- 
cordings of their major works. 

Siobhan McKenna and Cyril 
Cusack do justice to both Synge’s 
The Playboy of the Western World 
and Sean O’Casey’s Juno and the 
Paycock. Though both plays were 
written for ensemble playing on the 
stage, and thus lose something by 
not being seen, enough of the wit 
and the sympathy for human fail- 
that has these 
classics comes through to make 


ing made plays 
these intelligent recordings worth 
hearing. Well worth. hearing, in 
fact, even though the native brogue 
the actors employ may make you 
follow the earlier suggestion of 
playing some passages over again. 
Once your ear tunes in on the dic- 
tion, though, you’re sure to be 
charmed by it. 

Wilde, who once remarked that 
his personal tragedy consisted in 
putting his genius into his life, 
not his work, was a somewhat more 
pretentious playwright than either 
Synge or OCasey. Fittingly, his 
The Importance of Being Earnest 
has what may be the most scintil- 
lating cast on any of these records, 
starring, as it does, John Gielgud, 
Edith Evans, and Pamela Brown. 
Despite the fact that the author

thought of it only as an exercise 
in wit, Earnest is as serious as 
many plays that take themselves 
more seriously, and funnier than 
most plays that are meant to be 
only funny. It is made to glisten 
here by the superlative cast. 

The last of the eminent Hiber- 
nians, Shaw, is represented on rec- 
ords by Don Juan in Hell, played 
by Charles Laughton, Charles 
Boyer, Agnes Moorehead, and Sir 
Cedric Hardwicke. This is less of 
a play than most of those men- 
tioned here. Shaw took it out of 
the acting version of his Man and 
Superman. This quartet performed 
it as a concert reading, not as a 
dramatic production, and it is, to 
me, one of the most rewarding of 
the records. As read by this tal- 
ented group, Don Juan sparkles 
with the odd combination of sav- 
age wit, pedantry, and insouciance 
that was Shaw at his best. 

It is strange that greatness, 
though so few are touched with it, 
is yet such an enormous area. 
Shakespeare was great; so was 
Shaw; and so, I am quite sure, is 
Christopher Fry. Yet the men are 
miles apart, even in the very qual- 
ity we call greatness. In my judg- 
ment, Shaw is far less great than 
Shakespeare, and Fry is far less 
great than Shaw. Yet he has writ- 
ten at least one great play. 


F THERE is such a thing as a 

philosophical romp, then his The 
Lady's Not For Burning is surely 
it. It is a story of sorts about a 
man who is “as much 15th Century 
as anything,” and has seen so much 
of life that he wants to die. And 
if you mistake this for a viewpoint 
rather more modern than medieval, 
its author would not be terribly 
disturbed. As played by the ubiq- 
uitous Gielgud and the almost 
equally ubiquitous Pamela Brown, 
the play is a delight from begin- 
ning to end. 

A more somber effort, and the 
first American work to enter the 
Valhalla of plays on records, is 
Arthur Miller’s Death of a Sales- 
man, starring Thomas Mitchell. 
The story of poor, bumbling Willy 
Lohman, whose tragic fault was 
simply that he was a genial no- 
body, has been called everything 
from the American tragedy to an 
unintentional comic satire, but if 
you think Mr. Miller has said 
something here of real value, this 
excellently played 
surely move you.

The last play on our list of 
fifteen is T. S. Eliot’s Murder in 


the Cathedral. Because it contains 
little in the way of conventional 
theater action, Eliot’s play about 
the 12th-century political murder of 
Archbishop Thomas a Becket has 
been called a closet drama, not 
meant for staging—a fact that 
really doesn’t matter if you're lis- 
tening to it on records. This set is 
played by the late Robert Donat 
and a corps of first-rate supporting 
players from the Old Vic. Closet 
drama or no, their version of the 
Archbishop’s rejection of worldly 
temptations in favor of the spir- 
itual grandeur that comes from 
rejecting compromise will make 
your scalp tingle. 

You may agree with the author’s 
reasoning or not, but his verse 
makes Becket’s murder an event in 
which no one can fail to see his 
own guilt and, perhaps, absolution.

We awakened every morning, 
stretched, sat up, and bumped our 
heads on the ceiling. The stove had 
all the temperament, but none of 
the talent of a prima donna. We 
never located a scientific formula for 
firmly securing things in transit, 
and the breakage rate was magnifi- 


cent. The door opened only to the 
wiliest of strategies, and we had 
endemic claustrophobia. The only 
positive thing about the trailer was 
that it made every subsequent 
dwelling look like the Taj Mahal. 
It taught us to laugh. 

Our first home after the war was 
an old farmhouse in Virginia, more 
than large enough for our children 
and their assorted pets. We loved 
the worn spots on its pine-planked 
floors and the century-old smoked 
rose of its fireplace bricks. It had 
a patina of happiness, and it was 
impossible to live there and not 
feel the tug of the past. 

For a time we felt like rootless 
intruders, until we began to repeat 
small rituals and start traditions of 
our own.

about our houses was that so often 
their gifts to us were simply a new 
appreciation of things we had al- 
ways taken for granted. And so it 
was with that stove in Maine. 

We were living in a sea captain’s 
gaunt old house on the coast where 
the surf shattered on huge gray 
rocks. I remember the exquisite 
oak paneling in those high-ceil- 
inged rooms, but most of all I re- 
member coming to terms with that 
blackened monster in the kitchen— 
an old wood stove in whose oversize 
ovens a hind quarter of beef could 
have been roasted. 

My husband’s squadron was com- 
posed mostly of bachelors who 
lived in quarters at the small air- 
field nearby. Their appetite for 
home cooking matched the poten- 
tial of the stove, and that ancient 
kitchen drew them like a magnet. 
They came laden with hams, chick- 
ens, and the wonderful sea food of 
Maine. They chopped 
stirred, sniffed, tasted, ate incred- 


wood, 
ible amounts. We loved them. 


OOD stoves have a genius all 

their own. A low-banked fire 
and hours and hours of slow baking 
produced beans and ham I haven't 
ever duplicated since. The aro- 
mas of cooking seemed to be the 
very heart of that huge old house. 
We have never had another wood 
stove, but all of our subsequent 
stoves have shared its inherent hos- 
pitality and welcome. 

We carried the memory of those 
Maine feasts to an adobe hacienda 
in California. Its kitchen. too, had 
magnetic qualities, with its bright 
hooked rug, its grandfather clock, 
and comfortable old rocker. But 
that is not what we most remember 
about our hacienda. “La Ranchito 
de los Geranios” rambled around 
two sun-splattered patios where a 
peacock screamed, and love birds 
cooed in their cages. The bedroom 
wings were accessible to the main 
house by a covered walk. 

The house was charming, but its 
magic came from the sky and the 
flowers that lured us out into sun- 
light and moonlight. We filled the 
house with flowers, and I can still 
close my eyes and see the late sun 
glinting on the pewter bowl of red 
geraniums on the deep window sill. 
After living in that house, we al- 
ways contrived some small spot for 
outdoor living, wherever we were. 

When we left our hacienda, we 
put our furniture in storage, and 
traveled to Florida for a short tour 
of duty. Aside from our clothes, we 


took along only the two cruise 
boxes, “Pandora I” and “Pandora 
II,” that always accompany us on 
temporary moves. We rented a fur- 
nished house. It was totally unlike 
any other house we had lived in, 
for there was nothing wrong with 
it—and everything. Its sum total 
was mediocrity. 

The two Pandoras wrought mir- 
acles. The nondescript bookcase 
borrowed charm from the Gauguin 
print we hung above it; the coffee 
table was revived by a gleaming 
brass tray; the lamp tables glowed 
with the ginger lamps from China; 
and the dining room reflected the 
charm of an antique silver fruit 
bowl and Georgian candlesticks. 


The transformation seemed com-~” 


plete to us, because our eyes were 
drawn to objects long loved, and 
we were happy there. This house 
made us realize that taking posses- 
sion did not make it ours, but a 
few cherished treasures did. I re- 
member my ten-year-old daughter 
solemnly explaining our gypsy life 
to her friend: “But, you see, it 
always feels as if we’re going to 
stay.” 

Soon after we left Florida, Doug 
found himself in an extremely de- 
manding job. We were living on the 
Monterey peninsula in a gray cot- 
tage, which looked for all the world 
like Hansel and Gretel’s. Many eve- 
nings Doug worked, and he had 
little energy left for going out or 
entertaining. This was the year our 
family started collecting records 
and books in earnest. Leisure was 
shared with a variety of compan- 
ions from Bach to Eddie Condon, 
from A. A. Milne to Toynbee. 


E HAD always enjoyed music 
and reading, but never before 
had we made them our primary lei-

Someday we will settle down in 
our house that lies at the end of 
the rainbow trail.

But it will 
have a garden with sunshine and 
shadow. Within our walls the new 
and the old will blend to give us 
the varied beauties and joys that 
have enriched each of our two- 
score homes—vibrant color, the 
tantalizing aromas of favorite 
foods, old silver, music, laughter, 
friendship. and love.

B against the wall or out in the room proper. Where once 
we might have allowed a table to stand free, we now tend to 
push it against a wall. But one thing should be understood. 
Just because our rooms are smaller these days does not mean 
that everything must be jammed against a wall, nor does it 
mean that we can use only small-scaled pieces. 

[t is a phenomenon of design—but a truism—that a room 
will look more crowded with many small objects than with a 
few large ones. It is also true that a clear central space 
in a room does not necessarily make it seem big. A table 
in the center may develop two conversation groupings, 
giving added depth to the room. To see beyond an object 
develops an illusion of distance. Thus, the cutting off of 
a corner, as seen in the upper photograph on the opposite 
page, might seem a lavish use of space, yet in actuality it 
adds a dimension that would not have been there if the table 
had been placed against the wall.

nce you realize that it is possible to bring a large 
furniture piece out into a room without crowding it, 
all kinds of groupings suggest themselves. The bulk of a sofa 
can often act as a buffer for passing traffic, isolating a 
quiet conversation area. This traditional arrangement is com- 
ing back to solve many problems of the living-room-dining- 
room combination. In turn it has brought the sofa-back table 
into prominence again. 

On these two pages you see four examples of such furniture 
arrangements. In no case is the room of unusual size, yet 
in no case does the sofa-table combination appear to crowd 
the room. All of the tables can double as dining tables, 
three of them being specifically designed to open into 
larger units. Yet, as shown, they all perform beautifully 
in a closed position, providing a much-needed place for 
the amenities of the living room. Like the single-purpose 
library tables, they contribute to a reposeful atmosphere 
in the one room dedicated to quiet pursuits. 


The beautiful proportions and clean lines of this flip-top 
console make it suitable for use with furnishings of any style. 
It is 66” long and 20” deep, opening to double its size for 
dining (right). It houses two matching benches beneath its 
top, providing extra seating space for the living room. The 


top is made of scrubbed rosewood; the base is mahogany 
in teak finish.

Translated into your terms, it means that there are more 
kinds of places to shop than there used to be. Because, in 
addition to the quality department stores and furniture 
stores, there are showrooms. 

Showrooms are of three types. One is the manufacturer’s

Some quality furniture man- 

ufacturers maintain as many as ten such showrooms in as 

many big cities. Another is the individually owned show-

sumer. The third type is the manufacturer’s representative, 
who may display the products of several manufacturers. 

All three types have one thing in common: they sell only 
to dealers and decorators. Which means that you, the con- 
sumer, cannot walk in off the street and expect to buy with- 
out a prior introduction from a retail dealer or a decorator.

Most also have in common the fact that they show only 
intrinsically fine quality, which means usually expensive. 
Said another way, showrooms are not for bargain hunters,

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but for people who are looking for the exceptional kind of 
quality merchandise not always readily found in a store. 
Showroom shopping is by no means a substitute for the fa- 
miliar convenience and directness of shopping in a fine, es- 
tablished retail store. It is simply an adjunct to it, offering 
you another source when you're out after something your 
home furnishings shop or department store does not stock. 

The great, distinguished-name department stores and fur- 
nishing stores—and this type of store is represented in 
most major cities of the country—still carry top-quality 
goods. Most of them maintain departments devoted to choice, 
far-above-average furnishings, modern and antique, creamed 
from the whole world by their buying staffs. These high- 
caliber stores offer the services of decorating departments 
(which more customers should learn how to take advantage 
of) who will help you seek out the special top-quality mer- 
chandise you're after. 

But there is such a plethora of top-quality products that 
stores find it physically impossible to find space in which 
to show it all. So many stores use showrooms as an exten- 
sion of their own selling floors. Some stores even maintain 
their own showrooms, usually in other buildings, where the 
more recherché lines are segregated and shown in quieter 
environment. You can ask your dealer or the store’s deco- 
rating department to take you to these other displays, if you 
do not find what you want in stock in the store. 

The limitations of store space have had a lot to do with 
the development of the showroom, which has speeded up nota- 
bly since the depression and particularly since the end of 
the war. During the depression, the stores began to put in- 
creasing emphasis on doing business in volume and having 
a high turnover in sales. Since the highest quality does not 
sell as quickly and easily as lower priced goods, it was the 
general tendency of the average store to gear the bulk of 
its merchandise and its displays to middle-of-the-road tastes 
and pocketbooks—all quite in line with the last two decades 
of preoccupation with the cult of the common man. By 
and large, with some notable exceptions, this policy has 
continued. This is not to say that the stores are not offering 
excellent quality of its kind. Today’s middle and upper- 
middle bracket home furnishings are remarkably good. They 





Showroom shopping has been made particularly pleasant in 


the Dallas Decorative Center, where 28 showrooms have been 
set up as attractive individual shops, overlooking garden. 


Decorative Arts Center in New York houses 17 fine- 
quality furniture showrooms on its 16 floors. There 
are important showrooms throughout the city, but 
east-side-midtown amounts to a showroom district. 
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are indeed great bargains in styling and in quality re- 
ceived for the price paid. But they still do not satisfy the 
customer who is looking for the intrinsically very fine. 
And there have never before been so many potential cus- 
tomers for the finest. because over the same 30 years 
American tastes and pocketbooks have been developing to 
an all-time high. The high-style stores, of course, are abreast 
of this. But even stores never previously noted for high- 
style are now expanding their services to keep up with their 
increasingly quality-hungry customers. The current growth 
in store decorating departments, which you now can find 
even in suburban branches, and the stores’ use of showroom 
facilities are indications of it. 

The manufacturer’s showroom came into being because 
the makers of the fine stuff were not getting enough exposure 
of their product in the stores. They needed some new method 
of displaying their wares so that consumers could see them 
in quantity. They set up showrooms in which they could 





exhibit every piece and pattern of their entire line—some- 
thing no store could afford the space to do. So, visiting these 
showrooms, one has an opportunity to see a far broader 
choice of any one maker’s line than is usually shown in 
retail stores. They adopted the policy of selling at wholesale 
to retailers, decorators, and other professionals who are 
qualified to resell the goods to the public. The showrooms 
particularly invited the patronage of the decorators, who 
were in turn glad to find sources of uncommon quality—the 
something special that everyone else didn’t have—for their 
clients. Importers and dealers in antiques similarly have 
showroom operations that the decorators find valuable in 
their search for the rare and unusual, particularly in 
accessories. 

Specifically how do you go about getting access to the 
showrooms? 

In the first place, you have to have some idea of what the 
best is before you ask for it. With such a confusing welter 
of merchandise on the market, there has never been a time 
when people needed so much to educate themselves to be able 
to distinguish the good from the better and the best. Price 
alone is not necessarily a yardstick. You have to see and feel 
and tap and drape and fold (Please turn to page 265)

The Viola da Gamba:Comes Back 


“The sprightly, generous, and heroic viols . . . are fit 


to make a man’s ears glow

Wi the return to popularity of the 


recorder, 16th-century music has 
been “discovered,” to the delight of all 
those who like to make music at home. 
Now, the viola da gamba is being 
“found” again and will almost certainly 
join the recorders for family music 
making. 

The viola da gamba (often referred 
to as a “gamba” or by its family name, 
“viol”) is an excellent accompaniment 
for the voice, strings, and wind instru- 
ments. It is easy to play, only a bit 
more difficult than the recorder, and 
is a good stringed instrument for the 
beginner because it is fretted, insuring 
correct pitch. Playing in tune is the 
most difficult part of learning stringed 
instruments. Ordinarily it takes years 
of difficult practice to be able to play 
passably on the violin or cello. But 
anyone with any knowledge of music at 
all, even the rankest amateur, can soon

able today, is perfectly suitable for the 
viola da gamba. Viol music is not diffi- 
cult, although it runs the gamut from 
easy to virtuoso. It is music written 
by the masters and calls for apprecia- 
tion. It is thoroughly rewarding to play 
and delightful to hear. 

These are facts which we have dis- 
covered for ourselves since our viola 
da gamba arrived. After a little or- 
ganized practice we can already play 
the first few pieces in our beginner’s 
book, 12 Lessons on the Viola da 
Gamba, by Natalie Dolmetsch, plus the 
bass line in four-part harmony pieces. 

Until the arrival of the gamba, we 
had concentrated our interest in early 
music and instruments on recorders, 
the lute and the 16th-century keyboard 
instruments—the clavichord and _ vir- 
ginal. In reading and studying about 
early music makers, we were always 
hearing about the viol. The more we 
read, the more curious we became, and 
finally we succumbed to the tempta- 
tion. Now we have finally met the 
instrument face to face. 

The viol family of stringed, bowed 
instruments is similar in some ways to 
our modern family of violins, violas, 


cellos, etc., but the differences are quite 
important and should be understood. 

Viols nowadays come in three dif- 
ferent sizes: treble, tenor, and bass, al- 
though in the 16th Century there were 
nine different sizes. 

All viols are held on or between the 
knees, cello fashion, regardless of their 
size. They have six strings (the violin 
has four), tuned in intervals of a fourth, 
another fourth, a major third, a fourth, 
and another fourth. The bow, which is 
rather slackly strung, has a ‘curve like 
a hunting bow and is held underhand. 
(The violin is bowed “overhand.”) 
Underhand bowing helps make an even, 
sustained tone and prevents the strong 
accents characteristic of violins. 

The most important distinction be- 
tween the violin and viola da gamba is 
fretting, which gives the viol its highly 
characteristic tone color. Frets are 
ridges across the fingerboard, usually 
made of gut or nylon, which locate 
pitch positions, as on guitars. 

Gamba frets, being tied on with a 
loop around the neck, are slightly 
movable, thus making possible minor 
adjustments in the scale. They may be 
held in place (Please turn to page 232)

ou can effect big character changes with the accessories 

you bring into a room. Even the littlest things will count 
a lot. You may prefer objects of one period, reflecting the 
taste and interests of one particular culture, or it may be an 
amalgam representing many eras and different cultures. In 
either case the sum total of these personal objects, with 
colors and fabrics appropriate to them, will finally determine 
the atmosphere of the room. 

Two rooms designed for different types of possessions are 
shown on these pages and the next. They are identical in 
size and shape. The furniture and its arrangement remains 
the same, yet the over-all effect of each room has its own 
distinct quality. The difference between them—it’s a big one 
—is due to the predominantly European antique possessions 
in one, and, in the other, the bolder character of Eastern, 
African and, mainly, contemporary things. These rooms are 
effective because the furniture and fabrics have a certain 
time- (Text continued on page 290, More pictures overleaf.)

‘Cultural Exchange’ can begin at home

aking a student into your own home as a part of your 
family circle is a way of strengthening international 
relations, a way that almost any family can manage. The re- 
sultant benefits from this “foreign exchange” are so numer- 
ous, enlightening, rewarding, and reciprocal that those of us 
who have tried it are sold on the idea. 
_ The first sensible step is to have a clear and realistic 
notion of what it is you hope to achieve. If your goal is 
purely to welcome intelligent persons of different national- 
ities into your home to learn something of their ways and 
for them to learn more of ours, you won't be disappointed. 
If you’re looking for inexpensive domestic help, if you’re 
likely to begrudge the extra food or resent the loss of family 
privacy, if you hope to “sell” them on America, then the 
experiment is doomed to failure. But if you subscribe to 
this translation from Sanskrit: “Walk together, talk together, 
O ye peoples of the earth; Then and only then, shall ye 
have peace,” the next step is to find a student to fit 
your family. 
Fortunately, there are many avenues leading to one of 


—your home 


these students. And the students as well as the avenues grow 
more numerous every year. 

In our case, we met eighteen-year-old Els Nieuwenhuizen, 
our Dutch student, through a mutual friend. Els had rela- 
tives in our city.

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Is there a cold room 


By JONATHAN ALE) 


Are you paying for space that ts just 

a little too uncomfortable for full-time use? 
Supplemental heating can make it livable, 
and a built-in electric unit is usually 

the best choice. They are economical to 
install, quick to respond, and easy to control. 


One of the many types will fit your situation 





What are the cold rooms? 


Bathrooms, which are often equipped with under- 
size heating units. Even if normally heated, 
they may need exira, fast-responding heat 
when you step out of a bath or shower. 


Basements, when used as, or converted to, living 
space. They don’t need so much heat, since 
the earth around them acts as insulation, but 
usually no provision is made for any in the 
original plan. It is often easier to add unit 
heat than tap the central system. 


Lower levels in a split-level plan. Rooms on this 
level often suffer because the heat is intro- 
duced at the ceiling height. With slab floors 
right on the ground, they actually need extra 
heat to cut down the cool dampness. 


Normally-heated rooms that serve as nurseries or 
as bedrooms for grandparents. These are 
classed as “cold” because they need more 
heat than the central system can provide. 


Glass-walled rooms, particularly those facing south. 
Such rooms can be very hot on a sunny day, 


very chilly on cloudy ones. Central systems 


cannot be adjusted to these changes without 
making the room a separately controlled 
zone. A thermostatically-controlled heating 
unit provides the practical effect of zoning. 


Underheated rooms, simply at the end of the heating 


line. No amount of balancing. or boosting of 
the central system seems to help. 





W is there always one room that never seems quite 
warm enough? Sometimes the pipes or ducts of the 
heating system are too small and can't deliver enough 
heat; in other cases, the rcom is at “the end of the line’— 
the temperature of the air in the ducts or the water in the 
pipes drops too low; in still others, you can’t keep the room 
at an even temperature because its heating requirements 
are different from the rest of the house because of exposure 
or location. Whatever the cause, the room is just a little 
too cool for full-time use. 

If you can’t make these rooms comfortable by adding 
insulation and storm windows, if an expert heating con- 
tractor can’t remedy the situation by adjusting the flow 
from your central heating system, your best cure is probably 
to add built-in supplemental electric heating. This heat, in 
the form of resistance ceiling cable or built-in floor, wall or 
ceiling units, is a far ery from the portable electric heater. 
[t is a thermostat-controlled, quick-responding source of 
heat that becomes an inconspicuous and permanent part of 
the room. It can be installed for less money and with less 
mess than would be involved if you did a major remodeling 
of your present heating system. Even though electricity is 
usually a more expensive heat source than oil or gas, the 
cost can often be justified for its use as supplemental heating. 
First, you won't be using a great deal of electricity since you 
will be adding heat to rooms that are already heated: and 
second, you will save money by avoiding expensive major 
changes in your present heating system. 

Most electric heating equipment produces both radiant 
and convected heat—some units more of one type than the 
other. Radiant heat is like the heat from an open fire or from 
the sun. It can warm your body even though the air around 
you is cold. Theoretically, it warms you only when you are 
directly in line with the source of radiation. Actually, .the 
radiation bounces around the room and bounces back to you, 
even if a chair, drapery, or table comes between you and 
the radiant source. Heat from radiant sources is particularly 
useful where you want an immediate feeling of warmth, such 
as when you step out of a bath or shower. 

Convection heating equipment warms the air and the air 
in turn keeps you warm. In electrical heating equipment. 
the air passes over or through heating coils (warm air rises) 
or air is forced over the heating elements by built-in cir- 
culating fans. The warmed air then mixes with the air in the 
room to keep the temperature at a comfortable level. With 
good air circulation, convected heat penetrates the whole 
room more fully than heat from a radiant source does. 


Electric baseboard heating 


Although baseboard units are the most expensive type of 
electrical heating equipment, they are excellent for use as 
supplemental heat sources. Since they mount on the surface 
of the wall, lower installation cost somewhat compensates 





for the higher equipment cost. Most baseboards deliver a 
mixture of radiant and convected heat. A few models produce 
most of their heat by convection and a few are primariiy 
radiant in nature. One rather large baseboard unit includes 
a fan and produces forced circulation of the warm air; an- 
other heats a closed water system electrically. 

Individual lengths of baseboard consume from 250 to 
6,000 watts. Low wattage units are available for 120-volt 
operation, but, if much heat is required, 240-volt wiring is 
a must. 

Sections of baseboard range in length from 2 to 10 feet 
and most are between 6 and 9 inches high. One baseboard 
is a bare 34 inches high, and the forced air unit mentioned 
above is 13 inches high. Few project more than three inches 
into the room. 

Units can be installed singly or strung together where 
more heat is required. Matching dummy sections can be used 
to create a continuous baseboard along the side of a room 
where only a few heating sections are needed. Since they are 
installed flat against the wall at floor level, they can be 
painted to match the wall above (or the trim in the room), 
making them virtually unnoticeable. 

Although built-in thermostatic controls are available, 
more even room temperatures are insured by separate wall- 
mounted thermostats. All units have some safety devices to 
prevent’ over-heating, but extra protection is now given by 
a new feature called “continuous linear thermal safety con- 
trol,” offered by the best manufacturers. 

Baseboards are usually installed along outside walls to 
supply heat where it does the most good in counteracting 
cold from outside. They can, of course, be installed any- 
where except directly in front of sliding glass doors or glass 
walls that extend right down to the floor. 


Wall-mounted units 


A second common source of electric heat is the wall unit 
or wall panel. These range from small 12” x 12” built-in 
radiant bathroom heaters to 24” x 48” convectors resembling 
modern hot water convectors (radiators), and 78”-high wall 
furnaces. 

There are radiant glass panels, glowing units with 
nichrome wire coils in front of polished reflectors, units 
with integral fans circulating warm air, and panel units 
decorated with plastic laminate or modern grille fronts. 
Capacities in this group range from 590 watts to 5.000 watts. 
Surface-mounted units rarely project more than 4”, and 
some can be fully recessed in the wall. Prices are somewhat 
lower than baseboard units of equal capacity but recessed 
heaters cost a little more to install because of the carpentry 
involved. Many units have built-in controls, although some 
can be connected to wall-mounted thermostats, which will 
control room temperature more accurately. 

The primary advantage of wall heaters is that they occupy 
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in your house ? 


little space and can be placed in more varied locations 
than other types. Generally speaking, they may be compared 
to radiators in both how they are placed and how they 
function. Ideally they should be located below windows, as 
radiators, registers, or convectors are, but units with blowers 
can, where necessary, be placed anywhere in the room and 
still achieve good heat distribution. This type of heating 
unit is particularly well suited for a bathroom or kitchen 
where there is rarely enough unoccupied wall space to 
accommodate baseboard units. For the same reason blower 
types are good in rooms with large areas of floor-to-ceiling 
glass. However, these wall heaters are much more obvious 
than baseboard units or ceiling cable. And you cannot place 
them where furniture will block off the heat. 


Ceiling-mounted units 


Although ceiling-mounted unit heaters are most often used 
in bathrooms, they are equally good in kitchens or in other 
rooms with limited usable wall space. Many ceiling heaters 
are combined with a light or an exhaust fan. They can often 
be installed where a light was previously located, though 
the wiring load must be checked before doing this. Most 
units will heat and circulate room air, or, at another setting 
of the switch, operate as an exhaust fan without heating. 
Lights are usually separately controlled. A multiple-function 
unit of this type is usually lower in initial cost than separate 
units, takes up less space, and is cheaper to install than 
separate units, since only one set of wires is needed. Units 
come in all shapes and sizes. There are round and square 
flush-mounted heaters that recess into the ceiling; round, 
surface-mounted heaters that look like ceiling lighting 
fixtures: suspended units that resemble commercial fluores- 
cent fixtures; and surface-mounted oblong panels. 

Though most ceiling-mounted fan units supply convected 
heat, there are also radiant heaters without fans and at 
least one unit that uses infrared radiant bulbs as the heat 
source. Capcities of most units fall in a range from 750 
watts to 1,500 watts. 


Radiant ceiling panels 


One manufacturer produces a thin flat radiant ceiling 
panel. At the moment only one size is available, but several 
other shapes and sizes are under development. The panel is 
about 2’ long, 4’ wide, and only 1°4,” thick. It delivers 
500 watts of fast responding radiant heat and is wired for 
either a 120-volt or 240-volt power supply. It can be mounted 
against any ceiling material or recessed into the ceiling. Its 
flat, steel outer surface can be painted to match the existing 
ceiling. making it almost invisible. It can be used anywhere 
in the house and makes a particularly good supplemental 
heating solution wherever wall or floor space prevents 
the use of other types of equipment—above floor-to-ceiling 


glass walls, for example. (Please turn to page 253)

i ost of us cannot hope to find the “perfect” house. Cost 
considerations aside, there are just too many other fac- 





tors influencing our choice—location, neighborhood, schools, 
amount of land, availability, ete. We often compromise on 
the house itself, often quite rightly, to satisfy our needs in 
other directions. 

The compromise takes many forms. It may mean buying 
an older house, conceived to fit quite a different pattern 
of living. It may mean buying a brand new tract house, 
built to fit some developer’s concept of the mythical “average 
family.” Or it may mean buying a house with serious, rec- 
ognizable faults. Such a house can be of any age, for newness 
in itself is not a particular virtue and does not insure 
excellence. 

The four-year-old contemporary shown on these ten pages 
was such a house, and in accepting its faults the new owners 
faced up to the necessity of fixing them before the house 
would be “right.”” Though it may never be perfect, the house 





has become—through remodeling, redecoration, and_skill- 





ful furnishing—a unified, graceful, and quite workable home. 

The house had three basic faults: an impractical floor 
plan; service areas—kitchen, bathrooms, laundry—that were 
poorly planned, equipped, and finished; and a lack of over- 
all unity and grace. 

The floor-plan problem was serious. For a house its size 
(approximately 2,000 square feet, not counting the enclosed 
garage). it made surprisingly poor use of the space. “Open 
planning” on both floors gave little privacy. There was no 
place where the six members of the new family could get away 


from each other—no playroom, (Please turn to page 213) 


To add privacy and softness to this high-ceiling, open living 
room, a projecting ledge was built between the lower windows 
and the glass gable and continued around two other walls of 
the room. Curtain tracks are installed on the underside, solving 
a difficult drapery problem and bringing horizontal emphasis 
to the room. Draperies now hang in an unbroken band around 
three sides of the room, even over solid corners.

A large living room is the goal of many homeowners, but beyond 
a certain point, bigness in a room can be a handicap. In this 
house, with no study, no quiet retreat, the 28’ x 16’ living space 
posed a problem. But careful furnishing created four distinctly 
separate use areas for functions not provided elsewhere in the 
house. The main conversation grouping (above) is isolated from 
all through traffic. Low bench provides extra seating without 
turning focus away from the featured view into the treetops 
outside. Restrained drapery and furniture fabrics (right) in 
green and gold harmonize with wood and cane of furniture and 
with outdoor scene. Fabrics are different blends of cotton, 
rayon, and nylon.

and no den. Since it was impossible to divide the existing 
space with solid partitions in any sensible way, a difierent 
approach was needed. 

Folding-sliding wood doors now divide the kitchen-dining- 
family-room complex into two areas. When the doors are 
open, the two rooms function as one; when they are closed, 
the kitchen is largely hidden. Upstairs, the barn-like living 
room was brought down to human scale by installing a 
ledge below the triangular glass gable and extending it 
along the side walls. Continuous curtains and draperies 
were hung around all three sides of the room. Furniture 
divides the room into four use-areas which can function 
more or less independently of each other or can be used 
together for large-scale entertaining. There is a major con- 
versation grouping, a game table where adult suppers may 
also be served, a quiet reading corner, and a work area for 
transacting family business. 

Furnishing and decorating, attuned to the occupants, es- 
tablished a distinct character in each of the bedrooms. 
Making each room a pleasant retreat rather than a small 
sleeping cell brought them into use in the daytime as well 
as in the evening. 

The problem of the service areas called for a more dras- 
tic solution. The apartment-type kitchen was far too small 
for a family of six; the bathrooms were badly arranged, 
having tiny counters and no storage space; and the laundry 
equipment, though conveniently located in the bedroom 
wing, projected unattractively into the hall and could even 


be seen from the living room. (Please turn the page) 


In original version, all kitehen work was visible from dining- 
family room with no way to hide the process of meal prepara- 
tion.

By pushing out one wall of the house, the kitchen was 
enlarged 40 square feet without stealing any space from the 
dining-family room (see the plans on the previous page to 
see what was actually done). An entirely new U-shaped 
kitchen replaced the inadequate old one-wall work space. 
There is more equipment, more storage space, and more 
counter space. Furniture-like cabinets, colorful accessories, 
and decorative utensils give the kitchen a living-room qual- 
ity that almost belies its efficiency. 

New storage counters, cabinets, space-saving bowls, and 
mirrors made attractive combination vanity-lavatories where 
only wash bowls had been—an essential change since both 
of these washing areas were exposed, one in the master suite 
and the other in the bedroom hall. 

The laundry equipment was hidden by designing a barely 
perceptible projecting framework on which folding doors 
could be hung. New stack-on washer and dryer saved enough 
space so that really adequate linen storage could be built 
into the existing laundry-closet. 

How to unify the house was the third problem. The remod- 
eling already described did much to improve the situation: 
complete repainting and new flooring did the rest. 

The inside of the house had been painted many different 
colors—a patchwork quilt that broke the whole into many 
small parts. This compounded the difficulties of an open- 


plan house. Walls, trim, beams, and (Please turn to page 234)

How they turned a poor site into a perfect one 


They Built the Right House 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


his house breathes life into an old platitude: Make the 

most of what is good and minimize what is bad. It also 
has an answer for persons who cannot seem to find the 
“perfect” site on which to build a house. 

The site which Mr. and Mrs. Lucian Small owned had one 
major asset: It was on the bay and had a marvelous view of 
the harbor. Mr. Small, who loves the sea and the activity 
around and about it, is a commissioner of San Diego harbor 
and wanted to live near the bay where he could enjoy its 
stimulating sights and sounds. 

But, except for this one asset, their site was not ideal. 
It was small. It tapered from a width of about eighty feet 
near the street to only fifty feet at the water front. None of 
the sides were parallel. It had a set-back restriction requiring 
that if a wall were six feet high, it must be five feet from the 
property line. It was surrounded on three sides by the 
unsightliness that our civilization knows how to create, in- 
cluding a naval dump (a storage yard). These were not 
things to look out on. The conditions presented a problem 


not easily solved. 


Their problem was solved for them by Robert Mosher, 
an architect who accepted the limitations of the site not as 
a hindrance but as a starting point for the design. He 
planned a house that screens out the immediate surround- 
ings so that the harbor view is seen from within and in an 


architectural frame that nents it instead of diminishing 


it. It is seen, after a carefully prepared build-up, as a 
treasure finally revealed: What might have been liabilities. 
the walls on both sides of the lot (Please turn the page)

The covered entrance walk (a 96-foot-long vista) begins as a 


portico at the left of the motor court (top photo) and leads 
into a cloistered entrance garden (above). This is a complete 
change from the jumbled environment around the house and 
one of the pleasant events by which a person is introduced 
to the house. The rhythm of the piers of the walkway and 
the skylights overhead contribute to the processional quality 
of the entrance. From this garden one turns right and passes 
through the front doors into an entrance loggia that has 
the same rhythmic and eventful quality (photo opposite).

help to form two charming events—the entrance garden and 
the private terrace adjoining the bedrooms—in the sequence 
of happenings building up to the view. 

The arriving guest moves from the motor court, down the 
processional of the covered walk into the cloistered entrance 
garden. From this he enters into the calm and dignified 
logeia. The translucent and grille-covered walls of the loggia 
intimate that something interesting, although perhaps unseen, 
is on the other side. After passing down the loggia he turns 
finally into either the living room or the sitting room where 
the panorama of the harbor in all its splendor is displayed. 

Here, near the harbor, are the rooms in which the Smalls 
spend the greater part of their waking hours. The sitting 
room is combined with the kitchen and recaptures the spirit, 
but not the appearance, of the family kitchen of former 
times. The cooking activities are concentrated in a U-shaped 
working area that is separated from the sitting area by a 
counter-height cabinet with open shelves above. Mrs. Small, 
an excellent cook, can prepare a meal here while Mr. Small, 
his business day finished, relaxes nearby.

as a den or study for him, Mr. Small can watch the passing 
parade of sea-going craft. Every boat that enters or leaves 
San Diego harbor passes this point: aircraft carriers, cruis- 
ers, submarines, yachts, rowboats, etc. 

When they are entertaining, their friends gather here and 
on the outside deck, if weather permits, before the meal is 
served. Mrs. Small can be a part of the occasion and complete 
the meal at the same time. The sitting room is joined to the 
more formal living room by the deck and the entrance loggia, 
as well as through the kitchen. These areas can all be used 
easily as one. Meals may be served in the sitting room, in 
the living room, or on the terrace. 

The sitting room and the living room are furnished, in 
part, with a similar set of low dining tables and chairs that 





are designed for use in both living and dining spaces. These 
can be placed together for serving sit-down dinners for eight 
or ten guests 

Although this would not be called a formal house—it is 
not symmetrical in design—it does have formal qualities 
about it. There is a strong sense of order and organization 
in it. It did not, like Topsy, just grow. This quality itself 


comes from limitations. But they are of another kind, disci- 
plines imposed by the architect upon himself as he ap- 


proached the design process. (Please turn to page 246) 
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View of living room as seen when walking into the room from 
the entrance loggia. The light deck overhead works as a part 
of the transition from the loggia to the living room. A 
contraction of space at this point means that as you walk 
into the living room you feel a kind of release, a sense of 
expansion because of increased width and height of the room. 


This view toward San Diego is seen through the living-room 
doors opening to terrace. The low octagonal table and the 
chairs around it are the same as those in the sitting room, 
so, although there is no formal dining room, a sit-down din- 
ner can be served to eight or more guests.

Collecting—with a purpose 


Collect things that can perform and enrich daily life 


BY LAURA TANNER 


ost of us have at least some of the magpie’s instinct 
for collecting. Some have it more than others, and 
some put it to better use than others. 

Collecting things that contribute something to the quality 
of daily life seems to us a proper goal, and makes a collection 
more than a dust-catcher and space-consumer. 

One category of collecting that has tremendous rewards in 
enriching daily living is the collecting of appointments useful 
in the creating of table settings. We eat three meals a day, and 
at least one of those meals should be exciting and interesting 
— gastronomically and visually. You can make it visually inter- 
esting only if you have a wardrobe of table appointments that 
has character and diversity. But when you have built such a 
table-setting wardrobe, you can indulge in the most amusing 
creative playfulness. 

Anybody can do it. It takes no special talents, no acquired 
knacks. It can be done by anyone with eyes in her head and 
enough interest to carry a kind of mental inventory of what 
she owns. 

One of the most avid collectors of our times is Helena Rubin- 


stein. In the area of table appointments she could be said to 
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be a “big-time” collector, for she owns enough types and colors 
of things so that she could create several thousand different 
table settings before she would have to repeat. Of course, she 
has many residences and must entertain as many as 30 or 35 
people at sit-down dinners, which increases her requirements. 

She has built her collecting around colors. She can set a 
table in all-blue, all-pink, all-orange, all-yellow, all-white, all- 
amethyst, all-gold—to name just a few of her color families. 

She wouldn't. It would be too dull and obvious. But it gives 
you some idea of the color range among her possessions. Since 
her color sense is quite sophisticated (Please turn to page 227)

and daring, she whips up some really electric combinations 
out of her basic color wardrobes. 

One of her most borrowable ideas is the changeable slip- 
cover for dining chairs. Her chairs are upholstered in mus- 
lin, the better to receive slipcovers that fit like a glove. 
All relate to some color family of serving necessities, which 
reside in her cupboards and shelves. Most of the slipcovers 
can be mated to several table-setting color schemes, so she 
gets multiple mileage out of each set. And they play the 
valuable role of knitting together the components used on 
the table into an agreeable whole. 

Mind you, this slipcover legerdemain is not the usual 
winter-to-summer shift. The slipcovers change just as one 
would change the tablecloth or the mats. The most-used 
slipcovers on the high-back chairs are cherry-colored velvet, 
which play a supporting role for many schemes, especially 
in winter. In addition to these there is a set of plain green 
polished cotton and two sets of florals—one with field flowers 
in many colors and another with white and orange tulips on 
a brilliant orange ground. 

Madame Rubinstein states her own philosophy about all 
this very well. “One may have beautiful things, but if they 
are used in a stuffy, unimaginative way, their beauty is 
dimmed and even spoiled. | use my things. I shift them 
about. [ combine them in completely unexpected, unorthodox 
ways. I put things to uses they were not intended for. I strive 
for both elegance and wit. I try to be imaginative about what 
can go with what. Using my possessions this way gives me 
much pleasure.” 

This policy must give her guests much pleasure too, as 
the picture on these pages would indicate. For each is a 
little masterpiece of a composition. It is a pleasure acces- 
sible to all of us, regardless of budget, if we would give 
more thought to our purchases and the daily table setting.

he little British Crown Colony of Hong Kong, perched 

on the southernmost tip of China, is the greatest non- 
Communist Chinese city left in the world. It is the last out- 
post of traditional “Chinese-ness,” with its virtues and faults, 
its teeming, colorful strangeness. And if this were all that 
Hong Kong offered, it would be magfét enough. 

But to a sensitive traveler from the West, the surface 
novelty of tasting something of the mysterious East is only 
one small part of the deep and varied experience that Hong 
Kong opens up to its visitors. It is a place that evokes every 
emotion from pure joy to heartbreak. Nowhere can you see 
more clearly the problems of our troubled world. And in 
few places can you find more of its beauty and richness. 
It is crammed with pleasures and sybaritic delights. Of these 
shopping is the most famous. 

Tourists—both men and women—describe Hong Kong as 
the biggest bargain counter in the world. The city’s deft- 
fingered Chinese, often packed in tiny rooms under only a 
glimmer of light or simply crouched on sidewalks, patiently 
embroider, stitch, carve, join, and polish, making every- 
thing from rattan monkeys and plastic tulips to intricately 
beaded ball gowns, great teakwood sea-going junks, and 
exact copies of the Ming Dynasty’s clean-lined furniture. 

And since this is a free port, some goods cost even less 
than in their country of origin. Shops overflow with the 
finest textiles of Europe and Japan, ancient Buddha heads, 
lustrous Mikimoto pearls, German and Japanese tape record- 
ers and cameras, Mongolian and Tibetan silver, Indian saris 
transparent as spider webs and weighted with bands of gold, 
silks alive and vibrant with color, hand-loomed in Thailand. 

But even to the traveler who comes solely to rush between 
shops and tailors’ fittings, Hong Kong makes a gift of natural 
beauty so great that it permanently ensnares the heart and 
almost paralyzes those addicted to photography. 

Like a pair of Chinese Shan Shui (land and water or Jand- 
scape) scrolls, there are two parts to the British Colony. 
Hong Kong or, properly, Victoria, is 29 miles of rocky island 
pushing almost straight up from blue, gray, and violet seas. 
The island’s cliffs are lush and green, embroidered in 
spring with flowering bush and tree. with tall white 
“luxury” apartment buildings jutting improbably from steep 
slopes.

my refrigerator

I) you take your refrigerator for granted? Is it there 
lor your convenience—a “keeping box” for your 
health’s sake, so that your food won’t spoil? This approach 
to cold storage is not for me. I consider my refrigerator as 
a “treasure chest”—with all sorts of goodies stored therein 
to keep my menus going. In other words, it is a “cold pantry” 
and holds everything from soup to nuts (yes, literally, nuts!). 

Most gals who come to see’me are interested in my clothing 
storage. | am sure most of you give a lot of time and study 
to keeping up your wardrobe, your shoes and sweater shelves. 
But do you give the same consideration to your ice box? 

I have peered into hundreds of ice boxes around the coun- 
try, and what do I find? The same helter-skelter storage, 
with remnants of food stuck hurriedly away and then for-

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The key to my use of the refrigerator is how I put 
things away. Left, you can see how many heavy, tightly- 
covered containers I use for my prepared foods and 
leftovers, Below are my salad-makings as they come 
from the refrigerator.

with a daub of cement after posi- 
tioning. 

The viol is lighter in weight than 
the violin. Its fingerboard is dif- 
ferent, being wider to accommodate 
the six strings but having a flatter 
neck to facilitate fingering. 

Our own gamba is about as big 
as a three-quarter-size cello and is 
made of amber-colored maple and 
spruce with rosewood fingerboard, 
tailpiece, pegs, and other fittings. 
On this particular instrument, as 
on many of them, in addition to the 
sound holes there is a beautifully 
cut “rose” in the belly just under 
the end of the fingerboard. 


HE viola da gamba has a sweet, 

puretone. Nicholas Bessaraboff, 
authority on ancient musical in- 
struments, describes its character- 
istic tone color as “resonant, pleas- 
ant, distinct from the tone color of 
the violin family . . . (with) less 
of the crystalline brillancy of the 
. reedy, not devoid of 
melancholy yet noble and digni- 
fied. Viols sound more poised, less 
nervous than violins.” (See next 
page for recordings of viola da 
gamba. )

Thomas Mace, writing in the 
17th Century, said that the viols 
are “so suitable and agreeing to 
the inward, secret, and intellectual 
faculties of the soul and mind, that 
to set them forth, according to their 
true praise, there are no words suf- 
ficient in language; yet what I cana 
best speak of them, shall be only 
to say that they have been to my- 
self, (and many others) as divine 
raptures, powerfully captivating all 
our unruly faculties and affections 
(for the time) and disposing us to 
solidity, gravity, and a good tem- 
pre; making us capable of heaven- 
ly and divine influences.” 

Viols are particularly appropri- 
ate for music with many voices, 
because their tone is not so bril- 
liant that the over-all effect would 
be too overpowering, yet they are 
edgy enough so that each part is 
heard clearly. 

Viol players can be heard in 
concert today, playing as part of 
other groups such as the New York 
Pro Musica Antiqua. 

The most often used viola da 
gamba today is the string bass of 
the symphony orchestra. Coarsened 
and altered, it is, however, a direct 
descendant of the viol family and 
is still called the “bass viol.” To- 
day, it has heavier strings for more 
power; the frets are gone; and 
there are only four, or sometimes 
five, strings. But much of the con- 


struction is of the viol type and in 
some cases the bass viol player still 
uses the traditional viol method of 
bowing underhand. 

The technique of playing viols 
is similar in some ways to violin 
technique. The instruments are 
usually bowed but sometimes piz- 
zicato (plucking strings) is used. 

The bow is held (see pictures on 
pages 194-195) with the hand un- 
der the bow and the attack is made 
with the tip of the bow. 

To facilitate good technique, the 
frets must be placed correctly. If 
they are tied around the neck tight- 
ly and correctly, they do not move 
during performance. Size and ten- 
sion of strings, of course, will affect 
the tone and must be properly 
chosen. Musicians should be care- 
ful not to pick up a viol and at- 
tempt to play it with the technique 
used by the modern string player. 
Just as a pianist cannot automat- 
ically go to the pipe organ console 
and bring forth finished sounds, 
the violinist cannot superimpose his 
technique on a viola da gamba. In 
fact, a modern guitarist would be 
a more logical choice for a modern 
viol player, from the standpoint of 
technique. 

Probably the most famous com- 
poser for the viol. as well as for 
the keyboard was Orlando Gibbons, 
who lived in the 16th Century. He 
Was a giant among composers from 
the standpoint of quality as well as 
quantity and is known to have writ- 
ten at least 40 fantasies for strings, 
of which nine were published be- 
fore his death in 1625. Other 
important viol composers were Gio- 
vanni Coperario, John Jenkins, 
Monteverdi, and William Lawes. 


HE SUBTLE relaxation of mu- 

sic-making on the viols would be 
a welcome interlude in‘ our hurried 
and harried high-tensioned lives. 
Today’s amateur who wishes to 
play a stringed instrument. but 
whose time does not allow the su- 
preme effort of perfecting violin 
technique, can order and get a 
viola da gamba in less time than it 
takes to obtain a good violin, and 
with less money. Viol makers in 
Europe and America are ready to 
supply viols of quality for $150 
and up. One can buy a beginner’s 
book and with a minimum of prac- 
tice and a maximum of interest, 
can teach himself to play. 

To imagine that one might pick 
up a telephone and invite five fel- 
low violists over for an evening of 
Gibbons fantasies for six viols is 
to stretch the imagination a little, 
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but perhaps (who can say?) the 
future will bring exactly this.

of the piers in the covered walk- 
way, etc. This basic unit does much 
to give unity to the design and to 
establish the rhythmic, processional 
quality of it. This is the quality of 
movement which one enjoys in a 
colonnade or in any kind of order. 

But the particular quality of 
this house that will supply an 
answer to those persons looking for 
building sites and finding only 
those having no outlook is that it 
is not dependent upon an outlook.

For example, a limited palette 
of materials and architectural ele- 
ments is used. In architecture, as 
in dress, this element of restraint 
achieves a certain simplicity and 
dignity. 

The design is also based upon a 
module or a repeated unit of meas- 
ure. In this instance it is 2’ 8”. 
The dimensions of all parts of the 
building are determined by it: the 
sizes of rooms, the spacing of the 
battens on the ceilings, the panels

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Resistance heating cable 


Electric heating cable, a long 
single. strand of insulated resist- 
ance wire, is the most inexpensive 
electric heating equipment for new 
construction. It may also be an 
economical way to heat an addition 
to a house, or a room where an 
entire new ceiling must be installed 


for other reasons. In most other | 
cases, cost of installation will more | 


than eliminate any savings in 
equipment. 

The cable is installed by stapling 
it back and forth across the ceiling 
to form a continuous grid. This is 
then covered with a layer of plaster 


or a layer of gypsum board. The 


cable warms up the plaster (or. 
gypsum board) and, in effect. turns | 





it into a large radiant panel. Be- | 


cause it must heat up the surround- 


ing plaster, it responds slowly. As | 


a result, it is better for rooms that 
need a constant supply of heat 
rather than a rapid change in tem- 


perature. Part of the cable’s heat 


is low-temperature radiation; the 
rest is used to warm up the sur- 
rounding air. If there is limited 
natural air circulation in the room, 
the warm air will stratify and much 
of the heat will be trapped near 
the ceiling while the lower levels 
remain chilly. 

If the room heated with ceiling 
cable has only an.attic or roof over- 
head, good insulation is a must. 
Heat has a natural tendency to rise 
and, if there is no insulation, much 
heat will be lost to the space over- 
head. Ceiling cable cannot be used 
in ceilings finished with insulation 
board, wood, plywood, or acousti- 
cal tile, since these materials will 
retard the flow of heat down into 
the room. 





Cable is also sometimes installed 


in the floor. As supplemental heat, | 


this would be practical only if you 
were remodeling a garage or base- 
ment and planned to pour a new 
concrete slab over the old floor to 
make it higher or to level it. 


Cable for 120-volt 
starts at 200 watts but is rarely

They are particularly good in front | 
of sliding glass doors or window 
walls where they will counteract 
the cold air that flows down the 
glass and creates draft problems 
during the winter. 

A third special type, the ceiling- 
mounted quartz-lamp radiant heat- 
er, is primarily used for industrial 
applications, but it is particularly 
good supplying heat 
doors—under a patio roof, for in- 
stance, or next to a swimming pool. | 
Small units of this type are also 
used as bathroom heaters. These 
heaters produce over 90 per cent 
radiant heat. They heat anybody 
who is underneath them and waste | 


in out-of- 


very little heat warming up the 
surrounding air. Capacities range 


from 1,000 watts.to 4,000 watts for 


home-size units. 


What about thermostats? 


Whatever type of electric heat- 
ing is used, the slight extra cost 
of a separate wall-mounted ther- 
mostat is usually well worth the 
difference. Many units offer this 
choice. If the thermostat is built 
into the heating unit itself, it is 
likely to be affected by the unit’s 
own heat and by the placement of 
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the unit—often against a cold out- 


side wall. Ideally, as with any ther- | 


mostat, the controls for electric 
heating units should be placed on 
an inside wall where the tempera- 
tures are fairly constant and not 
affected by changes in outside tem- 
peratures. 

Thermostats for electric heating 
are of two basic types—line-voltage 
thermostats that actually control 


the full voltage to the heating units 


'and low-voltage thermostats that 
/use relays in the equipment or in 


the power supply line to do the 
on-and-off switching. Most experts 
consider that the low-voltage ther- 


mostats, though more expensive, 


are somewhat more accurate. They | 


are more sensitive to changes in 


the room temperature and conse- | 


quently keep you more comfortable. 

The one place where you don’t 
really need a good thermostat is 
the bathroom: Here a built-in ther- 
mostat or even an on-off switch is

heat only at specific times. The 


| unit may be turned on for a period, 
| then turned off. 


For maximum comfort the ther- 
mostat for supplemental heating 
should be located where it will 
respond to the temperature in the 
room, not just to the heat pro- 
duced by the electric heater. If the 
weather is mild, you can use either 
the existing heating system or just 
the electric heat to keep the room 
warm. In cold weather the supple- 
mental thermostat will call for the 
extra electric heating required to 
keep the room comfortable. 


What will it cost? 


Though the relative cost of the 
units themselves has been indi- 
cated, heating requirements and in- 
stallation costs are so variable that 
it is impossible to project installed 
costs here. The only sure way is 
to get an estimate from a reliable 
contractor. Ceiling cable is usually 
the most economical for additions, 
ceiling units or wall units with 
built-in thermostats the lowest for 
existing situations, and baseboard 
units with separate thermostats the 
most expensive. Since none of these 
are do-it-yourself projects, be sure 
to get installed costs. 

Because most electric heating 
equipment must be installed on its 
own circuit, you will probably have 
to pay for wiring from the heating 
equipment to the service distribu- 


doesn’t have enough electrical ca- 
pacity, you may have to increase 
the size of your service entrance 
equipment. This may add $100 to 
the total cost, perhaps even more, 
but you are likely to need this 
extra power for other future equip- 
ment too. It would be well to pro- 
vide power for air-conditioning and 
other appliances at the same time 
even though you may not plan to 
install them for several years. 


How to buy electric 
heating equipment 

How do you find out about elec- 
tric heat in your own locality? The 
first place to go is your local elec- 
tric power company. Because there 
is no real choice about where you" 
will get your electricity, and be- 
cause they want to promote electric 
heat, power companies are usually 
the best informed local source. 
They may even send out a repre- 
sentative to talk to you about your 
particular situation. 

With so many different ways to 
solve the problem or to produce 
the heat you need, the power com- 
pany man can give you basic ad- 
vice about the types that will work 
best in your situation. They may 
also be able to recommend local 
contractors who are reliable and 
who know how to select, size, and 
install equipment properly. Before 
making a final choice it is best to 
get several bids. Even then, do not 
take the lowest bid without evalu-

It is incredible enough that so 
gigantic a basic start on a city for 
600,000 should have been 
pleted in five years, so it’s not sur- 
prising that it should have the air 
of a freshly built house where the 
family hasn’t quite finished all their 
moving in.

But driving from the bustling 
airport into the city itself, we were 
struck by a strange sense of deser- 
tion, as though there were nobody 
home, although 60,000 are already 
living here. 

It took some time before the 
reason for this began to sink in. 
We were simply missing the atmos- 
phere we are used to feeling in all 
the old cities of the world—the 
buildings crowding out to the prop- 
erty line, the busy intersections 
with their stoplights and policemen 
and halting traffic. These hallmarks 
of the big city don’t exist in Bra- 
silia. This is a city specifically 
planned from scratch to forestall 
the kind of crowd and traffic prob- 
lems that modern living has im- 
posed on cities which were never 
built to cope with the population 
explosion and the demands of auto- 
mobiles and airplanes. The system 
of roadways and clover-leaf turn- 
ings and the placement of buildings 
are so planned that there are no 
crossings. The city, laid out in the 
general form of an airplane, is 
zoned into areas for government, 
for the apartment housing of gov- 
ernment officials and employees, 
for private residences, for embas- 
sies, for business, for recreation 
(there is a nine-mile, man-made 
lake and plans for a yacht club, a 
golf course, a horse club), for busi- 
ness, for transportation depots, and 
for hotels. Convenient schools, 
shopping, and services are included 
in each of the great blocks of 
apartment buildings. 

All in all it represents a big- 
scale “Tnterna- 
tional School” design, an effort to 
organize and categorize human ac- 
tivity within an over-all framework.

special atmosphere of their own 
which reflects the people and their 
local way of life. In Brasilia the 
form has been molded first. the way 
of life is expected to adapt to it. 
Man is supposed to accommodate 
himself to the master plan. 

It has what we would consider 
several of the drawbacks of any 
cut-and-dried plan. It would seem 
to force the population into cate- 
gories—for apartment blocks are 
designed so that government clerks 
live there, single people live here, 
lower-income groups live there. 
And it will be interesting to see, as 
time goes on, whether people are 
going to stay put in their boxes or 
ramble over the line into the wrong 
subdivisions. 

Indeed, one of the great fascina- 
tions of this place is that it starts 
you speculating on its future, and 
most visitors who go there today 
promise themselves a repeat visit 
in a few year’s time, just to see how 
it turns out. 

Brasilia was inaugurated as Bra- 
zil’s new capital in April, 1960, 
just five years after the forceful 
President Kubitschek 
won his campaign to get what many 
Brazilians had been talking about 
for a couple of hundred years—a 
capital city in the center of the 


Juscelino 


country which would serve as an 
incentive toward opening up Bra- 
zil’s vast, almost unbelievably rich. 
but untapped and unsettled inter- 
ior. For centuries Brazil’s only de- 
velopment area was _ its coastal 
strip along the Atlantic Ocean. 
Now the coast and the interior are 
finally linked by planes, which the 
Brazilians seem to use like buses, 
and by a series of new highways 
from Rio de Janeiro, the former 
capital. 600 miles to the north- 
west; Belo Horizonte, 450 miles to 
the southeast, and Belem, 1,400 
miles to the north. 

The city pian was designed by 
Lucio Costa. The major buildings 
were designed by Oscar Niemeyer, 
a strongly Corbusier-influenced ar- 
chitect whose buildings are every- 
where in Brazil. 

If you are prejudiced, as we are, 
against virtuosity in design for its 
own sake, you will feel that the 
architecture leaves much to be de- 
sired. One has the impression that 
the architect anxious to 
show what it is possible to form in

Branches 
of banks, airline offices, rooming 
houses, movie houses, restaurants, 
and shops have sprung up all along 
its red-mud streets. and you have 
the feeling that the people are just 
naturally finding their own level in 
a mishmash of all kinds of slapped- 
together buildings. Again one won- 
ders how it’s all going to turn out. 
For it was originally intended to 
flood the whole area when the job 
of Brasilia was finished. but the 
Free Town residents are protesting 
the destruction of the town. threat- 
ening to leave their jobs and Bra- 
silia unfinished unless they are as- 
sured that the town will stay.

Not the least fabulous part of 
our adventure in Brasilia was the 
fact that we flew there direct from 
New York via Varig Airlines’ new 
707 Boeing jet in eight hours and 
eight minutes. a flight this most 
efficient airline makes every Satur- 
day, stopping at Brasilia en route 
to Rio and Sao Paulo. Varig has a 
45-day excursion fare, in effect all 
year round, which lets you take in 
all three cities. Cost for First Class 
round trip is $672 plus jet sur- 
charge of $50; for Tourist Class.

HOW I RUN MY REFRIGERATOR 


CONTINUED From Pace 230 


First off, they lose luster, fragrance 
and flavor, and your refrigerator 
becomes a melange of odors. I have 
seen the butter on the plate, the 
cream in the pitcher. the roast in its 
cooking pan all getting duller as 
time passed. Foods standing in 
open-faced dishes will eventually 
go down the drain or into the gar- 
bage can. Perhaps you can afford 
to waste it, but can you afford the 
time and labor you throw away? 


DO not look upon these cooked 

foods as “saving,” but rather as a 
backer-upper to flavor and enhance 
the next day’s cookery. They are 
not dull, mundane leftovers that 
many regard as a dreary mess, but 
they are my bank of goodies to bol- 
ster new dishes and to save work 
and energy. 

There are several items that you 
must have on hand to simplify your 
storage and to keep foods sparkly 
fresh: Saran wrap, aluminum foil, 
plastic bags, and plastic boxes in 
all sizes. Freezer jars and covered 
enamel dishes also are used as con- 
tainers. If you don’t have Desco- 
ware, then use any enameled coy- 
ered container you have. (Person- 
ally, I do not like foods in metal.) 

The darnedest things live in my 
refrigerators, and you will probably 
swoon when you hear about some 
of them. But J will take you on a 
tour of my refrigerators. Put up 
your feet and get a cup of tea for 
here we go! We have three refrig- 
erators: one at the bar, an under- 
counter one in our main cooking 
area, and a large four-door-commer- 
cial box brought up from the old 
house which is 30 years old. Alto- 
gether we have 37 cubic feet of 
refrigerator space, and this does 
not include freezer space. One can- 
not have enough cold storage. 

In the “frig” at the bar we keep 
Aalborg’s Akvavit, Snap-e-tom, and 
Libby’s tomato juice, beer, Cokes, 
and Seven-Up—everything needed 
to mix drinks. I also keep iced tea, 
gingerale, and tonic water here. 
Lemons and limes in a plastic bag 
(natch) live there too. 

In the undercounter cold box, 
which is a few degrees colder than 
the large box, I keep cooked meats. 
the breakfast items, and any spe- 
that is This 


“breakfast box?’ has sausages, a slab 


cialty perishable. 
of bacon, eggs, butter, milk, jams 
and jellies, instant coffee, tinned 
coffee, and coffee beans in a plas- 
tic bag. The bacon and sausage are 
wrapped in wax paper and then 
either in foil or a plastic bag. The 
eggs are in plastic boxes, for, be- 


lieve it or not, an egg loses fresh- 
ness in the open. Our breakfast 
English muffins are here in a plas- 
tic bag, as well as hand-ground 
cornmeal! in freezer jars. This box 
we had custom-made because we 
needed a special size and we 
wanted it lined with stainless steel. 
Now to get to the big refriger- 
ator. My gosh, it is really a “work- 
ing” ice box! I cook three meals a 
day, for from two to eight daily, 
and because there was so much 
traffic in and out of that poor box 
I had to evolve a system. The kids 
mill home for an afternoon snack. 
My dear husband (who can never 
find anything) would hunt around 
for something and the ice box be- 
came a shambles. Now it is pretty 
well organized and at least only 
one or two shelves get disrupted. 
The very top shelf has six cans 
each of jellied consommé of two 
brands: Campbell’s beef and 
Heinz chicken. These are always 
on hand to help me with last min- 
ute soups. I call it the luxury shelf, 
for I have a paté sitting there and 
a jar of caviar. Fancy packs of 
fruits, slivered almonds in a small 
plastic box, marinating olives, 
home-made mustard. The luxury 
shelf is really for the “drop-in 
trade” and it’s always ready to go. 


EXT below is the “farm” shelf, 

with the basic supply of cheese, 
butter, extra cream and milk, and 
eggs. I keep quite a selection of 
cheese on hand, from Brie, Camem- 
bert, Swiss. Colombo, Port du 
Salut, and Cheddar, to a wheel of 
Roquefort. Now some of these 
cheeses are “fragrant,” which is 
the understatement of the year. So 
they must be carefully and well 
wrapped. Never wrap cheese in foil 
without first wrapping it in wax 
paper. This I learned the hard way. 
We were away on a trip and, when 
I returned, guests dropped in. Of 
course I brought out the cheese. 
That lovely wheel of Roquefort had 
disintegrated the foil wrap into 
tiny bits and pieces and I had to 
chuck the whole thing out. But with 
masses of wax paper and then foil, 
the cheese keeps beautifully for 
long periods of time. I get it out in 
the morning, if I have enough 
warning that guests are coming, so 
the cheese can warm up to room 
temperature. Grated Parmesan 
cheese in-a freezer jar is also on 
the farm shelf. 

Keep your cartons of cream and 
milk closed! They will sour very 
quickly unless carefully capped. If

you have leftover butter, wrap it in 
wax paper and put back in the car- 
ton; it takes time, but it will be 
sweeter. 

I have a meat shelf, and on mar- 
keting day it is jam-packed 
with roasts, poultry, and fish. I 
usually leave them in their original 
packages, even to the sacks they 
come in, for ease of storage. The 
meat producers might say I am not 
correct, but it works for me. I buy 
ground meat for Thursday night 
dinner, fish for Friday, a steak for 
Saturday, chicken for Sunday, lamb 
for Monday, and beef for Tuesday 
or Wednesday. These items vary, 
and each week is not just the same. 
A flank steak may take the place of 
the ground beef. Squab or turkey 
may take the place of the chicken. 
A pork roast or ham may take the 
place of the rib roast or lamb. But 
this is a very convenient pattern to 
gear your life to when planning for 
the week. The longer you keep the 
lamb and the rib roast, the tenderer 
they will be. Use the items that do 
not keep well first. 


N THE pastry shelf I keep 

sourdough French bread in a 
plastic bag, cookies, and cakes, and 
a pie in their boxes, and stored in 
plastic bags or boxes. These are 
ready to be whisked out still with 
that I also have 
there brown-and-serve rolls and 
canned bread items, such as but- 
termilk biscuits and sesame bread 
sticks. Sourdough bread for sand- 
wiches is here, ready for the gang 
to come in and make their “Dag- 
woods.” 

The vegetable shelf contains the 
washed lettuces, uncooked vegeta- 
bles, all carefully packaged, plus 
the plastic boxes with the soft veg- 
etables, melons, etc. 


oven-freshness. 


Now to the orange dishes. There 
is many a joke around our house 
about “Mom’s orange dishes.” One 
day I came in and there was Sue, 
peering into the ice box and mum- 
bling to herself. I asked, “What in 
the world are you doing, dear?” 
She turned and said, “Mom, do you 
realize you have 19 orange dishes 
on the shelf?” I was a little horri- 
fied myself at this, but I will take 
you through them and let you see 
how my mind works with those lit- 
tle dibs and dabs of food. 

I never throw anything away that 
I have cooked, even to a teaspoon 
or two of vegetable juice from the 
cooking skillet. There are two cov- 
ered dishes of fruit juice, boiled 
down to a syrupy consistency to 
be used 


over Slenderella cottage 


cheese and fruit. There is a cas- 
serole of crispy cooked broccoli, to 
be used as a salad. (Or it can be 
run in the electric blender and 
whizzed with a little buttermilk for 
a cold, pale-green soup.) 

In another dish are four mush- 
rooms. These will be sliced paper 
thin to go into consommé or a sal- 
ad. Cooked carrots are in another 
container; these also will go into 
either soup or salad. Incidentally, 
the carrots were cooked in left-over 
mushroom broth to make them ex- 
tra special. 


HERE is a larger container hold- 
ing three varieties of cooked 

squash: zuccini, yellow crook neck, 
and round scalloped summer squash. 
I get the smallest that I can find, 
cook them whole, and serve them 
with brown butter and chives and 
parsley. When I serve them next, 
they will probably go into a flat 
casserole with a light Mornay 
sauce. Spring beans are in another 
and these have been 
cooked whole. I will make a de- 
licious salad with the beans, plus 
Julienne ham, slivered tiny green 
onions, and chopped parsley. Ill 
surround them with sliced tomatoes 
and have a main course luncheon. 

Now you will wonder why I kept 
that bit of left-over cheese soufflé. 
That will go into the electric blend- 
er, with cream added, and there I 
have a creamy, dreamy sauce for 
the cauliflower! 

Don’t toss out anything! Ponder 
it and wonder what you can do with 
it! It can be a soup or a sauce or 
an ingredient in a salad. Even that 
bit of chili con carne or enchilada 
can be whizzed and added to a soup 
or a sauce! 

You are probably wondering 
about those orange dishes I keep 
talking about. They are heavy 
enamel-covered iron, all with their 
own heavy lids. They are cook-and- 
serve ware, which means I cook in 
them, serve, store, and then cook 
again in them. In short, they save 


casserole, 


dishwashing. Most women, I no- 
tice, have one set of utensils for 
cooking, another for serving, an- 
other for refrigerator storing, etc. 
around an endless circle. Not me, 
I’m lazy and I admit it. So I have 
lots of orange dishes to save work. 

When we are planning a trip, 
then my stock of orange dishes goes 
down to practically nothing, and I 
have a heck of a time dreaming up 
what to have to eat. These dishes of 
food are an inspiration to me for 
another day’s cooking. Preparation 
time for many a luncheon and din-

ner is brought down to a minimum 
because of these previously cooked 
vegetables, essences, etc. 

The tiniest bit of fruit left, straw- 
berries, cherries, or peaches, will 
start the base of a fruit cup for 
breakfast by adding sliced bananas, 
oranges, or whatever is around. 

Care of meat and poultry that I 
have cooked is most important also. 
Don’t put the roasting pan with the 
meat in the refrigerator. I know it 
is the line of least resistance, but it 
is bad management. | allow all 
meats to cool to room temperature 
in an uncovered container before 
refrigerating. The cooking pan is 
sloshed out with boiling water, and 
the broth poured into a Pyrex 
pitcher, so that fat can rise and 
be easily removed and [| can use 
the good part. In the morning I cut 
the beef away from the bone, for it 
will disintegrate at the bone first. 
The bones I toss into a broth to- 
gether with carrots, onions, and 
celery to make a broth-gravy to be 
used that night with the meat. I 
remove the bones, whizz the vegeta- 
bles and sauce in the blender and 
I have a delicious sauce. | do this 
with both lamb and beef. 

If it happens to be lamb, then I 
am ‘apt to do a curry for dinner. 
The meat is wrapped in wax paper, 
then in foil, tightly packaged. I 
have kept meat this way in the cold 
box for ever so long. 

When cutting cabbage. melon, 
and, yes, even eggplant, cover the 
cut side immediately with wax pa- 
per, then wrap firmly in foil. It will 
keep several days. Do not take the 
seeds out of melons. Actually, that 
goes for any fruit or vegetable. If 
you use only half an avocado, use 
the half without the seed. Store the 
one with seed in wax paper then in 
a plastic bag or box. It will discolor 
only slightly and only around the 
edges. 

If you can get really fresh-picked 
corn, get a few extra ears. Cook 
them all in 50 per cent of the husks. 
The extra ones store in a plastic 
bag, husks and all. In a day or two, 
slice off the corn, add it to string 
beans, or lima beans for that good 
old succotash. Leaving some of the 
husks on adds flavor, but is a great 
flavor insulator when it comes to 
ice-box storage. 

The next time you are hurriedly 
sticking something in the ice box, 
stop and at least put plate and all 
in a plastic bag. Twist the end, ex- 
pelling as much air as possible, and 
tuck the end under the plate to 
hold it. 1 use rubber bands or gar- 
den “twistems” to close the bag 
tightly and keep out the air. Our

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know how long vacuum-packaged 
meat lasts. So in our own kitchens 
we can do the same in our own cold 
box. Goodness knows, we have all 
the equipment to do it with the 
least amount of time and trouble. 

All this talk has had to do with 
refrigerating cooked foods. But this 
is only half of it. Keeping the un- 
cooked foods properly is an art in 
itself. And it matters, because then 
you don’t have to shop so often. 

I go shopping only one day a 
week, usually on Thursdays, be- 
cause of the “specials.” When I get 
home, it takes me quite a time to

to understand what makes it what 
it is. And since it is no longer as 
generally on public display as it 
used to be, you have to find ways of 
getting acquainted with it. You can 
do this by exposing yourself to 
quality home furnishings through 
the pages of magazines like House 
BEAUTIFUL. Write for manufac- 
turer’s catalogs which are offered 
in their ads. Some may cost you as 
much as $5, but are worth it if you 
are seriously studying quality. Go 
to see what the finest stores have 
on display. Study their model 
rooms. Go to the decorators’ shows 
where fine things are usually ex- 
hibited. Learn the names of manu- 
facturers who are reputed to pro- 
duce the best. 

Then get into the showrooms 
themselves, where you can actually 
see at close range the things you’ve 
been studying. Most showrooms are 
“closed” to the public, meaning 
that you as a retail customer can- 
not enter and browse around on 
your own. You must be accom- 
panied by, or introduced by, a qual- 
ified purchaser—a decorator, store 
dealer, or architect. In the past 
few years some of the showrooms 
have been relaxing their “closed 
door” policy, inviting the public to 
come in and look around. But in no 
case will a reputable showroom sell 
anything directly to a retail cus- 
tomer. In other words, showroom 
shopping procedure means that you 
must have the help of a decorator 
(independent or store-employed) 
or a willing dealer. 

Some decorators operate their 
own shops with samplings of show- 
room merchandise in stock. From 
them you could buy such things as 
fabrics and wallpapers without 
even having to go to a showroom, 
making your selections from cata- 
logs, sample books, and swatches. 

Something like 2,500 retail stores 
now have decorating departments. 








and while they naturally prefer to — 
sell merchandise from their own | 


stock, they will, if you cannot find 
what you want, send their decora- 
tors with you, or introduce you, to 
showrooms and make your  pur- 
chases for you. Some stores are 
agreeable to making individual 
showroom purchases for you. 

The usual practice in fine show- 
rooms is to have all merchandise 
tagged either with a list price, or a 
coded number so you can find out 
what you should be paying. The 
decorator or the store does your 
buying for you. He will be billed 
for the merchandise at a wholesale

rate and in turn bills it to you, tak- 
ing a profit in customary retail way. 

Generally you pay no more for 
shopping in a showroom than you 
would elsewhere, and if you buy 
through a decorator, you get the 
bonus of a decorator’s professional 
advice included in your purchasing 
price, because it is in the profit on 
sales that most decorators make the 
larger part of their income. 

The case for putting yourself 
into the hands of a decorator is 
worth your consideration, because 
with a decorator in your life, just 
as you have a doctor or a dentist, 
you always have a passport to the 
finest merchandise. But you would 
do well to investigate your deco- 
rator as carefully as you would a 
doctor or dentist, choosing one 
whose academic, aesthetic, and fi- 
nancial record is well established. 
There are well over 3,000 qualified 
decorators in the country, most of 
them products of the 136 special- 
ized schools and colleges who offer 
certified courses in interior design 
and decoration. But there are prob- 
ably thousands more so-called dec- 
orators—ladies with “‘flair” and lit- 
tle basic knowledge who have man- 
aged to do enough work for friends 
to have established credit and got- 
ten entree into some showrooms. 

Even if you fancy that you are 
perfectly capable of doing your 
own decorating, a decorator can 
save you endless shopping time, 
opening up sources to you that you 
may not have known existed, bring- 
ing to the selection of your furnish- 
ings a background of specialized 
skills and experience. 

People who have shied away from 
decorators in the past have usually 
done so out of fear of the unknown, 
for as a class decorators have man- 
aged to convey to the public the 
impression that they work in mys- 
terious ways, high-flown, and above 
all, expensive. 

There are several methods by 
which independent decorators may 
get paid for their work. Most of the 
time when they do residential work, 
they take their payment from the 
profit they make on the merchan- 


dise they sell their clients. This is | 


the most common procedure. How- 
ever, if a decorator does special de- 
signing for a room involving blue- 
prints, drafting or rendering, or for 
custom-order furnishings, he can be 
expected to charge a fee for this. 
If he functions as a contractor, 
supervising such 


ordering and 


things as painting, wallpapering, or 


carpentry, he usually charges a 
percentage of the labor costs. If 
you hire such workmen yourself, it 
is fair for the decorator to charge a 
fee for supervising the work. The

It is customary, too, for a client 
to make an advance payment, usu- 
illy about a third of the total cost, 


before decorating work starts. 

For consultation and design serv- 
ices where nothing is to be bought, 
decorators charge a fee, either for 
the over-all job, or by the hour. 

We've been talking about the 
decorator’s operation when you en- 
gage him to decorate a room or a 
whole house. But suppose you are 
simply seeking his services as a 
buyer to get you a few yards of 
showroom fabric, a batch of wall- 
paper, or incidental furniture? 

You must remember that a deco- 
rator is not in business solely as a 
His primary 
stock in trade is his design skill 


purchasing agent. 
which he naturally prefers to exer- 
cise on a complete decorating job. 
So, unless you are one of his regu- 
lar clients, he may not be delighted 
to spend his time searching out 
patterns and colors and putting 
through a small order for you. 
Some decorators may do this as a 
courtesy or because they feel that 
you may later be a potential client 
for a bigger decorating job. If, 
however, the decorator operates a 
shop, he may then be quite willing 
to sell you what you want from the 
showroom samples he has on hand. 

Decorators in the decorating de- 
partment of a store are naturally 
employed by the store. Procedures 
vary, but in most stores there is no 
charge for the service. You are ex- 
pected, of course, to purchase from 
the store. As a measure of protect- 
ing themselves from people who 
simply want to sit down and talk 
over their

without making any purchases, 
some stores charge a consultation 
fee, which will be absorbed by any 
merchandise which is later pur- 
chased. Stores prefer to sell their 
own stock, but if you can’t find 
what you want, most are willing to

and architects. Some may sell to 
upholsterers and wallpaper stores 
only if these dealers invest in their 
sample books. On the other hand, 
most of the furniture showrooms in- 
vite dealers to buy from them. But 
in all showrooms, the bona fide dec- 
orator is welcome. 

On the face of it, it may seem 
curious indeed that a customer who 
is willing to pay for what a manu- 
facturer has to sell cannot get it 
through the familiar retail chan- 
nels. But that is how it is. If you 
want the exceptional, the rare, the 
unusual, learn how to use the show- 
room. To date, the quality-con- 
scious shopper’s best bet is to get 
a decorator. 

Unquestionably, showroom shop- 
ping has taken hold. It is estimated 
that by far the larger proportion of 
top quality goods has been sold 
through showrooms during the past 
fourteen years. Customers appar- 
ently enjoy the atmosphere—usu- 
ally rather rarified and quiet. They 
have a broad selection to choose 
from, and can often derive decorat- 
ing ideas from the merchandise dis- 
plays, for most showrooms take 
great pains to present their goods 
to greatest advantage in room set- 
tings or accessorized vignettes, fre- 
quently designed by topflight dec- 
orators. Some enterprising show- 
collect 


rooms unique accessories 


which decorators may also buy. 

There are few large cities in the 
country where “quality” show- 
rooms do not exist, so that show- 
room shopping is becoming more 
and more feasible to more and 
more consumers. Some of the cities 
where there are showrooms are 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Providence, Baltimore, Pittsburgh, 
Buffalo, Cleveland, Detroit, Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis, Terre Haute, 
Atlanta, | Memphis, 
Birmingham, Tampa, Miami, Min- 
neapolis, St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Wichita, Dallas, Fort 
Smith, Denver, San Francisco, and 
Los Angeles.

In fact whole showroom neigh- 
borhoods have sprung up in major 
cities from coast to coast. In some 
cases, the showroom operators have 
got together and planned home fur- 
nishings shopping centers, such as 
you will find in San Francisco’s 
Jackson Square, and in the Robert- 
son Center and La Cienega Center 
in Los Angeles. Sometimes these 
centers of decorator-quality show- 
rooms are in a single building, like 
the Decorative Arts Center, the De- 
sign Center for Interiors and the 
Decorators Mart in New York, Chi- 
cago’s Merchandise Mart and Ex- 
hibitors Building, and the Dallas 
Decorative Mart. 
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Raise a low fence. Vines on a wire framework may sometimes be used 
to add wanted privacy on top of a fence otherwise limited in height by com- 
munity regulations.

our delight, Els’s mother sent a | 
three-inch chocolate “B”, “C’, and 
“PD” to each of our children for 
Christmas.

Els was extremely knowledge- 
able about food. She appreciated | 
what we ate and taught me how 
to fix a few Dutch dishes like 
Hutspot and Huzarensalade. Hut- 
spot is a one-dish meal of braised 
beef, carrots, potatoes, onions, and 
apples cooked slowly in a “Dutch” 
oven. Huzarensalade is a traditional 


potato salad served at buffet par- 
ties or receptions where the food | 
is prepared ahead of time and in | 
great quantities. But it was in the 
snack department that Els showed 
real versatility. She introduced us 
to sliced strawberry sandwiches, 
Rusk toast sprinkled with choco- 
late shot, fried onions and tomatoes 
on a slice of cheese, and coffee 
topped with whipped cream. 
Compared to the Dutch, our spe- 
cial offerings seemed rather mea- 
ger, but we did serve popcorn, figs, 
artichokes, waffles, and 
corn-on-the-cob for the first time in 
Els’s life.

A useful yardstick 


An extra benefit of having a teen- 
ager from another background and 
with another education in close as- 
sociation with our own family was 
that she served as an interesting 
yardstick.

This in itself was worth learn- 
ing. What we had not foreseen was 
that inescapably one makes com- 
parisons. And what I observed was 
both satisfying and challenging. In 
many areas we are doing a fine job 
of raising children. In others we 


could do well to adopt some foreign 


improvements. 
For instance, compared to for- 
eign-reared children, 


ours seem 


more independent in thought and 


action. Our country’s ideal of the 


self-made person in which each 
_ individual selects his own path and 
_ makes his own decisions is reflected 
in the 


behavior of our children. 
They are prepared to choose their 


_ own school courses, to study alone, 
to plan social activities, and gen- 
erally to stand on their own feet. 


In contrast, the foreign students, 
who have lead more circumscribed 


lives, look towards someone in au- 


thority to guide them. Els, for ex- 


ample, was unprepared for the baf- 


fling task of selecting her own high 
school subjects.

ing, etc., and they continue to enjoy 
and support it as they grow older. 
Plainly not enough of our people 
are well-educated in these fields. 
And lastly, the most admirable 
quality among visiting students in 
this country is their sense of per- 
sonal responsibility towards their 
homelands. They seem to sense that 
are and the 
changes will probably take place 
during their lifetimes. They have a 
sense of history and want to as- 


times changing, 


sume a role in it—either by teach- 
ing their countrymen, by bettering 
the status of women, by improving 
health conditions, by raising living 
standards, or by helping to form 
new governments. As yet, I see few 
signs of our students awaking to 
their own leadership potential but 
perhaps times are changing here, 
too, and we will find more young 
people arousing themselves from 
complacency into action, 

But above all, the thought that 
lingers longest after a foreign stu- 
dent leaves is the “One World” 
feeling that despite our differences 
we did live together and become 
friends. And I, for one, would like 
to make it a yearly practice. 


How do you find a 


foreign student? 


The American Field Service pro- 
gram for international scholarships 
is one “avenue.” This independent 
and dedicated organization is re- 
sponsible for placing some 1.500 
high-school students a year in 
homes throughout the United States 
and Alaska. Its exchange program 
is well conceived, carefully super- 
vised, and community-sponsored. 
The program is aimed solely at 
bringing teenagers from abroad to 
study in American secondary 
schools and to live with American 
families for one school year. This 
is perhaps the most completely 
charted of any of the abundant ex- 
change programs. Most of the ad- 
justment problems are anticipated 
and responsibilities shared. 

Not every family would want an- 
other teenager about the house, so 
for them a college-age or graduate 


student may offer more stimulation 


and less parental responsibility. 
The Foreign Students’ office or 


Dean of any nearby college or 
university is the best avenue for 
contacting an older student. 

In talking to secretaries in three 
of these college offices, I was told 
that at the beginning of every 
semester they receive such specific 
requests as: a widow would like a 
student to share her home and to 
talk French with her; a doctor will 
provide a room in exchange for 
lawn maintenance; a family with 
horses offers room and board to a 
student in exchange for watering 
and feeding the animals; a TV 
actress wants to exchange board 
and room in return for a reliable 
baby-sitter. 

Such requests are simply passed 
on to students looking for cost-free 
housing. The students and the host 
families then work out their own 
agreements. 

Other families look through the 
classified section of the college 
newspaper. Or, they wait until after 
the first confusing week of registra- 
tion is over and then place their 
own ad, stating sex, nationality, or 
language preference, nearness to 
classes, living conditions and any 
special attractions like a swimming 
pool or box at the opera. 

Year after year these families 
manage to work out “exchanges” 
with a varied and fascinating suc- 
cession of young visitors. Frequent- 
ly, in the case of happy arrange- 
ment, one student will introduce his 
successor to the American family. 

Service clubs may also serve as 
“agent.” VISA (Visiting Interna- 
tional Students Association) of the 
Rotarians normally confines its ef- 
forts to arranging parties and 
home-cooked meals for foreigners, 
but in cases where there is a need 
they will try to locate homes and 
jobs for the students they sponsor. 

And finally, there is the simple 
and direct avenue of inviting the 
children of foreign friends to spend 
a year with you. Europeans, in 
particular, are accustomed to send- 
ing their children abroad for six 
months to a year to “live with a 
family” as they call it. They do this 
first in one country and then in 
another to improve their young- 
sters’ speaking ability in several 
languages and to afford them travel 
opportunities with supervision.

This is what China used to be, 
particularly south China. Perhaps 
you will savor it the more because 
it is a relic, a pattern of life and 
thinking the Communists are metic- 

| ulously among 650 
| million Chinese to the north. 
You can see how the Chinese, 
adaptability, 
“make do”—often living quite lit- 
‘erally on the streets or in flimsy 
patchwork huts of discarded wood 
and cardboard that they have built 
on rooftops and on the city’s steep 
| hillsides. Most of them live in mile 
upon mile of decrepit, dingy multi- 
celled buildings where “home” for 
a family of five may be a single bed 
in a room shared with many and 
| the toilet is a bucket in an almost 
waterless, shared kitchen. But like 
the Chinese themselves, these taw- 
dry, ancient structures manage to 
avoid a look of hopelessness. Not’ 
a dingy verandah that isn’t cheer- 
fully dotted with green plants and, 
in spite of Hong Kong’s grave wa- 
ter shortage, the never-ending lines 
of clean laundry stretched on bam- 
boo poles over the teeming streets 
below are a real affirmation of hu- 
man tenacity. 

This is life-seeing, as opposed to 
sightseeing, and it is usually an

Hong Kong, as you can gather, 
is a place where an American can 
wake up to what’s going on in the 
world. 

As for conventional sightseeing, 
you will want to drive around the 
island and the New Territories, 
preferably in the car of a knowl- 
edgeable friend, but. failing that, 
Everett Tours and Hong Kong 
Tours, both with booking desks in 
the Peninsula Hotel, furnish tours 
in private cars. The tour of Vic- 
toria, with its unending, ever- 
changing panorama of sea, islands, 
mountains, junks, and sky, might 
commence with a trip to “the top of 
The Peak.” (In the not-so-olden 
days, how high up The Peak you 
lived was a better index of your 
social status than your position in 
government.) You ride in a little 
funicular which climbs so vertically 
that the landscape below and _ be- 
hind you pulls all awry, like some 
extreme distortion of a modern 
painter. The view is truly magnif- 
icent. and you will want to stop on 
Stubbs Road to see the wide stretch 
of the harbor. You will pass both 
Hong Kong’s mansions 
(Chinese as well as European) and 
refugee squatters’ huts; the lovely, 
flower-laden fashionable areas, and 
the little Chinese alleyways.

OU WILL wander a while at 
Aberdeen, home of thousands of 
junks on which people are born, 
married, bear their children, live, 
and die. You may lunch on one 


cinating to see, as are parts of the 
long border. But you are not al- 
lowed to go that far unless you 
have a special dispensation from 
the Hong Kong police and an es- 
cort, who usually finds it difficult 
to understand why strangers think 
any of this area interesting. How- 
ever, you get close enough to China 
to see its mountains and a valley 
where, if a cock crows, you are not 
sure whether it belongs to the Cap- 
italist side or the Marxist! 

You pass through the typical 
south China countryside; the moun- 
tains and plains, unaware of poli- 
tics, repeat one another across 
Kwangtung province and the Brit- 
ish Crown Colony. You will see the 
men and women of south China 
working in the fields, in much the 
ancient manner; in fact, they are 
the only free farmers, with the 
right even to curse the government, 
on that great stretch of geography 
once ruled by Dragon Emperors. 


OU WILL find yourself back in 

history when you pass little vil- 
lages established eight long cen- 
turies ago, still retaining their pro- 
tective walls and moats. Here in 
the New Territories, too, are col- 
leges for refugee students from the 
mainland and many of the fac- 
tories that are making this over- 
crowded city booming and _pros- 
perous. 

On a morning tour of the New 
Territories, you may lunch at The 
Shatin Heights Hotel, overlooking 
the great valley of rice fields that 
used to supply the Emperor’s table. 

As for the sea, if the motor launch 
trips around Hong Kong seem a 
little prosaic, take the regular com- 
mercial ferry to some of the outly- 
ing islands. A typical trip to three 
of them costs under one dollar; on

There, 
at one moment you see relics of the 
earliest European visits to this part 
of Asia; the next minute you are 
watching Chinese pass under the 
gate that separates the tiny and 
somewhat tired European colony 
from a gigantic and fulminating 
Red China. 


IGHT life in Hong Kong is dull 
compared to many other cities. 

But there is a different kind of off- 
beat experience that can be reward- 
ing if you want to get a little below 
Hong Kong’s shopping and scenic 
surface. Telephone Miss Madge 
Newcombe, the very obliging sec- 
retary of the Hong Kong Council 
of Social Service, and ask her to 
arrange for you to see some or just 
one of the worst and the most en- 
couraging places, and people, in this 
prospering but slum refugee city.

pay anywhere else.

American shoppers must heed a

ly prohibit Americans from bring- 
ing or shipping into the U.S.A. any 
of the many articles in Hong Kong 
that are made in and exported 
Communist China.

You may not have antique Chi- 
nese furniture, Coromandel screens, 
old cabinets and lacquer ware, red- 
and-gold wedding chests. You must

avoid time-mellowed ivories, 
cades, lovely fragments of embroi- 


dery from ancient robes, and the 


top-quality, recently embroidered 
blouses, lingerie, and table linens. 
Forbidden are the really fine por- 
celains, the Communist-discarded 
gods and carvings from dismantled 
temples, much jade, most costume 
jewelry, and ornaments of semi- 
precious stones. 

Also prohibited, if purchased in 
Hong Kong, are certain things that 
“look” Chinese, regardless of their 
country of origin. This includes 
most scrolls and paintings, Burma’s 
delightful duck-and-owl-shaped lac- 
quer boxes, Buddha heads from 
India or Southeast Asia. Thai silk 
stoles. luncheon sets, or silk by the 
yard are also forbidden because 
this fabric is now imitated in Com- 
munist China, as are Italian and 
French silks. 

Since Hong Kong itself produces 
lots of “China-type” goods, the 
Colonial Government, in co-opera- 
tion with the United States Treas- 
ury. has listed a number of “pure” 
shops (including tailors) where 
you can legitimately buy such ar- 
ticles and be given for them by the 
store a document called a “Com- 
prehensive Certificate of Origin.” 
This piece of paper costs you less 
than a U. S. dollar but it’s magic 
insurance that U. S. Customs will 
not return your purchases to Hong 
hold them for months 
while you write the Treasury long, 
exasperated letters. 


Kong or 


LL THIS may seem complicated 
the list of “legiti- 
mate” purchases and shops is sub- 
ject to change. But it will be con- 
siderably simplified if you read the 
fine print on the document about 
U. S. Treasury restrictions, which

every American receives as he ar- 
rives in Hong Kong. Don’t disre- 
gard them because some plausible- 
sounding salesman says your pur- 
chase is too small to be noticed. | 
have known U. S. Customs to turn 
back two fifty-cent wooden dragons 
made, as labeled, by refugees from 
Communist China, and hold, literal- 
ly for months, dresses of unmistak- 
ably French and Filipino textiles, 
because they were unaccompanied 
by Certificates of Origin. 

These restrictions, which do not 
apply to Asians and Europeans, 
still leave you many pleasant, prof- 
itable ways to flatten the pocket- 
book. For instance, many people 
come to Hong Kong solely to ac- 
quire a new wardrobe because of 
the remarkably reasonable costs of 
skillful tailoring and the wide vari- 
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ety and low prices of the whole 
world’s quality materials—British 
tweeds, Indian saris, French bro- 
cades, chiffons, laces. Swiss, Japa- 
nese, and Indian cottons, Italian 
and Thai silks. 

Probably Loa Hai Shing has the 
city’s best collection of top quality 
textiles for men and Kayamally for 
women. But the colony is covered 
with adequate cloth shops and your 
tailors will produce tomes of sam- 
ple material. It does not pay to 
“discover” some little place down 
an alley where vicuna is much, 
much cheaper and cashmere sells 
for almost nothing. 

Hong Kong’s Chinese tailors live 
up remarkably well to their repu- 
tation for being 
speedy, and good. (A few are even 
generous, offering male customers 
everything from Scotch whisky to 
addresses of lovely ladies!) Often 
the sketch or photograph you se- 
lect is brilliantly copied. But don’t 
be misled by stories of ballgowns 
made overnight. You can bully your 


inexpensive, 


tailor into producing something for 
you in twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours, so that, panting, he thrusts 
it into your hands as your plane’s 
engine is warming up. But real 
success in a suit or dress generally 
depends on many patient fittings— 
in Hong Kong as anywhere else. 

You get the real bargain in 
clothes if you use the best tailors 
and the best materials and order 
chiefly luxury garments, such as 
satin, lace, or chiffon dresses with 
beadwork, suits and coats of Thai 
silk, and the very best woolens. An- 
other pretty unfailing bet is to 
bring with you a timeless. well fit- 
ting suit, dress. or coat you love 
and have it copied. And remember, 
please, that only Europeans with 
really superb figures can wear the 
cheong sam. 

You must have Certificates of 
Origin for women’s clothes unless 
they are woolen. Many tailors do 
not have the authority to get this 
document for you. 


T IS a foolhardy person who gives 

advice on the choice of Hong 
Kong tailors. For women’s clothes. 
tourists often patronize the tailors 
in the Peninsula Hotel; they also 
use, among others, George Chen, 
Hong Zang, Ying Tai, Frank Fong. 
and Van Ziang. Dynasty’s dresses, 
suits, blouses, and bathrobes are 
extremely attractive and depend- 
able. The Star of Siam on the same 
floor of the Peninsula as Dynasty, 
carries Thai silk suits and dresses. 
My favorites there are their re- 
versible Thai silk coats in two ex- 
cellent styles. Across the harbor, 
at 1 Duddell Street, Hong Kong, 
there is Charlotte Horstmann, a 


lady of superb style sense and a 
perfectionist approach to tailoring, 
who can fit you out handsomely in 
topnotch materials. 

Hong Kong is a town where men 
enjoy running amuck on clothes: 
hand-tailored suits, ties, shirts, pa- 
jamas, dressing gowns, smoking 
jackets, overcoats. Try Y. William 
Yu, Jimmy Chen, or Loa Hai Shing 


for suits, and S. L. Wang for beauti- 


fully finished, monogrammed shirts 


of silk, Swiss batiste or English 
cotton, costing about eight dollars. 
Other clothing bargains and fa- 


vorites are children’s dresses, raw | 


silk or linen blouses, hand-knitted 
sweaters (those with the cable 
stitch under $15); beaded 
sweaters, shoes, and bags.

Custom-made leather shoes (for | 


which your own last is built) and 
pocketbooks are extremely reason- 
able, say at T. T. Wong’s on Mody 
St., Kowloon, Bob’s, Benny’s or 
Cinderella. Choose a bag with as 
little metal work as possible, since 
it is often inferior, and keep in 





mind that the shoes, however hand- | 


some, are simply not as sturdy as 
American. Undoubted bargains are 
shoes and pocketbook made _ to 
match a special outfit you are hay- 
ing made. 


OU CAN buy duty-free radios, 
cameras, tape-recorders, type- 
writers, and watches, sometimes at 
almost absurdly low prices because 
of little trade-wars. Here in Hong 
Kong is your chance to justify get- 


ting one of those watches that ring | 


an alarm or tell you at any moment 
what time of the day it is in about 
fifteen different cities! Here, also, 


is the place to get that extra pair | 


of glasses, since duty-free frames 
come in from all over the world. 

Jade, these days, is very expen- 
sive. Ask a Chinese friend to advise 
you if you feel cravings in that di- 
rection. Cultured pearls cost much 
the same at Lane Crawford’s in 
Hong Kong as in Japan. 

Finally, if you happen to want 
the components of a high fidelity 
record player fitted into a specially 
designed, custom-built cabinet, 
Hong Kong is the place. Ask Radio 
People about it. 

In the home furnishings category 
you should see Hong Kong’s hand- 
made rosewood, blackwood, and 
teak furniture, perhaps the Colo- 
ny’s finest product and one of its 
biggest bargains. Deft Chinese cab- 
inetmakers can produce furniture 
from sketches or photographs and 
specifications in any size, shape, or 
style imaginable.

Americans cannot buy most of

‘hopeless: 


© No matter how unpromising a piece of land may seem, it 
can be made useful and good-looking. What may seem to be 
an unsolvable problem often has, to the trained eye of the 
landscape designer, an easy answer. The more “hopeless” a 
situation may be, the more dramatic may be its transforma- 
tion. The example here proves the point. 

In developing this usable outdoor living space out of a 
deserted back yard, Landscape Architect Laura Mercado Smith 
faced an almost impossible grade problem. By attacking the 
problem at its heart—adding deck space at the living level— 
the rest of the garden followed logically. Anything less 
than this generous deck would have been an unhappy com- 
promise that would have revealed itself quickly. 

The lessons are clear. Don’t let the difficulty of a situation 
inhibit your expectations. Know what you want to achieve 
and don’t settle for less. Use the experience of the profes- 
sional and have confidence in his judgment. Be prepared to 
adjust your thinking—and your budget—to new ideas: Un- 
usual situations often call for unusual solutions. It is better 
to put off a project, or work out a step-at-a-time plan, than 
to accept a less-than-satisfactory compromise.

The best kind of soil to store 
should be dry enough so a firmly 
compressed handful will crumble 
readily fine particles when 
rubbed between the hands. Be- 
cause soil must anchor plants as 
well as nourish them, it must have

sufficient body to serve this pur- 
pose efficiently. 
There are about as many rec- 


ipes for seeding and potting soil 
as there are gardeners, but the 
basic characteristics of good soil 
are pretty well agreed upon. The 
magic word is loamy. Loamy soil 
is neither too heavy with clay, nor 
too light with sand. It has enough 
clay and humus to hold plant food 
and waiter. Yet enough sand to 
provide for water and air movement 
through the soil. Any clean sand 
can be added to make soil lighter 


| in texture and more porous. Leaf 


mould or peat moss are the best 
materials to add for improving the 
water-holding capacity of the soil.

All rubble, rocks, and such 
should be screened out of the soil 
as you collect it. This is easily 
done with an 18-inch square of so- 
called hardware cloth or coarse 
metal screening over the collecting 
pail. Rub the soil gently through 
the screen and it will be in excellent 
condition for sifting and resifting 
with the other ingredients of your 
favorite potting soil recipe. 

Impurities and foreign matter 
should be screened out of the 
sand and humus you plan to use in 
potting mixtures. Sand calls for a 
finer screen. We use an old flour 
sifter with good results. Humus can 
usually be worked through the soil 
screen. 


When you mix all the constituents | 
of a potting soil, sift them together | 


from one container into another 
until they are thoroughly mixed. 
As for the pH of the soil (acidity 
or alkalinity), this, too, can be 
controlled when the soil is gathered 
—simple inexpensive testing kits 
are available from garden stores. 
Most plants thrive in soils of neu- 
tral to slightly acid reaction—say 
6.0 to 7.0. Neutral, of course, is 
7.0, higher numbers indicate alka- 
linity; lower numbers, acidity. 
Slip-cover fiber board containers, 
or other airtight containers, are 


handy and easy to use. They also — 
help hold the moisture content of © 


the soil.

less quality that copies no particu- 
lar style of the past or present, but 
embodies an affinity with good 
things of then and now. Individ- 
ually these pieces could be dropped 
into many different settings and be 
appropriate.

This year’s vintage will be aged in wood 
for your use long hence. Miraculously, it 
will taste exactly the same as its counter- 
part today. 

Meantime, it will be matured and 
mingled by transfer, little by little, at in- 
tervals of several years, through rows of 
stacked-up casks. This year’s wine is 
poured into the top row, replacing older 
wine which has moved to the much older 
wines below. Many years and many min- 
glings later, it is finally drawn from the 
bottom casks. 

This is the slow “solera” system of 
Spain... descending through succeeding 
casks whilst ascending to perfection. 

After the years have passed, some of the 
1959 vintage will be “finos” (dry sher- 
ries), some “‘amontillados” (medium or 
cocktail sherries), others “olorosos” 
(sweeter, creamier).

@ Elegance at one time was the special province of the ruler 
who, for his court and courtiers, set its pace, established 
its form, and decreed its unwritten laws. As we know, it was 
often an arbitrary expression of his personal tastes or whims, 
and, in a few instances, his idiosyncracies. 

Social customs change slowly. A similar practice contin- 
ued after the monarchs disappeared. Elegance remained the 
private domain of the chosen (sometimes self-selected) few. 

But, with a freer social structure and a more general 
enjoyment of wealth and leisure, this domain has been more 
widely explored. Fresh interpretations are appearing. We 
have many varied forms of elegance, not just one. 

In the following pages you will see some of these forms, 
how some people are introducing elegance into their lives. 
Perhaps you may discover some clue, or clues, to the style 
of elegance appropriate to your life. 

Shown first are two houses. Although these were designed 
by the same architects and are built on similar sites, they 
are different interpretations of elegance, determined by the 
particular needs and interests of their owners and shaped 
to the pattern of their personal and social lives. 

Following these we show examples of how, without going 
all out and starting afresh, you can, within your present 
cicumstances, enjoy some degree of elegance—be it in a 


meal or with a finely fitted piece of furniture. 
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The main living area is seen in the photo 
at right as it appears to a person entering 
the room from the hall. The tall windows 
open to the balcony overlooking the street 
and entrance area. The photo on the oppo- 
site page is a view of the room from the 
dining area. The steps at extreme right of 
photo lead up to the bedroom level. Slen- 
der proportions, a high ceiling, subdued 
} colors and finesse in detailing create a 
harmonious architectural background for a 
collection of 18th-century antiques. 

























Reminiscence of the past 


in a house for our time 


By CURTIS BESINGER @ When Mr. and Mrs. William K. Blethen first met their 
architects, they had definite ideas concerning the environ- 
ment in which they wished to live. In addition to their room 
requirements they named such desires as balconies, a Pom- 
peiian villa, and the flavor of a Southern mansion. They also 
wanted to furnish the house with their collection of 18th- 
century furniture. 

| If these desires had been superficially understood and 


literally interpreted, the result might have been a strangely-

mixed pastiche. However, realizing that these seemingly 
unrelated desires represented, in essence, one basic quality, 
Architects Terry and Moore designed for them a house that 
is an interpretation of this quality in contemporary terms. 
The things that they had named were representative of eras 
in which life had been elegantly lived. 

Strictly speaking the house is neither Pompeiian nor 
ante-bellum. The forms of neither are imitated in it. But 
it does contain many of the qualities of both. 

Embodied in its plan is the gracious sense of hospital- 
ity that we associate with the Southern mansion, It has a 


stately elegance in its high (Please turn the page)

living area. It is terminated by the kitchen wing at one end

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In the section through the house and site one can see how, 
although the main living level is well above the ground 
level near the street, the garden courtyard is partially cut 
into a slope and how the concrete or stone retaining walls 
complete the enclosure ef the court on the side not enclosed 
by walls of house. Note the handling of garage doors mak- 
ing them a pleasant feature of the facade. Also, how the 
garage wall, moved out beyond the front wall of living 
room to secure added depth for cars, is used as a horizontal 
base to reduce the apparent height of the house. 


Grace and ease were objectives

The main entrance is reached by several short flights of 
broad and generously proportioned steps. As can be seen 
in the plan on the opposite page, the stairs leading to the 
entrance are interrupted by several landings. Because of 
the great number of steps required here, these landings 
plus the change in direction make the total number of 
steps seem fewer and less formidable. These pauses in the 
ascent give it elements of grace and ease and make it 
more inviting and hospitable. A continuous, steep flight 


of stairs will discourage all but the hardiest of guests.

ceilings and in its slender-proportioned screens and the door 
and window openings. Its simple, subdued, and softly lighted 
interiors provide a harmonious and sympathetic background 
for the collection of 18th-century antiques around which it 
was planned. Its balconies and covered terrace are reminis- 
cent of the South. 

But the covered terrace is also reminiscent of the peri- 
styles surrounding the courtyards of Pompeiian villas, and 
it serves much the same purpose as a sheltered outdoor 
living space, even though it is not of the same form. 

The house is built around a courtyard somewhat in the 
manner of a Pompeiian villa; the living areas open into it 
and it provides a means of circulation between rooms as 
well as a kind of focal point. Open to the sky, it is bounded 
on three sides by the walls of the house, one of these 
being the glass wall of the living room. From the court one 
can look through the windows on the opposite side of the 
living room and toward a sweeping view of the surrounding 
landscape. The enclosure is completed on the fourth side 
by the retaining walls necessary to hold back the earth on 
this, the uphill side. In order to secure a level outdoor 
area on the steeply sloping site it was necessary to cut 
into the hillside. 

But even though the house is partially built into the 
slope (the interior floors are below the ground level at

The panel in the opening between lanai 
and kitchen slides up into the wall to 
make the rotisserie accessible for use in 
the lanai. When closed, the panel is 
nearly flush with the wall and unobtru- 
sive (above). Note the absence of any 
projecting moldings. When open, what 
is seen is equally sleek and presentable. 


The kitchen has a kind of shipshape trimness that comes from a thoughtful 
selection of materials and a careful putting together of the essential and 
necessary elements. There is nothing extraneous added just to get some effect. 
Note how the lofty ceilings of the house here make possible the high windows 
above the cabinets over the sink. Facing north there is never any problem 
of light control, and at this height the distribution of light is general. 





living room, on the side near the street is about twenty feet 
above the level of the street. This height created a difficult 
problem in the design of the entrance. Lowering the house 
deeper into the hillside would not have been a satisfactory 
solution. 

The height was reduced somewhat by the upward slope of 
the entrance drive. The effect of the remaining height was 
modified by the design of the generously proportioned en- 
trance stairway. Several turns and landings were introduced 
to reduce the apparent height and to provide pauses making 
the ascent Jess hurried and easier. 

Only a thoughtless or anti-social host would confront 
his guests with a formidably steep and uninviting stair. 
This would discourage all but the hardiest. The awareness 
and consideration involved here are characteristic of the 
design of this house. It is a quality not readily apparent, 
but it is one that helps to make the guest (as well as the 
owner) comfortable and to put him at ease. 

The house has none of the stiff and formal symmetry 
that was considered a part of elegance in the past. In its 
place is a kind of casual dignity that is appropriate for 
either formal or informal occasions. 

Its plan is an expression of the personal needs and the 
social pattern of its occupants’ lives rather than some pre- 
conceived idea of abstract form. Rooms are placed with 
regard for personal as well as for visual ease. 

The kitchen is so placed and (Please turn to page 275) 
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The site, in one of the oldest residential areas in Seattle, 
is within a ten-minute drive of the main business district. 
On a steeply sloping hillside it has a view to the east of 
Lake Washington and toward Mt. Rainier. Because of the lim- 
ited area of the site and its steepness the house was planned 
on three levels, but functions as a two-story house. The en- 
trance foyer, although on the lower level, is continuous with 
the main living area. A push-button on upper level opens the 
doors so that it is not necessary to go down the stairs to 
admit guests. As can also be seen in the section at the right, 
the site’s slope suggested a logical separation: the upper 


terrace for adults and the lower play terrace for children,

@ This house proves that elegance, whether as an environ- 
ment or a way of life, does not require the trappings of 
the past. Though designed by the same architects as the 
house on the preceding pages, it is a full expression of con- 
temporary design, detailed and furnished only with the skills 
of today’s artists and craftsmen. Yet because of the restraint 
and finesse used throughout, the result can truly be called 
elegant in every sense of the word. 

We sometimes forget that today’s antiques were the con- 
temporary product of their day. It is only as they represent 
the best of their day that they have survived. Somehow, 
work in which man has put the best of himself and which 
bears the imprint of this spirit has a power of survival. We 
treat it with a certain respect and regard. 

Once we realize that the classics of tomorrow are being 
created today, we can appreciate the new kind of elegance 
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The view from the street (photo at left) shows the slope of 
the site. The steps in the foreground and the drive at the 
left of photo lead up to the entrance area. The two-story- 
high windows above the entrance (seen from the interior in 
the photo below) offer a view toward the lake and mountains. 
As can be determined from the plans on the following page, 
this view is seen from the living area, from the balcony of 
the master bedroom suite, and, looking through the living

achieved in a house that reflects only the work of today. 
Where the Blethen house. on pages 197 to 203, puts to appro- 
priate use the best work of 18th-century designers and crafis- 
men, the house on these pages makes similar use of the work 
of contemporary artists. 

The difference between the two houses, therefore, is not 
one of value or quality. These are nearly the same. The 
difference simply reflects the strongly defined tastes and 
preferences of the two owners. It indicates a kind of high- 
level non-conformity, the freedom to choose the best with- 
out concern for a particular design dogma. 

Mr. and Mrs. John H. Hauberg, Jr., for whom this house 
was designed, have a great interest in the work of contempo- 
rary artists, particularly those in the Seattle area where they 
live. Out of the work of these artists came many of

istinguished house, including such details as light fixtures, 
osaic pavings, and wall murals. 

The house thus represents the work of many hands in 
ddition to the architects, who also did the landscape design 
nd participated in the design of the furnishings. (Except 
or a few pieces, all the furniture was custom-made 
specifically for this house.) 

It is testimony to the work of these various artists that 
the number of participants must be called to one’s attention, 
that it is not blatantly apparent. The work is not show- 
jofish or attention-demanding. In some instances much 
jdesign energy has gone into making some element unobtru- 
Sive or in giving refinement to some minor detail. The 
works of art are quietly enjoyed as a part of the whole 
and for their contribution to the ensemble. But when atten- 
tion is concentrated upon them, they can also be enjoyed in 
themselves and are not soon exhausted of content. The many 
creative skills woven into the fabric of this house give it a 
depth of personal meaning and contribute to its quality of 
elegance (or special-ness).

Because of the completely different atmospheres developed 
in this and the Blethen house (pages 197-203), it is doubly 
interesting to find that, on analysis, the architects faced 
many of the same design problems when starting the two 






houses—and solved many of them the same way. Both houses 






are based on an open plan. Changes in floor levels are 






used to secure spatial interest and to adapt to the site. 








Walls of glass between indoor and outdoor areas give a 
sense of openness to the interiors. Use is made of high 


space to emphasize the dramatic qualities of the site. 







Both houses have the same finesse in detailing and restraint 
in the use of materials, though the materials themselves 











often differ. In the Blethen house very little wood appears 
in any of the finished surfaces; painted plaster is used. In 
the house on these pages. all finished surfaces are wood, 
inside and out. But such differences are of relatively minor 
importance. The chief differences in the houses stem directly 
from the owners’ tastes and interests. Though the designers 






were the same in both cases, they did not superimpose their 






tastes to produce sameness. The individual preferences were 







allowed to shine through and achieve two separate expres- 
sions, each of high quality. 
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The living room rug (right), custom-woven by V’Soske to a 
design by Warren Hill, is one of a set of three rugs, variations 
upon the same motif, that he designed particularly for the 
house. Note the interchange of background and stripe colors in 
two of the rugs seen in color photo of living room on page 207. 
Two rugs (above), similar in design to the large one in the 
living room, are used on the landing at the top of stairs and 
at the entrance area of the living room.

A eustom-designed and hand-crafted chandelier is suspended 
from the lofty ceiling of the three-story foyer space.

of the Woods Indoors

© One of the great pleasures of a walk in the woods is 
the infinite variety of things to be seen. No two hills have 
identical contours. Every tree differs in its display of bark, 
branch, and foliage. On the ground is a microcosmic world 
of seedlings, blades of grass, fronds of ferns, carpets of 
moss, twigs, stones, and fallen leaves. No two things are 
exactly alike. And, for the observing eye, there is beauty 
in it all. 

The essence of all this can be captured in miniature, 
taken home and planted in a container. Here, at close range, 
you can enjoy its intrinsic beauty as well as the larger— 
and smaller—natural scene it represents. 

The container may be metal, ceramic, or glass, so long as 


the plantings are in scale and color harmony with it. Part

of the fun is choosing the moss, lichen, wee seedlings, and 
woodsy plants to suit a favorite pot or bowl. 

A collection of living treasures from woods or fields well- 
planted in a handsome container is a wonderful gift for any 
nature-lover. Collected now, it will be well established for 
Christmas giving. With proper selection, planting, and care 
such a container garden can live for years. 

This is a good time of year to start. The leaves are off 
the trees, most of the grass and flowers have been turned 
brown by the frost. The little jewel-like things you want 
are easiest to find in a brown setting. Early spring, before 
the forest floor grows green, is another good time to start 
your search for them.

But the French, sensitive as they are to refinements, 
have no corner on elegance. All you need as proof of this 
is to observe how Americans are now selecting their posses- 
sions and bringing them together to create homes of character 
and individuality. 

The fact that American homes are becoming more individ- 
ual rather than more and more stereotyped is particularly 
remarkable because most of our basic home furnishings and 
even our dwelling places are made in quantity. Of them- 
selves they have no air of exclusivity. But we Americans 
are clearly acquiring a talent for eliminating the mass- 
produced look in our surroundings, devising ways of treat-

ing the ready-made imaginatively so the end result has the 
personal distinction of the custom-made. 


There are, for instance, thousands of apartments and 


mass-produced houses in this country which, in order to be 
built at all, had to be practically identical in floor plan 
ind finish. Even the very finest have the same bland. as- 
sembly-line look, with little architectural distinction. But. 


contrary to what you might expect, as homes they are as 


dissimilar as their occupants, for people are learning how 
to assert their independent tastes with color. pattern, and

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How to find your own 


Elegance Is Good Sense Expressed Beautifully. It is 
the result of directness in approach—to life, to people. 
and to possessions. Only through awareness of ourselves 
and our own situation can we see what is appropri- 
ate and becoming for ourselves. Since this is a matter of . 
common sense rather than pretense, it is easy to see that 
what is elegant in behavior or use in one place may not 
be appropriate in other circumstances. A ball gown is won- 
derfully becoming at a gala occasion, but it would be 
ree clownish on a tennis court. 




















Composure and Ease are the Rewards of Elegance. 
But this is true only when the effort is your own. It is 
a very personal matter that includes making the most of 
your own assets and facing the truth about your limitations. 
The effort will never be a success if it is done to impress 
others. It must be a genuine expression from inside. Ele- 
gance in your home will occur wherever your deepest, most 
passionate interests are reflected, where original thought 
and concern govern what you do. Setting a stage in imita- 
tion of someone else’s environment will never be deeply 
satisfying. Elegance in your surroundings will express itself 
in what is natural to your way of life, just as an athlete or 
dancer may be elegant in movement because of instinctive 
or studied understanding of his body. He knows 
what economy of movement is, the direct 
rhythmic gesture that will accomplish what 
is needed. A natural grace is the result, with- 
out useless flourishes or wasted effort. So elegance 
in action or surroundings is not a pose, not the crook- 
ing of the little finger, never artiness. 


True Elegance Lies in Refining Everyday Life. 
It is the result of the polishing and: enriching of daily 
problems. The spontaneity and stimulation that come when 
everything “clicks” can only occur when you are being 
yourself, when existing habits and necessary functions are 
turned. to advantage as worth-while experiences. Human 
behavior, “the greatest of all arts,” can be practiced with 





beauty and style in any circumstances. Elegance can char- 

acterize everything you do, but it cannot be superficially | 
applied. Refinement can begin only where raw material 

exists. The refinement that is elegance must be based on 

your own individuality and on the daily necessities that you | 
face. These are the greatest opportunities you have for 

creating real beauty. 








Luxury and Elegance Are Not Synonymous. Luxury 
is tangible. You can have luxury that is elegant and re- 
fined, but you can also have luxury that is vulgar. Ele- 
gance used to be considered the province of the wealthy, 
those few who could afford luxuries and assimilate them 
without self-consciousness. Those who couldn’t imitated the 
outward look as best they could. Now, most of us have had 
the opportunity to learn through shopping experience, espe- 
cially in clothes (where replacement is most frequent and 
the practice is most intense). Learning by doing is the 
best education. By trial and error, if not instinct or knowl- 
edge, we've discovered what clothes are most becoming, most 
comfortable, most likely to add to the occasion by making 
us feel and be our best. Trial and error is an expensive 
education, but it gets a lot out of the system. In all areas of 
shopping, through experience, we learn that expensiveness, 
rareness, and lushness are not necessarily guarantees of last- 
ing satisfaction. The same is true of the meals we serve, the 
social occasions we plan, the houses we live in. The genuine 
effort that seems natural is where elegance appears. 


The Components of Elegance Are Plentiful. They are 
available in bewildering quantity at all price levels. Beau- 
tifully conceived and executed clothes, furnishings, and 
building materials make our standards higher than ever 
before—and discrimination even more vital. Our problem, 
unlike any in the past, is to choose out of this vast and 
tempting array those possessions and customs that will 
become us and enrich our daily life. The touch can be de- 


veloped. It means encouraging awareness in four areas: 


Dissatisfaction. The dissatisfaction that makes you want 
to put zest into life needs to be kept alive. It can give you 
the energy to look for beauty in the realities of daily life 
and nudge you out of routine and habit. 


Discrimination. In what you buy, look for intrinsic good- 
ness rather than imitation or pretense. Caring about things 
in depth means being fastidious about everything that touches 
your life. Several people have told us that they try to look 
at every object they buy—a fork for instance—as if none 
had existed before. Then they can judge more easily. They 
test how it feels in the hand, how gracefully it will serve 
its purpose, how well its design and construction will bear 
use. Most important of all, looking with a fresh eye lets 
you see quickly whether there is superficiality and a pretense 
or imitation of something not there. The assurance of the 
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kind of elegance 


goodness and sensibility in what you own gives you freedom. 


Knowledge. You need to know all the market offers so 
you can choose, out of the multitude of possibilities, those 
things that best serve your own particular needs and use. 
You need to keep abreast of what can be had, but also you 
have to keep an open mind for new ways to use your house 
and garden to best advantage in your own way. Watching 
how other people handle things can give you ideas and 
stimulate your own creative imagination. But your own 
solution will be the elegant one. Your own elegance lies in 
developing your personal atmosphere at home and in your 
own ways of entertaining—in your own interests and the 
things you understand. Beautiful china can make a great 
meal greater, but it can’t rescue an inept performance. 


Self-Awareness. This is most difficult and most important. 
Elegance can occur only where forms and manners are 
natural. Formaliiies and mannerisms are meaningless. Your 
own elegance depends on your awareness of what is appro- 
priate to you and your environment. Naturalness and en- 
thusiastic self-confidence are the beginning of elegance. 
This means knowing yourself and your family at your best 
and working to create the situations and surroundings where 
you will all flourish. Pleasure and interest should be present 
in the way you do things and in the possessions you use. 
But a sense of appropriateness in the over-all scene is vital 
to elegance. In furniture, for instance, richly carved panels 
on a cabinet can introduce a meaningful and sensible orna- 
mentation. But if every piece in the room is ornate, these 
small delights can build up to chaos. A room must be seen 
as a whole. The high points in color and decoration are 
needed, but only to the right degree. Elegance lies between 
the wastefulness of excess and the poverty of carelessness. 


To us at House BEAUTIFUL it seems that elegant living 
today is unlike the elegancies of the past. Never before 
have so many people possessed the touch of elegance. But 
it is not patterned after the behavior of a few leaders. 
Today’s elegance is an individual matter, a personal expres- 
sion. We are closer than ever before to being free of fashion 
or styles. This new kind of refinement has sprung from the 
fact that so many of us have learned enough to make our 
own judgments. We decide for ourselves what to do and 
how to do it. Instead of leaning on patterns of the past or 
imitation of others, we are all discovering our own ways 
to get more out of our lives and our own circumstances. 
And the doing of it is stimulating and fun.

@ The outward forms of elegance may change from era to 
era, but always underlying the elegant is a certain finesse 
of choice—a talent for searching out the most precise and 
the most gracefully imaginative solution among many good 
possibilities. It is a talent for selectivity. Even though some 
people seem to have it instinctively, we believe that America’s 


growing sense of elegance proves that it comes more from 





deliberately educated tastes than from personal giftedness. 

This kind of disciplined selection of furnishings in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Lionel Peabody Marks in Larchmont, 
New York, has made a distinguished modern dwelling place 
of a 40-year-old house and still preserved the intrinsic stately 
elegance of its Mediterranean architecture. Except for a 
few Spanish antiques, furniture is primarily Spanish-flavored 
pecan and walnut, modern in usability and engineering, 
made by Henredon Furniture Industries. It was chosen for 
its compatibility with the strong scale and pattern of the 
structure itself, which decorator Howard Elliott, with a 
noteworthy sense of elegance, has permitted to dominate.

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Enjoy the Sound of Poetry 


Intimate acquaintance with the poet himself, 
stirring performances by some of the world’s great 
actors, these are benefits of bringing poetry reading 


into your living room for family listening 
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By EPSIE KINARD 


@ Silent for too long, the sound of poetry is heard again 
in the land. From an ever-growing list of LP records you 
can hear great actors and distinguished poets read aloud. 
It is fun—and often insightful—to hear the poets them- 
selves. It is inspiring to have masters of the spoken word 
read to us. And what could be more delightful than to have 
T. S. Eliot himself introduce the children to Old Possum’s 
Book of Practical Cats? 

Thanks to today’s recording facilities, inflections of the 
poetry reader can be reproduced as distinctly as the tonal 
and rhythmic inflections of a symphony orchestra. Since 
poetry, like music, is a vehicle for patterns of rhythm and 
sound, its meaning comes alive when it is read aloud. The 
nonsense of Edward Lear, the rat-a-tat of Edith Sitwell, 
the sound-for-its-own-sake of Gertrude Stein, the majestic 
phrases of Shakespeare were composed as much for the ear 
as for the mind and heart. While nothing quite takes the 
place of reading aloud ourselves, the contributions of Robert 
Frost, Ralph Richardson, Judith Anderson, and others can 
increase a hundred-fold our understanding and enjoyment. 

Two young women are largely responsible for today’s 
library of recorded poetry. Just out of college and with “The 
White Cliffs of Dover” still ringing in their ears, Marianne 
Mantell and Barbara Holdridge blazed the trail for the re- 
cording industry. All they had to work with were a love of 
poetry in their hearts and a tape recorder in their knapsacks. 
These two girls, now the heads of the successful Caedmon

| Records, Inc., set out eight years ago, like bobby-soxers 
stalking autographs, to capture actors and poets who could 
make recordings that would do justice to the best in Ameri- 
can and English poetry. Their first catch was Dylan Thomas, 
the late Welsh poet whose magnificent, organ-like voice is 

as unusual as his poetry. The initial recording has sold 

225,000 copies since its issue eight years ago and is still 

going strong. 

One reason often given by the record shops for such phe- 
nomenal sales as these—phenomenal for poetry records, at 
least—is curiosity to hear the poet’s own voice and his 
interpretation of his own work. 

Although it’s a rare poet today who has so spectacular a 
personality as to gallop nude on a white charger into a foam- 
ing sea, like D’Annunzio, or swim the Hellespont, like Byron, 
the poet himself is still a special and awesome creature. A 
serious poetry-lover feels about his poets the way the ancient 
Greeks felt about Pindar and Homer, or the way the Romans 
felt about Virgil and Horace: They are men set loftily apart 
by their extraordinary gift of language. 

Not many poets have the actor’s craft. In fact, most poets 
hesitate to record. Quite often, however, their charm, the 
intimacy they create, and the special understanding they 
have of their own work give their readings a valuable 
inner statement. 

Take Robert Frost, for example. When he reads aloud with 
his easy New England accent, you feel as much at home with 
him as you do with a neighbor chatting across the fence, 
talking about apple-picking; or going out to fetch the new- 
born calf, so little it totters when its mother licks it; or 
why it’s better for birch trees to be subdued by small boys 
than by ice storms. 

When you hear a poet read, you have a sense of identifica- 
tion with the creator of the work and share for a moment 
that glorious feeling of discovery he felt when he first 
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created his poem. 

The actor’s interpretation, on the other hand, brings to 
the poem the tools of another art and artist. His voice 
and its control and his ability to project an interpretation 
of sound and meaning make his reading an artistic expres- 
sion of its own. He adds to the poem by his own art. 
by Such performances have been turned in by some of the 
best actors from the American and the English stage. One 

is Sir Ralph Richardson to whom has been entrusted 















the pure lyric poetry of Keats and the mystic beauty 
of Blake. Another is Sir John Gielgud, who reads 
Shakespeare sublimely. Katherine Cornell’s 
reading of Elizabeth Barrett Browning’s 
“Sonnets from the Portuguese” adds 
her beautiful voice and deep under- 
standing to the poems of that artist 
of a hundred years ago. 
Helen Hayes, Judith Anderson, 
James Mason, Raymond Massey, 
o Beatrice Lillie, Cyril Ritchard, 
J and Carol Channing have all 
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recorded for children. They are great fun. Such fun, in fact, 
that adults will want to listen, too. 

Our suggestion is to savor and share poetry aloud. Not 
all records on the following list have an accompanying text. 
So we suggest that sometimes you find the verse in a printed 
collection, and follow the poetry with your eyes as well 
as your ears.

The Case for Wine Drinking 


A statement by the “grand old man” of the 
gastronomic world, founder of the original 
Wine & Food Society, which now has 

69 chapters in 16 countries. This article is taken 
from his book, The Wine Primer* 


@ Air and water are indispensable; nothing else is. There is, 
of course, much else that is highly desirable, but not indis- 
pensable: wine and milk, for instance. The Chinese drink 
no milk; Moslems drink no wine, and the same may be said 
of a considerable proportion of the English-speaking popu- 
lation. But there is a difference: Moslems are not allowed 
to drink wine; we are free to drink what we please, but 
there are some who do not care for wine and others who 
love it but cannot afford it. 

Wine is the best form of drink for civilized people; that 
is to say, people whose senses are trained and disciplined, 
trained to appreciate that which is best without the danger 
of their appetites getting out of control. For such people as 
these, wine is best. It is best because it is the most natural 
of all the drinks which man has contrived to prepare for 
himself. It is also the one with the greatest measure of in- 
dividuality, the oldest form of beverage and the most uni- 


versally accepted drink (if we except water, which is not a

drink, like wine, beer, or cider) imagined by man in his 
quest for happier days on earth. 

Wine is the suitably fermented juice of freshly gathered 
grapes. Grapes grow practically everywhere except in arctic 
regions, but they demand too much attention and do not 
reach the right degree of ripeness to be worth anybody’s 
trouble to grow commercially for wine-making in lands 
where summers are not dependable, as in England, or where 
they are too fierce, as in the tropics. 

In Europe, the northern limits of wine-making vineyards 
are, from west to east, Brittany, Normandy, Picardy, Flan- 
ders. the Rhineland north of Coblenz, and the northern plains 
along the course of the Danube. The southern limits are 
the waters of the Mediterranean, including many island 
vineyards and those of Italy. 

In Africa, there are flourishing and very extensive vine- 
yards at the two extremes of the Continent; in the north,

“measure,” of true proportion, which is 
the hallmark of good taste. 

The Connoisseur must be prepared to 
make mistakes; they are inevitable, they 
should be helpful, and they must not 
make him lose confidence in his judg- 
ment. 

The Connoisseur must be critical and 
not take for granted that the expert is 
always right; but he must not be self- 
opinionated and refuse advice. 

The Connoisseur must not be extrava- 
gant or hasty; but he must still less be 
mean or casual. 


he Connoisseur must school himself 
to resist temptation; he must learn to go 
without that which he cannot afford and 
to leave alone fakes, doubtful bargains, 
and ““just-as-good” substitutes which cost 
less and are worthless. 


The Wine Connoisseur. The Wine 
Connoisseur is one who knows good wine 
from bad and who appreciates the dis- 
tinctive merits of different wines. 

The Wine Connoisseur drinks wine in 
moderation, but regularly and apprecia- 
tively. It is excess—not habit—which 
blunts appreciation. 

A little wine every day costs very little 
money and is the safest, as well as the 
pleasantest, tonic for body and mind 
alike. But wine, whatever its name, its 
age. or its cost, must be honest if it is 
to be good and to do good. 

How can you tell good wine from bad: 
how can you become a Wine Connois- 
seur ¢ 

By using your senses and your common 
sense. By looking at wine, smelling it 
and tasting it with critical eyes, nose, 
and palate before committing it to your 
veins and your brain. 

Look at your wine critically; it must 
be not only clear but brilliant, be it 
ruby or amber, young or old, cheap or 
dear.

@ Once you’ve seen an amaryllis in flower, there can be no 
question about its dramatic size and unusual richness of 
color. But it also has a less obvious quality, which, to some, 
is as rewarding as the flower itself. 

More than most bulbs, amaryllis can be an indicator of 
your gardening skills. It will grow and flower with mini- 
mum care for the first year. But with more expert care, 
it will grow larger, produce more flowers and foliage, and 
will continue to perform more dramatically in succeeding 
seasons of growth. 

This is not to say that amaryllis is difficult. But it does 
have some specific requirements that must be met to help 
it perform really well. If you do keep one going year after 
year, increasing in size, developing more flowers and hand- 
somer leaves, you can rightly take pride in your skill and 
lay claim to a green thumb. 

The process of bringing an amaryllis to bloom in the 
house next spring starts this fall. The first step is choosing 
the bulb, and a lot depends on the choice. You'll find the 
bulbs in late fall and winter in florists’ shops, seed stores, 
garden centers, hardware and department stores. The more 
you can find out about the origin and expected performance 
of the bulb you buy, the better. Some are simply sold as 
amaryllis with no hint as to where they were grown or the 
color they will be. Some are sold as bulbs of a given color 
and some as mixed colors. Some are named varieties. These 
may have a color picture of the flower on the box. Only 
the true named variety can be depended upon to produce 
flowers of a predicted size and color. 

The bulbs you get may be from California, Florida, or 
Holland. The named varieties are the Dutch type. They 
are the most expensive, because they are improved, top- 
quality bulbs carefully grown in greenhouses with com- 
plete conirol of hybridizing and propagation for form, 
color, quality, and flower characteristics. Although the 
largest bulbs (314 to 414 inches in diameter) do not 
necessarily produce the largest flowers, they usually give 
best all-around results. 

You may also find Dutch seedling bulbs in color group- 
ings. These come in white, striped (white with red mark- 
ings), orange, salmon, pink, scarlet, and dark red. And new 
shades, near lavender and purpie, are coming along. While 
bulbs in a group may not be identical colors, about 90 per 
cent of them will be as listed. These usually cost less than 
the named varieties because they are easier to produce.

These great Danish breads say “Velkommen” to neighbors 


and friends. Many of them can be baked, wrapped, and stored 


in the freezer to have on hand for holiday entertaining. 


The authentic recipes for these traditional breads 


are from Ingeborg Dahl Jensen's treasured collection 


e Ask why Danish breads are so good and you get two simple 
answers: one, Denmark’s varied and abundant grain and 
her bountiful yield of fresh, sweet butter bless bread inside 
and out; two, Danish cooks have a talent for bread-making 
that goes back hundreds of years. Long ago, before the 
common people used dishes, Danes were baking big rounds 
of crusty flotbrod to serve food on, and everyone but the 
elite ate their plates. 

As soon as a little Danish girl can bend her elbows over 
a floured board and push a wooden spoon, she becomes a full- 
fledged apprentice to a bread-maker—her mother. She learns 
patience enough to let her dough rest as long as necessary ; 
to cream sugar and butter with her hands; to mix eggs one 
at a time; and to beat well after each egg is added. 

There’s still another reason why Danish breads of whole- 
meal, rye, sweet potato, rice or wheaten flour, with their 
spicy flavors and golden crusts, are so delicious. They reflect 
the influence of French finesse on Danish cooking. For 
centuries the people of Denmark were settled around a royal 
court heavily influenced by French dress and cuisine. Chefs, 
imported from France, reigned over the big, luxurious royal 
kitchens. To learn the fine art of baking, young Danish 
bakers went to France. To this day in Denmark, white bread 
means “French bread.” 

Our dozen breads include the white or “French” bread, 
the light, the dark, the deep rich brown, and the yellow, 
which owes its sunny color to sweet potato or saffron. 

Some of the recipes have been handed down from mother 
to daughter for as many as four generations. From them you 
can make “hospitality breads” to slice and serve, half-warm. 
as the Danes do. Or you can let your bread cool, wrap it in 


foil, and store it in your freezer to have on hand for the 
holidays. These aré breads to butter generously with fresh, 


sweet butter, as the Danes do. These are breads to savor 


with freshly ground, lovingly brewed coffee: with iced 
aqvavit or vintage wine: with a mug of steaming glogg; or 

a YS oo? 
with a glass of cold Danish beer. 


Danish breads make delicious gifts. In Denmark miniature 


loaves baked during the holidays are wrapped, pan and all,

in shiny paper decorated in many colors, interwoven like 
a little girl’s braids. 

These breads can be the backbone of lunch or dinner, 
turning the simplest meal into an occasion. They can be used 
smorrebrod-fashion to make holiday party fare more exciting. 
Smorrebrod literally means spread or buttered bread, but the 
word has also come to mean an open sandwich on which a 
creative cook expresses her versatility with meats, sea foods, 
and spreads. 

Here are a dozen Danish bread recipes, chosen to meet 
different occasions and needs. 


Sweet Saffron Bread 
(Sod Safronbrod) 


%4 cup hot water 
6 cups sifted 


1 tablespoon sugar 

1 cake compressed yeast 
or 1 package dry all-purpose flour 

Y cup lukewarm water 

4 cup butter 

34 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 


V4 cup seedless raisins 

4 cup dried currants, 
soaked in enough red 
wine to soften 

1 cup scalded milk Yy, cup toasted 


34 teaspoon saffron almonds, slivered 


Blend yeast with sugar, add 14 cup lukewarm water and 
dissolve. Cream butter with °4 cup sugar and salt in a 
rather large bowl, add milk, and stir well. Dissolve the saffron 
in the 84 cup hot water, let stand 10 minutes; then strain. 
Add this saffron water to the milk mixture. When lukewarm, 
add the yeast mixture and blend well. When smooth, gradu- 
ally sift in three cups of flour, stir to blend. Blend one cup of 
flour with raisins, currants, and nuts; add the dough and mix. 
When smooth, work in enough of remaining two cups of flour 
to make a soft dough. Knead on a board until smooth. Put 
dough back in the bowl, cover and let stand in a warm room 
until doubled in bulk, about two hours. Remove and cut 
dough in half and knead gently on floured board. Make two 
loaves or one braided one (as pictured on opposite page). 
To make the braided loaf. divide one-half of dough into 
three equal parts.

based on _ fine-quality European 
stock and subsequent generations 
have been maintained in good 
quality by careful selection of 
parents and rigid control of hy- 
bridizing in the greenhouse. The 
Howard and Smith hybrids are 
among the best-known and most 
dependable California amaryllis. 
These are usually sold as mixed 
shades or “select strains” of a 
given color. 

Florida amaryllis are _ field- 
grown in that mild climate and 
are the most abundant of all. 
Most of these are the “Mead 
Strain” which are excellent field- 
grown bulbs but can’t compare in 
flower size or purity of color with 
the Dutch bulbs or the California 
bulbs. Florida amaryllis are sold 
widely in the South for garden use. 
In the colder climates, amaryllis 
can be grown only indoors. Most 
people who take the time and effort 
to grow them indoors in pots 
prefer the larger types. 

Prices vary, as you might ex- 
pect. Top quality Dutch amaryllis, 
whether choice seedlings or named 
varieties, cost from $2.50 to $10 or 
$15 each according to size, quality, 
and availability. Most Dutch bulbs 
are the 3- to 4-inch size. But there 
is a smaller size, 24%- to 3-inch, 
as well as the larger 3%4- to 41/4- 
inch bulbs. 

The California bulbs come in 
sizes of 21% to 44% inches in diam- 
eter and cost from 85 cents to $3 
each. Florida amaryllis measure 
from 2 to 4 inches and cost 50 cents 
to a dollar or so. 

If you are growing amaryllis for 
what they best provide—imposing 
size and vibrant color—it pays to 
invest in the best bulbs you can 
afford to buy. 

Some catalogs list the flowers 
as early. midseason, late, and very 
late. By choosing bulbs from each 
season. the bloom period can be 
extended. The average time. from 
beginning of growth to flowering 
for an “early” type is 6 weeks. For 
a very late bulb it is 8 to 9 weeks. 
A well-grown mature bulb can pro- 
duce as many as two or three 
scapes (stems) of four flowers 
each. In a reasonably cool place. a 
flower will bloom for a week or 
ten days. So, by good planning and 
culture. you can have them in con- 
tinuous bloom for a month or more. 
If some are kept at temperatures of 
| 50 to 60 degrees after potting. this 
will delay the time of bloom. Tem- 
peratures of 70 to 80 degrees will 
speed it up. Once growth starts, 





keep temperature above 65 degrees. 


There are two basic kinds of 
flower shapes. The

poldii type are flaring and open- 
faced. The latter are preferred by 
most people. 


The miniature types are favored 


by collectors, and more of these 
delightful flowers are becoming 
available. But, as an introduction to 
the amaryllis, the large ones are 
the best choice. You may also hear 
about double amaryllis or orchid 
types. These are hard to find, and 
of most interest to collectors. 





How to Grow Them 


The bulb will usually be unpotted 
when you get it, and should be) 
potted as soon as possible. Choose | 
a container large enough to allow 
at least an inch of soil all around | 
the bulb. A 4-inch bulb, for exam- 
ple. should have at least a 6-inch | 
pot. Put an inch or so of fiber, | 
broken pot, or gravel in the bottom 
of the pot to facilitate drainage. 
Set the bulb in the pot so that) 
about half, or a little more, shows | | 
above the soil level. Leave about 
an inch of the rim of the pot above 
the soil as a reservoir for water. If

Amaryllis must have rich, well- 
drained soil. One of the most fa- | 
mous collections, that of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
was grown in the Washington 
greenhouses in a potting soil of 
two-thirds sandy loam and one-third | 
well-rotted cow manure. If you! 


can’t get the latter ingredient in| 


your area, you can buy dried pul- | 
verized cow manure which will do 
very well. It is available in most 
garden stores. If you’d rather not 
cope with the soil mixture, you 
can have a florist pot the bulbs. 
After potting, water sparingly. 
and put the plant in a cool place 
away from the light until the new 
growth begins to show. Then bring 
it to the light of an east or south 
window and water it well. If the 
soil is as open as it should be and 
drainage unobstructed, there’s little

danger of overwatering. Don’t let 
the soil dry out, and don’t just add 
a little moisture to the surface. 
Water thoroughly each time. By 
rotating the pot every few days it 
is possible to keep the stem grow- 
ing straight. 

Some bulbs will produce hand- 
some glossy strap-like leaves when 
the bloom bud appears. Others will 


- bloom with little or no foliage. 


This is due to the mixed-up genetic 
background of the modern hybrids. 

If the tall stem seems unsightly, 
it can be camouflaged with sur- 
rounding plants. Asparagus fern, 
small Boston ferns, or other small 
potted plants or vines are often 
used to provide screening for the 
long bare stems. In succeeding 
years a well-cared-for bulb is more 
likely to have foliage of its own 
and not require screening. 


After-care 


When the flowers fade they 
should be picked off to prevent seed 
from forming and taking strength 
from the bulb. Cut the stem off 
at the top of the bulb. Add weak 
liquid fertilizer and continue to 
water, for at this time, next year’s 
flowers are forming. Leave any 
foliage on until it fades, for this 
too helps feed the bulb. After 
flowering, pots can be plunged in a 
shady place in the garden and 
mulched to reduce frequency of 
watering. 

At the end of the growing sea- 
son the leaves begin to yellow. 
Reduce the watering and let the 
foliage dry. Clean the outer scale 
off the bulb and put the pot in a 
dry place where the temperature 
will be 55 to 65 degrees.

How to Spade Your Garden 


From his comfortable seat 


behind a typewriter, our Garden Sage tells you it’s ti 


to get out and dig with a shovel

© The advantages of getting the 
spading done in the fall have long 
been accepted and I have heard no 
quibbles about them. Of course, it 
is a tedious task and the garden- 
ing enthusiasm runs low in cider 
time. For all the pomp of autumn, 
the year is dying and who can feel 
along his muscles the transfigura- 
tion that will come with spring? 
At any rate, after the season’s 
work, the muscles are probably in 
better shape for digging than they 
will be when spring fever comes 
around again. 

If you want to turn a sod or work 
in leaves, seaweed, fresh manure, 


| or other raw organic matter, au- 
| tumn is the time to do it. Materials 


that contain much cellulose, such 
as leaves and straw, rob the soil of 
plant nutrients in their early stages 
of decay, but this primary process 
will work to an end over the winter 
and they will return the fertility 
much increased. 

Do not work in chemical fertiliz- 
ers in the fall, for the winter rains 
will leach them away. Do, how- 
ever, put in some bone meal by all 
means if you garden in the long- 
plowed earth of the East or South. 
unless you know that your soil is 
high in phosphorus. Most of these 
soils have a radical shortage of 
phosphorus and bone meal contains 
22 to 30 per cent of this important 
element. I have seen a mere 25 
pounds do wonders in a garden 
some 700 feet square. It is slow in 
acting, and may require all winter, 
winters, to become 
available. Bone meal also contains 
two or three per cent of nitrogen, 
which becomes ready enough to 
help with the decomposition of the 
organic trash in the soil the first 
winter.

| Sandy soils and most others that 
‘thrive with organic matter, how- 
ever, may be tilled when pretty wet. 
One spring | was planting in land 
that was almost muck. It seemed 
as though the rains would never 
end. | had sowed a winter cover of 
rye grass, which was growing like 
‘wild, and I saw that I would risk 
Jlumbago or a broken back if I let 
it go much longer before I turned 
it in. All the planting was late. 
Finally, one fair day, trusting that 
the thick roots of the grass would 
preserve the structure pretty well, 
‘I turned the sod part way over in 
‘blocks so that it would drain. It 
}worked fine. It was dry enough so 
that I could chop in the grass in a 
‘day or two. 

| I suppose the rotary tiller does 
‘the best job of modern, shallow 
jplowing, but many I have seen do 
not go deep enough for my notion. 
The plow or spade should go ten 
inches deep at the least, I believe. 
But a digging spade for sandy soils 
and a spading fork for most others 
jean do all the turning and mixing 
that is needed. The kind with the 
"D-shaped handle is the easiest to 
manipulate. Step the spade verti- 
ally into the ground as far as it 
ill go. I like to turn the spadeful 
or spit, as it is called) on its side, 
aking little care to be neat and 
retty, smack the spit a glancing 
slow or two to crumble it, and then 
suck in any stubborn trash by an 
upright jab with the tool. 

If you want to mix in a cover 
rop, leaves, or other trash, I find 
hat the spade is always the correct 
‘|mplement. However, watch for the 
‘polor of the subsoil; do not go 
“jleep enough to lift more than an 
| inch of it into the top soil in any 
‘pne year. It is good to bring up a 
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little and thus deepen your layer 


pe top soil.

However, you may believe in 
scratching up the top of the soil 
instead of spading. If so, you are in 
good company. 

The publication of Plowman’s 
Folly by Edward H. Faulkner in 
1943 dusted up a fuss that is still 
in the air today. The man had suffi- 
cient background in the business— 
agricultural college, practical 
farming experience, a tenure as a 
county agent yet he speculated and 
talked nonsense about abolishing 
the plow—all plows! The book has 
changed many capable minds. 

The fault of the moldboard, he 
argued, was that it so very efficient- 
ly placed a layer of organic mat- 
ter, last year’s weeds, leaves blown 
by the autumn wind, and crop 
residues deep into the soil. This 
iayer acted like a blotter in worn 
farm land, depleted of its organic 
matter; it absorbed the rain falling 
from above, and created a barrier 
that cut off the capillary flow from 
below. The right place for this 
organic matter to decay was where 
nature laid it in forest and prairie, 
on the surface and in the upper 
few inches of the earth, where the 
roots of young crops could reach it. 

We need have no concern about 
building deep top soil without the 
moldboard, for as it decays the 
organic fertility drifts lower, car- 
ried by bugs, worms, gravity, and 
rain. A crop can starve in a field 
that has been well fertilized when 
dry weather comes, for, of course, 
plants can take little nourishment 
except in aqueous solution. With 
the moldboard’s early blotter and 
surface drought effect, the young 
plants do not achieve a sufficient 
root system to thrive in the sum- 
mer heat. But even if just scratch- 
ing the top is your idea of plowing, 
it should be done—and soon. 

For, as Kipling once wrote: 


“Gardens are not made 
by singing: ‘Oh, how beautiful,’ 
and sitting in the shade.”

Algeria, and in the south, at the 
Cape of Good Hope, and for many 
miles inland. There are also vine- 
yards in Nairobi, directly under the 
Equator, and outside Johannes- 
burg, in the Transvaal, but they 
are very small, an experiment or a 
hobby, not commercial ventures. 


N AMERICA the largest vine- 

yards and many of the best wines 
are found on the western or Pacific 
coast, from California and Mexico 
in the north, to Chile in the south, 
and the Argentine, the largest and 
best vineyards of which are on the 
eastern slopes of the Andes. On the 
Atlantic side, there are vineyards 
and there is wine made in Canada, 
in the State of New York, and 
other Eastern States of the U.S., as 
well as in Brazil and Uruguay. 

In Australia there is much wine 
made in New South Wales, South 
Australia, and Victoria, and there 
are also vineyards of more modest 
importance in some of the other 
states. 

In Asia Minor there are vines 
growing all along the shores and in 
the islands of the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, in Palestine, Syria, Leba- 
non, Armenia, as well as in Persia 
and the Asiatic Provinces of the 
U.S.S.R. Although Asia is now the 
east important of the continents as 
egards its vinelands, it can claim 
o have been the first to produce 
ine, since it was on Mount Ararat 
that Noah’s Ark came to earth, and 
it was on the slopes of Mount Ara- 
rat that Noah planted the first 
ecorded vineyard. :

age to vintage, according to the 
differences in the hours of sunshine

and inches of rain which the grapes 
get each year. 

That is not all. After the wine 
has been made—that is to say, after 
the grapes have been pressed and 
their sweet juice has been left to 


ferment—the natural process which | 


transforms the sweetness in grape 
juice into alcohol and carbonic 
acid gas, it is but a green wine 
which must be given time to show 
its worth or the lack of it. The cask 
in which the new wine is lodged 
must be kept full to the bung, so 
that there shall be no excess of air 
having access to the new wine. It 
must be protected from draughts, 
extremes of heat and cold. Present- 
ly the wine in the cask reaches the 
bottling status. It has discarded and 
thrown out what it did not need any 
longer, chiefly tartrates which form 
the lees at the bottom of the cask; 
and it can be bottled and binned 
away to mature slowly with the 
merest fraction of air, which 
reaches it through the porous tex- 
ture of the cork. 


Slowly but surely the wine in 
each bottle will grow softer and 
better, up to the time when it will 
begin to grow flat and bitter.

How to Buy Wine 





Wine is the living blood of t 
grape; it is lia 
to sickness and doomed to dea 


it possesses life; 
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Never buy any wine—he its price 
‘ever so cheap or its name ever so 
famous—which is not sound. A 
sound wine is a healthy wine; 
health alone is harmony. 

The best wine for you to buy is 
the wine which suits you best, not 
the wine which it suits somebody to 
sell to you. 

Buy wine from a wine merchant 
ith a reputation to lose. 

Never buy a wine as a specula- 
ion; it is not safe. 

Never buy any wine that you do 

not care for, and do not buy more 
of any wine than you are likely to 
require. 
When tempted, be wary lest you 
fall! Bargains are not safe; it is 
better to pay more and buy less; 
but buy well. 

Public Auctions are not safe. It 
is better for you to give the wine 
merchant the price he asks for. If 
s wine fails to satisfy you after 
time, whatever the cause, the wine 
erchant will see you through; his 
responsibility lasts as long as the 
ine he sells. The auctioneer’s re- 
sponsibility lasts no longer than 
the auction. 

When buying wine, place quality 
rst, variety second, quantity third, 
and cost last. Always buy some 
heap, new, sound beverage wines, 
sven if you can afford to buy the 
most expensive wines as well. 

Buy cheap wines to drink habitu- 
ally and fine wines to drink occa- 
ionally. 

Trust your wine merchant or 
eave him. Train your palate so 
hat you may trust your own judg- 
ment, but find a wine merchant 
whom you can trust as well. 
| Buy fair wine and treat it fairly. 
Find a home for it—a cool, dark, 
ind quiet home: a good cellar.

How to Keep a Wine 


_ A good cellar should be under- 
zround, but well ventilated; cool in 
Summer and winter alike, and 
| When wine is delivered to you, 
/emove the straw envelopes and 
Daper wrappings; examine every 
»ottle and reject faulty ones. 
Never lay down a bottle of wine 
Which shows signs of “ullage”— 
that is to say, the cork of which has 
ullowed some of the wine to ooze 
ut. 

All wines should be binned in a 
orizontal position, that the 
whole of the inside face of the cork 
s constantly in contact with the 
iguid, failing which the cork will 
shrink, some air will find its way 
nto the bottle, and the wine will 
ve spoiled.

| If you are so short of cellar 
space that you cannot bin away 


your champagne or other cased 
wines as soon as you receive them, 
be careful to see that the cases are 
lying flat and not on their sides; 
otherwise the bottles inside the 
case would be in a vertical instead 
of in a horizontal position; half of 
them would be neck downward and 
safe, but the other half would be 
standing up and likely to grow flat 
after a time. 

When binning Port, see to it that 
the white “splash” on the bottles 
is always uppermost; it will then 
be in exactly the same position as 
before it reached your cellar, and 
the crust, which is bound to be dis- 
turbed by the moving, will settle 
down much better into the old 
grooves, which it has made for it- 
self in the very metal of the bottle. 

Watch your bins of wine. Be on 
the look-out for any “weepers,” 
so as to remove them and use them 
quickly before they have become 
“ullages.” 

Wine needs and repays care. 
Wine deserves not the hireling’s 
care, but that loving care which is 
the only care that is intelligent and 
worthy of so precious a gift as 
wine. 


How to Serve Wine 


Decanting. Wine should always 
be served in brilliant condition. 

All red wines with bottle-age 
throw a sediment which fouls the 
wine if it passes from the bottle 
into the glass. All such red wines 
should be carefully decanted. 

Whenever possible, decant your 
old wine in the cellar, straight from 
the bin. 

Take the bottle gently from the 
bin and lay it softly in a cradle. 

Remove the metal cap or the wax 
protecting the outside face of the 
cork. 

Wipe the upper lip of the bottle 
all around and thoroughly with a 
clean cloth. 

Drive your corkscrew slowly right 
through the center of the cork and 
draw the cork steadily without any 
jerks, without either haste or hesi- 
tation. 

Once the cork is drawn, wipe the 
inside lip of the botile with a 
clean cloth, take hold of the bottle 
firmly in your right hand, and 
slowly pour its contents into a de- 
canter held in your left hand. 

Place a lighted candle or an 
electric bulb behind the shoulder 
of the bottle and watch the wine as 
it passes out of the neck of the bot- 
tle. As soon as you see some loose 
sediment come to the neck of the 
bottle, stand the bottle up. What 
wine may be left in the bottle is 
unfit for consumption; it is far bet-

into four sections. The large end 
of the tenderloin is where the “Bif- 
teck” comes from. It usually is not 
cut thickly. The center section is 
the Chateaubriand and is cut very 
thick. The Tournedos are from the 
small end, are usually trimmed 
round, and are about 114 inches 
thick. The flat tip of the tenderloin 
is called the Filet Mignon and is 
cut in various thicknesses accord- 
ing to desire. In this country, how- 
ever, we seem to have two cate- 
gories, the Filet Mignon, and the 
Chateaubriand. 

It is from the large end of the 
tenderloin that you should have the 
butcher cut your filet. It should be 
about ten inches long and weigh 
nearly four pounds. It must be a 
good heavy filet. Cut as I describe, 
one will serve six; so, if you are 
having sixteen, you will need three 
of them. 

Wipe well with 
towel and pour a good Madeira 
over all. I use either Leacock Fine 
Dry Sercial Cocktail Madeira, or 
Rozes Fine Bual (medium dry) 
Madeira. Allow about a quarter of 


a wet paper 


a cup for each piece of meat. Pep- 
per well with Java cracked pepper 
and put into a cold oven and turn 
on to 300° F. Allow 114% hours 
cooking time, basting four times at 
even intervals with the following 
sauce.

| background 


able perspective if you acquaint 
yourself with some of the complex 
| facts of India’s life. 
| About 84% of India is Hindu, fol- 
lowers of a 4000-year-old doctrine 
of reincarnation and denial of 
worldly preoccupations. Hinduism, 
with its 330 million gods and god- 
desses, its labyrinthine mythology, 
its poetic scriptures, is followed 
as a ceremonial religion by the 
_masses, although many modern in- 
_tellectual Hindus tend to regard it 
more as a philosophy. But, how- 
ever it is followed, it literally per- 
meates every act of daily life for 
close to one-seventh of the human 
race—from bathing to lovemaking, 
from birth to cremation. It is the 
basis of all truly Indian art—sculp- 
ture, painting, architecture, danc- 
|ing—and even reflects itself in the 
|motifs and forms of handcrafts. 
| (Needless to say, you’d do well to 
_learn something about it before 
you go.) 
| Stated superficially, a Hindu be- 
|lieves that the more patiently he 
'tolerates his lot the more he is 
assured of a better life in his next 
incarnation and the closer he 
comes to his ultimate goal—mok- 
sha, complete liberation from the 
natural world and union with the 
universe. At this point he will not 
live on earth, but with the gods. 
In other words, in his apparently 
passive acceptance of misery and 
the seamy side of the world. a Hin- 


/du beggar may not consider him- 


self as badly off as we would con- 
sider him. Still, he is suffering 
from disease, filth, poverty. But it 
helps the squeamish traveler to re- 
member that educated Indians not 
only recognize this, but are work- 
ing with astonishing dedication to 
eradicate the causes. Against the 
tremendous odds of superstition, 
illiteracy, and inertia, the 10-year- 
old Republic has already accom- 
plished miracles in its gargantuan 
task of education, agricultural re- 
form, conservation, and develop- 
ment of resources and industry. (In 
13 years the rate of literacy has 
risen from 16% to 40%.) There 
are problems on every level, all 
urgent, from India’s population ex- 
plosion to the threat of Communist | 
China on the northern borders and 


/the influx of refugees from Tibet 


and China. Only when you are 
aware of this infinitely complicated 
can you understand 
what you see and hear in India. | 
Since the fate of this balance-wheel

Seven miles outside Jaipur is 
Amber, a beautifully preserved for- 
tress-palace built in 928—a little 
jewel of a sightseeing experience 
which deserves a good deal more 
publicity than it gets. It is magnifi- 
cence on a human scale, so you 
can visualize the life that was lived 
in its courts and pools and mirror- 
mosaic halls. To compound the ro- 
mantic novelty, you ascend its 
steep approach on an _ elephant 
painted with floral motifs. 


T IS a four-hour drive from Jai- 
pur to Agra and the Taj Mahal. 
but take a couple of hours to stop at 
Fatehpur Sikri, another amazingly 
well preserved fortress city. It was 
built in 1569 by the Muslim ruler, 
Akbar, whose curiously un-Muslim 
tolerance for all religions shows up 
in the architectural detail of this 
red sandstone complex of 
courts, pools, and palaces. There 
are the Hindu lotus and_left- 
handed swastika, the Chinese 
bracket. and painted on the wall in 


vast, 


the house of his Christian wife, a 
Bible scene. 

Clearly, a taste for architecture 
characterized Akbar’s line, for the 
Taj Mahal in Agra was built by his 
grandson, Shah Jahan, who also 
built the Red Fort in Delhi and 
much of Agra Fort, both great com- 
pounds of palaces and public build- 
ings, little cities 
Most people think of these domes 
and spires and arches as typically 
Indian, but they are Moghul archi- 
tecture, the ultimate result of the 
eighth-century Muslim invasion of 
India. Indigenous Hindu architec- 
ture, much more ancient, is infi- 


in themselves. 


nitely more florid, using much 
sculpture and carving. In the 


South, its form is pyramidal; in the 
North it is shaped like attenuated 
beehives. 

The Taj Mahal exceeds every de- 
scription. To appreciate it fully you 
should visit it at different times of 
day. No sight in the world can 
match its ephemeral loveliness by 
moonlight. (This winter full moon 
will occur Nov. 3, Dec. 3, Jan. 2, 
Feb. 1, March 2.) It is a Muslim 
tomb, built by Shah Jahan for a 
beloved wife, Mumtaz Mahal, and 
the story is that it took 22,000 
men 18 years to build it (1630- 
1648). At close hand you'll dis- 
cover that it is not white marble 
alone, but magnificently inlaid with 
floral designs in semi-precious 
stones—a craft that is still the lo- 
cal specialty. 

In Agra most Western travelers 
stay at Laurie’s Hotel, which like 
many Indian hotels perpetuates the

Madras was our initiation into 


| the bewildering. controlled beauty 


of the classic Indian dance, per- 
formed in an outdoor theater by 
Kamala Laxman, one of the most 
adept of the women dancers. High- 


'ly symbolic, the dance is a disci- 


plined interpretation of religious 
stories, so the most an uninformed 


Westerner can expect of it is to 


enjoy its colorful grace and re- 


/markable kinetics, against the un- 


familiar rhythms of flute and drum. 
When you attend a performance, 


/your forehead is marked with san- 
'dalwood, you are given sugar on 
your tongue, and flowers for the 


/enjoyment of their scent—so mind 


and senses are symbolically pre- 
pared for the uplifting experience 
the dance represents. 

In Madras we found the shop of 


‘the Victoria Technical Institute a 


| treasure trove for embroidered or- 


gandy and appliqué table linen, for 
children’s dresses, and similar fine

has a good general assortment 
of South Indian crafts, particularly 
‘the silver-inlay on black metal 
\called bidri, the silver and gold- 
washed silver bangles, and the fili- 
gree-work necklaces, anklets, ear- 
rings. 

The Connemara Hotel appeals to 
Westerners, but we had our eye on 
the new Oceanic on the beach. 


OMBAY, on the west coast, is 
the most aggressive of India’s 

cities. Astonishingly reminiscent of 
Rio de Janeiro, it runs right to the 
beach, a broad avenue curving with 
the shoreline. 
_ The “must” sightseeing here is a 
trip over the water to see the in- 
credible sculpture of the Elephanta 
‘Caves, tremendous bas _ reliefs 
‘carved so intricately out of the 
rock that they seem completely di- 
mensional. And from here you can 
drive to Aurangabad, then to see 
more ancient cave art in Ajanta 
wand Ellora. 
Bombay is the center of India’s 
Parsee population, a_ relatively 
small group of Zoroastrians whose 
industry and probity have earned 
them positions of importance. 
Theirs are Bombay’s famous Tow- 
ers of Silence where the dead are 
left to the birds. 
Filigree jewelry and “beggar’s” 
necklaces and brooches of multi- 
color precious stones are typical of 
this area. We shopped for these 
and the region’s striped silk at the 
hadi Bhavan. And the City Hand- 
loom House, where the fabric as- 
sortment is fabulously good, for 
raw silk yard goods and neckties, 
saris, plaids and raw silk inset with 
‘mirror sequins. : 

In Bombay, the Taj Mahal and 
the Ambassador are Western-fa- 


r 


In New Delhi, no shopper should 
miss the Central Cottage Industries 
Emporium, where the whole great 
profusion of the best in Indian 
Crafts is presented, from the rugs 
of Kashmir and the bird-feather- 
soft shatoosh “ring” stoles (about 
$40) to brass lamps, thong-toed 
chappals, appliquéd chikkan-work 
‘tablecloths, silk brocade handbags. 
For antiques, and the local color in 
quantity, don’t miss the Chandni 
Chowk bazaar in Old Delhi. 

_ New Delhi’s most magnificent 
hotel is the government-owned Ash- 
oka. The Imperial and Claridge’s 
are well regarded. In Old Delhi, 
Maiden’s continues in cozy pukka- 
sahib tradition. Don’t expect great 
luxury. 

As for Indian food, you’ll love it 
if you like cardamom, cumin, cori- 
ander, chili, mustard, *amarind, 
and buffalo milk. The whole variety 
of breads is tantalizing—crisp pa- 
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pads, puffy pooris, and paratas like 
unsweetened puff paste. In the Mo- 
ti Mahal restaurant in Old Delhi. 
the specialty is tandoori chicken 
and fish—baked in clay, served 
with mint curry, and_ bread 
drenched with clarified butter. Sur- 
roundings will never replace The 
Four Seasons, but when the ice- 
cream dessert of almond-flavored 
kulf{ comes on, coated with real 
silver leaf, you'll open your eyes. 
In a private home you may be re- 
galed with a carrot pudding coy- 
ered with gold leaf. India teeters 
on the brink of prohibition. Some 
cities are totally dry, but tourists 
may get liquor permits through the 
government tourist office. 

A car and driver for a day’s 
sightseeing can cost as little as 
$10. Hotel rooms run about $8. 
The monetary unit is the rupee, at 
about 4.7 to the U. S. dollar. 

You will probably have no lan- 
guage difficulties because English 
is commonly spoken in the cities. 
India officially recognizes 14 dif- 
ferent languages, so Indians from 
different areas speaking different 
languages frequently communicate 
in English. 

You will do well to make your 
travel arrangements far ahead of 
time through a travel agent.

One of the most ironic results of 
America’s present plethora of travel 
opportunities is the appalling opin- 
ion of some travelers that they’ve 


/ exhausted the world. We heard one 


American lady complain to another, 
“When this trip is over, there’ll be 
no place left to go. I’ve been every- 
where and seen everything.” Her 
companion, instead of hooting at 
this inanity, replied that she still 
had Australia and New Zealand to 
do. They arose, when the flight to 
Bangkok was called, trailing cash- 
mere stoles and the luxurious scent 
of “Joy.” presumably off to corner 
the market on Thai silk and prin- 
cess rings, as innocent of the world 
they’d just been around as if they’d 
been born that morning. 

We have been in 55 countries to 
date and there isn’t one we wouldn’t 
like to visit once more in greater 
depth, and meantime there come 
immediately to mind 18 countries 
we still want to explore, plus the 
project of one time covering our 
own great country in a state-by- 
state itinerary. 

We can testify to the fact that 
once you have made life-seeing as 
important a part of your traveling 
as sightseeing, you cannot travel 
any other way. You will, as a matter 
of course, prefer to concentrate 
your traveling time on one or two 
places, avoiding the one-night 
stands as you would the plague. 
You will find that some places call 
for more understanding effort on 
your part than others, but that 
makes them all the more satisfying. 
We are ashamed to admit how 
much effort and study it has taken 
us to begin to comprehend the 
Orient—a part of the world that is 
most crucial to Americans and 
about which we are so miserably 
ill informed. But we can count as 
two of the most rewarding experi- 
ences of our lifetime our attempts 
to delve into the attitudes that make 
Japan and India what they are. 

The day has long since passed 
when travel and escape were synon- 
ymous words, when we could look 
at the world as if it were a musical 
comedy.

collecting plants for woodsy con- 
tainer garden. One is the horticul- 
turist’s approach. Only what nor- 
mally grows together is grouped 
together in the bowl. This was fol- 
lowed in making the dish gardens 
illustrated on pages 214-215. This 
has the appeal of ecological right- 
ness as well as the more practical 
value of making maintenance eas- 
ier. Plants of a similar environment 
grouped together are easier to care 
for and will probably last longer 
because they all take much the 
same conditions of heat, light, and 
moisture. But you don’t have to do 
your garden this way. If you see 
things you want to enjoy close at 
hand indoors, by all means include 
them in your creation. Whether you 
find them in sunny, shady. moist, or 
dry places, they will live together 
in a container for long enough to 
give you pleasure. 

It is best not to start out with 
preconceived notions as to the de- 
sign of your dish-garden. Collect 
the things that appeal to you, and 
let them dictate its make-up. You 
should, of course, keep in mind the 
size and shape of the container you 
have selected. Containers may or 
may not have drainage holes. If you 
use one without drainage, you must 
always be careful not to suffocate 
the roots by over-watering. Besides 
the container, all the equipment 
you need for this project is a 
trowel, basket to gather the mate- 
rials in, and a pair of sharp eyes. 


What to Look For 
You'll find the

best material 


lichen, ever- 
green seedlings, miniature ferns, 
and such dainty woodland plants as 
pipsissewa, rattlesnake plantain, 
and partridgeberry. Anything that 
takes your eye is fair game, includ- 
ing sticks and stones to help set 
the woodsy scene. 

In the following list are some 
things to be found in the New Eng- 


land woods. These have all good 
“staying” qualities. You will find 
many other varieties in the East. 
Try them out and see how they 
perform. In other parts of the coun- 
try, a container garden may be 
made similarly with various small 
delightful things to be 
found for the looking.

The main thing to remember is 
to make your planting as natural as 
possible. 

As you collect them, observe how 
these things grow or lie on the 
ground. One can hardly find a bet- 
ter source of inspiration for design 
than Nature herself. 

Here are some specific things to 
look for in the Northeast, with ad- 
vice on how to handle them. 


Moss and Lichen 


“A rolling gathers no

moss,” but one that has been rest- 
ing in the woods or along a shady

Ferns are the essence of woodsi- 
ness. Keep a sharp eye out for the 
tiny delicate ones.

They are only about a 
half-inch wide, several stems grow- 
ing straight out from a little cluster 
close to the ground. 

Then there are those that look 
like miniature Boston ferns, but 
are only two to six inches high. 
These are most likely to be found 
on a rocky bank or in clefts of 
rock. In the same place you may 
also find lovely pale green scal- 
loped ones. If they’re tiny, take 
them; they'll last. the 
larger feathery ones and the fa- 
miliar maiden hair, because these 
don’t seem to keep too well. Also 
avoid those that have been growing 
in moist places. They will require 
too much watering.

How to Plant the Container 


If the weather is warm, it is 
easier to assemble your garden out 
of doors; if not, find a place where 
you don’t mind making a mess. 
Put down some old newspapers and 
spread the contents of your basket 
out in front of you, leaving a place 
directly in front for your bowl. 
Keep all the same materials to- 
gether, the mosses in one group, 
the stones in another and so on. 
You will need some gravel or bits 
of broken up flower pot for drain- 
age material, some sand, and some 
humusy soil. Good to have at hand 
too, is a little charcoal which will 
help keep the soil sweet, but it is 
not absolutely necessary. 

If you are using a glass con- 
tainer, use the largest pieces of 
carpet moss and lay it in, mossy 
side out. On top of the dirt side of 
the moss, put a layer of pebbles or 
broken pottery, fill in around the 
drainage material with sand and

soil, and scatter in a few bits of | 
charcoal. If your bowl is pottery 
or metal, start with the drainage 
material and proceed in the same 
way. Put in more charcoal and a 
deeper layer of this material if the 
container does not have a drain- 
hole in it.

50 feet from the street. This meant 
that about one-third of the land 
had to be given over to public 
view, and would be of limited use 
to the family. However some use 
was made of this by the curved 
entry drive and off-street parking. 

The slope of the lot was another 
problem. It sloped toward the 
street, and there was very little flat 
land behind the setback line. 

To remedy this, the foot of the 
slope was pushed back to make 
room for the house and for a gar- 
den area. In the desire for more 
level space this could easily have 
been overdone, but it was not. 

Trees on the slope were spared. 
The hillside was used as a natural 
place for a cascading fountain-pool, 
and raised beds were built for trees 
around which the ground had to 
be lowered. Raised planting beds 
and retaining walls were planned 
to add interest to the vertical plane. 
The character of the land was 
maintained. The site was not arbi- 
trarily leveled just for “usable” 
space.

climate. Its flower stalk grows to 
only about five feet and bears 
bright yellow flowers. 

The tall tapers of the eremurus 
bloom to the very tip, each about 
the top one-fourth of the flower 
stalk, leaving a dark withering 
stalk bristling with round seed 
pods. When parched by the mid- 
summer sun, the pods pop open ex- 
posing 12 seeds covered with a 
papery tissue. The plants are 
dormant during August, September, 
and early October. They should be 
transplanted only during this 
period. Then, when the fall rains 
come, they develop their feeder 
roots and are best not disturbed. 

The several species vary some- 
what in their spreading root sys- 
tems, though all are brittle and 
must be carefully spread out for 
planting when you get them. Roots 
look not unlike huge starfish. Plant- 
ing must be only in a well-drained, 
sunny location. They perform best 
where the soil tends toward alkalin- 
ity. If your soil is on the acid side, 
add lime. No fertilizer need be used 
at planting time but after planting

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Meet Gene Moore 


An artist who finds art 
in the most commonplace things 


and makes us suddenly aware 


By LEE WILCOX 


@ A walk past Tiffany’s windows on New York’s 
Fifth Avenue is an extraordinary experience. You 
may see diamonds scattered in a pile of sand. Or 
the most fragile glassware may hang from over- 
sized ship’s tackle. Or a frying pan may sizzle with 
diamonds instead of bacon. 

These unusual sights are the usual thing. 

What may seem at first to be delightful irrever- 
ence for the precious jewels and finely-crafted ware 
displayed is, at second glance, real reverence. It’s an 
example of what Gertrude Stein called “pure vi- 
sion,” for you suddenly see, as if for the first time, 
things you have been familiar with all your life. A 
commonplace thing appears in brand-new perspec- 
tive. You discover all over again the sandiness of 
sand or, perhaps, the wiriness of wire. 

The materials are cheap and ordinary—tissue 
paper, string, hammers, nails. They set off objects 
of the highest intrinsic value—Tiffany diamonds, 
lead crystal, sterling silver, and gold. First you see. 
let us say, diamonds in a pile of something dull and 
gritty—the very antithesis of diamonds, a marvel- 
ous frame foi the pure, glittering brightness of 
the jewels. The background seems to be the essence 
of the dull and gritty and grainy. Suddenly, a light 
dawns and you recognize that the dullness, coarse- 
ness, and grittiness make up into that familiar stuff 
from the beach, sand. You feel as if you’d never 
really seen sand before, and you laugh with surprise 


and pleasure at this sudden, fresh understanding. 


Zen philosophers call this flash of insight the “ah-

aess” of things. HOUSE BEAUTIFUL calls it “the thrill 
of discovery.” 

The man responsible for showing us that the com- 
monest things are beautiful and precious is Display 
Director Gene Moore. For fifteen years at Bonwit 
Teller’s and the last five at Tiffany’s as well, he has 
creaied witty and beautiful window displays that 
make strollers look twice, smile, and stare. Some- 
how, with props that run the gamut from stove 
pipes, garden hoses, or balls of colored string, to 
serious paintings from art galleries or mobiles, 
mosaics, or collages from the studios of important 
artists, Gene Moore combines elements that open 
the eye to the very essence of things theiselves. 
Such freedom with his palette of materials gives 
the east side of Fifth Avenue between 56th and 57th 
Streets the air of a carnival of the arts. It is as if 
the Metropolitan Museum had lent its masterpieces 
to Copenhagen’s Tivoli Garden for an outdoor ex- 
hibit. Joie de vivre and quality join hands, and it is 
fun, 

Quality is what you do with what you have, this 
artist says. Look twice, and really see. The notion is 
refuted that something beautiful must cost a lot of 
money. The lesson of these windows is that anything 
may increase our appreciative awareness o! the 
world around us. 

Does it seem strange to talk of window display in 
such grand terms?

Seeure first ball by putting 
small safety pin through one fringe, then 
through ball’s hanger, then through second 
fringe. Bring two lengths of fringe around 
ball, stapling where they meet. Tape fringe on 
either side of ball. Repeat with as many balls 
as desired. Tie string along the back, knotting 
at each pin, to support chain when it is hung. 





Swags over mantel (opposite) start with card- 
board cut out in shape of swag. Rows of fringe 
are attached with tape, starting at the bottom, 
with the fringe curving down and in.

Feathery tree above has cone of acetate sheeting (from art 
store) as a base. You can get two cones from a 25” x 40” 
sheet by swinging 24” ares from opposite corners. Cone is 
formed by punching holes along meeting edges and connecting 
edges with brass-headed paper fasteners. Starting at the bottom 
of the cone, make circles of fringe around it, joining each 
circle with cellophane tape. Also tape circle to cone in several 
places.

— everybody can afford tissue paper 


Christmas is the time when everyone becomes an artist. And everyone can be 


very time you loop tinsel or hang a wreath you are 

making an aesthetic decision—for better or worse. 

One of the reasons Christmas is fun is that you are 

indulging in creative playfulness which you don’t feel 
you should allow yourself at other times of the year. 
(Though maybe you should. ) 

House BeautiFuL feels you'll create a prettier house if 
you acknowledge to yourself that holiday house-trimming 
is a creative act meant to produce pleasure—for yourself 
and others. The more it is your own expression, the more 
fun. And the more likely it will be pretty rather than a 
cliché. Don’t let a sense of a meager budget dwarf your 
stent creativity, for there is always colored tissue paper. 
With it and rubber cement you can create fabulous stained- 
giass windows all over the house. 

On these pages we show you what you can achieve by 
layering colored tissue paper shapes over each other. By 
partially over-lapping similar forms, you can build up 
fabulously beautiful designs. For the color intensifies as the 
paper piles up, layer on layer. And you get color gradations 
from light to strong. 

Different colors pasted on top of each other produce 
colors not existing in any of the separate papers. In short, 
you can create new colors. See the blue and purple rosette 
in the center of the color picture, for example. 

Ali geometric forms are easy to play wiih. Cut them in 
quaniiiy, fan them out on a table in different ways to see 
what effects they can create. Then get ready to paste. 

What you'll mainly need for your fling at decorating is 
a variety of tissue paper in pretty colors. 

Besides paper you'll need: sharp scissors, paper clips, 
round plates or pans for patterns, a pint can of rubber 
cement thinned down with rubber cement thinner (the 
sheerness of tissue paper calls for extra thin cement), 
ruler, soft pencil. 

On the opposite page are some of the many possible 
designs you can make from circles, squares, strips, and 
other simple shapes. Expand their scope as much as you 
wish. Remember that even waste material and left-over cut- 
ours have design possibiiities.

Measured by either the price tag or art significance, 


modern ceramics are bargains. We are blessed 


with many great artists who are producing masterpieces. Here are 


some criteria to use in recognizing great ceramics, 


suggested by one of the world’s great potters 


By BERNARD LEACH Author of A Potter's Book 


® The work of the individual potter or potter-artist, who 
performs all, or nearly all, the processes of production with 
his own hands, belongs to one aesthetic category. And the 
finished results of industrialized manufacture or mass-pro- 
duction belong to another and quite different category. In 
the work of the potter-artist, who throws his own pots, there 
is a unity of design and execution, a co-operation of hand 
and undivided personality, for designer and craftsman are 
one. Tne work of the designer for mass-production, whose 
oliice is to make drawings or models of utensils, often to be 
cast or molded in parts and subsequently assembled, is quite 
another thing. 

The art o. che craftsman is intuitive and humanistic (one 
hand, one brain). Designing for reduplication, rational, ab- 
stract and tectonic, is the work of the engineer or constructor 
rather than that of the “artist.” Each method has 1s own 
aesthetic signincance. Examples of both can ve goou or 
bad. The distinction between them lies in the reiegadon 
of the actual making not merely to other hands than 
those of the designer but to power-driven machines. ‘fhe 
products of the latter can never possess the same intimate 
qualities as the former. 

There I think we come to the crux of the matter: good 
hand craftsmanship is directly subject to the prime source of 
human activity, whereas machine crafts, even at their best, 
are activated at one remove—by the intellect. 


Pots, like all other forms of art, are human expressions. 


Pleasure, pain, or indifference before them depends upon 
their natures, and their natures are inevitably projections 
of the minds of their creators. It is important to remember 
that, although poitery is made to be used, this fact in no 
wise simplifies the problem of artistic expression. There 
can be no fullness or complete realization of utility without 
beauty, refinement, and charm for the simple reason that 
their absence must in the long run be intolerable to both

maker and consumer. 

I have often sought for some method of suggesting to 
people who have not had the experience of making pottery a 
means of approach to the recognition of what is good, based 
upon common human experience rather than upon aesthetic 
hair-splitting. A distinguished Japanese potter, Mr. Kawai of 
Kyoto, when asked how people are to recognize good work, 
answered simply, “With their bodies.” He meant with the 
mind acting directly through the senses, taking in form, 
texture, patiern and color, and referring the sharp immedi- 
ate impressions to personal experience of use and beauty 
combined. But as pottery is made for uses with which we are 
all familiar, the difficulty probably lies less in one’s ability 
to recognize proper adaptation of form to function than in 
other directions, primarily perhaps in unfamiliarity with 
the nature of the raw material, clay, and its natural possi- 
bilities and limitations, and also in uncertainty as to the 
more imponderable qualities of vitality and relative excel- 
lence of form, both of which are indispensable constituents 
of beauty. 

It must always be remembered that the dissociation of use 
and beauty is a purely arbitrary thing. It is true that pots 
exist which are useful and not beautiful, and others that 
are beautiful and impractical; but neither of these extremes 
can be considered normal. The normal is a balanced combi-

nation of the two.

Thus in looking for the best approach to pottery it seems 
reasonable to expect that beauty will emerge from a fusion 
of the individual character and culture of the potter with 
the nature of his materials—clay, pigment, glaze—and his 
management of the fire, and that consequently we may hope 
to find in good pots those innate qualities which we most 
admire in people. 

It is for this reason that I consider the mood, or nature, 
of a pot to be of first importance. It represents our instinc- 
tive total reaction to either maker or pot, and although there 
is no guarantee that our judgment is true for others, it is 
at least essentially honest and as likely to be true as any 
judgment we are capable of making at that particular phase 
of our development. It is far better to run the risk of making 
an occasional blunder than to attempt cold-blooded analyses 
based upon other péople’s theories. Judgment in art cannot 
be other than intuitive and founded upon sense experience, 
on what Kawai calls “the body.” No process of reasoning 
can be a substitute for or widen the range of our intuitive 
knowledge. 

This does not mean that we cannot use our common sense 
in examining the qualities in a pot which give us its char- 
acter, such as form, texture, decoration, and glaze. For ana- 
lytic reasoning is important enough as a support to intuition. 
Beginning with the color and texture of the clay, one must 
ask, apart from its technical suitability, whether it is well- 
related to the thrown or moulded shape created by the pot- 
ter and to the purpose for which the pot is intended. What, 
for example, is appropriate for a porous unglazed water jug 
is utterly unsuitable for an acid jar. Does its fired character 
give pleasure to the eye as well as to the touch? Does its 
texture contrast pleasingly with the glaze? Has it, where 
exposed to the flame, turned to a dull brick red which con- 
trasts happily with the heavy jade green of a celadon? 
Does it show an interesting granular surface under an other- 
wise lifeless porcelain glaze? Has its plasticity been such as 
to encourage the thrower to his best efforts, for the form 
cannot be dissociated from its material. 

The shape of a pot cannot be dissociated from the way it 
has been made; one may throw fifty pots in an hour, on the 
same model, which only vary in fractions of an inch, and yet 
only half a dozen of them may possess that right relation- 
ship of parts which gives vitality—life flowing for a few 
moments perfectly through the hands of the potter. 

Apart from the basic clay, the form of the pot is of the 
first importance, and the first thing we must look for is, as 
already indicated, proper adaptation to. use and suitability 
to material. Without these we cannot expect to find beauty 
in any of its modes, nobility, austerity, strength, breadth, 
subtlety, warmth—qualities which apply equally to our 
judgments of human and ceramic values. Nor do these qual- 
ities arise from human characteristics alone, but from a 
common recognition of forms whether man-made or natural, 
which we associate with them. 

Of all forms we know best our own, and attach to it the 
greatest degree of evocative emotion. Next come animal, 
plant and mineral forms: lastly, and mainly in our own

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brain. It is not without reason that important parts of pots 
should be known as foot, belly, shoulder, neck, and lip, or 
that curve and angle should often be thought of as male or 
female. Beauty of ceramic form, which is at once subjective 
and objective, is obtained in much the same manner as in 
abstract (rather than representational) sculpture. It is sub- 
jective in that the innate character of the potter, his stock 
and his tradition live afresh in his work; objective in so far 
as his selection is drawn from the background of universal 
human experience. 

Subordinate to form but intimately connected with it is 
the problem of decoration, and the question arises whether 
the increased orchestration adds to the total effect or not. 
It is nevertheless of the greatest significance that some of 
the very finest pots are quite plain. Many a good piece has 
been spoiled by a weak or tasteless design, printed or applied 
in one way or another: not only must the pattern be good 
in itself and freely executed, but it must combine with and 
improve the form and harmonize with the natural variations 
of both color and texture of body and glaze. 

In short, a pot, in order to be good, should be a genuine 
expression of life. 

A pot thrown on a good wheel with responsive clay, but 
not too soapy in texture, is impressed and expressed, urged 
and pulled and coaxed through a (Please turn to page 178)

hristmas isn’t as much fun any more.”

a song!” They sang and sang and sang. From my position 
of watchful waiting in the upstairs hall, I could tell the

not diminished. 

Our custom has been for the children to bring the stock- 
ings back up to our room and, while everyone crowds on the 
bed, to take turns pulling out the presents one by one. The 
surprise and fun over the things they had put in our stock- 
ings and the veiled jokes about how Santa Claus came to 
include us.in his rounds added new sparkle to the event. I’m 
sure St. Nick did not mind in the least this reversal of 
his original intention. 
is want to do the créche all by myself,” Cathy said, “and 

| I’m not going to use the same figures everyone buys.” 
So we never unpacked the clay figurines we had used 
in other years. Instead, after choosing the hall table as the 
best stage for her nativity scene, Cathy brought down certain 
dolls from her doll-house.

We all worked around the dining-room table which was 
well protected by an old blanket, stringing yards and yards 
of cranberries and popcorn. Friends who dropped in sat 
down either to add a few feet to our strings or make some 
for their own trees. One little girl brought the Christmas 
present she was sewing for her mother to our house so she 
could work on it without fear of possible discovery. Every- 
one made cornucopias of gay stiff papers to fill with the well- 
tested (and tasted) fudge recipe. Some they labeled for 
members of the family and friends; some they left un- 
marked to give to Christmas callers. 

aper chains seemed to grow out of the fingers of the 
Panu. children like silken strands from a_ spider. 

They also enjoyed the easy job of decorating plastic 
foam balls with sequins, which they pinned on in lovely 
colorful designs. The candy wreath they made was a tre- 
mendous hit. They started with the wire wreath frame. Then 
they stuck the ends of paper wrapped around candy pieces 
into the frame until it was solidly filled. A pair of scissors 
was tied to the wreath with a long red ribbon and the wreath 
hung on the inside of the front door. Each departing guest 
was invited to cut himself a piece of candy. 

We had cookies by the score, decorated in great flights 
of fancy with the old frosting standby (confectioner’s sugar, 
milk, and food coloring, bejeweled with citron). Little wires 
were tucked into the cookies before baking so they could be 
hung on the tree. One young neighbor who did not like to 
cook or make things, but who still wanted to be part of the 
gathering, copied Bible verses from the Christmas story and 
stuck these on colored paper to hang on the tree. “The story 
is more than just the same old words when you have to 
decide which verses you will use and start writing them 
down.” she said, holding up her carefully copied lines. 


ur new approach to Christmas was a glowing success. 
As much as we would all like to borrow the eyes of 
our children at Christmas time and behold, in C. Day 


Lewis’s words, “our own young world again,” 


it is not easy. 
But we can be led there by our children. As IJ finished our 
Christmas cards ahead of schedule for the first time in years, 
listened to the mysterious gigglings and whisperings of their 
preparations, and attended the few chosen functions at 
school, church, and friends’ homes—all without a racing 
pulse or frantic mind—I felt that this, the children’s way, 
was best for all of us. Indeed, they had fulfilled the bright 
promise and made it an old-fashioned Christmas with all the 


spontaneity and sparkle we had longed for and remembered.

‘Dear Santa Claus, 





Pavant a shooting eun Areltl 


hristmas most of the year was

dolls. Most of the time 
you enjoyed them as if they were 
people, but every now and then, for 
some reason you could not guess, 
you looked at them coldly; they 
were only dolls, and you found 
yourself bored by their unchanging 
faces. They closed their eyes or they 
didn’t close their eyes; some of them 
cried toy tears, some of them bleated 
a word or two, some of them were 
able to do a sort of imitation walk, 
but at the times when you looked at 
them in this different way, you saw 
that they were only things made out 
of plastic and cloth and china. There 
was nothing real inside of them: no 
heart, no stomach, nothing. And 
their eyes were only colored glass. 

So one Christmas when they asked 
you what you wanted most, you said 
you wanted “something alive.” You 
were not absolutely decided which 
kind of live thing it was you wanted.

But someone, Santa Claus or 
someone, knew better than you did 
what you wanted and he brought it, 
and it was exactly the right thing 
because it was a kitten. 

There had never been anything 
so soft as that kitten. He was little 
and gray, with the beginnings of 
tabby-stripes on him. His eyes were 
as round and clear as dolls’ eyes, but 
they were alive and they could see. 
His paws were playful, liking to tap 
and turn things, and the pads of 
them were pink, shaped like violets 
and small as violets, and when you 


touched them they felt cool. He was 
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by no means all sweetness and soft- 
ness; his flower paws could put out 
thorns that drew blood, his pink 
mouth was armed with tiny daggers, 
his licking tongue was rough as a 
nettle. But since you usually treated 
him as he wished to be treated, his 
weapons rarely turned against you. 

He was lured by anything that 
moved: a leaf, a shadow, a turning 
page. His own tail persuaded him 
to capture it; he was often funny, 
but never ludicrous, because he had 
been born graceful. He could do 
nothing clumsy. Another thing was 
that he never thought of himself as a 
kitten, but as a cat; he climbed like 
a veteran, washed himself with the 
mature assurance of a cat ten years 
his senior, and when he crouched 
and stalked it was only because he 
was tiny that he was not terrible.

A Time for Singing 


@ If there is one time of year when we all feel an irresistible 
urge to burst into song, it is Christmas. The three-to-five- 
year-old feels this too, but usually he is frustrated by songs 
too complicated and keys too high or low for him. So 
we assume he can’t sing. But child development research 
indicates that actually this is the most effective age for 
him to learn. 

Choose the right song for him, pitch it in the right key, 
and practice with him several times a week—by Christmas 
your preschooler will be able to join in the family caroling 
with competence and joy. 

The truth of the matter is that the preschooler has a 
potentially good ear, a delight in rhythm, and unbounded 
eagerness to learn words and music. He wants to sing and is 
ready to learn. In the beginning, the toddler “sings” notes 
just above middle C and he simply goes up and down when 
he hears the melody go up and down. He doesn’t really sing 
tones, he just slides around. Later on, he begins singing 


individual tones in a range usually between middle C and the 


G above. If he practices singing within his own range, a child 
seems to devel p his own kind of “perfect pitch.” That is, 
he will recognize a song by thé key it is in as much as by its 
melody. This is probably because the child’s vocal range 
is so limited at this stage in his muscular development 


that each tone he is able to sing feels very different to 


him from the one or two others in his range. Untrammeled 
by traditions, he can learn an archaic mode as easily as 


the major scale. You can teach him a “sophisticated” folk 
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carol as easily as “Mary Had a Little Lamb.” That is, if 
you can sing it yourself or have a record of it in the right 
key for him. 

If there isn’t a regular singing time in your family now, 
here is a way to start. After supper is a good opportunity 
to sing, and it begins the calming down process from the 
excitement of day to the peace of sleep. Those of us who 
were brought up with singing as one of the “things we do 
in our house” remember these as deeply happy times, worthy 
of revival. ¢ 

A few simple techniques for teaching preschoolers have 
been successfully tested at the Child Development Laboratory 
of the University of Illinois, where a study has been made 
of how and when children learn to sing. Robert Smith, 
director of the project, and his researchers have found that 
among normal children there is no such thing as a tone-deaf 
child. Of course, very young children must learn to distin- 
guish tones and then train their muscles to sing what they 
hear, but these are techniques like walking and talking. A 
child will learn, given the opportunity and the practice. 

Several points should be considered in choosing a Christ- 
mas song for your young singer. It should have phrase repeti- 
tion so that the song won’t have too many new words. Hope- 
fully it will repeat melodic refrains. No wonder “Jingle Bells” 
is such a favorite. “We Wish You a Merry Christmas” is 
another good song for the preschooler. Both songs have re- 
peated refrains, small vocabularies, and melodies that are 
simple.

@ Add a new kind of fun to your family Christmas celebra- 
tion with shadow theatre. An ancient tradition in the Far 
East, shadow play will soon become part of your own 
Christmas or Hanukkah tradition. With a little help from 
you and a budget of about fifteen dollars, children as young 


as eight or nine can present shadow plays in stained-glass 
window colors. 

Shadow theatre is, most simply, a puppet show in which 
flat figures are moved between a strong source of light and 
a translucent screen. Because of its two-dimensionality 
and the rigidity of its jointed puppets, shadow theatre is 
inherently highly stylized. Its style, simplicity, and vivid 
contrasts make it particularly appealing to children. 

Plays can have dialogue, be narrated, or be pantomime 
with musical “interludes” or accompaniment—the sound 
coming from the puppetmeisters backstage or from phono- 
graph records. 

Old as mankind itself, shadow play touches an elemental 
chord deep in our nature. Its art dates to ancient Chinese 
and Javanese rituals, but while the traditions are old, new 
techniques of acetate, see-through (Please turn the page)

We chose The Christmas Story to illustrate 
shadow play. Its action is simple, the tab- 
leaux uncomplicated, and the essential char- 
acters, few, although the ambitious child 
can add ox and ass, flocks, innkeeper’s wife, 
angels, and shepherds to his basic cast of 
the Christ Child, Mary, Joseph, their donkey, 
the angel Gabriel, Herod the King, inn- 


keeper, three Magi, shepherds, sheep, star.

You can set up the stage in a doorway so that 
the room beyond is “‘backstage,” a place for 
scenery, puppets, and theatrical clutter. The 
three-panel beaver-board screen stands 51% 
feet high. Its stage area is 18 inches high by 
24. inches wide and is surrounded by a, pro- 
scenium painted in bright colors. The s¢reen 
is easily set up and taken down.

The three-panel stage (see page 
186 for how to build) is framed 
backstage with wood strips for 
extra sturdiness. Leftover beaver- 
board makes a roof to shield the 
15-watt fluorescent tube, hanging 
by heavy wire from a 6-foot-long 
pole attached at the extreme edges 
of the outside panel. The light 
hangs just above the puppeteer’s 
head. Another pole at the bottom 
of the screen, also attached to the 
ends of the far panels, has tacks 
spaced along its length as props 
for the puppet control sticks when 
figures are at rest on stage. The 
bottom edge of the screen is at the 
child’s elbow height. The beaver- 
board stage folds for storage be- 
tween performances (photo, right).

paints, and fluorescent light make unnecessary the tradi- 
tional materials of donkey skin, oiled paper, and tin. 

House BeautiruL, with the help of painter Margo Hoff 
and poet Kappo Phelan of the Shadowlight Theatre, New 
York, has developed plans to give you and the children a 
start. But once the shadow theatre buff has played with these 
ideas. he will be off on his own, both technically and dra- 
matically. The theatrical possibilities are almost limitless. 
depending on the bounds of fantasy and the number of 
hands available. You can make underwater scenes with ris- 
ing and falling waterlines, seaweed and jointed fish. Outer 
space with stars, saucers, and satellites can be created. Let 
the children originate a Noah’s ark of never-seen-before ani- 
mals. Abstract designs, shapes, patterns of light, dark, color, 
fuzziness, and sharpness are possible effects. 


What to Present? 


The first step is to choose the material to be presented. In 
making up a “repertory” for the beginner, be guided by 
these requirements: simple plot and action, few characters 
on stage at any one time, characters visually strong in out- 
line. Examples of figures that have bold, dramatic shapes 
are giants, Babe the Blue Ox, Jack’s beanstalk, and the 
wooden shoe of Wynken, Blynken, and Nod. 

Any play or poem or story or song where the action is 
simple and the characters dramatic in outline is good ma- 
terial for shadow theatre. Ballads, Christmas carols, nursery 
rhymes, fables, and stories are good sources for plays. (See 
list at end of article for more suggestions. ) 

After choosing the play it should be organized into 
scenes. Writing out a “scenario” helps solve problems be- 
fore they arise. 

If you choose the Christmas story from the Bible, your 
Christmas shadow play can have dialogue, or you can nar- 
rate it with passages from the Bible. Your play could be a 
pantomime with Christmas carols appropriate to the action 
as accompaniment and between-the-scenes music. 


The Stage 


You can build a simple stage out of one sheet (4’ x 8’) 
of beaverboard (about $2.50 at a lumber yard), cut accord- 
ing to the plan on page 186 and framed with 1” x 2” wood 
strips. It is essentially a three-panel screen that can be 
folded away when not in use. 

Even more simple is a sheet (Please turn to page 186)

His economy goes further. In his 
Tiffany windows, each only 36” by 
48” by 22”, he says only one thing.

Here is another leaf we can take 
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from his book. Perhaps after all, 
it isn’t necessary to fill up the gar- 
den with many varieties of flower, 
bush and even tree. Why not try 
for a single effect, making the one 
tree that is there the focus, letting 
every other thing have a relation 
to and about it. 

Gene Moore’s play with perspec- 
tive is remarkable. He can, by lay- 
ering screens or distorting the ex- 
pected, make his windows seem to 
go back to infinity. Strip lighting, 
a theatrical trick, has come to be a 
Moore trade-mark. By shining light 
up the back wall from a fluorescent 
tube below and out of sight, the 
sense of depth is vastly increased. 
He says the effectiveness of his 
work depends on lighting and the 
focus it gives his arrangements. 

Again, we can apply Moore’s 
techniques to our own living. For 
example, it might be interesting to 
light the Christmas tree from one 
low-lying source this year. The 
light shining behind the branches 
will silhouette the tree against a 
glowing wall and make the orna- 
ments glint in a different way. 


Moore’s own criteria for good 
arrangements are imagination and 
humor. If those who look laugh, he 
is pleased. A recent favorite dis- 
play of his started with 20 or 30 
balls of colored string that an as-

sistant brought back from Italy. 
Moore piled the balls of string in 
bowls, dangled silver flatware with 
it, let strings of diamonds, sap- 
phires, and emeralds emerge from 
white, blue, and green balls, and 
even race of turtle 
brooches, the trail of each traced 
by a string matching the color of 
the turtle’s jeweled shell.

Moore never simply accepts the 
old familiar shapes of things 
around him. Instead he finds new

begin to see the world freshly as if 
for the first time. The materials he 
likes to play with are either very 
earthy or very elegant. His list of 
favorites includes: old burlap bags, 
iron girders, wind, wire, fire, bark 
of trees, bows and arrows, sheet 
music, moss, split rail fences, rub- 
stuffed birds, 
shells, the alphabet, 
shadows, yarn, cellos, camera film, 
ostrich feathers, dirt, moving wa-

maps, sea 


ter, china silk, vegetables, needles, 
rocks, hay, the tops of tin cans cut 
by a hand opener, light bulbs, pen- 
cils, and the insides of clocks. 

His influence is felt up and down

When you are teaching your pre- 
schooler a song, always repeat it in 
the same key, the one that fits his 
range. If you sing the song in one 
key while washing dishes and in 
another while getting a sleepy-head 
ready for bed, you will not produce 
a tuneful young singer by Christ- 
mas. 

And then, practice. If you sing 
with your child, or play records 
with him for ten or fifteen minutes 
a few times a week, in three weeks 
or so he should be able to join in 
on several songs. 

A mother or father with some 
musical training can do a great 
deal in the month before Christmas. 
Choose only a few songs and al- 
ways play and sing them in the 
same key. Since the young child 
often attempts to sing only one 
phrase while he listens to a song, 
encourage this at first. Suggest he 
sing “Yes, Lord,” (Mary Had a 
Baby) and “A Happy New Year” 
(We Wish You a Merry Christmas ) 
or the repeated phrase “Jingle 
Bells.” With repetition the whole 
song will then be learned easily.

of your own abilities, by all means 
use records, but choose them care- 
fully. See that the recorded songs 
are in the ranges already men- 
tioned. While choral recordings 
with orchestra and bells may be 
lovely, the performance is usually 
too complex to encourage your 
youngsters to join in. Choose a rec- 
ord where one voice is dominant 
and the accompaniment uncluttered. 
Records will slow down your 
child’s learning to sing for he may 
not be used to listening to music. 
He may be shy about joining in, so 
you should sing along to encourage 
his response. Records will have to 
be repeated more often than a 
“live” song because the perform- 
ance is usually faster than prac- 
ticing would be, and your child 
will need more time to feel secure. 
So don’t give up after the first at- 
tempt. Repeat the record, sing too, 
and soon he will want to sing along. 
If you begin now, spending a lit- 
tle time each day or so, your three-, 
four-, or five-year-old will be ready 
to sing several songs by Christmas. 
His pleasure at being able to par- 
ticipate will be shared by the whole 
family. And, say the experts, chil- 
dren who learn to sing at this age 
may well have a lasting musical 
advantage over those who must 
wait for kindergarten to learn.

difference between modelling and 
carving; and the two surfaces must 
be brought into harmony with one 
another. 

The foot, upon which the pot 
stands, should be reasonably wide 
for stability. But over and beyond 
that, its angles and _ proportion 
should relate to the lip, to which 
the eye instinctively leaps. The cut- 
ting of the foot does not end with 
the profile; the inside of the ring 
is nearly always hollowed out in the 
East. Stoneware pots are seldom 
glazed over the bottom, and the ex- 
posed clay tells how thoroughly the 
potter felt the contrast between the 
profile with its necessary conclud- 
ing foot and the perfect curve of 
the pot through it. 

There are many types of foot-cut- 
ting well understood by Oriental 
potters and often associated with 
certain kinds of vessel or with cer- 
tain localities, in which refinement 
has been worked out by a long 
process of trial and error into a 
fixed tradition. 

It is interesting to see an Orien- 
tal pick up a pot for examinaticn, 
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and presently carefully turn it over 
to look at the clay and the form and 
cutting of the foot. He inspects it 
as carefully as a banker a doubtful 
signature—in fact, he is looking for 
the bona fides of the author. There 
in the most naked but hidden part 
of the work he expects to come 
into closest touch with the charac- 
ter and perception of its maker. He 
looks to see how far and how well 
the pot has been dipped, in what 
relation the texture and color of the 
clay stand to the glaze, whether the 
foot has the right width, depth, 
angle, undercut, bevels and general 
feeling to carry and complete the 
form above it. Nothing can be con- 
cealed there, and much of his final 
pleasure lies in the satisfaction of 
knowing that this last examination 
and scrutiny has been passed with 
honor. 

Artists of many races have be- 
lieved that there are fundamental 
laws of proportion and composition, 
and I too believe it. What we call 
laws are no more than generaliza- 
tions founded on our sense experi- 
ence, but when the attempt is made 
to reduce such generalizations to 
mathematical formulae, it is difh- 
cult to believe that they can be 
applied in practice without robbing 
the craftsman’s work of its vitality. 
No formula, however accurate, can 


take the place of direct perception. 

Here, for example, are a few of 
the constructional ideas that I have 
found useful: 

1. The ends of lines are impor- 
tant; the middles take care of them- 
selves. 

2. Lines the 
points at which they change or 
cross are significant and call for 
emphasis.

3. Vertical lines are of growth, 
horizontal lines are of rest, diago- 
nal lines are of change. 

4. Straight 
square and circle, cube and sphere

5. Curves for beauty, angles for 


strength. 
6. A small foot for grace, a 


broad one for stability. 

7. Enduring forms are full of 
quiet assurance.

8. Technique is a means to an 
end. It is no end in itself. If the end 
is achieved, and a fine pot comes 
out of the kiln, let us not be hyper- 
critical about fortuitous blemishes. 
Some of the most beautiful pots in 
the world are full of technical im- 
perfections. The accidentals of pot- 
ting have to be considered con- 
sciously as such.

Chauffeur-driven, a 6-passenger 
car rents at about $17 a day, plus 
14 cents a mile after the first 50 
miles, gasoline and oil included. 
You pay for the chauffeur’s board 
and lodging, approximately $4.20 
a day. 

You could also cover this ground 
by train, bus, and local car hire.

Lovely is the Lee Country 


Apparently the BTA’s research 
departments have thoughtfully ob- 
served that the U. S. Civil War or 
War Between the States, depending 
upon one’s geographical location, 
engages the whole world’s imagina- 
tion as no other historical event 
ever seems to have done.

a petunia. There is an Italian water 
garden, rose gardens, apple or- 
chards, an arboretum, the whole 
an impeccably kept sampling of 
the wild and the cultivated.

How to Make a Rose Window 


The delicate rosette in the mid- 
dle of page 138 is very simple to 
make. Take four squares of tissue 
paper each a different color. Fold 
diagonally, making a triangle. Fold 
in half, then again, and then again. 
Clip the folds tightly with paper 
clips. You will have a cone (see 
Drawing 1). Now draw scallops 
along the folded edges, or simply 
cut free style with your scissors. 
Dotted lines on Drawing 2 indicate 
where you should cut. The shaded 
portion will be the rosette. Save all 
the ovals and scallops you cut 
away. You can make lovely designs 
with them. (See the turquoise rec- 
tangle, at left of rosette, dotted with 
cutouts, on page 138.) 

Paste the roses down one at a 
time in over-laps, and there you

have a rose window. And see the 
new color you have made in the 
middle. 


Stars 


The cherry magenta stars run- 
ning diagonally down page 138 are 
all made from one basic form. Take 
a 20” x 30” sheet of tissue paper 
and fold in half bringing short ends 
together. Fold in half twice more, 
bringing short ends together each 
time. Make a square by bringing a 
corner up to make a triangle with 
the short edge of the triangle on 
top of the long side of the folded 
paper. Cut off the excess paper. 
(See Drawing 3.) 

Take a 10” dinner plate or pie 
pan and make arcs according to 
Drawing 3. Cut out petals (along 
the dotted line in Drawing 3). Now 
you have pointed squares and large 
and small petals to play with. One 
star can be made of two squares 
(bottom center of page 138). An- 
other star (upper right of illustra-

tion) is made of four squares. The 
star at the top right of the page is 
two squares and four big petals. 
The huge sunburst at the bottom of 
the page is made of large and small 
petals. 

Other designs on page 138 are 
made of squares and circles and 
strips cut from many colors. Weave 
strips together, and you have the 
plaid at the bottom of the page. 
Criss-cross strips, and you have the 
sunburst in the upper left corner. 
And use the cutout left-overs to 
decorate and embellish. 

If your patterns are too pretty to 
throw away and you want to save 
them for next year, you can. In- 
stead of cementing tissue paper to 
window panes, glue to 20-point ace-

tate film (available at all art sup- 
ply stores). Cement it the same 
way as on glass, pierce the top of 
the acetate with a hot needle, 
thread and hang. Or cut to fit win- 
dow pane, if you wish. Or, make a 
sheet of designs and hang them in 
back of each other as Gene Moore, 
Display Director for Tiffany & 
Company, did (see photo below). 
If you hang large dark-colored de- 
signs close up and pale smaller 
ones farther back, you will increase 
the sense of depth. 

As you play with colored tissue 
paper, you will find all sorts of new 
patterns and designs growing un- 
der your fingers until, lo and be- 
hold, you have become an artist 
with tissue paper.

Glue 14” dowel stick, 14” long, at 
right angles to the puppet’s center 
of gravity. The puppet should hang 
balanced in an upright position from 
this main control rod. Attach a sec- 
ond stick to the end of the moving 
segment. If you exactly follow our 
gluing instructions on page 188, the 
control rods will swivel, giving the 
puppeteer ease of manipulation and 
reduce shadows thrown by controls.

The stage area should be a rec- 
tangle roughly two feet wide and 
one and a half feet high.

Light 


Your light should come from 
only one source or double shadows 
will be thrown. The lamp should be 
behind the screen, high enough so 
that no shadows are thrown on the 
screen except those of the puppets. 
A 15-watt fluorescent tube, hung at 
the top of the screen and back 
about nine inches, is most effective 
since it spreads the light source the 
width of the stage. Such fluorescent 
fixtures are available at most elec- 
tric supply stores, for under $7.

Scenery can be cut from card- 
board or 20-point acetate film and 
propped against the screen or 
tacked to it or hung from above. 
Acetate can be bought at art sup- 
ply stores for about $2 a sheet.

Since I believe in “be kind to 
hostesses” entertaining, think about 
a morning open house. Telephone 
your friends and ask them to drop 
by any day on their way to town 
to shop. Ask them for from ten on 
or set the hour when you can con- 
veniently get the beds made.

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at odd hours for tea or hot grog. So 
I ask them to come in after shop- 
ping, from three on, to put up their 
feet and get unwound. There is 
nothing in the world that can take 
the place of that “cup that cheers.” 

On the same day as your open 
house for tea, you might also have 
the “Hot Grog Gathering.” Ask 
them to come in at five. Some may 
prefer tea, so leave that on the hot 
tray. But now you add to the hot 
tray the glasses you are going to 
use and the liquor which can be 
bourbon or rye or brandy or gin 
or rum—whatever you have on 
hand. This is not a lot of fuss and 
feathers, but you just have the ket- 
tle boiling and everything laid out 
on the buffet table. 

There is one vital point to re- 
member: You must not pour too 
much whiskey (or what have you) 
into the drink or you will get “fu- 
miated.” Heat brings out the fumes 
of the alcohol, so an ounce of liq- 
uor is plenty for each drink. Never 
put more than an ounce and a half 
for your guests will be unable to 
drink it, and the pleasure of the 
grog is to be able to partake of it 
while it is steaming. If your guests 
come a few at a time then you can 
manage to flame their drinks. Put 
the hot water, lemon, and cloves in 
the glass with half the whiskey. 
Then lay a teaspoon across the 
glass, put in a tiny lump of sugar, 
fill the spoon with the warmed 
whiskey and then light the sugar 
and serve with a flourish. 

For each serving you will need: 

1 small lump of sugar 

(C. & W. cocktail cube) 

1 jigger bourbon (or whatever 

libation you wish) 

2 to 4 cloves 

A few slivers of cinnamon bark 
If you wish to make the drink even 
more sensational, use a whole stick 
of cinnamon, it acts as a stirrer or 
“muddler.” It’s a waste of cinna- 
mon, but I think it is worth it. All 
you will have to add to the buffet 
table is a platter of cheese, crack- 
ers, and sliced French bread. 

For an evening party, dessert, 
coffee, and brandy at eight are so 
easy. An even simpler way of enter- 
taining guests is to have port and 
cheese and apples. Again the won- 
derful wooden tree serves as a dec- 
oration as well as holding the apples 
to eat. There is a trick in hanging 
these apples. Buy new screws at 
the hardware store, at least three 
inches long. Wash them well and 
then tie red ribbons on end, screw 
them into the apples and hang 
them up (they slide off nails). 

I think this is perhaps the most 


relaxing gathering of the whole 
mad holiday whirl, for you can sit 
in front of the fire leisurely, and 
have good conversation. I usually 
put on some Christmas records, 
turned very low so there will be 
soft background music. We are 
cosy and warm and we enjoy our 
guests to the utmost. 

If you are giving them dessert, 
have something that holds well and 
looks pretty. For instance melange 
of canned fruits with raspberry 
sauce is attractive. I lean to indi- 
vidual sizes: A chocolate mousse 
made in individual cups, pecan 
tarts, coffee eclairs or cream puffs 
are all attractive on the buffet ta- 
ble. I like to have a fresh fruit 
bowl and one or two rich desserts, 
depending on the number of guests. 

You may want to toss all these 
ideas out the window and just con- 
centrate on that good old cocktail 
party for your open house. 


HAVE a couple of new items to 

simplify your buffet table for the 
cocktail party. One is elegant gold 
or silver paper plates. They are 
expensive, but they save on dish 
washing and they add a nice note 
to the table. They are made in Eng- 
land by Mansell, exclusively dis- 
tributed by Freund Mayer Co., Inc. 
in New York. I got mine at Nei- 
man Marcus in Dallas. They come 
in all sizes, but the six-inch plate 
is the best. The silver ones are ele- 
gant if you have silver serving 
dishes. However, my accessories are 
brass so I use the gold ones. (Price: 
2 for 25¢.) (Also at Dennison’s in 
New York City.) 

Another discovery I have made 
looks like and tastes like a million 
dollars. As you know a baby block 
of paté de foie gras that is four 
inches long and two inches deep 
(weight 744 oz.) is hideously ex- 
pensive, costing over $15. While in 
Texas, going through a fine gro- 


. 


cery store, I found a giant block ’ 


more than 7 inches long, 34% inch- 
es deep, weighing over 2 pounds 
and in the same block shape as its 
expensive little brother. It is called 
paté de foie de Strassbourg, aux 
truffes du Perigord, Alsace brand, 
packed by L’Hafner, Strassbourg. 
I like it better than the dear little 
one, but you do have to buy a small 
tin of truffles to go with it. I cut one 
truffle in slices to decorate this 
proud beauty, then chop the rest 
and fling them around the paté. 
Surround it with thinly — sliced 
French bread. How much does this 
giant paté cost? I paid $5.95 for it. 
Try and find it at your gourmet 
shop. It will serve 40 guests!

Put the finely ground beef into a 
bowl. Put the egg yolks into a mix- 
ing bowl and beat until lemon col- 
ored. Add the dry ingredients, then 
alternate the oil and vinegar, add- 
ing slowly and stirring well. 

When this is smooth, add the 
Worcestershire sauce and shallots. 
Mix well, and then lightly fork into 
the beef. Mix well, keeping the 
beef lightly mixed, don’t mash it 
against the side of the bowl. When 
you have finished mixing, roll out 
onto wax paper, and mold it into 
a log, again being careful not to 
mash it down. 

I make my logs the size of the 
long French bread that I will serve 
with it. Roll the log in masses of 
chopped chives, so this green lovely 
will add a color note to your buffet. 
Put it on a large platter, surround 
with thinly sliced French bread. 


Veal Pot Roast 


The cut of veal I ordered came 
out perfectly for my use. I ordered 
the “eye” of the rib. It weighed 
four pounds and resembled a whole 
filet in shape.

Chop the above ingredients and 
lightly brown them in butter in the 
casserole that you are going to cook 
the veal in. Take the vegetables out 
of the pan and brown the veal, add- 


ing more butter if necessary. Now 
this is important: The veal has no 
fat, so it must have the vegetables 
placed on top so as to keep it moist. 
These vegetables seem to “baste” 
the veal through its cooking period. 
Add some chicken consommé, cover 
| the casserole and put in a 300° F. 
| oven for 2% hours, or until it is 
tender. 

Cool the veal overnight, then re- 
frigerate it. This makes it easier to 
slice. Slice thinly, arrange on a 
| platter with chopped aspic (recipe 
follows) to give it a lift and a 
sparkle, surround with thinly sliced 
French bread, the same size as the 


roast.

Refrigerate Swanson’s Chicken 
Soup, so that you can lift off the 
coagulated fat with ease. This aspic 
must be clearer than clear. I will 
give you the recipe for three cans 
of broth, for you will use this over 
the holidays. It will keep for some 
time in a very cold part of your 
refrigerator. 


3 cans Swanson’s Chicken Broth 

5 tablespoons gelatin soaked in 
dry white wine 

2 egg whites and crushed shells 

2 teaspoons cold water 


Boil chicken broth for a short 
time, to reduce it to five cups. Cool. 
To make this broth crystal clear is 
simple if the temperature is right. 
Beat the egg whites lightly with 
crushed shell and cold water. Add 
it to the cooled broth and bring 
the brew to the boiling point, stir- 
ring all the while. Turn the heat 
down and let simmer for three min- 
utes, then turn off the heat and let 
it stand for 20 minutes. Strain 
through thicknesses of wet 
cheesecloth put into a sieve. As you

pour off liquid from egg white, 
pour with care to leave the coagu- 
lated egg whites in the pan. Also do 
not try and pour out every vestige 
of broth, for there might be a little 
residue in the bottom. I pour mine 
with strong light shining through 
into a Pyrex pitcher so that I can 
see what I’m doing. I sometimes 


twice. using fresh wet 


cheese cloth each time. 


strain it 


Now heat again, add the gelatin, 
which has been standing in white 
wine, dissolve and then pour into 
a covered dish. Cool, cover, and 
refrigerate. 

This may sound crazy to you, but 
it works like a charm. In Peggy 
Harvey’s cookbook, Season to Taste, 
she gives you this secret. To chop 
aspic to make it the most glisten- 
ing in the world, moisten a piece of 
brown paper. On it put as much 
aspic as you need, and chop. I put 
all this on a cutting board and use 
one of Bob’s big chopping knives. 
You can do this same thing using 
Campbell’s Beef Bouillon, which is 
excellent over beef, etc. However, 
you should use red wine, or half 
water and half sherry to moisten 
the gelatin.

If you do not have clam shells 
use coquille shells, those little scal- 
loped darlings. I really think the 
tiny shells are the prettiest, but 
you have to have a lot of refriger- 
ator space, as they take up a lot 
of space. They are a glorious ad- 
dition to your table, served on a 
bed of ice or parsley. 

Melt the butter in a frying pan, 
stir in bread crumbs, cook for a 
few minutes, stirring all the while. 
Add clam juice and the cream. 
Heat, but do not boil, add dry sea- 
sonings and mix well, keeping hot. 
Stir the softened gelatin into the 
brew and when melted (you have 
to guess at this) add the finely 
chopped clams last. Fill the shells 
(this is murder, for they tip over; 
I have used everything from coast- 
ers to matches to keep them from 
tipping). Refrigerate overnight. 
When ready to serve, put a copi- 
ous amount of the chopped aspic 
on top of each. It glistens like 
shattered topazes.

Make a sauce of the following: 
Defrost packages of rasp- 
berries, and run them through the 
electric blender. Then pour through 
the finest sieve you can find (I 
usually do it twice, so as to catch 
all the seeds). Flavor the sauce with 
6 to 8 tablespoons of ruby port. 
There should be two cups of sauce.

These trees and shrubs have landscape value 


plus foliage that stays green in the house 
By CARROLL C. CALKINS 


@ Some of the finest conifers for garden use have hand- 
some foliage with remarkable keeping qualities indoors. If 
the fresh look—and delightful smell—of greens is im- 
portant to you in winter, consider planting some of these 
double-duty conifers. We show only needle-leaf, cone-bear- 
ing plants (conifers) here because they offer the widest 
selection of foliage and form for most of the country. 

There are, however, some fine broad-leaf evergreens for 
indoors and out. Holly, the hardy rhododendrons, leather- 
leaf viburnum, and pyracantha are all good. Southern 
gardens of course have many other year-round, broad-leaf 
plants to choose from. 

Besides the conifers shown here, the false cypress (Cham 
aecyparis), fir, and arborvitae keep well indoors. But these 
aren't so easy to use in the garden. Hemlock, on the other 
hand, is a useful garden tree but the foliage doesn’t keep 
so well after cutting. Any of the evergreens can be planted 
whenever the soil is ready to dig, and before they start 


into their active growth in the spring. 


What you should know about pruning 


You can prune conifers lightly at any season, but it is 
least desirable in late spring and summer. Heavy pruning is 
best done in spring before new growth starts. Fairly heavy 
trimming is safe in winter—for the holidays. In fact you 
may want to delay necessary pruning until winter when you 
can make good use of the trimmings in the house. 

The pines can't take much cutting without endangering 
the plant. You can remove only the growth of the last year 
or two without trouble. Cut the main stem back to the side 


shoots. New buds will break and form a new leader. If you 


take more than two years growth, the new buds may not 
start and the limb will die. If. you want a lot of pine foliage, 
plant more pines. There are many handsome ones. 

Yews can take heavy pruning at almost any time of year 
and fill out again. Junipers also yield a good harvest of 
foliage and come back strong. After cutting greens, put 
them in water if possible, or spray with an anti-transpirant 
to keep them fresh longer in the house. Sketches show 
typical form of mature plants, but not their ultimate size. 
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The individual branch ends of this elegant pine have substance 
and quality enough to stand alone as decoration. The tree 
grows slowly and can be pruned, though sparingly, but even 
a little foliage is well worth having. The tree grows to 45 feet 
or more, and there’s a dwarf with a more picturesque shape. 


Pfitzer juniper ye 


(Juniperus chinensis pfitzeriana ) y $ 


There are about 60 different species of juniper, plus about 
100 varieties. They all keep well after cutting, but some are 
much more useful in the garden. Some are large trees, some 
are shrubs of many shapes. This one is a good-size shrub and 
one of the most popular. It is shown here at mature size.

®@ In view of the fact that science 
has identified and named some

does. While bacteria and viruses 
cause some of the infectious gar- 
den diseases, fungi are the patho- 
gens of the large majority—and 
they call for understanding. 

The average gardener, novice or 
old hand, when he notices a plant 
that does not look well, will eye a 
leaf with his naked eye, put his 
hands in his pockets, shake his 
head and say, “I can’t think what 
is the matter with it.” End of the 
treatment. 

Fortunately the great majority 
of vegetable and flower ailments 
are not killers. Of all my plantings 
over 25 years, I can remember only 
one failure that was total—sweet 
peas. else I have 
planted, flower or vegetable, has 
brought in some harvest. | know 
many others whose spirit seems to 
be, to quote one, “What the bugs 
and blights get is theirs, as far as I 
am concerned.” They go on plant- 
ing and are able to brag about 
their tomatoes and corn most years.

Some diseases do little damage, 
such as the powdery mildew that 
defaces lilacs, phlox, and zinnias 
toward the summer’s end, and the 
sooty mold that often blackens 
plants, soil, and rocks under tulip 
trees, fed by the honeydew which 
the aphids on the trees shower 
down on everything below, includ- 
ing automobiles. Some do consider-

For one thing, it hardly 
seems fair to the neighbors to en- 
courage the pathogens of disease 
in the back yard and thus pass in- 
fection to other gardens.

Some go on 
some on visiting birds 
blowing leaves, the 
shoes, or in

and animals,

I 
don’t promise that J perform every 
little thing I counsel you to do, but 
I hope you will. I will say I am a 
good watcher, that is important. 
Make sure that your land has 
good drainage, for nearly all vege- 
tation, except some bog and water 
plants, will sicken and die in time 
if they do not have air at their 
roots. The beneficent bacteria and 
fungi that are the life of the soil 
must breathe. If there is any doubt 
on the matter, dig a hole eighteen 
inches deep and fill it with water. 
If the water has not drained away 
in 36 hours, you have trouble. 
Make sure that your soil is ade- 
quately supplied with organic mat- 
ter and a balanced store of plant 
nutrients. The all-organic evange- 
lists argue that this is the end-all 
solution to plant disease, if the nu-

A plant may be growing with fine 
vigor and have the best of care, 
and yet take down with something; 
in fact, some rusts, smuts, and mil- 
dews thrive vigorous 
plants. In corn breeding they have 
found that hybrids in the highest 
health, growing as only hybrids 
can, have less resistance than those 
of low vigor to corn smut—a weird 
and astonishing growth on the ear 
which looks more like the black 
embodiment of a witch’s curse than 
anything I know. 

Add barnyard manure to cotton 
fields in Arkansas infected with 
wilt and the disease wanes; add 
the same manure to a field in the 
delta of the Nile and the severity 
of the disease increases. But on the 
whole, authorities agree that a 
well-nourished plant in soil with 
the right pH has more resistance to 
most diseases than others. 


only on 


ERHAPS the balance of fertil- 

ity is more important than the 
quantity. For good growth plants 
need nitrogen, phosphorus and po- 
tassium. A balanced fertilizer in- 
cludes all three. Most soils of the 
South and East are especially low 
on phosphorus so a fertilizer rela- 
tively high in the element, such as 
a 5-10-5 formula would be the right 
“balance” for such soils. 
the soil tested will tell you what it 
needs in order to fully do its part 
in producing healthy plants. 

Rotate crops in the garden if you 
can possibly do so, especially 
plants of the cabbage family, to- 
matoes, and asters. Some ills live 
in the soil winter after winter for 
four, five, or six years, inactive un- 
til the plant they love appears 
again. If they are starved for the 
right period, they die out. 

In rotation the important idea is 
the classification of crops accord- 
ing to the kind of nutrients they 
take from the soil; there are three 
classes: leaf crops, which consume

a relatively large amount of nitro- 
gen, root that use more 
potash, and seed or fruit crops that 
demand phosphorus particularly. 

The best argument I know for 
spraying or dusting on a regular 
schedule is that many kinds of in- 
disease.

seed-born infection. On his trouble 
shelf every gardener should have a 
fungicide for treating seeds against 
the damping-off fungus, and use it 
on all seeds planted in pots or flats, 
at least, and on those he has had 
trouble with in the past. Order 
plants only from the most reliable 
firms; some berry plants, as well 
as seed potatoes, can be certified 
virus-free and these are the only 
ones you want. 

It seldom pays to nurse a plant 
that is obviously diseased through- 
out its system. The careful garden- 
er will place it in a paper bag to 
carry away for burning, for it may 
be shedding spores that can infect 
other plantings. Then, he will wash 
his hands with soap and water be- 
fore he handles any other garden- 
ing task. Always wash your hands 
after touching an ailing leaf before 
you touch another—that is, if you 
want to be more careful than I 
sometimes am. Also keep down the 
weeds, for weeds can nourish and 
spread disease. 


F I HAD space, I suppose I could 

describe some of the common di- 
seases that herbage is heir to, but I 
have found that word descriptions 
are generally more confusing than 
fun. There are thousands, and 
sometimes the plant pathologist in 
a laboratory can not be sure. I can 
refer you to a good book which I 
think must be in every public li- 
brary. It is: Plant Diseases, the 
Yearbook of Agriculture for 1953, 
published by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. You may 
be able to secure a copy free by 
writing to your congressman. It 
contains many plates in color show- 
ing several score of the more com- 
mon and damaging ills. 

If you run into real trouble, the 
best course would be to wrap up 
the patient or a twig or a few 
leayes, according to the nature of 
the ailment, in a newspaper and 
send it to your state agricultural 
offee, or wherever your county 
agent advises you to send it for 
identification. 

Above all don’t lose heart in the 
face of wilt and blight. You might 
say to yourself, philosophically: 
“Perfection is not a practical am 
bition for this world, but merely a 
notion we have in our minds, some- 
I Nature knows nothing about. 
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
